topfull-that he had him in his Court. And at this time all 
the nobles-and knightes which remained in the hall did 
talke one with another, and verie much meruailed at the 
mightye dedes of the knight of the Sunne, and all people 
did beholde him, giuing him greate pꝛaiſe, and extolling 
him vnto the heauens, in ſuch ſoꝛte that hve was aſhamed 
to heare himſelle ſa pꝛaiſed: But as it is a thing moſt 
common , that againſt pꝛoſperitie of the] vertuous there 
doth not lacke malicious and enuious perſons , who ne⸗ 
uer reſteth to pꝛocure the execution of their venimous ſto⸗ 
mackes, it ſo fell out amongeſt the Rnightes that were 
there p2eſent; there was Florinaldus, he which the night 
of the Sun did-ouerth2owe at the bꝛidge befoze Albamira, 
who fo2 that he was a ſtout and gallaunt Knight , recey- 
ued greate griefe that the Knight of the Sunne ſhoulde 
ouerthꝛowe him, and eſpeciallie befoze his Ladie and mis 
ftrefſe, and therefoꝛe he was verie deſirous to {ke to haue 
oppoꝛtunitie wherein he might bee reuenged; and make ſa⸗ 
tiſkad ion of the ſhame and rebuke which he had receiued by 
him,many of thoſe nobles and knightes that were pꝛeſent 
were his parents and kinſfolke. And J knowe not whe- 
ther it was with the greate hope he hadde in his owne 
ſtrength, oꝛ in the confidence of his kinſfolkes and friends, 
which were verte many, hee determined with himſelfe to 
ſeeke ſome occaſion of contention with the Knight of ths

dnaowat ſuch time as theſe Knighfes' were {p2aiſing 
him, and giuing him his deſerued commendation, foꝛ the 
god he had done vnto the Emperour, Flomnaldus replyed 
vato them, and with a ioude voyce, that he might be heard 
of all that were there pꝛeſent, hee ſaypde.

and there loꝛe much leffe in the Court at high and mightie 
Kings . When the Sonne ol Trebatio heard theſe woꝛdes, 
his coulour chaunged , and with verie anger hee gnaſhed 
his teeth together, ſtriuing to mittigate his cholarike ire by 
reaſon, and to aunſ were Florinaldus with patience; but 
pet this valiaunt Del Phocbo.could not erecute his vertu⸗ 
aus deſire, foꝛ that his wꝛath s cholar did much moꝛe ſur⸗ 
mount his calmnelle, which did p2ocede of his wozthie and 
vexed heart, in ſuch loꝛt that he could not finde which waie 
to compallc the ſame without the great abuſing cf his hos 
nour, eſpeciallie to heare ſo iniurious and vile woꝛdes ſpo⸗ 
ken againſt him, but with a furious and frowning coun- 
fenaunce, which ſeemed to terr iſie all them that did beholde 
him, he replyed vnto Florinaldus, and ſapde: Theſe woꝛdes 
which thou haſt ſpoken , Florinaldus, be villanous, and not 
to be ſuffered. Therfo2e vpon the ſame if thou wilt go foꝛth 
into p field with me, J wil giue the to vnderſtãd that thou 
doeſt lie falſelie, fo2 that J was neuer traiteur to Jing 


noꝛ to anie other creature. When this ſtout and gallaunt 


Knight heard theſe woꝛdes his poutifull bloud beeing 1nws 
ued, beeing politike and nimble, with a trice hee w2apped 
his cloake about his arme, and dꝛew out his ( woꝛde, with 
the which he would haue ſtriken the knight of the Sunne, 
who was then vnarmed: but giuing the enterpꝛiſe againſt 
the flower of all knightes, beloꝛe his (wozd.conld deſcend. 
to execute his will; with a light leape moze then th2e pa⸗ 
ces he auoided,and.dzew out his \ww2d (which was a hea- 
ute and ſozrowfull dzawing out vnfo many), And foz that 
Florinaldus had there many kinſeſolkes 4 friends, and like⸗ 
wiſe of his on. ſquires & ſeruants,they all together dzew 


ut their ĩ monde, ſome agajpſt the kuight of the Sun and

other ſome fo make peace betwixt them, ſv that there was 
not anp in all the hall but he hadde his ſwozde reavys

Now at ſuche tyme as the knight of the Sunne would 
haue ſeroken his firſt blow at Florinaldos, a bꝛother of his 
called the Troyan Earle, with his woꝛde in his hande, 
put him ſelfe fa: wardes, and thought to recriue the blow 
which veſcended , cutting the Ayer with great furie, and 
likting vp his worde, (with pꝛetente rather to hurts the 
knight of the Sunne, then to make peace, his miſfoztune 
was ſuche, that the blowe defcending with fo great furie 
frroke the \wo2de out of his hande , and the \wo2de of the 
knight of the Sunne lighted vppon his head, ſo that he 
caue it to the ſhoulders , and he fell downe dead vnto 
the grounde, which was great griefe to Florinaldos, and 
vnto all the reſt of his kinſfolkes and friendes, that dyd ſee 
him fall: who with great defier fo reuenge the deathe of 
their kinſman, dyd put their lynes in great daunger, with 
the perill that was befoꝛe them. And pꝛocured all that euer 
they could to wound the knight of the funne. And being ma 
ny and he vnarmed, he found him ſelle in the greateſt dan⸗ 
ger that euer in all his lyfe he had bereue in. Vet foꝛ all that 
in this deſperate conflict,he dyd plainely ſhow that he was 
the moſt couragious knight of all his pꝛedeteſſours, and of 
all that followed after him. So that in all the twelue parts 
ok this great hiſfozie of Trebatio, they haue no ſmall cauſe 
to mencton this mightie Alfebo, moꝛe the any other knight: 
foꝛ that this ſtronge knight dyd thinke nothing impoſſible 
vnto him that conſiſted in feates of armes, and where fo 
euer he tame, ther was no firegth noz courage able to make 
reũſtauns againſt his furie. 7, +3 
Now , when this couragions Gentleman dyd ſ& him 


ſelfe incloſed with his enemies, and fomany comming 


to gether to diſcharge and execute their furie vppon him, 
bis wꝛath and courage increased in ſache ſozte, that in 
lcaping foꝛwardes and backewardes, ſkryking about him 

on euery ſyde, he chaunſed on two of them which came

befo2e him, bering ſernauntes vnto Florinaldos, fo that 

with an suerthwart blow, he cut the one gf them cleane a 

under by the myddle, and chaunced vpon the other in the 
e plate, that his wo: de entred into his bowells, and 
both of them kell dead ta the grounde. And not ſtaying, 
he layd about dim on cuery ũde, ſo that no man dyd endurs 
befoze him that was vnarmed, but he ouerthzew him vn⸗ 
fo the ground, and all that euer he dyd was lyttle enough, 
fo: that with the great violence and furic which they vled 
without all feare, pꝛelling vpon him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they 
hurt him in thꝛer oz ſoure places, where at their iNued very 
much hilotd, 5 5 : 

- Natwithikanding what with the great fury he hadde, 
and his exceeding lightneſſe and deadlie blowes that he 
ſtroke, he made the moſt parte of all them foꝛ great feare 
to pat them ſelues apart from him. And hauing ſpace that 
he could turne and wynde his ſwozd about him,there was 
none that was ſo hardie fo2 to aſſaile him, but that he cut 
him a ſunder in the myddelk , 21 7 

There was at that time many nobles and knights that 


would haue parted and made peace betwirt them , but the 


tumult was ſuch and ſo farre out of oꝛder, that by no nica⸗ 
nes they could refo2me it, till ſuch tyme as the King Tibe- 
rio heard that great rumur and nor le in the hall, he came 
foꝛth out of his cloſet, and toke his royail Scpter in his 
hand, and pzeſſed in amongeſt the thickeſt of them very fu⸗ 
rioufly and with great anger. And when he came where 
as the knight of the Sunne was, and ſaw rounde about 
him ſo many dead perſons, and amongſt them the Troypan 
Carte, with great anger he layde holde on him and ſapde, 
what is this O unight, that in ſuch oꝛder thou doeſt diſqui⸗ 
et my court, and halt flayn my knights, io all the reſt when 
they ſawe the Ring, ther immediatly did retyze backe and 
were in quiet. | 1 
Then when the valiaunt knight of the Sunne knew 
him to be the Ring, and heard what he ſayde , he foꝛthwith 
dyd moderate his anger all that 2 coulde, and ſayde ;..

it is your knights that doch diſqutet your Court and nor 
A,and if J haue flaine anie it is in defending my leite from 
the death, which they doe procure to giue me. Df this ſayd 
the king J will infoꝛme my ſelfe, and puniſh: them that 
bath bene the occaſion heereof . And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes 
he demaunded of him his \ wad, which he gaue him, moze 
foꝛ turteſies ſake then fo2 ante other thing, and haning it, 
he alſo toke the ſ woꝛde of Florinaldus , ant of all the reſt 
that he ſuſpected to be on his partie, and ſtraight waies cal⸗ 
led befoꝛe him all his knightes and gard, and commaunded 
them to take the knight of the Duane pꝛiſoner, and to cars 
rie him into a ſtrong Tower which was on the one ſide ol 
the Pallace, and likewiſe to take Florinaldus, and alt thoſe 
that were on his ſide, and fo carrie them vnto another tow⸗ 
er that was on the other ſide of his pallace,ſo that both the 
one and the other were put in god keeping but if the knight 
of the Dunne had bene armed, befoze he would haue bene 
taken p2iſoner,he would haue made the king to haue giuen 
eare and to hearken vnto that he woulde haue ſaide in dif- 
charging himſelfe, but by reaſon that he was as it were na⸗ 
ked,he yelbed , and had patience with all that which the 
king commaunded, and ſo they lead them vnto the Tower 
which was verie high and well walled. And when he was 
therein, they made faſt a verie greate chaine to his legge, 
and foꝛ to kepe him there was put thirtie armed knights, 
and as many mo other men. Then the Dutcheſſe of Pano- 
nia did ſend vnto him a verie gad Surgion to heale him of 
his woundes At this time the death of the Tropan Earle 
was publiſhed thꝛoughout all the Court, and there was 
made foꝛ him great lamontation, koꝛ that the moſt nobleſt 
Pꝛinces and knightes that were there, were of his kinſs 
folks.

and bnderſfode them, he verie much meruailed at that 
ſtraunge aduenture, and ſtraight waie it mwued in bim a 
great god will and deſire to pzoue the (ame , both to ſce 
and knowe what was within the caue, © euen as one that 
did abhoꝛre his owne life, ſo he delighted not in anie other 
thing but in great 4 perillous aduentures,4 indeuoured to 
giue the attempt vnto them when he had oppoꝛtunitie, but 
by reaſon it was ſo late, and that it wared darke, he deter⸗ 
mined to let the enterpꝛiſe alone till the next mozning, fog 
that the night might be a hinderance vnto him fo; the per⸗ 
fozmaunce. And therewithall he pulled off his hoꝛſe bꝛidle, 
to let him feede vpon the graſle there abouts, and he as one 
that hadde no care of hunſelſe, layde him a long vppon the

And 
in ſaying theſe woꝛds the Trumpet ſounded vnto the bat⸗ 
taile, and the gallant and valiaunt knight Florinaldus did 
ſtrike his furious hoꝛſe with the ſpurs, and made towards 
the knight of the Sunne, foꝛ his courage and furious fozce 
was ſuch at that time, that it ſeemed foꝛtune could not bee 
contrarie vnto him in anie wiſe.

It von do remember that after the knight of the Bum hay 
duertome that ſtout & valiant knight Aridon of the blacke 
won, the Duke of Pannonia and he confeſſed al the treaſon 
that was conſpired betwixt them againft the dutchefſe,and 
how that the king commaunded their heads ſhould be tut 
ol in the middeſt of place, without anie pardon, although 
many Rnightes and greate Lo2des did impoztunate the 
king fo2 their pardon, Now the hiſtoꝛie ſaith that this A- 
ridon of the blacke wode hadde a bꝛother called Egion, a 
voung man of a mightie ſtature and fozce, and of a ſingu⸗ 
lar courage foz to attenipf anie thing, who was in þ black 
wode, at ĩuch time as Aridon was beheaded , Alſo the 
Duke ol Pannonia had like wiſe another bꝛother called Far- 
monte, à haliant knight and verie p2oude ,beeing Loꝛde 
ouer manie Countries in high Almaine,nigh vnto þ black 
wode, who went abzaade ſeeking his aduentures in thoſs 
partes, and had got vnto himſelfe great fame # renowme, 
fo2 many derdes of armes which he had done in that coun⸗ 
trie. Nu when the death of their bꝛethꝛen came vnto their 
knowledge, and in what ſoꝛte the king Tiberio commauns 
ded them to be llaine, they were verie ſoꝛrowfull foz the 
ſame, and either of them determined within himſelfe to an⸗ 
noie the king Tiberio all that euer they could, till ſuch time 
as ther were renenged of the death of their bꝛethꝛen. Jt ſo 
fell aut that theſe two ioyned together, and were both of 
one minde and determination, concluding betwerne them 
to be both together at the execution of reuengement, foz 
that they may the better being to paſſe their pꝛetence, and 
to annoy the king.

king Tiberio, and there to infome himfelfe of all that had 
paſſed touching the death of his bꝛother, and fo2 to ſpie out 
howe and in what manner he might be reuenged on the 
king , ſo he came vnto the Court in; fecrete wiſe, not ma⸗ 
king himſelfe knowen what he was, whereas he was certi⸗ 
fied of all that hee would deſire Like wiſe bee was ginen 
to vnder ſtande how that the Qutcene Auguſta was wyth 
all her Ladies and Gentle women at the monaſterie of the 
Niuer, and there remained euer ſince that the Emperour 
Trebatio had carried awaie the Pꝛinceſſe Briana.

When Farmonte heard theſe woꝛds, beeing a couragi⸗ 
ous Knight, he lyked verie well of that which Egion had: 
vttered, and thought it god fo giue vnderſtanding of all 
this their pꝛetenee, vnto a Oyannt called Barbario , who 
had his dwelling thereby, on the ſkirt of the mount Sar- 
edo, who was a great friend vnto them, and mightis and 
ſrrongo in dedes of armes, thinking with his helpe ta 
deſtroie all the who le poser of the Ringe 1 0 : 
{ | Fit, when: 
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when he hav dpenen this vnto Egion they both determiner 
to go and talke with him, and to deter him if it were his 
pleaſureʒ to be a companion in that enterpꝛiſe. This accozy 
dingly they accompliſhed, manifeſting vnto him all their 
pꝛetence and determination, who when he vnderſtove it, 
dyd ſtraight way: offer vnto them his contpany , and alſo. 
certaine other valiant knights which he had with him, be⸗ 
ing ſuch as deſired no other thing, but to haue opoꝛtunitie 
wher they might tmploy their foꝛce and ſtrength to do miſ⸗ 
chiefe. And to conclude, he came away with them, carying 
with him tenne of his knights, who were very byg of ſta⸗ 
ture, and of great ſtrength, with whome he durſt giue the 
attempt againſt a thouſand knights. 

And when they came vnto the blacke wod, Egion dyd 
chuſe other tenne knightes of the beſt and ſtrongeſt that he 
had , So being toyned to gether, they dyd departe and toke 
their way towardes the Monaſterie of the Ryuer : and en⸗ 
fring intd Hungaria, they went thze& and thze to gether, 
bicauſe ther ſhould grow noſuſpection,and the molt of their 
trauaile was by night. In this oꝛder they trauailed, that 
af length they came to the onaſterie of the Nyuer, and 
were not ſuſpected of any, where by they might haue occa- 
fion to follow them, to ſee what they pꝛetended. So tarping 
the ons foꝛ the other, they ioyned all together, and being in 
god oꝛder, vpon a very faire and cleare monethine night, 
they ler vpon the monaſter ie, bꝛake the doꝛes, entred in, and 
foke the Queene with all hir gentilwomen, out of their 
chambers, at whoſe great ſhzyckes and cryes, the knightes 
which were of their garde, being lodged in certaine houſes 
out vf the monnſterie, dyd awake, & being all amaſed, they 
began ta arme themſcluos, in ſuch great halt, that ther wer 
jopned to gether moꝛe then loꝛtie, who went vnto the plate 
where as the noyſe was, ſo that bet wirt the knightes and 
the gyunt, began a great conflict, but it fell out very euell 
wih them oz that the moſt part of them wer armed with⸗ 
düt light, and vpon a ſodaine, ſo chat they lacked many pe3! 
tes of their amour - And moze, the poweraf thy gbaunt; 
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with Egion and Farmonte, was ſo ffrong, that they alone 
had bene ſufficient to yeſfroye them all: ſo that in a ſmall 


time there was the moſt parte of them ſlaine, and the reſte 


that remained dyd hide them ſelues,fo} the great feare that 
they had: Inſomuch that they had tyme and ſpace to take 
the Nucene and many of hir gentilwomen into their pow- 
er . And fo2 that purpole they bꝛought with them a coach, 
with foure wheerles, dꝛawen with ſire mightie Hoꝛſes, and 
very ſwiff, ſuch as in a ſhoꝛt ſpace wold cary them a great 
way : ints the which coach they put the Queene e hir gen⸗ 
tlewomen, whoſe lamentacions were ſo lowde, that they 
might be heard a great way. Then they all together pla- 
ted themſelues round about the coach,and ſtroke the hoꝛſe, 
+ in great halt they began to trauaile towards their coun⸗ 
trie, very glad and ioyfull foꝛ the rych pꝛay which they had 
obtained. And continually as the knightes which were of 
the garde and keeping of the Queene, came thether at their 
great ſhꝛeckes, they dyd not ceaſe to follow the toach, and 
had battaile with the gyant and their knights in the way, 
but the gyant did intreate them all in ſuch ſozt, that ſome 


dead, and other ſome very ſoꝛe hurte, he left them lying as 


long the way where as they went. | 

This was the great noyſe of armour & the cryes which 
dyd wake the knight of the Sunne out of his ſleepe,in the 
foꝛreſt, thinking vpon that great trauaile which he hadde 
with the knightes of the king Tiberio,tn the cifie of Ratiſ⸗ 
bona : and in the verye ſame night dyd this wꝛong happen 
onto the Nneene , and the coach dyd dzaw neere the place 
where as he was aflepe. And as this god knight awa⸗ 
ked vpon a ſodaine almoſt amaſed, and heard a farre of the 
great ſhꝛikes of the gent il women, he ſtraight way laſed 
on his healme, and went to ſreke his hoꝛſe, who was feeding 
on the greene graſſe, and bꝛydeled him x leapt into the ſad⸗ 
dle: at which time the gyant and the knightes tame right 
againſt him wher as he was. And by reaſon that the mone 
did ſhine very b2ight,he ſaw the coniing in this oꝛder. Be⸗ 
foze the coacho went the gyant Barbario; mounted vppon a 
5 ä mightie 
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mightie Yozſe all armed, with a great Jron maſe in his 
hand al bluddy, (with the great.company of knights which 
he had ſlain that night) and acco2ding vnto his furious and 
dꝛeadfull countenaunce there were fe lo knights that durſt 
ab de befoze him. And on both ſides of the coach, rode tha 
two valiant knights Fgion and Farmonte, with ech of them 
a battaile are in their handes. And their furious and fearſe 
ſemblaunce which they ſhawed , was no leſſe to be feared, 
(by reaſon of the greatneſſe o their bodies) then the giants. 
And after the coach there followed to the number of fiftene 
knightes, which remained of twentie that they bꝛought 
fo2th, all on hoꝛſebacke, and well armed: who went kee⸗ 
ing of the gentle women, that they ould not fall out of, 
che coach. All this the knight of the Sunne ſtaied to behold, 
and by the ſhꝛicke which the gentilwomen gaue, and by the 
woꝛds which they ſpake, he dyd well vnderſtande, that the 
giant and thoſe knights did carry them away by foꝛce. And 
although it ſemed to be an vnequall match and ver pe ter⸗ 
rible, that one alone knight ſhould think to ſet them at ly⸗ 
bertie, pet this mightis and valiant Greeke made no ſtape, 
but with a valiant courage ſet ſpurres vnto his hoꝛſe and 
iſſued out of the foꝛreſt where as he abode: and came into 
the high way, and put him ſelfe befoze the gyant and ſayde 
theſe woꝛds. Tell me giant what is the occaſion that thou 
doſt carry theſe gentilwomen perloꝛte t againſt their wils. 
When this great Barbario in that ſoꝛt ſaw the knight be⸗ 
fo:e him, and the great hardineſſe where with he ſpake vn⸗ 
to him, without making any anſ were, he lyft vp his great 
maſe of Iron, and went againſt him to haue ſtroke him vp⸗ 
on the head, with a right downe blow : but the knight of 
the Dunne had his:\wozd dꝛawen in his hande, e ſet ſpurs 
vnto his hoꝛſe ſide, and made him giue a great and a light 
leape on the one ſide, where with he cleared himſelfe from 
that terrible blow, and the male fell downe to the ground: 
and with the great foꝛce and ſtrength where with it was 
ſtroken, it lackt lyttle that the gyant had net fallen ta the 
ground after the male, foz that he ſtoped with all biber 
i 91 | 02s 
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wvardes vpon the ſavdle bow. And befozche had any time 
to lettlehimlelfe againe , the knight ol the Sunne entred 
in with him, and rayſing vp him lelfe in his ſtyꝛroppes, he 
firoke with both his handes ſo furious and terrible a blow 
at his waſt , that by reaſon the ioyntes of his armour was 
in that place in a maner bꝛoken with his foꝛmer conflics, 
he cut the body in two peeces, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the one halfe 
remained in the ſaddle, and the other halfe from the waſte 
vpward fell downe to the ground: and it was ſo quickly 
done, that when Egion and that mightie Farmonte behelde 
the battaile, with that wonderful and terrible blow, e ſaw 
the halfe bodie of the gyant fall vnto the earth: And behol⸗ 
ding the knight which had done that derde, with his \ woꝛd 
in his hand all blodie, they recened great admiracion, and 
either of them thought within him ſelfe , that it ſhould be 
ſome leleſtial creature, ſent front God foꝛ fo deſtroy them: 
fo; that they could not perſ wade with themſelues that in 
à moꝛtall man there ſhould be ſo great fo ee and ſtrength, 
Vet bicauſe they were valiant knightes, and high minded, 
and of pꝛoude condition, either of them did aſſanlfe him 
with great vꝛe and wꝛath: and the firlk that appꝛoched vn⸗ 


to him was the mighty Farmonte, who with boch his hands 


f&roke ſuch a right downe blow at the knight of the dun, 
which lighted vpon his right ſhoalder,that it had bene ſuf- 
ficient. to cleaue him to his bꝛeaſt, if that his inchaunted 
armour had not defendid him. And bp reaſon that the hat ⸗ 
chet could not cut, the ſtrength of the blow was the heaui⸗ 
ar, in ſuch ſozt, that it made him to double and bow his bo⸗ 


die fozwardes, that his bꝛeaſt tauched the ſaddle bow, and 


he hadde not well ſettled him ſelfe in his ſaddle againe, 
when that on the other ſyde, he was aſſalfed by the migh⸗ 
tie Egion, who with his mightie hatchet , ſtroke a nocher 
right downe blowe at him, that if hee hadde chaunſed to 

hit him, it could not but needes it muſte haue done him 
907 —— couragious and valiant Knight, whoſe excie⸗ 
ding ligbtneſſe and ſtrength, was in all points 2 | 
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ſtroke his hozſo with the ſpurres and made him to leape an 
he one ſide, which was the octaſtan that he clerred himſelte 
from the fury thereof, and ther with he entered in with that 
mightie Formante, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon the 
head, that if he hadde not claſped, himſelfe about the hoꝛſe 
necke he hadde fallen downe vnto the grounde, he hadde no 
ſoner giuen this blowe, but that the ſtout Egion lift vp his 
hatchet againe and ſtroke him another blowe vppon the 
healme, that he made him decline his head vnto his bꝛealt, 
being ſome what amazed therewith. All this that paſſed, as 
well with the knight of the Sunne as the Gpaunt and the 
reſt, the Qusene Augulta cher Gentle women which were 
in the Coach did beholde, foꝛ that thoſe which dꝛaue the 
hoꝛſe that did dꝛawe the Coach did ſtaie, and the night was 
verie cleere,and the Mone did ſhine lo bꝛight that it ſeemed: 
to be daie, and they greatlie meruailed at the ſodaine death 
ol the Gpaunt, and like wiſe ol the battaile which that a⸗ 
lone knight made with the other two knighes, and certain⸗ 
lie they belued that that knight was ſent from God. In 
this time the mighty Farmonte had ſtroke the knight of the 
Bunne a terrible blowe vpon his healme, with ſo great fus . 
rie and fozce,that he thought verilie his teeth had bene bꝛo⸗ 
ken with chattering and beating one againſt another, then 
this valiant and couragious knight ſceing the great refi- 
ſtaunce that was againſt him, his foꝛte increaſed, and hes 
toke his ſwoꝛd in both his handes, and raiſed himlette i in 
his ſtirops, he ſtriking a mightie blow at the fout Egion, 
which lighted vpon his ſhoulder in an ill houre foz him, foz

In this ſozt they all 1 11 arte running ta⸗ 
wards the place where as the knight or the Sanne was: x 
by realon that the knights wer armed then could not ouer⸗ 
fake hir, till ſuch tyme as the tame where as he was. And 
when the gentilwoman ſawe him ſo mightie and ſo well 
pꝛopoꝛcioned, ſhe lyft vp hir voyce and ſayde , Succour me 
gentil knight, and deliuer me from theſe traytours, who 
pꝛetend to rauich me. The gentu woman had no toner ſaid 
theſe wozdes, but that the knight of the Sunne alpghted 
from his hoꝛſe, and put himſelf befoze them (wozd 
d2awen in his hande, and ſapde: what meane you gentill 
knightes,that both of vod follow one alone gentilwoman.. 
They who were full of. mallice and very pꝛoude, without 
aunſwering one wozd , they aſſalfed dim, and Troke eche 
of them a blow at him with their ſwo2ves, but hard was 
their happe, fo2 that they knew not what they dyd, neither 
did they know him, which with ſo great mekeneſfe ſpake 
vnto them. Pe then ſeeing their great diſcourtefie,and little 
reſpect which they had. he ſtroke the one of them ſuch a blo 
vppon the head, that he cloue it in two peeces, and he fell 
downe dead vnto the ground, and finding the other on his 
right ſide, he ſtroke at him an ouerthwart blow, that he cut 
of his \wo2d arme hard by the ſhoulder : and when he ſaw 
his companion dead, and himſelfe with out an arme, ma⸗ 
king very dolozous and greenous complaints, he ran about 
the feelde, and had all his lyfe time after to repenthimſelfe 
foz that wꝛong which he would haue don vnto that gentil⸗ 
woman. TUho when lhe ſaw hir ſelfe at liberfie from thoſe 
two knights, and in ſo ſhozt a ſpate, being very much ama⸗ 
ſed at the might of that knight. She came vnto him and 
with weeping ſayde,Dh god and gentil knight, ſteing that 
God had giuen vou lo 1 / CONS 
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helpny father and twa bzetherin which are in that caſtel 
which you lee befoze vou, and are at the poynt to be ſlains, 
bp certain traiterdous knights chat do pꝛetend fo kill them. 
And when the knight of the Sunne beard this, with a 
tryſe ho went vnto the caſtell, and as he enfred in thereaf, 
he heard great Ft of armour in the galleries about 
the tourt. And going bp, he ſaw that if was foure armed 
knights at the entrie of a doze , who did ffrive to come in 
thereat, and in the inſide,there was an aunſient man, with, 
two well pꝛopoꝛcioned young men bnarmed , haning but 
onely their ſwo2des in their hands, who did defend the en⸗ 
trie. And when the knight ol the Hunne came where as 
the foure knightes was, the firſt that he met with all he 
ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow, that he ouerthꝛew him dead 
af the fiete.of his companions, Who being verie much a⸗ 
mazed at that ſodaine milchiefe , turned them ſelues about 
to ſee who it ſhould be that had done that harme. And when 
they ſaw the knight of the Hun all alone with his [wozd 
in his hand, they left them with home they had the bat- 
taile at the doe, and went all agaiuſt him, and with great 
furie began to laye vpon him, but this their bzauerie dyd 
not indure long, fo2 that in a ſhozf time with verie fewe 
blowes he gaue them to vnderffand who he was, foz that 
he ouerthꝛew one of them dead to the ground, and the other 
two being verie ſoze wounded , ranne away and left hin 
alone, till ſuch time as the aunſient man and the two pong 
men that were with in the doze came fo2th , who when 
they ſaw what the knight ol the Sun had done in ſo ſhozt 
a ſpace,they greatly meruailed, althougb they ſtraight way 
knew him by the deuiſe he had of the Sunne, foꝛ that they 
' were; p2eſent at ſuch time as he had batfatle with Aridon 
of the black wode : and no leſſe muling at his ariuall the⸗ 
ther, they went towards him and demaunded his hands 
kille them, foz the great friendſhip which he ſhowed vnto 
thcin . And he recened them with great courteſſe and ſaid: 
Sy frieades , J p2ay you fell me what was the occaſion 
-tpat thele knightes would haue flaing yoo; and other two 
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bim, and their father and mother did recompence the loue 
which they bare vnto him, as ſhall be fold you in the ſecond 
part of this hiſtoꝛie. So at this pꝛeſent we will leaue them 
departed from the Cattle, to tell you of other things which 
chaunced in this time. 


Of che great triumphs which were made in Conſtan- 
tinople for the comming of the Emperour Tre- 
batio, & how the death of the Prince Edward was 
bruted in great Britaine, and of all that happened. 
Chap. ii. 


M7 Ve great ſozrow and heanineſſe which the 
Grecians receined foz þ loſſe of their Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio was not ſo much, but that 
i = the toy and pleſure was much moꝛe which 
ASS WES they poſſeſſed fo; his vnloked foz returne, 
RS and that was well ſcene and perceiued ge- 
nerallie in all eſtates, the knights in oꝛdeining and making 
greate iuſtes and tourneies, and other militarie exerciſes, 
and others in inuenting new deuiſes of plaies, and occaſi- 
ons of iop and pleaſure, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that thꝛoughout all the 
whole Empire they pꝛactiſed no other thing but paſtimes 
and pleaſures, as well in the one ſozte of people as in the 
other, + that which was moſt to be conſidered of, was, that 
this mightie Cmperour, the moze fo2 to reiopce and plea- 
ſure his owne ſabiects , did commaund to be pꝛoclaimed a 
ſolempne iuſt, not onelie in the Countries belonging vnto 
the Empire,but alſo tn all in the kingdomes and Pzouin- 
ces thereto adiopning, giuing and graunting ſafe conduct 
fo all that euer would come thether, as well io Pagans as 
Chꝛiſtians, at what kinde ol law and ſec ſo euer they wer, 
and foꝛ that theſe iuſts were publiſhed in manie parts, and 
that the Emperour gaue free ſafe conduct , what with 
ſome ſoz fo ſe What paſſed, and other ſome fo pzoue them- 
ſelues in the iuſts, there came ſo many knights that it was 
a ſtraungeè thing to behold, and * * there was great 
, „ | , "F<" 
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tuts and tourne(s in the mightie Citie of Copſlintinople; 
whereas the. wozthie and the valiant knights did gine tes 
ſtimonie of their great boantie, and either of them did la⸗ 
donr t trauaile fs2 to get honour, but they Which did ſhew 
themſelues moſt gallanteſt and val iant in theſe iuſts, wert 
Rodamarte Pzince of Sardenia, ſonne vnto Alſclo,who was 
one of the twelue that went with the Empervur Trebatio 
to the nionafterie of the Niuer, and Alpino, L ond of Lemos, 
and Rodofeo, Pꝛinte of the Rhodes, and Artidoro Pzince of 
Candia, all poung men and amozous, who fo} their greate 
knighthwd did get exceeding fame at thole feaſts and iuſts. 
Jn theſe paſtimes there paſſed many dayes,and eucrie daig 
there came new and ſtrange knights, vnto whom the Ems 
perour Trebatio did much Honour, and did ſpend liberallye 
amongſt them great a part of his treaſurie, « foꝛ that theſe 
feaſts and paſtimes did indure verie long, and that there 
ſutcteded in them many ſtraunge thinges, as ſhall be tolge 
you in this hiſkozic,tet vs leaue them new begun and tel of 
other things that ſucceeded in this time, which is very needs 
full fo; this pꝛelſent hiſtoꝛie:loꝛaſmuch as the returne and 
comming of the Emperour Trebatio- was publiſhed in alk 
places, and that the manner of the death of Pꝛince Edward 
was knowen. The newes of all this came vnto the cares of 
the king Oliuerio, who although he had almoſt foꝛgot the 
toſe of the Pꝛinte, by reaſon ot the long time paſſed ſince it 
happened, pet theſe newe newes of his death were ſo dolo- 
rous, that it did renue within his thought the greate loue 
which he bare vnto him, as vnto his ſonne, that in a ſmall 
time they thought veritis he would die with verie ſozrow, 
but the pꝛincipall remedy that he toke foz his comfozt, was 
to determine himſelfe to fake reuengement fo2 the Pꝛinces 
death vpon the Emperour,x atthongh his power was not ſs 
great as the power of the Emperour , yet he thought p the 
king Tiberio to fulfill the great obligation in the which her 
was bound vnto him, would giue him aide ? ſuccoz:x again 
the pꝛince Don Siluero would likewiſe ſuccoz him with al 
his power, which was very great, giuing him fo; —_— 
2 , aughter 
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daughter the pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, accozding as he had determi⸗ 
ned. And beſides this, þ king of Spaine who was his verie 
friend, would ſuccoz him al y he could, E here with he might 
very well reuenge himſelf vpon the Emperour,e deſfroy al 
his Empire, All this the king determined in his thought, e 
the great paſſion ex griefe which he had fo2 the death of his 
fon, wold not ſuffer anie other thought to enter in his belt, 
t with this determination he lent meſſengers vnto p king 
Tiberio to giue him to vnderſtand how he was determined 
fo be reuenged foz the death of his ſonne, deſired him of al 
frienlhip to aide him in his defermination, knowing how 
much he was bound therto, foꝛ p he was flain in hisſeruice, 
And touching all his determination he did wꝛite hima let⸗ 
ter at large, of the which he had an aunl were againe to his 
deſire, ſoꝛ h̊ the king Tiberio acknowledging how much her 
was bound vnto him, could do nothing to the confrarie but 
offer himſelle in all that he might to helpe him, although he 
wiſhed fo2 his part that all were ercuſcd,foz it ſemed vnto 
him that if the Emperour Trebatio flew the pzince Edward, 
it was with his ſpeare in his hand, t in battaile one with p 
other, like knights, & therefoze he ſhoulde not be blamed in 
ſuch loꝛt, to take ſuch reuengement againſt him, & although 
be had all this within his thought, x was very well content 
to haue the Emperour foz his ſon in law, yet he would not 
giue anie bodie to vnderſtand thereof, foz ybe was a king 
Which alwates had a great reſpec in matters of eſtimatiõ 
& honour, which was the occaſion p the king Oliuerio as as 
foze ſaid, had of him a verie god anſwere, ex to his content- 
ment.Likewiſe he wzote to the king of Spaine, who alſo did 
offer vnto him all he requeſted when he had ned therof. Ju 
the meane time v al this paſſed, the king Oliuerio trauailed 
with the P2zinceſſe Oliuia his daughter, Þ lhe ſhauld thinke 
wel to receiue fo2 her ſpouſe p Pꝛinte Don Siluetio, laying 
befo2e her his great valure, ⁊ the neceſlitie he had of him: 
conſidering this matter many times the king did impoꝛtũ⸗ 
nate her, ſometimes with requeſtes, and other ti { 
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was in the greateſt perpleritie that euer Ladie 02 Gentle» 
woman could be, t euerre moment te deſired death, wheres 


bythe might be cleere from his continuall requeſts, which: 


the had determined to giue her ſelfe , when ſhe did ſe that 


there was no otherremedie , Likewiſe it was knowen in 


England, that Roſicleer theyoung knight, who had lefte ſo 


great fame in all that Country, was ſonne vnto the Empe⸗ 


rour Trebatio and the Empꝛeſſe Briana, which newes did 


greatlie content all people. And when the P2inceſſe Oliuia 
vnderffode the whole myſterie, one waie her toy ſurmouns: - 


ted, in ſeeing that he whome ſhe loaed moꝛe then her owng 
ſelfe, was ſonne vnto ſo mightie an Emperour, ⁊ that there 
was not betwerne them the kindzed which ſhe thought had 


bene, and another waie ſhe did greatlie repent her ſelfe ol 


that which ſhe had done againſt him, and the moze was her 
griefe when ſhe called to remembꝛante all that which had 


palled, inſomuch that ſhe did nothing elſe but wepe at all 


times when ſhe was alone. Now alter the king her father 


pad receiued an aun were from the king Tiberio, and from 
derte the king of Spaine, talking with the king Tiber, he gaue 


— 


him to vnderſtand his determined purpoſe, and anew he did 


offer vnto him his daughter, the Lady Oliuia foz his ſpouſe, 
faying,that firſt beloꝛe he did perfozme the ſame, it ſhoulde 


be great reaſon that he returne into his kingdome of Luſi- 
tania, and gine his parents fo vnderſtand thereof, and fo let 


them knowe all the warre that he did determine to begin 


againſt the Emperour Trebatio,foz that he might haue his 
people in a readineſſe fo2 fo giue him all the aide and ſuc⸗ 


tour that poſſiblie he could, and fo2 that the Pzince did ins 


tirelie loue the P2inceſſe Olivia , he deſtred nothing moꝛe 


then to pleaſure the king in al that he could, ſo that ſtraight 


waie he did pꝛomiſe the king fo perfozme all that he had 
commaunded. So all things being in a readineſſe that was 
neteſlarie fo: his vopage, he went to ſea, and take his way 


towards the kingdome of Luſitania, whome this hiſtoꝛis 


daeth teatre till time doth ſerue, foz to tell you of the thz@. 
wollpie Pzinceſſe, Bargandel,Lyriamandro , and the Tars 
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farian Zoylo,of whom along tims we haue not ſpoken of, 


How the three Princes,Bargandel, Lyriamandro, & 
the Tartarian Zoylo, who went in the demaund of 
Roſicleer, came into the kingdome of Luſitania, & 
of all that happened vnto them there. Cap, 12. 


Zoylo, not foꝛ that their woꝛthie derdes ol 
knighthode ars not woꝛthie to bee ſpoken 
«a off, but onelie fo2 that we haue ſo much to 
intreate of T rebatio and his childꝛen, that this hiſtozte hath 
inough to doe to declare their woꝛthinelſle, you doe remem⸗ 
berhow theſe thꝛer Peinces all together with a verie god 
will and one conſent, departed from the kingdome of Eng- 
land, to goe and ſceke out their verie friend Roſicleer, and 
after a long time that they trauailed by ſea, in the end they 
ariued in the Empire of Trabiſond, wheras they ſawe that 
faire Pzinceſſe Claridiana, who did put them in great ads 
miration onelie foꝛ to beholde her high and mightie deedes 
of knighthod, and her ſtraunge demeanour, with the extel⸗ 
lent grace and curteſie that ſhe vied with all men, ſo in the 
end of certaine daies that they ther remained, they did take 
their leaue of the Pzinceſſc, and departed out of that Couns 
trie, and went againe vnto the ſea, without anie other de⸗ 
termination whether to goe, but onelis whether their foꝛ⸗ 
tune would bꝛing thein. Now the hiſtoꝛie ſaith, that in this 
loꝛfe they did nauigate by ſea a long time, till it happened 
dpon a date verie earlie in the moꝛning they diſcouered 
land, which being knowen by the marriners, they ſaid that 
it was the kingdome of Luſitania. And when theſe thꝛes 
2 vnderffod the certaintis thereof, they determined 
re fo goc a pn V thoy ſhould hears ſome newes 
of their friend Roliclecr,fo2 that they were certaine wheres; 
euer he did become, his noble valiantnefſe was ſuch, that

it would be noiſed thꝛoughout all the counfrie. TUherefoze 
they left the lea, and being a land they twke their hoꝛſes and 
followed the way which they liked beſt, trauailed by it a 
god while, which in the end bꝛought them vnto the top ofa 
mightie hill, from whence they did diſcouer ſom what a far 
ofa mightie great plaine, t in the middeſt thercof was ſci⸗ 
tuated a faire citp, hard by a riuers ſide, which ſeemed to be 
verie great 4 huge. Alſo they ſawe withaut the citie in the 
fields a great armie of knights t men of war, with manie 
tents pauilions, by which theſe thz&P2inces vnderffod p 
the citie was beſiged, and thervpon they conſulted amongſt 
themſelues what was belt to be done, ſo in the end ol many 
ſperches they determined fo go into the campe, & there to in⸗ 
. fozme themſelues of the occaſion of thoſe wars, 4 knowing 
the truth they would leane vnto the part that they thought 
had molt reaſon, therewith they deſcended into the plaine,x 
trauailed by it til they came vnto the armie, ę ſtraight way 
there tame out againſt them moꝛe then twentie knights, to 
know whether they were their friendes oꝛ their enimies. 
Then theſe knights did compaſſe the pꝛinces round about, 
demanded of the fro whence they came, t what they ſought 
in thoſe parts, and they anſwered that they were ſtraunge 
knights, and not knowen in that countrie , 4 fo2 that they 
had ſene their camp,theycame thether as knights that doth 
ſerue foz wages. Then thoſe of the cainpe when they heard 
their anſ were, t ſaw y they ſeemed to be knights of eſtima⸗ 
tion, as wel by their rich armoz which they had, as by their 
god gentle diſpoſitions, determined to conduct the befoze 
b king their Loꝛd, foꝛ that he might determine with the at 
his pleaſure, ⁊ ſo they bꝛought them befoꝛe their Loꝛd, who 
was king of Balachia, which pꝛetended to take p kingdome 
of Lufitania(fo2 Þ it boꝛdered vpon him) 4 was entred into 
that countrie with a mightie armie,and ſhe that was Lady 
Egouernour at that time was a widow woman called La- 
uinia, who had a daughter whoſe name was Ohmpa, a ve- 
ry faire Damlell , and by reaſon that ſhe had no huſband, 
neither power to be compared vnto the king of Balachia, 
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was bellged in the ſame citie , defending her ſelfe within 
with ſuch people as the had, in the belt maner Þ the might. 
All this was told vnto theſe pꝛinces in p way as they went 
befoze the king. When they tame befoze the king of Balachia 
they found him in his tent, accopanied with many knights 
t on the one ſide ol him there was a giant, of a meruailous 
huge and big ſtature, and of ſo hozrible and fferce a counte- - 
nance,that it would make one afraid to loke vpon him, and 


when the king ſaw thoſe thꝛee knights, he aſked of them of 


whence they were, and like wiſe if it pleaſed them to ſerue 
him in his wars. The Tartariã Zoylo who could ſpeak the 
language, was requeſted of the reſt of his companions to 
anſ were fo2 them, who ſapd, 

Por ſhal vnderſtand O king of Balachia,that we are fra-,, 
nailing knights, x of thecountrie of Tartaria,and do trauell „ 
info the woꝛld to ſerke our aduentures, and although we be ,, 
ererciſed in the wars, pet we are accuſtomed to ſerus none „ 
in them, ercept firſt we know what our wages ſhal be, it ,, 
is in this oꝛder as J wil tel you, and therof ther is not to be 
diminiſhed oꝛ taken away any thing, ſo p we thꝛer wil iuſt,, 
with all ſuch knights as wil come fozth againſt vs, til ſuch ,, 
time as we be ouerthꝛowen and if it ſo fall qut that we at „ 
the firſt encounter be ouerthzowen, then we thze wil (erue, , 
thee one whole peare foꝛ nothing, and if it be our foꝛtune to ,, 
duerthꝛowe anie, then either of vs ſo many knightes as is ,, 
duerthꝛowen by vs, loke how much wages all they toge-,, 
ther haue, ſo much muſt either of vs haue, accoꝛding to the ,, 
number that he doth ouerthzowe. This is our vle and cu⸗ ,, 
ſtome of ſeruite in the warres,therfoze O king, loke if that „ 
this our manner of ſeruice content ther, and if not, giue vs ,, 
liſence to depart, that we may goe to ſome other plate to, 
ſecke our aduenture. | a 

When the Tartarian Zoylo had made an end of this 
his ſperch, the king and all that were in his Tent laughed 
verie much at that which was ſpoken, not foz that ther did 
think much in d wages which they did al ke, but fo; y there 
ſ@njed to be artibaſt the knights, y it ther might come fozth

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to the iuſt with them, at the firft ſhould remaine and ſerue 

à whole yeare without anie wages, and foꝛ that they knew 

5 this foꝛ a tertaintie, the king did ffraight waie graynt vn⸗ 
to all that which the Tartarian Zoylo had demaunded, eq. 
ſayd that he was verie well content to ſtand vnto all that 
ſhould happen, and the matter being by all them agreed vp⸗ 

pon, thsſe thꝛee P2inces went ont of the campe into the 
plaine field, wheras they might iuſt at their pleaſure. L ike⸗ 
wile the king went foꝛth with his pꝛincipall knightes, ſuch 

as did ſerne him foꝛ wages, to ſe what ſhould happen. 

Now the king tommanded ſtraight waie perticularlie the 

belt and moſt valiaunteſt knightes that were in all the 
campe ſhuld come foꝛth to tuft with the thꝛer Pꝛintes, who 
were in a readineſſe a hoꝛſ backe with their ſpeares in their 
handes, abiding the comming ol thoſe who ſhould tuff with 
them. The firſt which came fo2th to tuff with them, were 
the valiaunt knights, of a mightie pꝛopoꝛtion & ſtature, 
ſuch as in all the campe could not be found the like, and be⸗ 
ing in their plates one againſt another, they made them⸗ 
ſelues readie vnto the iuſt, but whoſocuer had ſeene them af 
that time, would haue iudged the thzxe Pzrnces at the firſt 
entounter (ould haue remained without anie wages, and 

: eſpeciallie the king who laughed at the accozv which was 
made bet wirt them, but it fell out cleane contrarie vnto 
their thought, loꝛ that all ſire together met in the middeſt 

ol their courſe, and the thꝛer knightes of the campe bꝛoke 
their ſpeares vpon the Pꝛintes without mouing ol them in 
their ſaddles, but the P2mces made their encounter wyth 
ſo great foꝛco, that they hoiſed them oat of their ſaddles, in 
uch ſoꝛt that they fumbled vpon the ground, and paſſed fo2- 
wards lo ſtiffe and vpꝛight in their courſe, that they put lhe 
king and all thoſe that did beholde them in great admira⸗ 
tion, but not long after there came foꝛth other thꝛte knights 
to the iuſt, which were alſo there of the belt and moſt eſter⸗ 
med amongſt all the ref, and lokeas theſe Pzinces dyd 
ſerue the fick, ſo did they ſerur thoſe thꝛer, and ouerth ze we 
tzem to the ground, and finallie in the ſpace of one holire

finde amonglt al! thereft;s aid vnto the king p hee would 
iuſt with thoſe knightes,x bad them cone all thze againſt 
him, and that he hoped ſoto intreat them in the iuſt, p after - 
warde they ſhoulde neither be able to take wages no2 to 
weare armour, The king teceiued great delight when her 
ſaw the giant on hoꝛſ back, and was verie tertaine that his 
power and ſtrength was to perfozme all that which he had 
| ſaid,yeaztf they had ben ten ſuch knights together as =? | 
| were. And when this pꝛoud e furious giant was in a redi⸗ 
| nes to the iuſt, thele valtantPzinces who wert verie deli⸗ 
rons ta get honour, either of them did pꝛocure to pꝛoue their! 
aduenture with him, but this mightie Fartarian with ma⸗ 
nie requeſts vnto his tom panids did begin to iuſt with this 
| mightie giant, and When the giant ſawe that alone Knight” 
did pat himſelle beloꝛs him, he would not moue one iot frõ 
| the place whereas he was, but tried out vnto the knights, 
they ſhould'conic fozthagarirlt him alt thee." But when der 
ſawe his woz ds did little pzofithim/ with great furie and 
infernall courage he made his courſe againf the valiaunt 
Tartarian, who with a wozthie courage, as one z was both

vnto the ground, with which fall they made a mernaylous 
great noiſe, and he had his ſaddle faſt betwirt his legges. 
When the king of Balachia ſawe his Gyaunt on the earth, 
he was verie heauie in his heart, and commannded that no 
moꝛe knights ſhould come foꝛth to the iuſt, but that the th:ee 
Pꝛinces ſhould be bꝛought befoꝛe him, at which time the 
monſtrous giant did ariſe from the ground, and dzew out 
a great and mightie fauchon which he had at his girdle, and 
went towards the Pꝛinces t ſaid, 5 tber all thꝛer together 
Gould make battaile with him. 

The thꝛee P2inces not making anie reckoning of his 
wozdes, on hozlebacke as they were, went befoze the king, 
and aſked him if he were content to pape them they bar⸗ 
gaine-that was made betwirt them, if not, they woulde de⸗ 
part vnto ſome other plate wheras they thought beſt. Then 

king who was meruailous angrie and offended wyth 


aſwered and ſaid, J will that you ſerue me in this 
my warres,and afterward it ſhall be at my pleaſure to pay 
vou oz pour ſeruice,and-if you will graunt vnto this with 
a god will doe it, if not, will make you perfoꝛce. Then 
thele the pꝛinces who had no deſirs to tarrie ther, although 
the king would giue them all the treaſure that he had, but 
onelie intended to ſerus and helpe the Qutene Lauinia, ſoz 
that it ſeed vnto them that ſhe had moſt right, without 
ſpeaking anie woꝛd vuto the king turned about their hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes;and twke their waie towards a'greate bꝛidge of fone, 
which paled-ouer ths riuer, and at the farther end thereof 


was the gate of the Citie, and vpon the ſaid bzidge t walls 
of the Citie there were many people, and becauſe the campe 
was verie nigh the citie, thep might. well dilcerne all that 
wess with the thoxe Pꝛinces, and what W 
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- and veris much meraatiled fo'what pufpoſs #6 was Doſe, 
and could not imagine who: been kitightes 

Gould be. Ie! Jie 27d 
Holm luhen the king of BulidviaCaby that i chi dp in 
tes went their waie, with great iwath ans anger he began 
toctiv out witha londe voice-vatohis unightesxommaun⸗ 
ding them to take them perfoꝛte.· At which commandement 
many of his knights did followe them with as great ſpev 
as their hoꝛſes could runne but befoze they cuuld overtake 
them, theſe thꝛee pꝛintes, were ebenen bꝛidge· and 
when they ſaw ſo many people _ they dꝛew 
aut their ſ woꝛdes and turned backe vpon Aid woun⸗ 
ded many of them. But by — — that 
aſſalted them, they were put to great extremitie, and fozcod 
ta retire hacke wardes towards the citie. And bp reaſon 
that the bꝛidge was .ſomwhat nazyw, it did p2ofite them ve 
ry much in that their enimies could not allault them buf 
all. befoꝛe, to whom they did verix great harme. This bats 
taile indured bet wirt them moze then halfe-an houre, in 
which time they ſlew of their enimies moꝛe then twentie 
knightes. And when thole which were within theaticſaw. 
all that paſſed, they thought it beſt to open the gates: duke 
thoſe knightes, that ſa valtauntip t with ſo great 
defended them ſelues:and determined to retàine them; p44 
their part, fo helpe them to make defence again theips ui⸗ 
— tyat they did withdzaw themſeiues towards the ) 
tie 
This determination they verfouned,fo2 as theſe this 
pꝛinces did by little and little retire towards the gates of 
the cit ie ſo when they tame nigh them, they that were vp- 
on the walles and battilments of the citie, did ſhoote many- 
arrowes, and thꝛew ſtones, and other things at their eni⸗ 

mies, with the which they did them verie great harme, and 
made them ta retire backwardes, un reaſon whereof: they 
bad ſpace fo2 to open a polternedooze of the Gates,by the 
—. the thꝛee Painces entered in, and the Poſterne 
__ * againe;they of n them vory wel, 
and

and gaue them god inferfaimnent , and much mernailed 
at their great valour and ſtrength, and the P2zinces with 
like curteſte did returne them thankes foꝛ that which they 
be done, and yꝛumiſed that in their defence they would do 
euer was in their pawers There was amongit 
knight wha mas pꝛincipall ot them, and had 
— — over that gate; and this knight carried the thaer 
Pzinces befoze the Queene Lauinia, accompanied with ma- 
nie other knightes-and Gentlemen , and when they came 
befoze her, they gaue her to vnderſtand of all that they had 
ſeene thoĩe thete do, e how they came of their owne 
gad will to ſerue her in her warres. Thequene when ſhe: 
heard that which the knight had told her, receiued great toy 
in their gentle diſpoſition e god pꝛopoꝛtion, receiuing them 
verie curteoullie, and doing them all the honour ſhe could, 
and offering her ſelfe wholie vilto them, and likewiſe did 
aduertiſe them of the ſmall reaſon that the king had tu be⸗ 
ſiege them. Theſe Pꝛinces an wered her with wonted tur⸗ 
teſie, and did offer themſelues vnto the Mucene ſo liberally 
that ſhe was almoſt ſatiſfied of the lauegard ol her citie. 
Chen they remained ther all that daie without doing anie 
other thing, and the king of Balachia remained in his camp 
with great anger and ſo:rowfull heauineſſe, that thoſe thꝛer 
Knights were gone from him in that oꝛder, and did l weare 
a mightie oath that he would make them die an euil death, 
ik he might get them into his power. And although he had 
at this pꝛeſent great wꝛath againſt them, ther did not palſe 
verie long time after, but that they did grieue him much 
moꝛe, and made him repent himſclt᷑ foꝛ that he did not giue 
them better intertainment, when they firtfontred into his 
campe, as in this chapter following ſhall ue told you, 


0 ; Hoy the tires Princes Bargindel,Lyriamandro, and 
urthe Fartanan Zoylo, fluedforth with ſuch people 
were in the citie: vnto thæ camp of their onimie: 
and df the _— deedevof armes that _ did 5 
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h daagaintt their enimies and to rayſe bp the 
ſtege that was ngatntt the eitie, and fetat li⸗ 
hs bertie the Mucene Lauinia, from that incon- 
ueniens. They requeſted to know what com 
pany at people were in the citie. And muſtering them they 
Founde that there were in all, a thouſand knightes, e thꝛee 
thauſand fotemen, all well armed, and very couragious, 
foto da all that which was tommaunded vnto them. And 
they were certiſted that in the campe of their enimies, ther 
might be fine thouſand knights, and vi. thouſand fotemen. 
Pet ifo2 all that it ſeemed vnto the valiant ſtomnackes ot 
theſe Pꝛinces, that they might go foꝛth, with the people 
which they had, to giue alſalte and attempt againſt their 
enemies . So ſtraight way they commaunded that euerye 
man ſhould make him readie, and this being done, they left 
the citie well pꝛouided and in god garde: & commaun- 
ded the gates of the citie to be opened, and they illued out, 
in ver y god oꝛder. 

In the foꝛeward went theſe thꝛer mightie and woꝛthie 
Pꝛinces, and all the reſt when they ſaw them ſo mightie x 
well p2opozcioned of members, and very ſfoute, recetued 
great courage. Then thoſe which were in the companie 
with out, when they ſaw the people of the citie come foꝛth, 
they were greatly amaſed, and did verely beleue that thoſe 
th:& knights had hartened and giuen them courage to at⸗ 
tempt the feetd , The king ſtraight way commaunded that 


all his people ſhould be put in oꝛder with all ſpede poſſt- 


ble: but by reaſon that their enimies came vpon them vn⸗ 
awares,befoze they could be in oꝛder, they were aſſalfed of 
them, & receiued great damage, and pet it could little haue 
aduauntaged them, if the thꝛee Pꝛinces had not bene ther, 
Who being. in the: foze front, dyd wounde, kill and ouer⸗ 
th:ow all that came befoꝛe them, and put themſelues ſo far 


amongt their enemies, that their owne-people could not 


follow them; OE great trauaile.

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when be had them in his tent, be dydnot- 
they ſhould-be taken and put to a truel death Then the 
huge and monſtrous gyant which was there, left the king, 
and p2efſed in great haſt towards that place where as the 
thꝛee pꝛinces were : and the firſt that he met with all was 
with the Tartarian Zoylo, and when he knew him tu be 
the ſame that dyd ouerthꝛow him in the Juſt, he was very 
joyful thereof, and made towards him. When this apꝛoued 
and wozthy Tartarian ſaw him comming, with a valiant 
and ffout courage, he dyd abyde him: ſo that betwirt them 
there began a ſtout and well foughten battaile. And als 
though the gyant was very great and monſtrous, and had 
aduauntage by his mighfie members and great ſtrength, 
vet to oppole againſt the ſame, the Pzince of Tartarie, has 
very god armour,made by art magicke, in fech:ſozte;that 
by no meanes it could not be cut noꝛ bꝛoken. So that he 
vpd ſtrike at this furious gyaunt ſo mightie and terrible 
blowes, that many tymes he pearced both his armour and 
fleſh, that the blod ran out in diners places. At the ſame 
tyme the other two wozthy pꝛinces, Bargandel and Ly ria- 
mandro,dyd maruelous derdes of armes, and were all to be 
b:ewed in blod , with the great number which they hadde 
ſlapne: & was fo feared amongſt their enimies, that wher- 
ſoeuer they went, they made them away. And when their 
owne people dyd ſee the great valiantneſſe and wozthie 
deedes which they dyd, they receued great courage, and did 
very great harne and damage vpon their enimies. And al⸗ 
though this dyd endure foꝛ a while, yet it could not endure 
no longer then the whole campe was gathered together # 
put in oꝛder. And foz that they were a great number mozg 
then thoſe of the citio, with great violence they pꝛelſed vp⸗ 
pon thẽ, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that theſe two pzinces could not chuſe 
but parfoꝛce they muſt refyer backwards. And when tho 
Tartarian ſr was in battaile with 8 — 
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eoned Phis companions did'retyer;he thought it not wiſe⸗ 
dome to remain there alone amongſt᷑ o manp, but at that 
inſtant he left the giant and put himſelfe amongſt his com- 
panions, making them to retier in very gad oꝛder, their 
enemies might not do them any harme . The gyant when 
he ſaw himſelle cleere from his enemis, he was not ſo2y foʒ 
it; but departed and made no accompt of him, foꝛ that his 
courage was abated in meting his match. Do all thoſe or 
the citie retyꝛed, vntili they came vpon the bꝛydge, and in 
god oꝛder they entred into the ritie. And although their 
enemies would haue entred in with them, yet the thee pꝛin 
tes which were the laſt, thoſe ſouldiers which wer vpon 
the walles and battilments, dyd defend the entry, ſo that 
they returned vnto p camp, where as they found their king 
very heauy and ſad, to ſex the great damage which he had 
receued that day of his enemies, ⁊ the great number which 
he faw thoſe thꝛee knights to kyll, who befoze he had in lyt⸗ 
tio eſtimacinn. On the other ſide, thoſe of the citie receued 
great iope, as welt foz that which they had done, as to haue 
on their part thoſe thꝛie knights, with whanne they recoue⸗ 
red moꝛe heart and courage then befoze-. In the time of all 
this conflict, the queene Lavinia; and hir daughter Olimpa, 
were vpan the top ot a tower that was nigh the wal les ol 
the cific, from which plate they dyd (ee all that paſſed. And 
| when they ſaw the thꝛer pzinces comming, with great idye 
| and pleaſure, they went farther to reteue them, did them 
ſuch honoꝛ, as vnto thoſe (next vnto Gap) ſhe put hir whole 
truſt and confidence in:not doubting y the to be deliuered 
from that great w2ong done vnto hir. So there they reſted 
them ſelues, the reſt of the daye which remained, till the 
nert daye was come, in the which they dyd all, as ſhalbe 
told you in this chapter following. | 

.: How theſe three princes went fortlsthe ſecond time into 

the camp, and wer takenprifoners by their enemics,ca.14- 
Tie ſozrow + griefe which the king of Balachia reteued 
was very much, as wel foz the ſlaughter e harm don vp- 
on his people; a e v4 thace knights 
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The ſecond part of 


fo themok the citie by whome they had retouered ſuch tou⸗ 
rage: where as befoꝛe they were at a point to velde them⸗ 
ſelues . And it ſemed vnto him, that accoꝛding as that day 
they came foꝛth vpan them, ſo they would do it oftner, and 
did immagin within himſelfe how and by what meanes he 
might be reyenged on thoſe thꝛee knights, and take awaye 
from his aduerſaries the fozce and ayde which they had of 
them. And hauing determined with him ſelfe what was 
beſt to be done, he commaunded to calt vnto him the giant 
whoſe name was Fulgoſo, and when he tame befoze him he 
ſapde, doe thus which J commaund ther, choſe in all the 
whole campe a thouſand knights of the beſt thou canſt ſind, 
and in a redineſſe with them, t when thou doſt ſe our ene⸗ 
mies come foꝛth of the citie, thou and all theſe knights ſhal 
haue no other charge, but to take the thꝛee knightes which 
went from hente, and bꝛing them pꝛiſoners befoze mer: fo: 
that A doe ſee that in thoſe th: onelie, reſteth the foꝛce and 
ſtrength of our enemies. The giaunt who was no leſſe 
wꝛathfull, then the king, with a ewe god will did pꝛomiſe 
to accompliſh all that he had commaunded : And ſo he de⸗ 
parted from the king, and began to choſe out the knights 
that ſhould ſerue his turne fo2 that attempt, and vntoeuc- 
ry one particularly he gaue his charge what he ſhould doe. 
So they were all in a red ineſſe, tarping the tyme, when 
their enimies ſhould come foꝛth . And alt the reſt ol the 
ſouldiers were continually in verpe god oꝛder, very deſft- 
rous to be reuenged, of the harme which they had befoze 
reteued. When: the next moꝛning was come, theſe the 
Pzinces had great deſire to finiſh that which they had be⸗ 
gunne, foꝛ that they would folow and pꝛoſecute their enter 
pꝛiſe: wherefoze they determined to go foꝛth of the titie as 
they did the date befoꝛe.

And by reaſon that the thzwpzinces did 
lacke in the battaile,thoſe of the citte tould not make anie 
farther reſiſtance againſt their aduertar ies, and therefoʒe 
ther did retire in the belt wife they coulde into the Citie, 
and when they found milling in their chmpanie the the 
knights. and vuderCod that they were pꝛiſoners, Jam not 
able to declare their greate ſozrowe arid'griofs which they 
reteiued, faꝛ that beſies ths loue cheꝝ bare them, they ho⸗ 
pet allo by their helpe to make defence/againlt their foes, 
and it their abſente andlacke wa eit amongeck the com⸗ 
mon people, much moze.was the griefe that the Aucene La- 
uima and her daughter reteiued when they heard that ſoꝛ⸗

the Chanter beloꝛe. And whether it was by the Treat tif 
dome ofiArtemitioro;oz/byf;tane; J kijowe not, but their 
Wippe did arius in the kingdome u Phemdia, in the tame 
Pozt: whereas the knight of Cup vid viſinbarke himſelf; 
and this mam the nextvaiefollowing after —＋ der pu 


newer, thep ſtra icht waydeparted and foi wed him, 
and did af ke of euerte one that They met ſdꝛ him. ©s they 
were certified vy ce: taine ſhepheavvs; (us there were 'verie 
manie on the ſkirts df thoſe mduntaines) how that he and 
the king SacridoroWdtakethetr wal owavy m_—_ 
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neſſe . When the thze Pꝛintes hadde fullie certified them⸗ 
ſelues thereof, with great toy they followed him ſo longe, 
that in the end tbey came nigh vnto the fountaine of the la⸗ 
uage people, and befoze they came vnto the fountaine, they 
found the hozſe of the king Sacridoro and ot the Knight of 
Cupid, which ran about the fields, dzawing after them their 
ſaddles and bꝛidles, and when they ſawe them and knewe 
the one of them to be the hoꝛſe of the knight of Cupid, they 
were greatlie troubled in their minds, and knew not what 
to ſaie, but loked one vpon another, and ſeemed that it could 
not be well with their maſters,ſeeing their hozſes runne in 
ſuch loꝛte about the field, t fo2 that they were all of a mer⸗ 
nailous ſtrong and ſtout courage, they did offcr their lines 
into whatſoeuer perill o daunger ſhoulde happen. Thus 
they went round about from one parte to another ſ&king 
theſe two knightes, and in the end they trauailed ſo much 
that they came vnto the great and faire fountaine, wheras 
they ſawe the wonderfull laughter of the ſauage people, 
which laie alongſt the ground, and found the king Sacrido- 
ro ſtretched vpon the carth, as one that had neither reaſon 
noꝛ vnderſkanding, but beſide himſelfe, with the great ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, weeping, and grieuous lamentation which he paſſad 
that night paſt, and all the daic befoze, and when they ſam 
him in this caſe, andlikewiſe the great laughter made vp- 
pon that wilde and furious ſo2te of people, they receiued 
great admiration,and thought verilie that the king Sacri- 
doro had bene dead, and iudged that he and the knight of 
Cupid had done the ſame, and foz to certifle themſelucs the 
better; they all thꝛte alighted from their hoꝛſes, and came 
vnto the king and pulled off his heline,and therewith they 
toke water out of the fountaine and thzewe it vppon his 
face,and foꝛ that he had receiued no other harme but dꝛou⸗ 
fineſſe with watching and weeping, he quicklie came vato 
himſelle, and when he ſawe thoſe knightes befoze him, her 
began a ncw both to ſigh t werpe verie pitedullie, ſhedding 
many teares, and he laid, | $5 4 
O ſir knights, whertoze haue you done vnto me fo much 
harme,

harme, as to tauſe me to come againe vnto my remem⸗ 
bꝛaunte, vou ſhould haue ſuffered me fo die, that J might 
not haue felt anie moze fuch enill foꝛtune, let me pꝛaie you 
make an end of this ſoꝛrowfull life, foꝛ that ther is no other 
thing that can comfoꝛte me Oh Trebatio, Emperoꝛ of Gre- 
cia, who ſhal beare vnto the this heauie newes of thy ſonnue 
the knight of Cupid 2 Wiho dare come beſoꝛe thy pꝛeſence 
fo giue ther to vnderſtande of this gricuous and dolozous 
milloꝛtune? Theſe and other manie ſuch woꝛds, ſaid this 
god Ning Sacridoro, lamenting the death of his greate 
friende . Mhen thele thꝛer Pꝛinces vnderſtode, that hee 
was fon vnto the Emperour Trebatio, whoſe greate fame 
came vnto their eares : verie much amazed and ſoꝛe troub⸗ 
led, they did beholde one an other, and knewe not what to 
ſaie vnfo that which they had heard ſpoken. And being ve⸗ 
rie deſirous to knowe to what ende it was ſpoken, they 
tame vnto the Ring Sacridoro, and did comfoꝛte him in the 
beſt wiſe they coulde, and deſired him to tell them what 
was become of the knight of Cupid , fe2 that of long time 
they had trauelled in his demaunde. So when the king 
ſawe the thꝛer Pꝛinces, which as well in their armour as 
in their diſpoſition ſeemed vnto him to be knights of greate 
efination., With manie trares and great ſighes, he tolde 
vnto them all that which had happened vnto him, and vn⸗ 
to the knight of Cupid with the ſauage people, and in what 
ſozte the monſter did carrie awaie the knight of Cupid 
into the deapth of that Fountaine. Aliſo he tolde them that 
this knight was called by his other name Roſicleer, und 
was ſonne vnto the Emperour I rebatio, and of the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe Briana. When the Princes vnderſtod that the knight 
of Cupid was Roſicleer their verie friend, ether of them 
recetued ſo great ſoꝛrow and heauineſſe, as though he had 
bene dead befoꝛe them. And hauing no power to ſuffer ſo 
doloꝛous newes, euerie one of them thꝛewe himſelle vp⸗ 
pon the ground, and without ſpeaking ante wo2d, eyther 
of them did werpe and bewaile the death of their friend ve⸗ 
r grieuouſſie. 
2 When 
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hen the king Sacridoro vnderffode that ſhoſe' thꝛee 


knightes were friendes vnto the knightes of Cupid, he re⸗ 
ceiued a new ſozrow and griefe in his heart, to ſe them la⸗ 


ment and loꝛrow his death, and with this greate rage and 
moꝛtall anguiſh he went vnto the Fountaine, and ſtanding 
vpon his fete he did beholde the p2ofounde derpneſſe of the 
water, t thꝛe times he was readie to thꝛowe himſelfe ther⸗ 
in, and many times he refy2ed backe againe, but in the end 
(the wiſe Artemidoro ſaith) that he ſaide theſe woꝛds: Dh 
wozthie and valiant knight of Cupid, ſeeing that my cru 
ell deſtinie will not permit that in life time J cannot en⸗ 
top thy companie and friendſhippe, my death ſhall nowe 
followe thine, x one Sepulcher ſhall poſſeſſe both thy bones 
and mine. And in ſaping theſe woꝛdes he flipped foꝛwards 
with his feete into the fountaine, all armed as he was, and 
and with the great waight of his armour, he funke ſtraight 
waies vnto the bottome of the water, in ſuch ſoꝛte that he 
was no moꝛe ſcene. The wiſe Artemidoro doeth weite this 
notable act done by this king, declaring that the loue and 
kriendſhip which he had vnto Roſicleer, was the occaſion 
that he deſired to liue no longer, foꝛ that he thought verilie 
he had bene dead But the wiſe Lyrgandeo ſaith, that the 
king Sacridoro had ſome knowledge of this meruaylous 
Fountaine,and that he had ſome hope to finde his friende 
the knight of Cupid alive, but howſoener it was, it was a 
thing woꝛthie ol great memoꝛie, and the greateſt experp⸗ 
ence of friendſhippe that euer was ſerne. And when the 
th:& P2inces heard the woꝛdes which the king laide, and 
ſawe him thꝛowe himſelfe into the Fountaine, they knewe 
not what to ſaie, but ſcemed as though they had bene in a 
dꝛeame, but yet if the danger of the loſle of their ſoules had 
not diſturbed them, euerie one of them ver ie gladlie t with 
verie god will could haue found in his heart toe hau done 
ſo much as the king Sacridoro did, and there ther remained 
all that date 4 all the night following, 4 did no other thing 
but lament So the next day they thought it could not pzofit

court of the King Olmerio,and from thence to depart vnto 
their owne countries.and ſo they departed from thence,and 
retourned the waie which they came ſo ſadde and ſoꝛrow⸗ 
full, that many dates after they could not receiue anie tom⸗ 
foꝛt, neither coulde there ante pleaſure enter info them. 

Mhom this hiſtoꝛie doth leaue till time doeth ſerue, fo2 fo 
tell you of the woꝛthie knight of the Sunne, whom we left 
trauailing towards the Empire of Grecia, 


Of a ſtraunge aduenture which the knight of the Sun 
found trauailing towardes the Grecian Empire. 


Chaprer,21, 


Fter that the mightie Alphoebo was de⸗ 
parted from the bꝛidge whereas he had the 
battaile with Florinaldus,and his knights, 
the Hiſtoꝛie ſaith that in few daies he en- 
df tered into the Empire of Grecia, vpon that 
2 ſide which ts betwirt Dardania and Mace- 
donia,and trauailing certaine daies in that Countrie, hes 
al waies kept his right wate towards Conſtantinople, So it 
happened vpon a date as he trauailed by a bꝛoade and vſed 
waie which went from one Citie to another, at ſuch time 
as the greateſt foꝛce of the Sunne was ouerpaſſed, he ſawe 
in the lame waie wherein , was comming towards him 
a great multitude of people, and the moſt parte of them ſee- 
med to be Gentle women, amongeſt whome there ſemed to 
be armed Gyants,and as they came a farre of, it happenev 
fo be a thing of great maieſtie and highnefſe,and the knight 
of the Sunne being verie deſirous fo knowe who it ſhould 
be, did put himſelfe ſomewhat out of the waie on hozſ back 
as he was, and ſtode ſtill, and tarried till all that people 
ſhould paſſe by, foꝛ that all thinges in that Countrie ſeemed 
verie ſtraunge vnto him, and likewiſe at this time a thing 
greatlie to be meruailed at, foꝛ although he could not con⸗ 
tecture with him what occaſion ſhuld moue him to be trou⸗ 


— 


bled,yet he felt within himſell a great weakneſſe, as _ 
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he chould haue ſounded, which made him to thinke in his 
heart that be ſhould heareof ſome new and ſtraunge euent, 
and beeing thus troubled with himſelfe, within a while afy 
ter thoſe people which he had ſcene paſe by, but the great 
wonders and meruailes which he ſaw there at p paſent, no 
tongue can tell no: pen can wzite the ſecrete thereof, yca, 
ſuch, that if Homer were pꝛeſent foz to make deſcription 
thereof, yet foꝛ all that, the-wonderfull matter contayned 
thereof, would ſurmount his eloquent ſtile, and the plea⸗ 
ſanfneſſe of the Hiſtoꝛie, the werte harmonie of his ſong . - 
To conclude,the wife Artemidoro ſaith, that the aduenture 
was woꝛthie to be atchieued of ſo high t woꝛthie a knight, 
and did not appertaine vnto anie other that was baſer then 
the ſonne of T rcbatio,and if that ſoueraigne Pzinces'withs 
out all compariſerfof beutie and faireneſſe, Claridiana, had 
not bene diſcouered and knowen by the P2inces in Tra- 
biſond. Then the authoꝛ might well haue ſaid, that all the 
beautie of the woꝛld was ioyned fogether in this aduen⸗ 
ture, the which came in this oꝛder. 

There came foꝛmoſt of all twentie damſelles, and eue⸗ 
rie one verie richlie apparailed, and mounted vppon Uni⸗ „ 
tcoznes, all betrapped with cloth of golde, and cuerie one of ,, 
them had on their heads a verie faire and gallant bunch of ,, 
feathers, and all theſe came by th:& and thꝛæ, which was a, 
ſtraunge ſight to be ſeene, and after theſe Damſells came a , 
verie great and triumphant Chariot, the which was carri⸗ „ 
ed vpon twelue wherles of verie fine Juozie, and dꝛawen „ 
with twelue Unitoꝛnes, as white as the Snow, and all the ,, 
harneſle that belonged vnts them was of verie fine golde, , 
and euerie one of theſe vnicoꝛnes had vpon him a dwarfe, , 
with a whippe in his hand to gouerne him. This Chariot, 
was verie long of one hundzeth fte, and fiftene fot bꝛoad, „ 
and the Chariot was couered all ouer with a Tent, verie,, 


richlie w2ought with golde and ſilke, and vnder that Tent, 


was there made a diniſion'sf chambers and cloſets, and in ,, 

the foꝛe parfof 5̊ chariot from the tent, ther was in manner „ 

of a tabernacle verie high, and all = fozepart diſcouered + ,, 
| pens 
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cc open. And vnder the ſame was there wꝛought with golde 


ec t wo arkes,the one iopning to the other,of ſo excellent and 
cc rich woꝛke, that atcoꝛding to the great and ſumptuous ri⸗ 
ce ches, there was neuer Emperour of Rome in his moſt tris 
ec umph that had the like arks made vnto him, and vnder ths 
cc ſame arkes there was two chaires, altof golde and pꝛeci⸗ 
cc dus ſtones, and in one of thoſe chaires there ſate a Dams 


ec ſell, that accoꝛding vnto the great maieſtie and beautye - 


ec which ſhe hadde, ſeemed fo be ſome celeſtiall creature come 
cc downe from the heauens. And it is not to be beleefied that 
cc Helena, ſoꝛ whome there were flaine ſo many thouſandes 
ec of Grerkes and Tropans, was ſo fay:e as ſhe. This Dams 
« ſell was apparailed in a roabe of cloth of golds,all ſet full 
ec of fine Sapheres , with verie faire and ſtraunge wozke, 
cc and ſhe had vpon her head a call made of Emeraudes, in 
r manner of a net, thꝛough the which her peolow haire was 
ce ſcene, that it ſeemed to be thꝛids of fine golde, and fo2 that 
ce ſhe was as white as Snob, ſhe ſeemed of lo great beautie, 
« that no humane vnderſtanding was able to compꝛehende 
cc the ſame, Under the other arke hard by that, there ſate in 
ce the chaire, a knight all armed ſauing his head, of a high ſta⸗ 
cc ture and well made, his face was verie faire and of a god 
c and gentle pꝛopoꝛtion, and his armour was ſo ſtrange and 
cc rich, that the like was neuer ſeene in the wozld, fo2 that it 
ec was made all of ſcales of fiſh , which is in the Athlantike 
tc ſea,and as white as milke, and as hard as ante Diamond, 
cc and all the ioynts and laſings thereof was garniſhed with 
cc verie fine gold and pꝛecious ſtones, w2ought verie ſtrange⸗ 
c« lie, beſide that, they were of much moꝛe foꝛte, then if they 
« had bene of fine ſteele, ( and tempered by art magicke) ther 
« were ſo ſtraunge and faire in ſhew that ante king oꝛ Em 
cc perour of high eſtate would gladlie deſire to haue the like. 
cc Her hadde alſo a ſ woꝛd at his girdle girt vnto him, the 


ec hangers and the ſcabbard were all of fine golde, and the 


« pommell and ball was of a ſine Emeraude. He hadde vp⸗ 
cc pon his head a Hat of greene Silke, all full of (mall. Rt» 
ec hies, and hadde a verie faire bzouch in it. And foz that hes 
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was white and fay2e of face, it did become him mernay⸗ 
louſlie well: he carried his arme vppon the chayꝛe, and 
leaned his head on his hande loking downewardes with 2? 
his eyes ſomewhat with a ſadde countenaunce, that it ſ&- 2? 
med he had ſome care, and at the fete of this knight and of ?? 
the Damſell that ſate by him, there ſate fire Gentlewo⸗ 
men, all aparailed in cloth of ſiluer, bꝛodered with verpe 
ſtraunge and rich wozke of golde and ſtones, who were 
crowned with crownes of golde vpon their heads lyke vn⸗ » 
to Nugnes,and had in their hands certaine inſtruments '?” 
in foʒme of Lutes, with the which they made verie werte 
muſicke. And befoze this Chariot came on fote twelue ?” 
Gyaunts of a meruailous great and huge ſtature, all ar⸗ꝰ 
med with verie ſine and ſhining tele, and euerie one of 
them had a hatchet of armes in his hand, and accoꝛding vn⸗ 
to the fierce and furious figure which the v ſhewed, it was 
a wonderfull and terible ſight to beholde , Likewiſe: be- '? 
hinde this Chariot there came other twelue Gyauntes, in 
ſuch oꝛder as the firſt dyd, but theſe came all mounted vp⸗ 
pou great and mightie hoꝛſes, and had in their hands hea⸗ 
wie clubbes, and they came riding two and two together. 
In this ſoꝛte did this triumphaunt Chariot paſſe by the 

knight of the Sunne, with fo greate a mateſtie and highe 22 
eſtate, that it was verie meruailous and ſtraunge to be⸗ 
holde When the Knight of the Sunne had well behelde 2» 
all that paſſed by him, and had contemplated himſelle in 
beholding that faire Dainſell which ſate by the knight, her 
thought verilie that he had ioped in ſome celeſtiall and di⸗ 

-nine viſion. So when the Chariot was paſſed by and out 

of ſight, he remained as one blinde and aſtonied, euen as 

the Sunne vpon a ſodaine ſhould loſe her light, oz as if 
the date ſhoulde be tourned to night: Euen ſo didde he 

remaine as one halfe amazed fo2 a while, + as one that 


had not knowen what had paſſed, and foz that he woulde 
the moze better ſatiſñe himleife of that which he had ſcene, 


as one which ſtill remayned in a greate doubte, he b20- 


120 his bozle with the ſpurres and rode befoze the <hariot, 
; A. ii. and 
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and ſtaied himſelfe till ſuch fime as they ſhoulde paſſe by 
him againe. Now when he ſawe that Damſell, x bo ton⸗ 
templated on that ſtrange and ſoueraigne beautie, ſtraight 
wate his harde and ſtrong heart that neuer was ouercome 
by loue, was in ſuch ſoꝛte wounded, that of long time after 


manie and difficult remedies were ſought to heale that 


tankering wound, and he that no humane power was ſufs 


ficient to moue out of his ſaddle, was by the ſhew ol y faire 
ſight ſo troubled in his vnderſtanding, that his ſtrength fai⸗ 
led him, in ſuch loꝛt, that if his Page Bynnano had not ben, 
who did verie well perteiue his perturbation, and ſtayed 
him,otherwile as one without ante remembꝛaunce he had 
fallen downe to the ground, but his Page By nnano verie 
quicklie came fo his Lo2d the knight of the Sunne, x helde 
him falt in his armes with all the ſtrength he coulde , ſap⸗ 
ing: What is this my Lo2d that befoꝛe this faire company 
you doe ſhew your ſelfe ſo feble and weake :? Unto which 
the knight of the Sunne did aunſ were neuer a woꝛd, but 
as one amazed and aſtonied he knew not what to ſaie In 
the meane time the damſells which rode befoze the Chari⸗ 
ot on their Unicoznes,did berie much beholde the knight of 
the Sunne, and he ieemed vato them that he was the belt 
pꝛopoꝛcioned knight that euer they hadde ſene, and one of 
thrſe danifells who ſeemed to be moꝛe pittifull then all the 
reſt, ſceing his great alteration, and howe his Page did ſu⸗ 
ſtaine him in his armes, ſuppoſing that he hadde bene in a 
ſound, ſhe let the Chariot paſſe fozwards, and came where 
the knight of the Dunne was, and ſayde vnto his Pages: 


Bietheren, J pꝛaie you fell me what is the ſickntſſe of 


this knight, foꝛ that it ſemeth to me he is in a ſounde ,

that almoſt in the middelf of tho courſe they did miete te- 
gether, and the encounter was ſo ſkrong, that their mightie 
ſpeares were cheeuered, in ſuch ſozt that the ſplinters flewe 
info the aire, and theſe ſtout warriours did palle the one by

bolt, and troubling his remembꝛaunte he kell fo: wardes 
vppon his ſaddle blowe, without other mwuing, and his 
hoꝛſe Cornermo carryed him round about the fielde with⸗ 
out anie remembꝛaunce. This woꝛthie Prince reuiued 
pꝛeſentlie, and ſeeing himſelfe fo farre from his enimie, 
be ſet Spurres to his hozſe with greate farie , and ranne 
agaynſt him, and when her came nigh vnts him, hee 
ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon the healme, that the 
night of the Sunne thought verilis his eyes ſhoulde 
haue beene burned out of his head, with the greate abqun- 
daunte ot ſparkies'of re that flew from thence , but the

bꝛother, and whith: was of fo mightie perfonage, and of lo - 
god pzopoztion' . In this fo2te; did theſe. valyannt and 
wozthix warrioꝛs contended full two houres and a halfe, 
and there was no aduauntage knowen of eyther parte, 
but in the ende the wꝛath of the knight of the Sunne dia 
ſo increaſe, that his blowes ſeemed to bee of moꝛe ſtrength 
and furic then at the beginning, but the Pzince Meridian 
didde continue alwapes in one eſtate, and his fozce was 
at all times equall, and ſceing his aduerſarie ſo ſtrong be⸗ 
foze him, with both his hands he ſtroke him ſuch a blowe 
vppon the ſhoulder that he made him ſtoupe with his body 
fo2wardes vppon the ſaddle bowe, The knight of the Sun 
with a triſe didde raiſe himſelfe vp againe, and ſettleling

Dh @ueraſgue Gods laue and defende ine from this 
Kmghf, foz that accozding to his greate fozce and might, 
and the inninſible power. that hee vſeth againſt mæ,

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And in ſaying heit woꝛds dhe taiied himſelfe vp in his ſad⸗ 
dle. and ſtretthed himſalſr vpon his faxops ; and with both 
his hands he stroke the knight of the Sunne ſuch a terrible 
bol vpon his magical heatme vat he made all the teeth in 
his head to chatter one againſt the other, and to decline his 
head dowut ta his haHf,ỹ whocanfdering bimſelfe againe 
gratified his fajutation! with another:blowe;: ſo furious, 
that he hꝛaught him out ol all remembꝛaunce, and his hoꝛſe 


tarried him thꝛoughout all the ſleld as though he had bene 


dead. The knight of tho Sunne at that time did ſtand ſtill 
and not moue dimſelſe, hut abode ſtill tili ſuch time as her 
ſhould reconer, The Mine as fone aFhe was come again 
vato himfelfe;twke his ſwoꝛ:de in both in his handes, and 
with great furie made towards the knight of the Sunne, 
who ſeeing him comming towards him did the like, and in 
the middeſt of their courſe they met together, and rayſing

wozld,fo2 that his ſiſter the Pꝛinteſſe Lyndabndes ſhould 
tonceiue no diſpleaſure againſt him.

vnto their ſeates, wheras they ſate downe vnder the arkes - 


of that triumphant Char tot, and ſtraight waies the Dam - 
ſells mounted on their Unitoꝛnes and the gyaunts did put 
themſelues in oꝛder, in the ſame maner as when p knight 
of the Dunne did ſee them the daie befoꝛe, and ſtraight way 
they began to take their waie towards Conſtantinople. o 
when this Alphoebo did ſer himſelfe ſet downe by that pꝛe⸗ 
cious and faire Pꝛinteſſe, ge was as one in an extaſſe with 
the great toy and pleaſure that he receiued, and it ſeined 
vnto him that his toy was equall to the teleſtiall glozie 
which the kaithfull inioy after their departure out of this 
woꝛld. And this faire Pzincelſe did as greatlie reiopte to 
haue by her him whome ſhe loued with all her heart, but 
her great maieſtie that ſhe ſhewed in outward appearance 
was ſuch, that the knight of the Dunne durſt not be ſo bold 


as to make manifeſt vnto ter his lone, but rather had her in

ſhould ſaie, and ſent them vnfo the Emperour Trebatio, 
Ho theſe foure kings went vnto Conſtantmople, and they 
entered into the great tourt at ſuch time as it was full of 
diuerſo armed kinghtes, foz to celebꝛate the greate feaſts 
and triumphs which were there oꝛdained. And at ſuch 
time as the Emperour I rebatio amd the Empꝛeſſe Briana 
were at the windowes of the pallace, beholding the grrate 
tuſts and fourneyes which were there made. And when 
theſe faure Gpauntes did enter into the greate Court, all 
people did verie weil beholde them, and made them waye 
that they might paſſe whether they woulde . So they de⸗ 
maunded foz the Emperdur, who being certified what they 
were, they went vato the pallace gate and did alight from 
their hoꝛſes, and went vp whereas the Emperour was, £x

much people followed them fo know wherefoze their tom ⸗ 


ming was being fo ſodaine. And when they tame befoꝛe 
the Emperour, one of the Giauntes ſayde theſe woꝛds fol⸗ 
lowing.

oucr all the Loꝛdes in the Oꝛient. This Damlſell is called »» 
Lyndabrides, and ſhe hath a bꝛother called Meridian, of ſo »» 


great bountie and rength, that it is to be beleened in all »», 
the whole woꝛld his equall is not to be ſwund, t by rraſon , 
that both theſe Pꝛinces were boꝛne together at one birth, „ 
there hath growen a great controuerſie as well betwirte , 


the Emperour Alicandro and the Empꝛeſſe, as amongeſt ., 
all his ſubieus, which of theſe two ſoulde be 1 Woznt for 
P zince and ſuccefſoz of al thoſe kingdames. And in che end . 
mar and diuerſe indgements of pꝛognoſtications and „ 
be P. v. deuinati⸗ 
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deuination,it was concluded that theſe two Princes ſhuly 
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come into this thy Empire of Grecia in ſuch triunphaunt 
manner as you ſhall guicklieſs, in ſuch fo2t; that if there 
be anie knight, that in parte and detenee of the P2incefe 
Lyndabrides pid enter mtg battaile with the:Painre Me- 
ridian, and overcame him that the ſame night ſhould poſ⸗ 
leſte tho place of the inte, and foz the ſpate of two ma⸗ 
net js delend and maintaine the beautie of this Pꝛ inceſſe 
in thy Court. And if it ſo fall out he be not ouercome by as 
nie other knight, that then he ſhall haue foz ſpoule the fairs 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, and ſhall be ſucceſſour with her in 
the great Empire of Tartaria, and he that ſhall ouer cam 
the other e make her defence foz the ſpace ol twomoneths, 
ſhall haue the like. And to the contrarie, if the Pꝛince Me- 
ridian,after that he hath trauailed thzoughout al the kings 
domes and pꝛouinces of thy Empire, and is not ouercomg 
but doth maintaine ſtill the vicozie,that then he ſhould be 
ſwoꝛne faz Paince and euerlaſting ſuccefſour of the whole 
Empire. S0 that in this ſoꝛt and foꝛ this occaſion they are 
come vnto pour Empire. And after that the ÞPzince Meri- 
dian had trauailed thꝛough ſome kingdomes t ouercome 
many Pzinces and knightes, the dinine Gods dyd permit

heard what the Gyannts had ſayd, derie much meruailed 
at fo ſtraunge an aduenture, and the Emperour didde not 
let to thinke within himlelfe , that polliblie the Knight 
which did ouercome theÞPzince Meridian ſhoulde bee the 
knight of the Sunne his great friend, fo; be loked 
euerie daie, and did verie mach meraaile at hi long tarri⸗ 
ing, whom he loued with no leſſe god will then if hee had 
knowen him to be his ſonne, and was verie deſtrous to 
uno we of the gyants what ſignes and tokens he had, and 
the deuile vpon his ſheelde and armour; but. he coulde not 
learne of them by ante meanes, foꝛ that they were willed 
befoze that they ſhould not tell him. Foꝛ the knight of the 
Suge was determined to enter info the Court vaknow-' 
en, and did call hunſelfe the knight of the Chariot Then 
the Emperour aroſe vp from the place whereas he ſate, ſoꝛ 
to giue aàunſ were vnto the Gyaunts of their Emballage, 
and ſapde. 

Friends pou may declare vnto pour Ladie the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Lyndabrides, and vnto the knight that doth come with 
her, that the Empꝛeſſe and J recetue greate pleaſure fo; 
their comming into this Countrie, and wee ſhall deeme if 
no {mall courteſie, that they will come vnto this our court 
at what time ſo euer their pleaſure is, and J pꝛomiſe vou 
bere ſhall be done vnto them all the ſeruite we canne, al⸗ 
though it will not be ſufficient foꝛ ſo highe and mightie a 
Ladie , And herewith the Gyauntes toke their leaue of 
the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe, and retourned vnto the 
Pzinceſſe, declariug vnto her and the knight of the Cha⸗ 
riot the whole anſ were of the Emperdur, who decreed the 
next date to enter into Conſtantinople . When the night 
was paſt they div the date following 5 that which wall be 
tolde you in the next Chapter. 


Of the entering of the knight of the Chariot e 
faire Princeſſe Lynda hee” into Conſtantino- 
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m, and of the ſafe:condud that he gaue vn⸗ 

to all knights as well Pagans as ch2iffians, that woulde 

come vnto him. Nowe the Piſfozte ſayth , that when the 
time dzew nigh that theſe feaſts and triumphs ſhoulde be 
celeb2ated,there were ſo many knights gathered together 
as well ſtraungers as naturalls, that they could not be all 
receiued into the great Citte,but that the Emparour was 
conſtrained to tommaun ta arme a great number of tents 
in the field, wherein were lodged verie many knights, and 
neuer in Grecia vntill that daie was ſcene fo greate and 
gallant a number of knights together, foz that the moſt 
part of all them that came vnto thoſe feaſts, were knights 
of eſtimation, and armed verie richlie, and the mighty ems 
perour hereat reteiued great delight, and did ſhewe vnto 
them great liberalitie, in ſuch ample ſozte, that they all 
greatlie meruailed and ſaive , that he was the mightielt 
Pzince in the whole earth. Do theſe feaftes being begun, 
there was one daie in the greate place of Conſtantinople 
meruailous iuſt ings and full of armed knightes, and all 
the windowes and galleries wer repleniſhed with people.

blie when ſhe knoweth that you ars fonne vnta the Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio e the Empzelſe Briana, ſhe will repent and 
change her mind, and that he was ſuch a knight as p Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Oluia ſhoutd receiue great delight to receiue him in⸗ 
to her ſeruice. And then he gaue counſell that he ſhould go 
into Greece, and make himlelfe knowen vnto his parents, 
And from thence he might take his journey into England, 
there to pꝛoue once againe his foꝛtune. And in ſaying thecle 
and other ſuch like wo2ds in effect, this god king Sacridoro 
comfozted the knight of Cupid , And after that the feaſts x 
triumphs were ended, he ſaid that he would depart and go 
towards the Empire of Greece , And with that determina- 
tion he aſked leaae of y king Sacridoro, but he which bars 
him no leſſe god will then vnto the Quene Oriſclua his 
wife,ſapd,thatin no manner of wiſe he would confent vn⸗ 
to his departure, except he were in his companie, ſoꝛ that he 
would beare him companie, vntili ſuch time as he made 


himlelfe knowen vnto t our Trebatio his father 
Na e t of. enn verie kaine 2 
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3 deen eus . time 
trom his Countrie, bieing nein married; o that poſſiblis 
the king — his father in late, and the Querne O- 
riſelua his wife woulds bee angrie, but all that did p2ofite 
verie little, fo: the king was determined to goe with him, 
and although he thought againe to loſe all his kingdome, 
pet woulde hee not leaue his companie So that the knight 
of Cupid was conffrayned agaynſt his will, to take him 
in his companie; the which he refuſed, | thinking that the 
king Polidarco, and the Qutene Orilcua would retepue 
ſame griefe and anger fo2 his departure; and yet be hadde 
ſo great delight in his familiaritie and friendſhippe,that it 
ſeemed vnto hin in all his life time he neuer met with a 
Kaight ſo confozmable vnto his; neither that with a bet⸗ 
ter will did offer vnto him friendſchippe.· And although at 


this time he did refuſe. his companie, pet time did come 


after warde that hee was verie neceſlarie and pꝛoſitable 
— him „ 8s heerbafter thall bee tolde row in this Pi- 
zie. 

And foz that the king Sacridoro did knowe the greate 
deſire the knight of Cupid had to depart, talking on a time 
with the king Polidarco, and the Nucene his wife, he gaue 
them to vnderſtand how that the knight of Cupide was 
ſonne vnto the perour Lrebatio and of the Empꝛeſſe 
Briana, and holy that he woulde depart towarde Grecia, to 
make himſelfe knowen vnto his Father, foz which cauſe. 
he could not but beare him companie, foz the great obliga- 
tion in which he was bound vnto him, and did deſire them 
that they would thinke well thereof. And although his de⸗ 
parture grieued thein very much, yet ſteing the great relon 
that he had, they anſ wered that he might do as he thought 
bell.fo2 that it ſeemed vnto them he had great reaſon there⸗ 
in, e they much meruailed that the knight of Cupid ſhould 
be ſo high and mightie a P2ince . At length when they had 
taken their leaue of them and of the Pzince Don Luſindo, 
who was alſo verie ſoꝛro ful foz their departure, theꝝ wet

my HE — and griefe was verie much 
which was in the whole Empire of Grecia, 
by reaſon of the newes kouching the death 
— q of Roficleer,foz the Emperdur didde com- 

& We WEE maund, that fo the ſpace of one moneth all 
— mirth and paſtimes which were made in 
— citieof Conſtaminople, whereas were ſo many 
and excellent knights, that it was a ſtraunge thing to be⸗ 
holde. Which knights not hauing anie thing to doe, ſome 
departed info their Countries, and other fome went out of 
the court toſeeke their aduentares in the Empire, till ſuch 
time as the month was paſled., In the ende of which, the 
knight of the-Chariot ſhould ——_ to defend the beautie 
of the faire Pꝛinteſſe Lindabrides, fo that at that time the 
Citie of Conſtantinople was left voide,and all the land of 
the Empire full of knightes, as well ſtraungers as natu⸗ 
ralls, amongſt whom there did not lacke to be enerie dape 
great contentions. It fell out in this time that there came 
into Grecia a mightie great and famous giant called Man- 
droco, who was Lozd of Achia, which was an Jlandetoy- 
ning vnto the Grecian Empire, ol ſo great fozce efirength 
that he was inuinſtble, and of long time the whole Coun⸗ 
trie of Grecia did not like well of him, fo2 that he greatlie 
harmed them, as well by land and by ſea, and as this migh⸗ 
tie Gyant heard the repozt of the high diedes of chinalrie 
done by the knight of the Chariot, in the greate Citie of 
Conſtantinoplr and likewiſe of tho great ſam condud gran- 
ted by the @mperonr,with the great dofire he had fo pꝛoue 
en 1 niako mantle dis mightie _ 


— 
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and ſtrength in that Court, he paſſed into Grecia, and cams 
thether two daies after the bemaund of ſhe knight ol the 
Chariot, and being determined to remains there till the 
month was accompliſhed, he tranailed in the Empire, and 
with what knight ſo ener he met, he ſhould not depart, but 
firſt pꝛoue hunſelle with him, and of all ſuch as he did ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe to the ground, he wold take their hoꝛſes from them, 
and when he had ioyned a great number together, he wold 
ſend them into his Aland. So be behaued himſelfe, that in 
ſpate of twelue daies he had onerth;zowen moze then two 
bundzed knights and all their hoꝛſes were his, and foꝛ that 
they did finde themſelues agrieued, manie of thoſe knights 
did make their complaint vnto the Emperour of their mil⸗ 
vſing, who receiued ſo great ſozrow and griefe,that he him 
ſelfe would haue gone in pꝛiſon, to haue pꝛoued himſelfe a- 
againlt him, if the Empzeſſe had not hindered him. And a⸗ 
gaine, calling to rememb2aunce the ſafe conduct that he had 
graunted vnto all knights, hs would not ſend ante people 
againſt him, foz that he would not bꝛeake his pꝛomile. So 
that he receiued great griefe fo2 that which euery day was 
tolde him of that gyant. And his great name and fame was 
ſpꝛed thzoughout all that Countrie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that euerie 
knight did pꝛocure to apart himſelfe out of Þ waie where / 
as he went, and vnto alt knightes his name was terrible, 
and they ſaid that in all the woꝛld there was not a Gyant 
ſo mightie and ſtrong. And trauailing in this ſoꝛt, it ſo fell 
out, that in the ſame time there came into the Countrie of 
Grecia the knight of Cupid, and the god king Sacridoro, 
and ſtraight waties thers was giuen them to vnderſtand of 
the high dendes of the knight of the Chariot, and howe that 
he remained in Conſtantinople, till ſuch time as the month 
was accampliched, foz to returne and defend the beautie ol 
the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabndes. Likewiſe they hearde the 
great complaints which was made of the mightie Giaunt 
Mandroco. The knight of Cupid hauing greate defire to 
mete with him did direct his wais foward that way whers 
as it was tolde him that — 2 it fell out one — ä 
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chat as he & the king Szctidoro did paſſe thzough xmightis 
and great bien waie, ther ſam the gyant comming che ams 
waie, with moze then thirtie of his owne knightes, which 
bare him companp, x he was of ſo high t big ſtature, that he 
did appeare aboue all the reſt from the bꝛeſt vpwards,and 
when theſe two knights came nigh vnta them, the gyaunt 
did bchold them, and liking wel both of the knights x their 
hoꝛſes, he ſtraight waies laid that they ould appeare thẽ⸗ 
ſelues vnto the iuſt with him, ane to one, oꝛ both together, 
which their pleaſure was, and beit liked them. Then the 
knight of Cupid, who had a greate deſire to pꝛoue himſelſe 
with the giant, requeſted the king Sacridoro, that he would 
let him haue the firlt battaile. Lo whom he anſ wered, y he 
uld do his pleſare;although he wold haue ben verie glad 
orſt to haue pꝛaued his oven faztune, t ſo the knight ol Cu- 
pid, without anſwering anie woꝛd, ment & put humſelſe in 
one part ol the high waie. And when the giant ſawe him ſo. 
big + well made, it liked him well, and laughed vnto him⸗ 
elle becauſe he would iult alone with him, & might pꝛafite 
himſelfe with his companion. The gyant had under him a 
verie faire and mightie hoꝛſe called Rondarte, ᷣ next vnto 
the hoꝛſe Cornerino was the beſt in all the wozld, t foꝛ that 
he was ſo mightie and ſtrong,. he trauailed on him, foꝛ if he 
had not bene luch a one, there were no hoꝛſe that were able 
ſuſtaine and ſuffer him, foꝛ that he was ſo big, againe the 
great waight of his armoꝛ which was moꝛe, and beeing on 
hoꝛſeback he had a mightie great « big ſpeare in their hand 
of ſo great waight, that a knight had inough to doe to lift it 
from the ground, and therewith he put himſelfe right a⸗ 
gainſt the knight ol Cupid, in the pzeſence of many knights 
that were gathered together to ſer what ſhuld paſſe betwixt 
them. Do both of the did bꝛoch their hoꝛſes with their ſpurs, 
with ſo great fur ie, that it ſeemed the ground woulde ſinke 
whereas their hoꝛſes ran. So they met together, and made 
their incounter, which was with ſo great ſtrength, 5 their 
mightie great and bigge did flie into the aire all in 
mme e 2 
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ont the groande, butthe knight af Cupid kepthistoints 
tozwardes on, ſomewhat fozce of that in 
eounter, which mane all the knights of the giant, any thoſe 


gone-abzcad with other armour, becauſe he would not bet 
knowen, and to peoue himſelfe with the giaunt,foz that in 
his gentle diſpoſition, and great foꝛce & ſtrength in his in- 
counter, he did reſemble him verie much. Do when this 
mightie giaut ſawhimlelfe onerthꝛowen to the ground, he 
knew not whether it was a dꝛeame, oʒ truth which he ſaw, 
he was ſo amard, and ſemed that it was not poſſible that 
be ſhould be duethꝛowenʒ t his enumie remaine in his ſad- 
dle, whom he ſawe returning backe againe on bozſebacke,x 
when he came vnto him he ſaid. | 

At is great right and reaſon Giant, that thou poſſcſſeft 
the ſame oder and condition that thou diddeſt ozdaine foz 
them, with whom thou haſt inſted, which is, that he who (6 
euer is ouerthꝛowen to the ground, to loſe his hoꝛſe, and to 
be his of whom he recetued the incounter, that didde ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe him. Then the Gyant div loke vpon him with a 
verie ſierce and furious countenaunce, that it ſeemed thers 
flew — of his eyes greate lightning and ſparkles of fire, 
and lapd. 

Beere J doe give and peelde vnto ther my hoꝛſe, foz 

that thou halt wonne him, but J will ſo handle thee that 
liuing thou ſhail not eniope him, although all the Gods 


doe come downe from Heauen to aide and helpe ther 


And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes, he aroſe from: the ground. 
and dꝛewe out a verie greate and heauit Faulchon that 
he hadde at his ſide, and went towardes the knight of Cu- 
pia with it in his hande, who woulde not abide him on 
hozſebacke , but with great lightnelle he leapt foꝛchwith 
{rom his hoꝛſe backe, and dzewe out his fine cuttinge 
rere rer a = en deze! een 
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that was af the Nuten Iulia and went fozth with the ſam 


in his hand to-receiue the Gyant, ans as thoy mat to ſtriks 
both together at one tima, the knight ot Cupid did ſtaie his 
wd in the are,aud tarried till ſuch time as the Gyant 
had diſcharged firlk bis blalne, ann at ſuch time as his great 
fauchon- did deſcend,, e leaped on the une ide withgreafe 


lightneſſe, that þis blowe could nat faſtcn'upon./bim;; and 
. being downe, he entered in ta him with a ſtout. and coura⸗ 


gious ſtomacke, and gaus him ſuch an onerthwart. blows 
vpon the thigh, that he cut both armour and fleſh'vnto the 
hard bone, out of the which mound. there iſſued great abun⸗ 
dance of bloud. The gyant did complain verie much of this 


wound, and began with a great noile to crie ont againſt ths 


heauens, and with great ire and courage he turned againe 
and lift vp his cutting fauchon, and becauſe he woulde not 


mille his blowe, he ſtroke the knight of Cupid ouerthwart 
his waſt with ſo great furie, that if his armour hadde not 
. bene made by the great wiſedome of Attemidoro, he had cut 
and parted him in two peeces. And there with he made him 
to lie on the one ſide moze then ſire pates, and thought ve⸗ 
- © rilte that all his bones had bene bꝛoken, and befoze that hes 

'* could ſettle hunſelfe foz to returne againſt him to giue him 
his paiment, this great and mightie Giant was vpon him, 
and lift vp his mightie fauchon, and would haue ſtrake him 


z right downe blowe, but this valiant and god knight ſees 


dung himſelfe in ſo great extremitie, with ſoueraigne courage. 


and with valiant heart and ſtrength, he let loſe the I woꝛd 


5 out ol his hand, and befo:e that the Gyant could executs his 
blowe,foz that he had his armes all a. high, he entered in 
with him, and embꝛated him with his ſtrong armes about 
his waſt, that he made him ta loſe the foꝛce of his hlowe, 
and with ſo great ſtrength he charged him vpoit that thigh- 
which was wounded, that fozs againſt his will, he ouer⸗ 


thꝛew him to the ground, who fell in ſuch oꝛder, that it ſee⸗ 


med a great wall had fallen downe. The Gyant when hes 
law himlſelfe vnder fate, he did fozcehimſelfe all that euey 


be could foz to riſe vp againe , and thzult with his ſtrongs 
armes 
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bought with them certain fardells, Wike iſe a bery faule 
and ill fauoꝛed dare, which caryc> his ſpeare and ſhield; 
And being within the place, he turnodchis hoꝛſe head, and 
went and put him ſeife nigh vntothe triumphant char pat, 
where as he began to behold and to vewe that pzecious x 
faire peinces Lindabrides, inho reteued great pieaſure, in 
heholding the great and mightie valonr nfihur knight. So 
after that he had vewed hir a god ſuate, he deper ted from 
thence, and went vnto the knight al the Char pot, and ſay 
luting him verycourt@uſly , he ſaide: of a truth woꝛthy 
knight, the great beautie of this pꝛecious pꝛinteſſe, doth far 
excede. And that you haue great reaſon to defend the ſame, 
Notwithfanding,J doe know a damſel, very ſtrange and 
far from this countrie, that if vou dyd ſes hir, doubtleſſe the 
would ſeeme vnto vou to be of na leſſe beautie, then p:;pziny 
ces. This cannot be ſaid the knight of the Chariot, foꝛ t hat 
the pꝛinces Lyndabrides my miſtreſſe, doth exttede in faire⸗ 
neſſe and beautie and lyke god grace, all the damſels, la⸗ 
dies and. gentilwamen, that are in all the world. And this 
will J affirme and defend againſt ail ſuch, as ſha ll ſaꝝ the 
contrary, Upon the pzofe thereof, ſaide the knight, J will 
Juſt with you. And poſſibly J will make you fo know the 
tontrarie: the which he dyd very well accompliſh and per- 
fozme , althoubh there were many that did laugh eat him. 
Do when he had ſayde theſe woꝛdes, the ſtraunge knight 
toke of the dwarffe his ſpeare and ſhicld which he bzought, 
and with a very wꝛathful and range ſemblaunce, he put 
himſelle on the one ſide of the Juſt, the knight of the Cha⸗ 
riot dyd the lyke , and began to take their courſe to gether 
with great fo2ce and ſtrength . And in the middeſt of theyz 
courſe , they mads a very great t mightie encounter, b2eas 


king their ſpeares, ſhiuering them all in ſplinters, with⸗ 


out anie menſion oꝛ mouing in their ſaddles, oꝛ doing any 
moze harme, but paſſed their courſe fozwardes with great 
valiantneſſe.. And returned and made their ſecond encoun⸗ 
ter, where at the fraunge knight loſt his ſtirrops, and the

declyne him ſelſe in his tadole : vet foꝛ all chis he ran fo 
Wardes on his tourſe, quickly retonered him ſetfe againe, 
although very (ze troubled, and no leite amazed at that 
mightie and Krong encounter which he had receiued. The 
night of the Sunne dyd folow his courſe, and kept him 
ſelfe vpꝛight, although it ſtemed vnto him, that to be the 

ſtrongeſt entounter, that euer he receiued vnto that tyme, 
and had that range knight in great eltimacion . And be⸗ 
ing determined to make the third encounter z and readie ta 
take their courſe, there entred into He middeſt of the place, 
a dwarffe, the leaſt and the moſt il fanozedft that euer was 
ſeene, who came ryding vppon a roane hole, and bꝛought 
in his hands two ſpeares all gylte, and maruailouſtp well 
made, and went direcly vnto the knight of the Sunne, and 
giuing vnto him one of thole ſpeares he ſapde. This ſpeare 
is ſent vnto vou by a wyle man, who hath great deſter to 
ſerue pou, and doth ſend it you, foz to iuſt with this knight 
who is befoꝛe you -, And he doth giue you to vnderſtande, 
that there with you ſhall make ſuch an entounter, that all 
the fozce4Krength thereof hall returne againſt pour felfe, 
and ſhatt paſſe thꝛough your mightie and ſtoute heart, and 
death ſhall firft conclude with vou, befoze that wound be 
healed.And when he had ſayde theſe wozdes , the knight of 
tho Sunne did receiue the ſpeare and was very much ama⸗ 
ted at the wozdes that he heard ſpoken . And without any 
moꝛe ſaying,thevwarffe departed from him, and went vn⸗ 
to the ſtrange knight, and gaue vnto him the other ſpeare 
Which he bꝛought, and (aide : This ſpeare a wiſe man doth 
fend it vnto you fo; to Juſt with the knight of the Dunne, 
t he doth giue the to vnderſtand , v at this encounter thou 
{half ouertome thy contrarte, and ſhalt make him to loſe 
the name which now he hath, e thou ſhalt remaine woun⸗ 
dev fo2 euer. And dahon he had made an vnde ol ſaying theſe 
woꝛdes, not taping any longer, but ſtrake his hoꝛſe with 
his whyppe; ard returned the way back againe, where he 
tant. and ali nien remained very much amazed:bautmach 
Nr che 22 and 
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tmuld not vnderſtand to what end thoſe oꝛdes were ſpo⸗ 
hen, but left their ſpeares inhich they had. c toke the ſpares | 
which the Dwarfe had beought them , and lpurring they 

hoꝛſes they began to runne one againſi another with great 
turie, and in the middeſt of their wilt cdurſe, at ſuch time 
88 all people did behold them, and loking what ſhould e 
the end ol their entounter: the two woꝛthie knightes did 
encounter verie ſtronglie together, and either of them chan⸗ 


cn to ſtrike one another vpon the beauers of their helmes; 


Now whether it was hap q foztune,o2 whether thoſe gailt 
ſpeares did wozke by art oꝛ inſluente, knain not, hut both 
theſe knights did fal back wards, and ſtroke their heads vpn 
pon their hoꝛſe croupers, and the laſing of both their helmes 
did faile, and they fell from their heads. But ſtraight waie 
they ſetled themſelues vpꝛight againe, and as vou ſe that 
chining Sunne and the faire Diana when they do appeare: 
euen lo ſermed the faces of theſe two kniahtes, loꝛ that the 
knight ot the Sunne didde ſhewe that perfect and ſeuers 
countenaunce, which vntill that time not one that was in 
all that place had ſœene. And of the other part, the ſtraunge 
Knight did ſeme to be the Soucraine, and without com⸗ 
pariſon in bewtie, that faier, Claridiana, whoſe. Rubicdde 
beare which ſemed tobe of fine gold fell lole ſpꝛed about 
hir eares, and hanged gquer ali her backe, parted in the 
middeſt, as though it had ben don by a copaſſe;ſhowing hir 
celeftiali face, which ſeemed vnto all people, to be ſame dis 
uine creature. What ſhould J ſay vnto that faire Meduſa 


who did tranſpozt men into lkones, yet was the not to bee. 


compared to this Royall Iꝛinceſſe, who with her celeſtial 
and faire countenaunte did put all theſe that wers in that 
plate, in great and ſtraunge admiration, and almoſt affo- 
nied and amazed, not beleuing to the contrarie, but it 
ſhould be ſome diuine viſion: So that the faire Pꝛinteſſe 
Lindabrides could not with much roaſon blame her Knight 
ol the Sunne, if that hee wers zugunded be that-mightis-: 
and Erang blowe,and that the trus and yerfect tous which 
bahn vaio be ſoulne. bet 2 tronbled..; 2

foz that the foꝛce chereot was ſach, that he was not able to 
make any reſiſtance, but that his heart was clonen aſonder 
in the middeſt, and the one halle remained roted as befoze 
it was. And 5 other halfe he dyd pelde vnto that ſoueraine 
pꝛintes that was befoꝛe him. So ſtraight way when he felt 
dim ſelfe wounded, he conffdered'of the woꝛdes which the 
dwarfe had ſpoken, and knew that they fell out to be true, 
not knowing what to ſape onto that ſtrange aduenfure 
which happened vnto him. But when the ropal pꝛinces did 
fe that pleaſant countenaunce, whoſe all onely picture did 
wound hir vnto the heart, and made hir to come into thoſe 
partes the great toy and pleaſure which ſhe receiued, J am 
not able to expꝛeſle: and hir loue dyd the moꝛe increaſe,fo2 
that it ſemed vnto hir, that by a great deale, that royal pꝛe⸗ 
ſence that ſhe had befoze hir, might be compared vnto the ſi⸗ 
gure which ſhe faw in the mountaines of Oligas. Then the 
knight of the Sunne went vnto hir and ſayd, woꝛthy gen⸗ 
tlewoman,ſhew vs J p:ay you ſo much courteſte,as to tell 
vnto vs, who pou are: foꝛ that-arcozding vuto the ſtrange 
things which we do ſee in you, we cannot beleue to the con⸗ 
trarie, but that you do deſtend from the heauens, and that 
vou are that diuine godyeſſe Palas, of whoſe ſight, A ſhould 
thinke my ſelle happie, if feare dyd not put me in doubt to 
obtaine ſo great gloꝛie. Then the pꝛinces with a merry and 
cherefull countenance, did anlwer him and ſaide. Wozthis 
Rnight, pour great valour doth conſtraine and foꝛce me fo 
giue pou to vnderſtand of all that vou doe aſ ke, although 
when J came vnto this caurt it was with intẽt, not to giue 
my ſelfe to be knowen, You ſhall vnderſtand that J am 
called Claridiana, and Jain daughter vnto the Emperour 
of Trapiſond; and of the Empꝛolte his wife, who in hir 
time did exerciſe military knighthod;and fo; that the great 
fame of your high pꝛo welle doth ſo far extend in the woꝛld, 
A departed aut of Trapiſond fo: to come into thele parts, 
not #62 any diher purpoſe⸗ but to pꝛoue my lelfe with you:

The knight of the Hunne who receiutd greate 
del yght, did anſ were him and ſaid: ir knight, J do giue 
vou great thanks foꝛ the curteſie vſed, t the ſetfe ſame god 
will J haue al waies to be at your commandement;fo2 that 
the great fame which is ſpꝛead abꝛoad in this Countrie of 
your high and mightie knighthode doeth conſtraine anie 
god knight to haue vou in pꝛiſe and eſtimation.

you doe ſaie of my demaund, J woulde my Gods wert ſo 
pleaſed, that my bountie were confoꝛmable & agrixabia vn- 
to the iuſtice and right which J haue of niP parte, and if 3: 
were ſure thereof,then would J againſt all the knights in 
the woꝛld defend the contrarie, not withſtanding if you do 
thinke that both in the one and in the other there is lacke of 
my part, came let vs goand make the pꝛofe thereof, foz that 
ſirſt I will loſe my life befoꝛe J will leaue to doe all that 
in me lieth. When the knight of Cupid heard this, without 
making anie moze anſ were he turned about his hozſe,and 
the knight of the Sunne did the like, and either of them vid 

put themſelues at the li, and the knight of the Sun ſaide 
Ente himlelfe: Dh high e ſoueraigne gods, with a deuout x 
humble heart J requeſt your aide and helpe to ſuccour mee 
in this battaile, foꝛ that I ſhal haue to doe with fo famous 
and wozthie a knight. And if it be ſo that you be fauoura⸗ 
ble vnto me, although all the knightes in this greate place 
da helpe him, yet ſhal I not feare them. But when p knight 
of Cupid did ſe himſelfe befoꝛe the Emperour Trebatio his 
Father,and the Tmp2eſle his mother, he did not let ta ſaie: 
Oh high and mightie God, the creatoꝛ of all things, heere J 
doe deſire thy diuine maieſtie, who hetherto in all the bat- 
tailes whichs J haue made, hafte giuen mo the vicozye, 
let me nat now A p2ay thee be foꝛgotten no denied o your 
aide and helpe,foz that in anie af them pat the death ſhuld 
neuer haue greeued me if J had ben overcome. What haps 
pened betwixt them you ſhall vnderftand in "os rams) 
following.

1 75 a Vere was great attention and lence in 
the great place. and at the winde wes of the 
. mightie Citie o Conſtantinople, abiding 

do ſe the perillous and daungerous con- 
e tention that chonld be betwixt the knight 
ol the Sun and the knight of Cupid. Then 
— — — valianteſt-knightes in the world ſtroke 
their furious hozſes with their ſpurres, and made them to 


runne with ſa great ſwiftneſle, that the grounde ſeemed 


to tremble vnder them. and it put great avntiration in all 
thoſe that did behold their furious ieſtures, and the fiercs 
end of their rigoꝛous encounters, but elpeciallie the Pꝛin⸗ 
telle Lyndabrides, who loſt that roſeallcouldur of her faite 
face, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that ſhe had no courage to behold the run⸗ 
ning of their \ wift courſe. Theſe furious knightes made 
ſo great haſt in their long caurſe, that᷑ when it was thought 
they had not begunne, theſe valiaunt knightes with theyz 
great and bigge ſpeares did execute they; encounters with 
ſo great ſtrength of their armes and puiſlant foꝛce of their 
bodies, that their bigge and long Speares being bzoken in 
peces,the ſheeuers thereof flew into the aire, ſhewing the 
mightineſſe of theſe two knightes, with ſs great noiſe and 
rumbling, as commonlie the hard ſhingle doth by the des 
tgaſt, bieing thꝛowen vp by the foꝛce and ſtrength of the 
ſtoꝛmie Sea: And theſe two wozthie knights with nolefle 
turie then a thunder · bolt, paſſed by one another, without 
anie mention of griefe reteiued by that ſfrong and rigo⸗ 
rous encounter. Their furious hozſes had (carce made an 
end of their long courſe, when that with ſtrange lightrelle 
thep turnedſtheir hoꝛſes about almoſt as ſ wilt as the aire; 
Hzajving out their fine catting I undes, and with a triſt 
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their light hoꝛſes were together, and they ſfroke both toge⸗ 
ther the one at the ather ſuch blo wes, rhat warding it with 
their ſhields, they were both of them tclouen a ſunder in the 
middeſt, and their (wa2ds deſcended vppon their healmes 
with fo great foꝛce and ſtrength, that bath of the declined 
their heads, as though they had done reuerente the one vn⸗ 
ta the other, like bꝛethꝛen as they were. And Wheft they 
fawe that in their ſhields ther was no defence, the reſt that 
remained of them they tþzewoff their armes to p ground, 
and with their \wozds in both their hands, they began to 
ſtrike one anather, in ſuch ſaꝛt, that it ſæmed they cuold not 
endure one quarter of an houre, but that theſe valiaunt 
knights ſhuld be cut all to płetes in ſhis perillous battaile; 
foꝛ that their ſtrong blowes wer farre out of menſure, and 
although their armour, fo2 that they wer the beſt in all tha 
woꝛld, it did defend them that they could not be wounded, 
vet foz all that the great foꝛce and waight of their mightie 
blowes did all to b2uſe their fleſh:and bones, but pet theſe 
Woꝛthie knights did not faint anie thing at all, but rather 
their furie and foꝛce did the moꝛe intreaſe, and were ſo furi⸗ 
dus in this their wonderfull battaile, and their blowes ſo 
thicke, that ſcartelie they could be perceiued, but the knight 
of the Sunne ſtroke the knight ol Cupid ſuch a blow vpon 
bis rich and ſtrong helme, he made the fire to fly out ther⸗ 
at. in great abundance , the which toke awaie the ſight of 
his eyes, and did depꝛiut him ſomewhat of his fel ing. And 
as the knight af the Sunne woulde haue doubled another 
blowe vpon him, the knight of Cupid was wholie come a⸗ 
gaine to himſelfe, and befoze he could diſcharge the ſame, he 
made his light hozſe toleape on the one ſide, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that his blowe was ſtroken in vaine, with ſo greate fo2cs 
and ſtrength, that he had fallen downe to the ground after 
his ſ woꝛd, it he had not ſuſtained himſelfe by the pommel 
of his ſaddle, but this blowe was not ſo ſone diſcharged, 
when the knight of Cupid entered in with his hoꝛſe, and 
with both his hands he ſtrokes the knight of the Sunne fo 
Krong a blowe vpon his heabme, that he depziued him alto⸗

gether or his ftfng / and mate him fo loſe his firrups, + 
the bꝛydle of his hoꝛſe And the furious hoꝛſe being toꝛmen⸗ 
ted with that mightie blow; did ſomewhat apart him ſelfs 
from the place, wher as they made their battaile. The Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio, and the Pzinces Claridiana, was greatly 
amazed; when they ſaw the knight of the Sunne, bꝛought 
into that eſtate. L ikewiſe the pꝛecidus p2inces Lindabrides 
out of hir fryumphant Chariot, with great ſoꝛow E griefe, 
did beholde the lame. But all this did not indure long,fo2 
that the knight of Cupid fo2 all the haſt that he made could 
not come to double vpon him,ſo ſone as the valiant knight 
of the Dunne, was come againe vnto him ſelfe , and reco- 
uered his bꝛidle and firraps . And ful of moztall courage, 
being in the pꝛeſence of his Ladies, and by one all onely 
knight to be ſo ill intreated, he lift vp his ſtrong armes, 
with his \ wo2d in both his handes, and ſpurred fozwards 
his furidus hoꝛſe, with ſo great wꝛath, that all them that 
did behold him, were greatly amazed: and comming vnto 
the knight of Capide he ſtroke him ſuch a right down blow 
with fo great foꝛce and ſtrength , that he made him to de- 
cline and ſtwpe with his head downe to the hozſe neck, and 
the bloud ranne out at his eares and noſe, and out of all fe⸗ 
ling, he reſted with his bꝛeſt on his ſaddle bowe. And his 
hoꝛſe carried him from the one plate to the other, in ſuch ſoꝛt 
that it ſeined that he had in him no lyfe, till ſuch time as 
within a Iyttle ſpace he came againe vnto him ſelft:and ſes 
ing him ſelfe in that ſoꝛt vſed, with great griefe he began 
to ſay: Dh foneraineGod who hath bene my ayder and 
ſutcourer, in all baffailes paſt, which J haue ſuffained and 
won the victo2ie of bꝛaue and farious Gyants, and valiant 
knights, now J doe moſt hartely deſire ther, at this pꝛeſent 
fo be fauourable vnto mie, foꝛ J doe acknowledge and cons 
— with ont thy help, J ſhall not be-able tomake my 
defence againft this c is knight: foz that he is the 
Nrongeſt that in alt my life J haue pꝛoued. And do not con- 
ſient my God, that J be oner tome, befdꝛe my parentes, and 
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knight of the Sun my bꝛother. And in ſaying theſe wozds, 
the valiant knight of Cupid, ſtrake his furious hoꝛſe with 
the ſpurres, and returned vpon the knight of the Sunne, 
and with ſo couragious fo2ce , he ſtroke ſo terrible a blow, 
with both his hands, vpon his rich e pzecious helme, that 
the ſound thereof was heard thꝛough all the Citie of Con 
ſtantinople, and was charged ſo much therewith , that he 
thought verely that his eyes and all the tethe in his head 
were bꝛoken, by the great abundance of bloud that iſſued 
out from the laſing of his heime. And his hozſe Cornerino, 
dyd founder vnder him, with the great foꝛce and wayght of 
the ſaineblow,and ſo remained a pꝛetie while, and coulde 
not aryſe, till ſuch tyme as the knight of the Sunne with 
great furie did quicken him with his ſpurres: and ſayde 
within him ſelle, that with great reaſon the knight of Cu 
pid was ſo p:ayſed in the Court, fo2 that there was neuer 
knight noz Gyant , that euer dyd bzing him into that ex- 


tremitie. So there againe theſe valiant warrio2s dyd re- 


turns vnto their battaile , with ſo furious bꝛaueneſſe, that 
all thoſe which dpd behold them, were greatly amazed, mu⸗ 
ſing how that two humaine bodies could endure fo longe, 
and ſuffer ſo great toꝛment. And with great reaſon they 


ſayde , that thoſe two knightes was the flower of all the 


knights in the wo2lde , | 

The Empeozr T rebatio being very much amazed fo ſee 
the knight of the Sunne in that ertremitie, he ſapde vnto 
the Pꝛinces Claridiana, Dh who had ſtene the high e migh- 
tie knightyod that was done by the knight of the Sunne 
inthe Jland of Lindaraza,vpon the monſtrous gyants and 
wylde beaſtes, and the great pꝛawes done againlt ſo many 
wozthy knightes, as well in this courte, as in other places, 
that ſeemed to be done by (ome diuine pꝛouidence, rather 
then by auy humain knight. And now fa ſe him in ſo great 
danger to be ouercome by one alone knight , ſurelp it is a 


lf:ange thing, and to be wond2zed at , Of a truth ſaide the 


faire-pzinces, they which haut not ſeene cannat wel beleue 
it, bat yet it ſœmeth vnta mer that the knight ol 85 
e,, $6 ! ſhould 
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knight, hat where ys is knowort he is hay:

An this tyme the valiant knightes neuer eaſed; news 


ther wer they wearie, although moꝛe then two houres they 
combatted tugether, but ſermed rather. with moꝛe foꝛte and 
furie, then al the beginning, they dyd perſeuer in the ſtrong 
battaile, ſtriking the one the other with ſo great furie, that 
many times there heauy blowes dyd aftony them, as well 
the one as the other, and bꝛought them both vnto the poynt 
to be oner came. Mhich was the occaſion that their ſfoute- 
courages dyd gather moz2y ſtrength and their ſtrong armes 
the ni62e fozce : ard mads either of them to thinks; that it 
wers better to be flayne, then to be-ouerconie,befoze them, 
whome they dyd cambatte; which was the oftaſion , that 
their battaile' was of a great drale nioꝛe fozce then at the 
beginning. And again if their hoꝛſes had not bene the beit 
in all the wozld;they could not haue carryed them, neither 
haue ſuſt᷑eren the great trauaile , which their maiſters· put 
them vnto, with entring in, and retyꝛing backe, with the 
ſtrong and heauie blowes which! they receucd,atid the light 
teapes and ſpꝛinges which they gaue,fozced by their ſharp? 
ſpurres was ſufficient to haue werped them: but by reaſon: 
that their hoꝛſes were o gu d, and their armour ſo ſnery all 
the ſtate ol the battaile remained in the foꝛte and ſtrength 
of the knights. And by reaſdn, that either of thein was ſul; 
ficientlie furniſhed ther with, was the occaſion that the bat- 
taple went in ſuch ſo2te; that betwirt them there was not 
knowen any vauntage. 

And as the knight ol the Hunne at that tyme did behold 
the faire Pꝛintes Lyndabrides, and'ſaw hir to be ſo ſadde 
and loſt all hir colour, he ſufpeced the occaſion to be in the 
periib of che battaile. Mith a new furte,and double fozce; 
be ſtroke ſo mightie a blowe at the knight ot Cupiq that 


he thought verely with that alone blow, Biege 


battailezfo2 that his armes dd hang laſh vnn, his head 
e „ 
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that his Yozſe-carryed him about that great place; an 
all menns dyd loke when he would haue fallen fray his 
hoꝛſe to the ground. 

And loꝛ that the knight of the Sun did think that he had 
ben dead, he did leaue to follow him. But yet he had not cõ⸗ 
cluded to giue a compaſſe round about with his hozſe; in 


ligne of victozie, when the god knight of Cupid was whol- 


ly come againe fo him ſeife, and was ſetled in his (addle, 
t retouering his \wo2d which he had loft by the ſtrength 
of that blow, with great furie he ſpurred his great and fu⸗ 
rious hoꝛſe, and went towards the knight of the Zunne, 
ſetling him ſclfe vpon his ſtirrups, he froke him ſuch a 
blow vpon the ſhoulder, that if his inchaunted armour had. 
not bene ſuch, without all doubt, he hav clouen him vnto 
the hozſe ſaddle .'Bnt by reaſon that they were ſo ſtrong, 
his fwo2de made no mode ſigue on him, then if he hadde 
froke vpon an anſield of ſfœæle. Pet foꝛ all that y knight of: 
the Sunne was ſo charged with that blow, that if he had 
not embꝛaſed him — hoꝛſe necke, he had allen 
downe unto the ground. 

Oh how preats was the wathe which the knight of 
the Sunne receiued, in ſteinge him ſelfe bꝛought into ſo 
great ertremitie, befo2e the royall and beautifull Pzinces 
Claridiana, and the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides. It cauſed: 
the-farte of his moztall biawes to double, and fo be any 
grie with him ſelfe, fo2 that one alone tnight Gould fo 
lang endure againſt him. 

But what dyd all his wzafh and furte p2 aut him, foz 
that he hadde to doe with that ſfrenge and/wozthie:Ro- 
ſicleer, the very ſame who nerte vnto him, was the beſt 


knight in all the wozldg. And the ſame, that if all the 


knightes in that place ſhould moue attempt againſt him, 
his valiaunt and couragious hearte ſhould not fayic him 
one tofte-. And (ing him ſolfe beefoꝛe the Emperour 
his Father, and the Empꝛeſſe his Mother, it he gat nat 
the victoꝛie of that hattaile, it would vtteriy diſcourage: 
pre to tome n their tourte am ge 
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which cauſed him foerecute theſe rigoꝛous blowes with fo 
great ſoꝛce, that it made the knight of the Sunne to wons 


der at his great ſtrength. At this time the one was knows 
en ſo well to the other, that the end of their battell was ve- 


rie doubtfull, foꝛ that the greateſt part of the day was paſt, 


wherein the valiant and woꝛthie knights had combatted, 
and leſſe vauntage to be iudged betwirt them then at the 
the beginning. At which the Emperour and the Pꝛinceſſe, 
and all the reſt of the knights and Ladies that were in the 
pallace, verie much meruailed, and ſaid that the knight of 
the Sunne had met with his match.Likewiſe the valiant 
king Sacridoro foz that he knew the great foꝛte + ffrength 
of the knight of Cupid, was greatlie amazed that þ knight 
of the Sunne ſhould ſs long endure with him, and ſaid vn- 
to himſelfe: Surelie not without great reaſon the highs 
bountte of the knight of the Chariot is extolled, that he as 
tone doth maintaine himſelle againſt him, that the ſauage 
people of the tnchaunted fountaine coulde not endure one 
halfe houre,and againft him that the flerce Tyger 6 mon? * 
ſtrous Gpant, which werekepers of the Pꝛinte Luſindo, 
could not make anie reſiſtante. And in ſaping theſe woꝛds 
be deſired God of his godneſſe to graunt the vickoꝛie vnto 
his perfect friend, fo2 that befoze the Emperour Trebatio f 
Empꝛeſſe Briana, his father and mother, he might not be 
diſgraced, which would be the occaſion that he ſhoulde 
neuer come moꝛe befoze them. In this time the blowes of 
thelſe two valiant knights were ſo rigoꝛous, that all thoſs 
which did beholde them were greatlie amazed , and two 
miles about that place was the noiſe of their blowes heard 
as though it hav ben thunder, putting the hearers in great 
feare, and the lakers on wared werie, but they ſeemed with 
new foꝛte to begin the battaile again. o in this ſo2t theſe 
valpaunt knights did perſcuer in their rigoꝛous battaile, 
without any ceaſing, but ſtil executing their terrible blows 
the one vpon the other, till moꝛe then fire houres were 
haſt fince the beginning of their combat, and it ſeemed 
that the Dunne would ſeparate — battaile, foz that ſhes

At which time it ſeemed vnto the knight of Cupid, that in 
all that daie he had done verie little, and that the daie was 
almoſt ſpent, being verie angrie with himſelle, he ſapd.

Now 

cc doe J ſ that J haue no reaſon to blame that Pzinceffe foꝛ 

< intreating me ſo euill, fo2 that with one alone knight J 

c cannot defend the iuſtite of her great beautie. What fs bes 

cc come of that great hardines wherwith J attempted the in⸗ 

cc chaunted cane of Aridon, and the inightie fozce wherewith 

« Jdidonercome thoſe furious beaſts: Certainly do beleene 

« that all is loſt and gone, ſoꝛ that cannot now make reſts 

ce ſkance againſt one knight:as it poſlible that Jam y knight 

ce of Cupid;that in al the battailes that he hath attempted in 
ce his life time got the victoꝛie? No ſurelie, fo ſhat by one 

« alone knight J am at the point to be ouercome. Now J do

So theſe valiant knighfes ſaying theſe + other woꝛdes 
vnto themſelues , did ſo much animate their couragious 
ſtomackes, that eight houres were paſt ſince the beginning 
of their rigoꝛous battaile, and at that time their wonders 
full blowes ſeemed to be with moze foꝛce and ſtrength, and 
their hoꝛſes with their great and continuall labour waxed 
wearie, but theſe two valiant knights at that time ſeemed 
to fight with new fozce and ſtrength, and neuer ceaſed fkri- 

king one another ſuch terrible blowes, that the ſanders by 
had their eares filled with the ſound of their fine tempered 
armour,and were ſo greatlie amazed to ſee the great tra⸗ 
uaile that they ſuffered in that battaile, and like wiſe to ſee 
with what great foꝛce and ſtrength they didde execute the 
ſame, in the end of long time that they had endured, and 
ſemed that there was neuer done by them the like pꝛow⸗ 
elſe noꝛ actiuitie, as was done at that pꝛeſent, as truth was, 
foz that neither of them in all their liues was euer bꝛought 
into the like extremitie oz perill, as they were in this bat⸗ 
taile,noz neuer had the like feare to be onerco:ne.

But when the P2zinceſſe 
Claridiana did ſee him in that plight,her bloud wared colde 
within her bodie, and being ſoze troubled , ſhe al ked the 
Emperour if he were dead oꝛ no, but he was at that won⸗ 
derfull blowe ſo troubled, that he had no power at all fo: 
to aunſ were her, but whoſocuer at this time had ſeene the 
face of the faire Pꝛinces Lyndabrides, would haue knowen 
by her coulour the great loue that ſhe did beare vnto him, 
but at ſuch time as the knight of the Sun did come againe 
vnto himſelfe, ther was neuer Lion noz furious beaſt moꝛe 
outragious then he was, and conſidering the great danger 
and perill that he was in, his outragious heart was ſo full 
of moztall anguich, with vnmeaſurable wꝛath, vᷣ he ſtroke 
his light hoꝛſe with the ſpurres, and crulhed his teeth toge⸗ 
ther, that it ſeemed ſparkes cf fire pzoceeded from his eyes, 
and like vnto a whirle wind he ranne towards the knight 
of Cupid, who ſœing him recouered againe, made likewiſe 
againſt him with ſo great furie, that the ground where his 
hoꝛſe did runne ſeemed to tremble: Oh how greate was 
the feare which the furie of theſe valiaunt knights cauſed 
in them that did behold their moꝛtall wꝛath, comming the 
one againſt the other, terrifping their vnderſtanding to a⸗ 
bide the end of their moꝛtal blowes. J do bel&ne certainlie 
that ther was not one knight in al that place, of what foꝛce 
and ſtrength ſo euer he was, that ſeeing the furie of thoſe 
valiant knights, but he would haue bene terrified,neither 
was there ante kriend, although he had bene fullie ſatiſfied 
of the bountie of ante of them, but would haue pꝛaped vn- 
to God foꝛ thein, ſeeing them in that great perill. The Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio, with the great lone that he bare vnto the 
knight of the Sunne, and the deſire that he had to knowe 
the knight of Cupid, receiued no leſſe feare then al the reſt, 
and ſapde. ä 
Oh mightie God, thou wo madeft theſe knights or no⸗ 
thing, A pꝛate and deſire thee to aide and ſuccoyr them, and 
let them not execute their great wꝛath the one bppon the 
other, neither doe not permit that the _ of the Dunne

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be ſlaine befoꝛe he doe acknowledge thy great polver,and 
turne vnto thy lawes, that his ſoule be not condempned to 
immoꝛtall paine. So the ſ wift courſe of their furious hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes ioyned their entounters, and the two w2athful knights 
raiſing thomſelues vpon their ſtirrops, pꝛetending to make 
an end of their long t doubtfull battaile, with ö extremi⸗ 
tie of all their foꝛce and ſtrength, they ſtroke one another 
with lo great wꝛath vpon their ſine helmes, that although 
the fine edges of their mightie cutting l wo2des could not 
enter noꝛ cut their inchaunted armour: pet theſe valpant 
knights were ſo ouerlaide with the great might and pow⸗ 
er of their blowes, that the knight of Cupid was conſtray⸗ 
ned to decline himſelfe on the one ſide , and therewith ha 
fell downe to the ground, whereas he laie, and moued ney⸗ 
ther hand noꝛ fete, but was as one that were dead, and the 
inuinſible knight of the Sun by the foꝛce of the blow was 
cleane voide of ante vnderſtanding, & had likewiſe fallen 
to the ground if Foꝛtune had nat fauoured him, that he fell 
loꝛwards upon the ſaddle bowe, that his head touched the 
ho2ſc necke, and his armes hung downe on both ſides, and 
voided great abundance of bloud out of his mouth r eies, 
in ſuch ſozt, that they thought him likewiſe to be as dead 
as the knight of Cupid, and his hoꝛſe being toꝛmented with 
that terrible blowe did founder vnder him, and remained 
without ante moning, as though the bones of his legges 
hadde beene bzoken, At which ſight all thoſe that were 
in that greate place, receyucd ſo great ſoꝛrowe and griefe 
at the extremitie of theſe two valyaunt Knightes , that 
thinking they hadde bene dead, they lamented as though 
they hadde beene theyꝛ natural] bꝛetheren. But the Pꝛin⸗ 
reſſe Lyndabrides when ſhe ſawe her Knight in that 
eſtate, not hauing anie power fo reſiſt ſo moꝛtall a griefe,

So after the Phiſitions and Surgions 
had well peruſed them, they founde that the greateſt euill 
which they had, was werineſſe of their bodies, and all their 
bones and fleth bhꝛuſed, by the mightie fozce of their terri⸗ 
ble blowes. So they miniſtred vnto them ver ie wert and 
coinfoztable ointments, and al that was necefſary foꝛ them 
ard molt conuenient, and commaunded that euerie man 
ſhould depart from thence and let them alone, that they 
might ſleepe and take their reſt, with onelie two Pages, 
which wer in another chamber there by with great ſilence, 
that whe ſo euer theſeknights ſhuld come vnto themſelues 
they ſhould call the Phiſitions # Surgions . In this time 
ther was not a knight iny citieof Conſtantinople,neither 
in that great place, noꝛ in their Tents in ths field, as well 
ſtraungers and Countrie men, that did occupte themſelues 
in anie other communication, but in the wonderful and ti⸗ 
merous battaile ot theſe two knights, and of their mightie 
blowes, perticularlie euerie thing as it was, and ſaid, that 
there was neuer ſeene in all the woꝛld ſuch like contenki⸗ 
on bet wirt two knights, with ſo great ſtrength, fozce, and 
perill, neither was ante Damſell oz Gentlewoman that 
ſawe the perill of theſe two knightes, but did verie much 
lament the fame, and ſapd, that if theſe two knightes dyd 
die, that the flower of all knighthode in the world was ſi⸗ 
niſhed and ended.

cc bf the knight of the Chariot, fo: that therein thou hart bene 
« lo febleard aint; o that it doeth nor behwue ther by no 
4c memanes, to acknowledge thy ſelle vnto ehe one ko ber his 
c ſonne, neither to gov and lecke the other” to atknowledge 
c him to be thy bꝛother. Bow dare J be ſo bolde as fo ſate 

« that J am ſonne vnto the Emperour Trebatio, who is the 
cc higheſt and mightieſt Emperonr in all the world, 02 foz to 
cc ſaie that J am bꝛother vnto the knight of the Sunne, her 
cc beeing the flower of all knighthwde in the woꝛld, and to bee 
ac guertome by another and not by him ? Dh ſoꝛrowfull Ro- 
cc ſicleer, howe much doeth it p2ofite thee fo goe whereas thou | 
ec mailt neuer moꝛe be feene , and not to come anie moze in 
cc the companie of men, ſceing at ſuch time as thy fame was 
« tnofflp2ead in the woꝛld, FoztaneHath giuen th& fo great 
« afall : Dh P2iticos and knights of the wozld, how mante 
cc of you hath bene by me ontertomt, from this daie foꝛwards 
cc vou need not to ſpe akt anie moit᷑ of the Kitight of Cupid, 
« fo? that all his honout and victoꝛie is tranſpoꝛted vnto the 
4 knight of the Chariot :DhPzincelle of 2 
« is not nov fo lad, as vours may reiopce and be — ; 7 
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not met with this knight of the charpot. Certainly J doe 
beleue , that it hould haue gon other wyſe with vou, then 
with this ſozowful knight of Cupid, your bꝛother. h how 
fr this day fozwards,may yon be without al god hope foꝛ 
to know your ropall parents, fo2 that there is none that 
doth know who they are but J alone. It doth accompliſh 
me firſt to dye, then fo2 to diſconer it ſo greatly vnto my 
ſhame. In laying theſe and many other woꝛdes, this ſo⸗ 
rowfall knight would haue ryſin vp from his bed, to haue 
departed from thence. But when the knight of the Sunne 
had well vnderſtode all that was ſayde, he was the moſt 
ioyfulleſt man in all the woꝛld, and ſo naked as he was, he 
entred into the quadꝛan, and with his armes abzoad went 
towards him and ſayd: Dh my Lozd and perfect frind Ro- 
ſicleer , what foztune is this vnto me, that without knows 
ing you, J haue ben by your rigozns blowes fo ill intrea⸗ 
ted, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that without any remembzance J was al- 
molt at the point of death. Behold here your frtende the 
knight of the Sunne, the ſame, who in the Jlad of the falſe 
Gyant,befoze that J dyd know pou, J gut the batfay!e,foz 
to ſuccour that fayze damſell . Beholde me here, Jam the 
knight of the Chariot, with whome yeſter daye you made 
the ffonte and perilous battaile, who actoꝛding vnto the 
entertainment that he had of you, it had bene better that 
you had firſt knowen him to be the knight ok the Sunne, 
ſo ſhould J not haue receiued ſo much damage. And here J 
doe deſire you that if you dee know any thing of my pꝛo⸗ 
genie, to lette me vnderſtand thereof, foꝛ beholde J am the 
knight of the Dunne. And foꝛ that you ſhall the better be⸗ 
leue that J doe ſay,beholde here the marke that J haue vp⸗ 
pon my bodie, foz being bozne with the ſame, J was called 
by this name, ol the Sunne, at which time as J was found 
at the ſea in a ſmall boate, by Florion. And in ſaying theſe 
woꝛdes he did open his ſhirfe at his bꝛeaſt, and did ſhows 
the ſigne of the Sanne, which was vpon his right fide. 
Do when Roſicleer had well vnderſtode, what the wozthy 
5 knight of the Dunne had ſapde, w_ W 
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kate, and by the ſigne of the dunne on his bodie , He ſaws 
befoze him the pzeſent remedie,of all his ſoꝛo which was 
ſuch, and of. ſo great foꝛce, that neuer in all his lyſe he ro⸗ 
cejued the lyke . And againe, in knowing his bother the 
knight of the Sunne, he receined:fs«great iope and ples 
- Care, and was ſo glad, that as one halle amazed and from 
him ſelſe, he cinbzaſed him, and ſo remained a gad whyls 
without any power fo ſpeak, not knowing whether it was 
of a truth that which he had ſerne, oꝛ ſome falſe viſion with 
the which many times he hath bene deluded , 

But after many amozous and comfo2ztable woꝛdes of 
the knight of the Sunne, he was fully certified , and put 
out of all doubf, and refurned a new to embzace him,ſhed- 
ding many ſalt feares , which dilkilled downe his bꝛeſt, he 
ſapde as followeth , 

Dh diuine power and mageſtie of him that the Bea- 

nens and earth doth gouerne,how haue J deſerved ſo great 
merit,that at ſach time as J was in the greateſt fauour of 
foztune , J was vpon a ſodaine bꝛought vnto the eſtate to 
be otter thꝛowen downe into the pyt : And by thee J am re- 
ſeruss and comfozted , and haue affained to know him to 
be my bꝛother, which is the molt famous knight in all the 
woꝛlde, whome J thought to be my great and moztal ene⸗ 
mie. 

Oh my Loꝛd and knight - the Dunne , acknowledge 
this knight of Cupid, Which is the ſame Roficleer, who yoir 
going in the (mal barke at the Jland of the gyant,dyd des 
liner from death: and although J doe not deſerue ſo great 
a beneũt, pet J gine pou to vnderſtand that J am pour bꝛo⸗ 
ther, and both bozne at one tyme and at one byzth, of the 
high and mightie Emp2eſſe Briana, at ſuch tyme as ſhe was 
at the Poneſterie of the Riuer: being with childe, by our 
bigh and mightie father the Emperour T rebatio , And by 
4 miſfoztune which happened vnto the Foꝛſe, who dyd no- 
riſh and bzing vs vp fo2 hir owne childzen, you were loſte 
in a ſmall boate, which by the furious foꝛte of a mightie 
N * e aud with the wilt courſe "hor 7 
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of; you were carryed into the mayne Sea, and there was 
foffed vp and dolvne; till ſuch time as vou were fuunde be 
Florion, the p2ince of Perſia, 
The two pages which was in e harde 

by to watch them, with the noyſe which the knight of the 
unne dyd make af ſuch time as he aroſe out of hit bead; 
they dyd awake, and heard all that paſſed betwtrt the two 


*knightes : who being almoff from them lelues with the 


great toy and pleaſure they receiued, they toke a toꝛch that 
was light in that qua dzan, and without making them ſel⸗ 
ues readie, they went running vnto the place where as the 
Emperour T rebacio and the Empꝛeſſe Briana layte, and 
were a ſleepe And neuer reſted knocking and giuing great 
blowes at the doꝛe, till ſuch time as they were aunſwered 
by the Garde, that kept them. And the pages in great haſte 
willed them to open the doꝛe, fs2 that they bzought vnto 
the Emperour, the moſt iopfulleſt newes that euer in all 
his Lyfe he reccined, 

The garde who dyd know the pages by their ſpeach,- 
being verie much amazed thereat , dyd open the doze, and 
they without anie ſtaying, went in with the burning toꝛch 
in their handes, where as the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe 
were a fleepe,and with a high and loude voayce, they ſapde: 
Oh high and mightie Emperour Trebatio , aud yon ſours 
rayne Empꝛeſſe Briana aryſe vp from your veads, and you. 
ſhall ſ& the knight of the Dunne and knight of Cnpid as 
lyue And by the great pzoutdence of God, they are knswne 
tobe bꝛetheren. The one is the gentilman of the Sunne, 
and the other is Roſicleer, both your loft ſonnes. 

So when the Empercur Trebatio and the Empꝛeſſe 
Briana hearde that newes of ſo great iepe and pleaſure, 
without any moꝛe farping , they aroſe out of their beds, 
and couered them ſclues with certaine mantells , which 
were verie riche , and in great halt they fozthwith-went - 
vnto the quaizzan oꝛ lodging where as they left them. Se 
When the Empꝛrſle came vnto their lodging, che dyd be⸗ 
bold the chʒiſtalline face of Rolicleer, who did know ſame, 

R. ii. although 
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although ſhe had not ſens him of long time: and againe, 
to was verie much grown in bigneſſe of his bodie and per⸗ 
n. 

But when ſhe was fullie cerfified that to be molt trus 
which was tolde hir, without tarrying loꝛ the Emperour, 
ſhe ranne vnto him, and did embzaſe him with great loue 
and iope, and toke him out of the armes of the knight of 
the Sunne, who was in his ſhirte, and embꝛaſed with him. 
But the great iope, which the Empꝛeſſe receued, to haue 
bim in hir armes, was ſuch, that ſhe had no power fo 
ſpeake in a great ſpate. But in the ende, with ſhedding of 
great abundance of teares,ſhe dyd repꝛehend him, foꝛ bes 
ing ſo long awaye from hir. In this time, the Emperour 
came and dyd embzace the knight of the Sunne, with ſo 
great pleſure, that ſcarſely he could kepe him ſelfe vp2ight. - 
Who when he ſaw the Emperour, he kneeled down befoze 
him, and aſked of him his handes foz to kiſſe them, & ſaid: 
It may pleaſe pour highneſſe to giue vnto me pour hands, 
as vnto the knight of the Sunne, your faithfull ſeruaunt, 
where with J mate wholly and intirelie reiopce my lelfec, 
and enioy that great benifit, which the high gods, this night 
hath permitted that J ſhould know foꝛ Father, him whom 
vnto their diuine power doth make equall. The knight ol 
the Sunne, had no moꝛe time foꝛ to ſpeak, foꝛ that the Em⸗ 
perour did embꝛate him, and made him to aryſe from the 
ground, and killed him with great loue as much foz that he 
was the knight of the Sunne, as fo2 that he knew him to 
be his childe , And in ſhedding many teares, which ranne 
downe by their cheekes, fo2 great iope, he embꝛated him as 
gaine, and ſayde , Dh my lopall and faithfull friend, and 
lquing ſonne, with what wozdes ſhall J giue thankes, 
vnto my ſoueraigne Loꝛd and God, foz this great benefite 
which he hath [ſhewed vnto mee, this night, to acknow⸗ 
ledge my ſelfe to be father vnto him who is the flower of 
all knighthod in the woꝛlde, and without knowing him 
to be my ſonne, is the onely perſone that J moſt loued and 
made acconipt of in all the wozldg . Surely J a 
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what to fate, but to receftie if fo2 fo great a merife , that it 
ſeemeth vnto me that 3 doe lacke fozce and ffrengkh foz to 
conceiue it. In this time the pleaſant and amozons woꝛds 
which palled betwirt the faire Empꝛelle Briana and her 
fonne Roſicleer, was with ſe great ioꝝ and pleaturte t 
receined fo great tontentment, that J Kno we not whereto 
to compare it, but vnto that ioy which the Enipetonr Tre⸗ 
batio and the Empꝛeſſe Briana reccined, when they met to⸗ 
gether in themonafterie of the Kinex, ker long time that 
the Emperour was ablent ; So with this ſoueraigne toye 
the Empꝛelſe did not remember the knight of the Dunne, 
till ſuch time as Roficleer fayd : Pay it pleaſe your High- 
neſſe to ſpeake vnfo my bꝛother the knight of the Sunne, 
and to acknowledge him fo the belt fonne that ener was 
bozne of mother. Then the Empzefſe all attonmed and ama 
3ed,as one awaked out of hir fleepe vpon a ſodatne, che telt 
Roſicleer and went vnto the knight of the vun, who was 
fill in his ſhirt, and at the opening of his ſhirt befoze , ſhe 
vid te the figne of tho Dunne that yas on his bret, whers 
at che reteiued ſogtvak iop and'pleaſure, that it the Empe⸗ 
rour had not bene who did luſtaine ber de had luklen dun 
vnto the ground. Then the knight of the Dunne did kneele 
vowne befozr her, and toke her hands g kiffed them ver ie 


often, till ſuch time as He beeing rauiſhed with top.thzcw 


her armes about᷑ his netke and fell vowne vppon him, and 
killing him on that faire face, with a terrible figh of grrate 
tone ſhe ais. gets e 3 
Oh knight of the Sunne, the lopall and perfect friend ol 
my Loꝛd the Emperour Trebatio, how ſhall J now reiopce 
my lelfe in this great benefif which my Loꝛde God hath 
ſhewed vntdme,to haue the knowledge of ſo wozthie a 
ſonne, if the fears which J haue of Foꝛtune do not diſturbe 
me, in remembꝛing the ſolitarie life which J lead, and re⸗ 
toyting my ſelfe in pour childhod,and with what ſodaine 
chaunge Foꝛtune did carrie vou awaie from me. Likewiſe 


the great ſoꝛrow and griefe which J receined fo2 your loue 
was luch, chat as vet J am not perfec in my ſelſe, neyther 
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can J beleene that in one who was inuironed with ſo great 
ſoꝛrowe and bitter anguich, ſhould receine ſo great mirth 
and iop, ſo that in the remembꝛaunce of alt troubles paſt, 
if it ſhould not be reioyced with this pꝛelent ioye, to mit⸗ 
tigate the furie thereof, my feminine fozce 4 ſtrength were 
not ſufficient to ſuffer the furie of this great pleaſure the 
which is come vnto me, in the acknowledging ſuch a valy- 
ant and woꝛthie knight to bee my ſonne: Oh how now J 
doe gius great thanks vnto my Gad, foꝛ the trauailes and 
troubles, which your loſſe and the ablence ol my Loꝛd the 
Emperout haue cauſed vnto me, ſceing that J am now pai⸗ 
ed with ſo high a gift, and iopfull reward . Saying theſe # 
many other waꝛdes, the Empꝛeſſe Briana had the knight of 
the Dann ſo faſt embꝛated in her armes, with her face 
iopning vnto his, that he had no power to make anie aun⸗ 
were. And foz that theſe two bꝛetheren were Mill in 
their ſhirts, the Pages which were nigh them in the Qua⸗ 
dꝛan, had belonging vnto them two mantells, wherewyth 
they did couer themſelues, and the knight of Cupid wyth 
the greateſt pleafure that euer he felt in all his life, went 
and kneeled downe bekoꝛe the Emperour and ſaid. 

Let it pleaſe your ſoueraigne highneſſe to knowe mee 
the knight of Cupid, who bath not receiued ſmall trauaile 
fo2 pour abſence,and foz the loſſe of my bꝛother the knight 
ot the Sunne, in ſeek ing ol you both in ſtraunge Coun⸗ 
tries, verie farre and aparted from theſe Countries, al⸗ 
though it was not in ſo ample maner, as wasrequiſite to p 
ſeruice of my Loꝛde the Emperour I rebatio, foz that at 
that time wie hadde him rather foꝛ an enimie then fo2 a 
Father, but fo the accompliſhment of that which J was 
bound vato my Ladie the Empꝛeſſe. And koz to knowe 
who was the occaſion that my Ladie the Empꝛeſſe ſhould 
leade ſo ſtraight and ſalitarie a life, which ſhe maintained 
in the Ponaſterie of the Riner , which was a thing that 
touched me verie much. But now knowing the occafion 
and ground thereof, J doe not meruaile ſo much, but onelie 
bow ſhe could ſuſtain her ſelfe and liue one moment owe 
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out his preſence. And againe if the had not laid that he was 
talled the Pzince-Edward, J dos boteene that ſhe wold not 
haue bene deceined, and being innotent, ſhee did not mi⸗ 
ſtruſt anie ſuch deceit. 
Bo with us leſſe ioye and pleaſure then vnto the knighf 
of: the Bunne, the Emperour did embꝛate him, and made 
him to arile from the ground and laid Oh my ſenne No- 
ſicleer, hoi; it ſeeineth vnto me that you wers not content, 
neither recetned ante pleaſure at this deceit o2 pollicie, as 
you doe late vſer with the Empꝛeſſe your mother, but in 
conſideration of the fruite that J received in dwing the 
ſame, 3 may compare it vnto pour long ſufſering and bee- 
ing quiet, and delating of the time that J could not reteiue 
the great toy and pleaſure that J ſhoulde, in the acknows 
ledging ol ſuch a Dunne. Tell me foꝛ Gods lone, what 
hath bene the occaſion that port haue refratned your ſelfe fo 
long time, & delated to giue me this ſoueraigne toy which 
now J doe rereiue: it it be fo2 the deceit and pollicie which 
A bled with the Empꝛeſle your mother , The fruit which 
pꝛoceeded thereof is ſutficient to excuſe that errour done, it᷑ 
it had bene of greater impoꝛtaunce , but what reaſon haue 
A to excuſe my ſelfe from the occaſion that made me to dee 
it. Then Roſicleer not à little abaſhed at that which the 
Emperour had ſaid vnto him, aul wered: Ik the oner· plus 
of the reaſon which. J haue to reiopce me in the acknew⸗ 
ledging of luch a father. J had to incourage me, fo publpke 
my ieiie loꝛ his ſonne: Then had pour highneile reaſon to 
blame me, in the detaining my ſeife ſo long heerein. And 
becauſe J doe finde my ſelte not woꝛthie to deſerue s great 
a benefit, J did make detrackion thereof, till this time ſhuld 
ſupplie the great lacke which was in my vaiour , So that 
pour highneſſe may of truth vnderſtand, that al that which 
happened vnto me by the light of the Sunne my bzother, 
had bene dane by ſoine ofher unight. Firſt J would haue 
conſented ti the death then with ſo great ſhame to haue ac⸗ 
knowledged mp ſelſe to be ſonne vnto ſuch parents. The 
cent would berie fait haue aunfwerey Roſicleer, 
A. iii. but 
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but that the Empzelle and the knight of the Sunne came 
vnto them, and all together they did a newe embꝛace each 
other, in ſuch lo2t, that they had no time foz to ſpeake, and 
the toy and pleaſure was ſo much in the Empꝛeſſe Briana, 
that ſhe was almoſt from her-ſelfe, and could nof well ſa⸗ 
tiſfie her eyes in the beholding of her ſonnes, and ſhewed 
vnto the Emperour the ſignes and tokens which they had 
vpon their bꝛeſts, and bzought them into the wo2ld at their 
birth. So that betwirt them there paſſed a great diſcourſe 
of many things, which did greatlie augment their toy and 
pleaſure, of ail that hadde happened vnto them, that if 3 
Gonld hecre make perticular relation, I ſhuld neuer make 
an end, theretoꝛe to auoide tedioulneſſe J doe let it paſſe, it 
is ſuſticient that the readers heereof doe vnderſtande the. 
great reaſon, as well of the parents as of the child2en, foꝛ to 
reiopte themſelues of this new and ſodaine pleaſure . In 
this time it was publiſhed thꝛoughout all the pailace theſe 
god and ſtraunge newes, and the noiſe and ruſhing was 
ſo great amongſt them with the haft they made fo2 fo goe 
and ſc their new Pꝛinces, that all the whole Citie was in 
a rumour and tumult , ſuſpecting: that it had bene ſome 
other thing,and was the occaſion that there reſoꝛted much 
people vnto the Pallace,in ſo great abundaunce, that tre 
paliace was full, and could no moze enter. Likewiſe the 
itreeces hadde ſo great pꝛeaſe, that one coulde ſcarce paſſe 
by another. But when it was knowen vnto all people of 
the ac>;nowle>ging ol their newe Pꝛinces, there was ſo 
great pleaſure amongſt them, that in a ſhoꝛt time all the 
whole & itie was fo lightiome, as at none daies, with the 
great light bf Bonefires and Toꝛches that was in euerie 
ireete thereof, with many paſtimes and newe inuentions 
ol fo great mirth, that it ſeemed that there were iopned to- 
gether all the paſtimes and pleaſures in the woꝛlde The 
robe all Pꝛin cee Claridiana was not the laſt that came foꝛ 
to ſw theſe new Pꝛinces, foꝛ that ſo ſwne as ſhe heard of the 
great 10p which was- cauſed by this newe and ſtraunge 
newes, the aroſe out of her bed, and couered her ſelfe with 
a peci⸗ 
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and rich robe, lined with Parfines furre, which 
— — her by her Damſells, and her golden hayꝛe 
hanging downe, with ſo great beautie,that ſhe was eſtee⸗ 
med rather foz ſome diuine Goddeſſe,then ante hummans 
creature. She went vnto the place whereas the Emperoꝛ 
and the Empꝛeſſe with their ſonnes, were embꝛacing one 
another. And foz that her Gentlewomen went befoze her, 
with light Tozches in their handes, euerie one did giue 
place vnto her, and did receiue her with great honour and 
curteſie. But with a gratious and ſmiling countenaunce 
accompanied with great ſeueritie, ſye left them all, went 
and did embzace the wozthte knight of the Sunne, and 
ſapde : If that by the foꝛce of my armes, wozthie and vas 
liant Pzince,dld cauſe you to receiue anie anger # griefe, 
when J mads you to be knowen fas the knight of the Dun, 
with the ſame armes J will now make ſatiſfaction of my 
fault, in embꝛaſing of you, as the ſonne of the Emperoar 
Lrebatio,and of my Ladie the Empꝛoſle Briana. The great 
pleaſure which the wozthic knight of the Sunne recey⸗ 
ued of this embꝛacing ought rt to bee compared vnto that 
which was the occaſion that he came vnfo the knowledge 
of his father and bꝛother. But this may well be laid, that 
he could nut reteiue greater pleaſure and contentment, if 
at that time the whole wozld and all the riches therin had 
ben giuen vnto him, fo when he felt himſelfe touched with 
thoie delicate armes and war like hands, he thought veri⸗ 
lie that in all his life he could not receiue the like gloꝛie, 
aud humbling himlelfe verie much, with a make voice her 
ſayd: As it was perillous vnto the knight of the Dunne, 
that rigoꝛous encounter, which by your ſtrong arme ( woz⸗ 
thie Paincefic)5ze receiued, yet this ſoueraigne and greate 
benefit, which as ſonne unto the Einperour Trebatio J 
haue recetuco, j doc acknowledge my ſelke to be kullie ſa⸗ 
tiſfied and paide of that high recompence, although it was 
not ſo ſmall the harme which J reteiued by that encounter, 
that J thinke to reciue ane ſatiſtaction, but wil rather put 
me in farther perili and damiger . The Prince Clariciana 
N. v. dyd 
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dyd.verie well vnderſfand the laſt woꝛdes that were ſpo⸗ 
ken by the knight of the Sunne but diſſembling withhim 


_ (eleſt him and went vuto the knight of Cupid, and ſayd: 


Let it be in god time the acknowledging of the knight or 
Cupid, fo: that there was no cauſe ſutficient „beeing leſle 
then this, ſoꝛ to make peace with hin, who in this —_ 
did ſhew ſe much enmittte , And foz the parte that 
therein, if that by anie other knight the knight of the £ i 
ſhould be put into ſo great erfremitic,J (ate that J am vo⸗ 
rie glad fo2 * happened to be done by you. Foꝛ to con⸗ 
clude, it was Gods pleaſure, that all bountie and godneſſe 
in the wozld ſhoulde conſiſt in the bloud of the Emperour 
Trebatio, whertn the knight of Cupid is pertaker with the 
knight ol the Sunne, ſo that it is not much to be meruap⸗ 
led at, that the bountie of the one and of the other ſhould be 
equall, So after that Roſicleer had aunſ wered the royall 
Pꝛinteſſe Claridiana, ſtraight waie came vnto them, the 
two wozthi ie Pꝛinces Brandezel and Clauery ndo,who whe 
they h heard p newes, almoſt from themſelues with p greate 

wy iop-which they receiued, tyey came in great haſt foz to ſe 
their god friend the knight of the Sunne, whom they did 
embzace with ſo great loue, as though they woulde neuer 
haue ſeparated themſelues. The knight of the Sunne gaue 
Underſkanding vnto the Emperour, r to all y wer pꝛeſent, 
who and What theſe ꝛinces were. Df the which they did 
all greatlie reiopce, and the Emperour with great ivy and 
pleaſare laid. 

Oh what greate w2ong hath beene done vnto mee he⸗ 
therto, that beeing in this my Court, ſuch, and ſo high and 
mightie Rnightes, and J coulde neuer haue anie knows 
ledge thereof, foꝛ to doe vnto them the honour that vnto 
ſuch perlonages doeth appertaine. And nowe haue J my 
toy and contentment fullie accompliſhed, ſoꝛ that haue 
fo high and mightie Pꝛinces and knightes that bee perta⸗ 
kers with me therein. | 

At this time was the retoycings and pleaſures ſo great 
in the Pall ace, as allo in the Citie, that one could ſcarce 
heare 
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beare an other with the greate noiſe that was amongeſt 
them. And as the knight of Cupid loked round about him 
on euerie ſide , and coulde not ſ& his faithfull fricnde the 
king Sacridoro,being ſomewhat troubled therewith, he 
did enquire after him, and there lacked not them which did 
tell him, that when the battaile was concluded betwirt 
him and the knight of the Sunne, that hee was ſcene to 
goe fozth of the. Citie verie ſozrowfull and comfoztleſſe, 
but they knew not whether he was gone. The Emperour 
by and by. when he vnderſtode what was the. occaſion of 
his ſonnes alter ation, reiopcing verie much that he hadde 
ſo high and mightie a king in his Court. Fozthwith her 
conumamded certaine knightes to goe and ſceke him out, 
towardes that waie which he was ſerne to departe . Who 
in anal! tune they found him out, whereas he lay a long 
in the greene field almoſt from himſelſe with greate ſoꝛ⸗ 
roiv and werping, that he ſeemed to bee dead. And when 
= had bzought him to himſcife againe, one of the knights 
apde. 

Ulhat doe you make heere Bir knight, that von doe 
not goe and helpe to celebꝛate this greate mirth and toye 
which is made, foz the acknowledging of the new Pꝛintes 
al Greece? What feaſts and reiopcings be thele, ſayde the 
king Sacridoro, J fo2 miy part am moze fitter to command 
to make pꝛeparation fo2 may burtall, then to celebꝛate aniz 
feaſts, Then the knight ſaid,may it pleaſe pou to ariſe bp, 
fo2 you ſhall vnderſtande that the knight of Cupid pour 
faithluli friend, hath ſent vs to ſeeke you out, pzaying you 
to come and beare him companie, to retoycetn that he hath 
knowen the knight ofthe Sunne to be his b2other,s ſonne 
vnto the Emperour Trebatio, which ts that knight of the 
Chariot, with whome he made the battaile the dare paſt 
What is this that vou doe fell me, ſaid the king Sacridoro, 
that the knight of the Chariot is bꝛother vnto the knigbt 
of Cupid, Pea ſurelie, that he is, ſaid the knight, but # you 
will not belæue mer, lift vp vour eies and twke towardes 

the citie, x you ſhall ſæ y great feaſts 4 triumphs which are 
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made therein, fo2 the acknowledging of their new Þ2in- 
tes. The king Sacridoro, who was no leſſe amazed then 
toyfull at thoſe newes,loked towards the Citie, and ſawe 
that with the creſlets, fires, and other lights, as though the 
Titie had bene on fire. In great haſt he arsſe vp, and the 
knights which came to ſeke him, fetched his hoꝛie, who was 
loſe in the field, and bꝛidled him then they all together lea⸗ 
ped vpon their hoꝛſes, and went towards the mightie Pal- 
lace, and met with ſo manpe maſ kes and other kindes of 
pleſure, that almoſt they could not paſſe thꝛough the ireets 
And when they came whereas the Emperour ⁊ the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces were, this god king was knowen by them ſtraight by 
the deuite of his armour , and he who firſt went fozth foz 
to receiue him, was the Emperour Trebatio, whoclaſping 
his armes about his necke, ſapd. | 
Now is all my deſire accompliſhed (wozthie king) foz 
that J am come to the knowledge of him, who 2 that he 
would not loſe the knight of Cupid, his faithfull friend, did 
abhoꝛre his life, and ſought his own death in the deep foun⸗ 
taine of the Sauages, whereas he could haue no other hope 
but to die the death: Oh happie and foztunate ſonne Roſi· 
cleer, that could obtaine ſo high and faithfull a friend And 
moꝛe happie are vou ( woꝛthie king) that in doing of this 
wozthie act of friendſhippe, vou haue filled all the whole 
woꝛld with the fame thereof, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it will neuer 
decaie no; be foꝛgotten, ſo long as the reaſon of man eth 
indure. a 
The king kneling downe would haue taken his hands 
to haue kiſſed them, but the Emperour did tauſe him to a⸗ 


riſe from the ground, and woulde not conſent therevnto 


Then did all the reſt come and embꝛace him, and did him 
great honour, foꝛ that it was knowen to them all what hee 


had done fo2 Roſicleer, by the other Pꝛintes which tame 
thether, as von haue heard in the Piltozie, So fo2 aperpe- 
tuall memozre hereof, becauſe that ſuch a wozthie derde 


ſhould not be fozgotten,the Emperour commaunded that it 


could bee poztraied in the foze front of his mightie Pal

late, nigh vnto Fe aduenture of Lyndaraza, which made al 
them that did beholde the ſame fo meruaile much therat. 
When Roſicleer came to embꝛate the king Sacridoro, their 
toy and pleaſure was no leſſe at that time, then if they had 
not ſcene one another in twentie yeares. In this time the 
god Pages of the knight ol the Sunne, who neuer depar- 
ted from their Lozd, from the time that the battaile was 
finiſhed, vntill the time that the wozthie knightes were 
knowen foꝛ bꝛetheren, and the greatt ſozrowe and griefe 
which they receined fo2 that which was pat, was nothing 
in compariſon fo much, but ther Epleaſars was much 
moꝛe, in that,they ſawe befoze eies, and thought all 
their labour meruatlonflie well veſtowed (which at all 
times they well accuſtomed to doe in ample manner) vpon 
fo woꝛthie and valiant a Lozd. And as they did partlie vn- 
derſtand the loue that their Lo2d the knight of the Dunne 
had to the P2incefſe Ly ndabrides,and remembzing that ſhe 
remained in a great ſound at ſuch time as the battails bes 
twene the two bꝛethꝛen was ended, Aurelio ſaid vnto his 
b:other Bynnano, that he ſhould remaine there with they; 
L02d,and that he woulde got and carrie theſe newes vnts 
the Pzinceſſe Lyndabrides,foz that poſſiblie ſhe had no vn» 
derſtanding thereof, So he departed out of the Pallace and 
went vnto the triumphant Chariot, whereas he found the 
Gyants in their watch verie heauie and ſozrowfull , foz 
that all of them thought verilie the P2zinceſſe Lyndabri- 
des had bene dead, fo; that ſhe neuer returned noz came vn⸗ 
fo her ſelfe from the time that they carryed the knight of 
the Sunne out of the iuſting place, fo2 that Aurelio was 
knowen of all the gards, he went vp into the Chariot, vn⸗ 
to the chamber whereas the Pꝛinceſſe was laide vpon her 
bed, and her Damſells round about her as though ſher had 
bene dead, who were verie much comfo2ted when they ſaw 
and knew? him, and with the great deſire that they had to 
knowe what was become of the knight of the Dunne, they 
aſked of him where he was? Let vs doe ſo much that wer 
may bzing the Pꝛinceſſe againe vato her remembzaunce, 


ſayde. 
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ſayde Aurdio,fo2 that F doe bꝛing newes 5 ſhe will not a 
little reiopce her ſelfe at. And therewith her Damlels and 
be toke the Pꝛinceſſe by the hand, and made her ts ſit vp⸗ 
right vpan her rich bed, and thꝛew on her face mernailous 
fwete waters, and vſed ſuch remedics that ſze ſomewhat 
came againe vnto her ſelfe,thatſerng Aurelio with a mers 
rie and cherefull voice, he ſatde. Tlhat is this Ladie, that 
in the time that your highnelſe aught to be molt. merrie 
and glad, in helping vs to celebꝛate the great ioy and plea⸗ 
fure, which my Loꝛd the knight of the Sunne doth reteiue, 
in acknowledging himlelfe to be ſonne vnto the Emperoz 
Trebatio, t bꝛother vnto the knight of Cupid, with whome 
veſterdaie he made that rigoꝛous battaile, and now yon to 
be ſo ſoꝛrowfull and ſad, and out of all remembꝛaunte, and 
as pet the newes is not fullie knowen abꝛoade. You ſhall 
vnderſland that my Lozd the knight ol the umme is very 
wel, thankes be to almightie God. And foꝛ that the Empes 
rour Trebatio his father, and the Empꝛeſſe Briana his mos 
ther, will not giue him leaue to come and ſee your highnes, 
he doth ſend me to deſire yon fo pardon him foꝛ this night, 
till fomozaw it be daie. At which newes the great toy and 
plcafure which the faire P2inceffe receined was ſuch, that 
if the Page had not bene ſo well knowen as he was, ſhee- 
could not haue belceued it, but becaule be was knowen to 
de la faithfull a ſeruant vnto the knight ol the Sunne, ſher 
was fullie perſ waded af the truth, and aroſe vp from her 
bed as merrie and as iopful as euer the was in all her life, 
and ſaid that by no meanes ſhe would remaine there, but 4+ 
goe and ſee the knight of the Sunne, and ſpeake vito the 
Emperour Trebatio,end vnto the Cinp2elle Briana, helpe 
them fo reioice the acknowleda:ng cf their loft ſonnes, and 
therewith ſhe called her Damtelles to heipe to make her 
readie, and to trim her in the beſt and icheſt manner that 
was pollible, calling to rememb2aunc*{;3w the Mꝛinceſſfe 
Claridiana was in the Palace. who wauld not let but to 
be pꝛeſent at the acknowledging ot. the tight of the Sun, 
in canũderation whereof ſhe determined to go in ſuch —ç i 
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chat the might aTare the feare which the Pꝛinteſle Clari- 
diana did put her in. So after that ſhe was by her damlells 
made readie ꝭ put in gallant and rich oꝛder, ſhe commann- 
ded to call vnts her two of the pꝛintipalleſt giants 8 were 
there amon git the reſt, and taking him by the hand ſhe deſ⸗ 
cended out of the Chariot, & befoꝛe her went a great num⸗ 
ber of Damſelles with Zozches burning in their handse, 


and were fo richlie apparailed, that either of them ſeemed 


to be a QAutene, and her traine was carried bp by two ve⸗ 
rie faire Damſels, with crownes of gold vpon their heads, 
becauſe they were Nucenes,and they had other two Dam- 
ſelis which carried vp their traines, came laſt, and in the 
middeſt amongſt the Damſelles that carried the burning 
Toꝛches befcze the Pꝛinceſſe, there went foure giaunts, ol 
thoſe of the gard, all armed with verie b2ight 4 gliſtering 
armour, and each of them a mightie fauchon in his hand, 
who were iv furious and terrible to beholde, that the ſight 
of them (to all that did loke on them) was a ſufficient ſaue⸗ 
gard vnto the Pꝛinceſſe. And in the ſame oꝛder ther went 
other foure Gyants after the Pꝛinceſle, who were no leſſe 
ſauegard vnto her, and fo2 that ſhe was one ol the faireſt 
Damſells that was in all the woꝛlde, and. ſo richlie appa⸗ 
railed, ſhe ſermed by the light of the Toꝛches to be lo-ereees 
ding faire, that manie which were reioyting themſelues in 
the citie, and celebzating theſe great feaſts,did fozget them 


felues in their owne inuentions and ſpozts, and remained 


aſtonied and amazediin-behoiding the ſtraunge beautie and 
ſoueraigne bighnefſe and eſtate, which the Pzinceſſe had. 
In this ſozt ſhe paſſed th2ough the great place till ſhe came 
vnto the mightie Pallace, and entered in thereat . When 
the:Emperour vnderftode of her comming, and all thoſe 
Which were with him, they went fozth to meete and 
receive her,and all that, were there p:eſont; were not a lit⸗ 
fle amazed at the ſtraunge beautie of the Pzinceſſe, vnto 
whome. when they had all done their dutie and rencrence, | 


the Empꝛtſſe Brianarecetued her and toke her by the hand, 
| 480 take the Paincolle Claridiana inthe other have + 
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So they went all thꝛee into a verte faire and well gar⸗ 
niſhed Quadꝛan, whereas they did paſſe all the reſt of the 
night which remained with ſo great mirth and pleaſure, 
that it is better to be thought on then folde, although the 
p2incelſe Claridiana was in no ſuch ſecuritie as befoze,who 
at times did beholde her knight of the Dunne, and ſeemed 
vnto her that there lacked noreaſon foz fo loue the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe Lyndabrid if there remained ante remnaunt of loug 
iu him, after that he hadde ſerne her, although on the other 
part, with great reaſon ſhe had her ſelfe in eſtimation, and 
was in all things alſured, if that ſhe had bene ſatiſfied, that 
by reaſon the knight of the Sunne wold gouerne himſelſe, 
vet the great feare of the pꝛinteſſe Claridiana was nothing 


in compariſon to that which the Pzinceſſe Lyndabrides 


telt, with her perilons grace and countenaunce. Fo2 when 
the ſawe the great vantage that ſhe had ouer all that ener 
the had ſeene,and the great reaſon that the knight had foz to 
loue her, ſhe was in great perpleritie of mind and thought, 
that ſhe did ver ie much repent her ſelle ko comming the ⸗ 
ther. 

Likewiſe in this time the knight of the Sunne was not 
ſo firme in the loue of the one, but manie fimes hee was 
ouercome with ö fight of the other, neither had he bzonght 

himlelfe into ſuch bondage, but that he had liber tie fo2 to 
renue the lone loſt, and although his minde was bꝛought 
ints ſuch alteration and contenſious battaile, as hee neuer 
found himlelfe in the like, yet his bodie in ſuch ſoꝛt did re⸗ 


feaine the deſtre which his couetous eie had foz to beho lde: | 


that he gaue vnto none of all them that were there pꝛeient, 
anie occaſfon of ſuſpition of his griefe,neither vnto anieof 
the Damſells occafton fo2 to thinke anie thing but þ feare 
of their beauties, and the great reaſon that either of them 
dan to be beloued, which deſert ſurmounted i in evther of 


In this time 5 Emperour Trebatio and the Empreſſe 


Briana neuer ceaſed to enquire and aſke of their pꝛecious 
: gee pag things bad chanced vnto them in aduentures, 
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vntill that time that they were known Uno the which 
ſomotimes their fonnes: / and ſomcitons: their faithful 
friends did ſatiſſie themſelues in ſuch ſoꝛte: that not onclie 
the Emperour and the Einpꝛeſſe , but allo: all thoſe that 
were pꝛeſent to heare them wer greatito amaʒ ed, and nave 
great thankes vnto God foꝛ his myaacfos ſhewod vpyen 
thoſe knights. Altheughethep hadde greater reaſon ta mer⸗ 
naile within a while after, beta uſe tte wiſe Artemicdoro 
came thether, and did ſhew the Chꝛonicie £f ait that theſe 
two wo2thie knightes hadde done, Where in was declared 
perticularlie the woꝛthie deeds of either ol them, and like⸗ 
wiſe of their friends. De in declaring what had happened 
vnto them, they palled away the rette of the night wizith re» 
mained, with ſo great contentment vnta the hearers thers 
of, that they wiſhed the night longer, ſo y he might not leue 
off declaring ft thoſe things. 


Of the great feaſts and trumphs that were made in 
the great Citie of Conſtantinc ple, tor theadcnows 
ledging of the Princes, aiidof a ccitainie aduenture

Lyketile the Gre 
kiſh Knightes-1ounted» vppon verie cod hoſes; a67tiys 
ſh-d and betrapped with verie rich cloth of Golde and 
3 thꝛoughout all rar greate C:0i05--2uD 
us made 
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made à great noyſe vpon the paned ſtrætes, which did not 
a lyttle augement the great feaſtes:amongeſt whom there 
dyd not lacke pꝛinces of great eſtimacion, and knightes of 
great fame. And fo2 that they were ſubiectes vnto the Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio, they did as well ſhow them ſelues veris 
gallant and iopfull, in acknowledging of their new P2in- 
ces. And all of them went and dyd kifſe their handes, wha: 
reteiued them with great loue, embꝛaſing of them and ac⸗ 
knowledging ſome of them fo2 verpe god and faithfull 
friendes, moꝛe then foz ſubiectes, but in eſpectall, the god 
and valiant Pꝛince Rodafeo, pꝛince of the Rodes, and Ro- 


damarte, and other valiant Pꝛintes and knights, which the 
knight of the Sunne in the Juſt , dyd know them fo be or 


great bountie,and woꝛthy to be eſtemed. So this daye the 
Emperour Trebatio dyd inuite to dyne with him, all pꝛin⸗ 
ces and knights of fame, as well ſtrangers as of his coun⸗ 
trie, that were in the court. And with the great impoꝛtu⸗ 
nance of him and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana of foꝛte ther muſt 
remaine with them that dape the faire Pꝛinces Lindabri- 
des, who with a better god will, would haue remained in 
the place, where as ſhe had little ſecuritie of hir loue, in the 
Pꝛinces Claridiana: and foz that as then it was not a time 
to fake any armour, the Emperour, pꝛinces and knights, 
dyd aparel and adoꝛnat themſelues, with cloth of gold and 
ſilke, of great valoure, t was confoꝛmable vnto their high 
eſfates . At which time the P2inces Claridiana, dyd not 
foꝛget the riche aparell the which hir damſells bꝛought foꝛ 
hir from Trapiſond, the which in contention of the Pain- 
ces Lindabrides, ſhe dyd put on, and was ſo wel garniſhed, 
that it might well be ſapd, that the ſtones and pcarles that 
was on it, to be woꝛth halfe ſome kingdome. 


So like wiſe the Empꝛeſſe, who was as bꝛaue and as 


gallant as the other two, came foꝛth, and all the on hoꝛſe 
backe, they went fo heare diuine ſeruice, at a Poneſtarie 
that was without the Citie, in a fapꝛe freſh and greene 
feelde, with whome there went ont ſo great a number of 
knightes foz to beare them companie, that the firetes of the 
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great. 
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great Citie could not holde them, ſv that the molt part of 
them were conſtrained to remaine in the feelde, and yet the 
Emperouc and the pꝛinces were not come foꝛth of the pal- 
lace, But befoꝛe him there came foꝛth, all thoſe P2inces,. 
and knights of greateſt eſtimation of Greece, ſo gallantiy 
apparailed and A it dyd augement very much 
his great cltate ,-. 

So after them came the cod'Emperour,in the middeſt 
vetwirt his two ſonnes, al mounted vpon great and migh⸗ 
tie hoꝛſes, ſogallant and well p;opozſioncd , that it might 
well be ſayde , that in all the woꝛlde there were not th2ee 
knighfes of fo gallant a ſemblante, as they were . And 
the contentment was ſo. great which all their louing lub⸗ 
tects did reteiue, that they dyd confemne one with an other 
to put them ſelues in places where as beſt they might re⸗ 
create them ſelues in the ſing of them. Likewiſe, all the 
windowes of the Citie were full of damſells and gentil⸗ 
women, not alittle wondering at their ſtrange and bygge 
pꝛopoꝛcions, giuing great thankes and pꝛaiſe vnto God, 
fo2 that in all this time he did pꝛeſerue, defende and kepe 
them. And by reaſon that the Emperour was in the in⸗ 
chauntment of Lindaraza in the pꝛiine of his peres, they all 
th:& did ſo much reſemble the one the other, that they could 
ſcant be knowen the one from the other, but that his ſonnes 
were ſomewhat bigger of bodie then their father was. 9 
after them tame the faire mpꝛeſſe Briana, vpon a Pople, 
very richly garniſhed and v. rapped. And the king Sacn- 
doro dyd leade him by the b2ydcll , the Empꝛeſſe was ſo 
gallant and fay2e,that in all the whole Empire of Greece 
could not be founde neither ladie noꝛ damſell, that being 
put bifoꝛe hir, but that ſhe had great vauntage ouer them, 
ercept it were the excellent beautie, the two faire ladies 
and pꝛinces, who went the one on the one ſide and the other 
on the other of the Empꝛeſſe. One of them was mounted 
vpon a white Unicoꝛne, and the other vpon a white paw⸗ 
fery : and the two Pꝛintes Clauarindo ieee 
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And they were af as gentle diſpoſitions of their bodies, 
as they were faire and-beautifuli in their faces,; that Iyie 
vnto the beames of the Sunne, they did dimme the fight 
| ol all them that beholde them. And amongelt the people 

011717770) there was not a little contempt and ſtriſe which ol theſe 
two ould ke moſt faireſt, and at beſt nꝛopozition; al⸗ 
s. though much moze greater was the contention that either 
se of thent had in their hartes foz the knight of the 'Sunne, 
lj fa2 they knewe not to which ol them he would yeelde-hims 
ſelfe pꝛiſoner, but the ſoꝛce and ſtrength of the pzefencs of 
either of them wag ſuch; that it could not be iudged but to 
be a continuall contention, without hope of anie victs2ie, 
and although there was ſome vauntage in the perillous 

ght and ſurmounted grace of the royail P2incefſe, moꝛe 
then in the faire Ladie, pet conſidering the long time and 
great conuerſation that ſhe hadde with the knight of the 
Dunne, was the occaſion ̊ there was ſuch attenſion with⸗ 
in his heart, that he had not fo much vnderſtanding fo2ita 
acknowledge the mall vauntage that was betwirt them, 
by reaſon whereof hee was bꝛought into that eſtate, that 
the knight of tze Sunne ſhould neuer haue bene by anys 
of them ouercome,except the pꝛeſence of one of them had 
lacked. So in this oꝛder they went towards the monaſte⸗ 
rie, with the Gpants of the Pꝛinceſle, hu dermoſt of all 
. them, and their Damieils, verie ſtronglie armed foz their 
Y ſauegard. Vo they iſſued out of the Citie into the ficlde 
| whereas the monaſterie was, and there the Knightes of 
Greece, as well as the ſtraunge Knight did make a great 
triumph and gallaunt Hew with their hozſes,and foꝛ that 
hep were all luſtie and valiaunt knigptes, and mers 
uailoullie richlie appavailed, and it was a greate comfozt, 
iope and plealurc, vato'all thoſe people which did beholde 
them.

At the which the pꝛecious Painceſſe Lyndabri- 
he des did receiue ſo great ſozrow and iriefe, that ſhe ſmed to 
at pꝛognoſticate vats her ſelfe, that the night of the Sunn 
to was not oꝛdained foꝛ her, neither foꝛ ta be Lo and raigne 
nt ouer er the great Empire of the Scythians, And to thercontra⸗ 
O. iii. rie, 
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rie, the P2incefſe Claridiana was fo gladde and ioyfull, 
fo2 that ſhee was whohe perſ waded of her ſecuritie theres 
by, and alſo void of the feare that ſhe had of the great bens 
tie ot the faire Pꝛinteſſe Eyndabrides, (although time dyd 
ſerue that ſhe could haue had a much greater in effect.) So 
the diuine ſernice was ended, and eucrie one of them in 
ſach oꝛder as they went forth,returned backe againe vnts 
the ropall Pallace, whereas they dined together, in the one 
part of the Pallace moze then two thouſand knights, and 
in the other part in a faire great Quadꝛan, which opened 
vpon a verie freſh and odoziferous greene garden, whereas 
the Empꝛeſſe dined, with all her Ladpes, Damſelles, and 
Gentlewomen, and in the meane time while they were at 
dinner, there was ſo greate melodie and muſicke , with 
ſtraunge inuentions of mirth, and the greate abundaunce 
that there was of all thinges foꝛ their ſeruice, that with 
great reaſon all the ſtraungers in generall did fate, that it 
was the moſt higheſt and ropalleſt Court that was in all 
the world, x the Emperoꝛ to be the moſt woꝛthieſt Pzince, 
fo2 that in ample manner he did know how to honour all 
god and wozthie knightes. And to ſe the Emperour and 

2inccs, with all other knights ſo gallauntlie apparayled 
with cloth of gold and ſilke,adozned full of pꝛecious ſtones 
and pcarls,wtth their faces and pꝛopoꝛtions of fo exquiſite 
beautie. And on the other parte the Empzefle, with the 
Pzinceſle Lyndabrides, and the Pꝛinteſſe Claridiana, with 
all their Damſells and Gentlewomen, the knights being 
ſcrued with @quires and Pages exceeding” gllauntlie aps 
paralied,and the Ladies were ſerued at their Table with 
very faire Gonttewomen and well apparailed, that ſurelie 
it ſexmed was comp2chenved all the bountie and 
heautie in che woꝛld. And there were many Anights at the 
bwꝛde that did foꝛget to eate, and were as halfe amazed oz 
aſtonind in beholding the mightie and fraunge ;thinges 
that were dene in that greate hall all the dinner time, 
3 vnto them to be the omg; Goon euer 


the fit Boote. 


Do beeing in this dꝛder all together as you haue heard, 
and dinner being done, and all the Tables taken vp, they 
ſawe entering in at the doꝛe of the great hal a Gentlewa⸗ 
man, who did verie much digreſſe from all thoſe that were 
in the Quadꝛan, as well in apparell,as in her perſon and 
diſpoſition, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that all which were there pzeſent 
did beholde her,fo2 that the was derie faire of face, and ſo 
high of her perlon,that ſhee did lurmount all the knightes 
that were there foure fingers, ſhe came apparapled with a 

large roabe, which conered all her bodye downe to her 

fete, and was wꝛought with ſomante diuer ſities of ſilke, 
full of pzectous ſtones and pearles from the toppe vnto the 
lower part, and was made falt befoze with golde and pꝛe⸗ 
cious ones of great pzice, which didde become her verye 
well, the hayꝛe of her head was verye ycolaw,and curled, 
knit behinde her eares, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that beeing ſeparated in 
the middeſt, they were bꝛought ouer her ſhoulders , and 
hung ouer her bzeaffes downe to her knees, and at the 
endes of the partition of her hayze , ihe hadde hanging 
two pzectous ſtones, epther of them as bigge as a reaſona⸗ 
ble apple, the which dydds augement her beautpe the 
mo2e. 
This Gentlewoman b2ought leading by the hande, a 

knight of a verie bigge bodie and members, and reſembled 
verie much the Pꝛince Brand1zel, who was there pꝛeſent, 
but that he was higher then he was by a fingers bꝛeadth, 
and was armed with armour that was verye well guplt, 
that it ſeemed to be of veric fine golde , and was w2ought 
by meruaplous cunning, and garniſhed ſo full of p:ecyors; 
ones, that it dyd manpfeſt vnto them all tobe a inight 
of greate eſtimation, his ſhelde was all of fine Steele, 
and in the golden field thereof there was grauen two Ly- 
ons of Siluer, and a knight with a bloudie \ wo2de in his 
handes, who at two blowes dyd parte them both a ſunder 
in the myddelt, he hadde the beauer of his Ho lyfted 
vp, in ſuch lozte that they myght diſcauer and l his face 
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amd his countenaunte verie fferce, that it gaue them all to 
vnderſtand, that he ſhould be verie pꝛoude and arrogant „ 
and after them came two Dwarfes, verie little, and of ſo 
ill fauoured ſemblaunce, that it made all them that were 
in the hall greatlie to laugh. The one of them carried vp 
the traine of the Damſell, and the other Dwarfe carryed 
the knights ſheeld, which was a great deale heauier e high- 
er then he was, foꝛ that bering at his backe, there was no⸗ 
thing leene of the Dwarfe,but ſeemed that the ſhelde was 


carried in the aire, without the helpe of anie perſon, When 
this knight and the Gentlewoman were in the middeſt of 


the great hall, euerie one held his peace, there was great 
ſilence to heare what their demaund ſhould be, and Know⸗ 
ing the Cinperour fo2 that he was ſet at the vpper end of 
the Table, and againe, by the Emperiall armes that was 
ouer wheras he ſate, they turned themſelues fowards him, 
And the Gentlewoman began with a loude voice, that all 
that were there pꝛeſent might heare her, and aid. 
The high and mightie power, and the diuine pꝛouidende 
of the high Gods, kerpe and increaſe the mightie elkate, 


ol thee Emperour Trebatio, and of all the woꝛthie and va⸗ 


liant knights of this thy Court, foꝛ that they bing ouer⸗ 


come the vicozie of the Arabicall Pꝛince may be the moze 
extolled, the better to obtaine and deſerne the lone of the 
Queene of Carmania , Pou ſhall underſtand Emperour 


Trebatio, that this knight who is heere pꝛeſent, is called 
Rodaran pꝛinte and Loꝛd of Arabia the great, ot that which 
is called Felix, foꝛ that it is a countrie of great abundance, 
Whereas the influences of the ſame , and all the celeſtpall 


operations doth molt reioice themſelues. And J am called 


Carmania,foz that J aim Qucene of Carmatiia and the occa⸗ 
fron that we are come hether into theſe farre Countries is, 


kfozthat this being a young man and a knight, doubkkull fo 
finde ſuch another in all the woꝛlde fo2 his valiauntnelſe 
and foztelbering verie deſirous to get honour, he departed 
dut o 6 5 
naildus and incrrdible feates or Armies, he ariued in my 


Countrit, and after that he had done mer⸗ 


kingdome , 
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kingdome of Carmania, where when he had ſeene my great 
and ſtraunge beautie, and J being a damſell and not mar⸗ 
ried, it chaunced that he fell in loue with me, and vttered 
vnto me all his whole minde, but firlt he told whoche was, 
and requeſted me to receiue him foꝛ my hul bande , The 
which, ſo that it might not be pꝛeiudiciall fo iny honour, 
no2 hurtfull vnto my fame, but p2ofitable vnto my eſtate, 
foz that he is ſo high and mightie a Pꝛince, and ſo valiant 
a knight, J did conclude and graunt him my loue , vppon 
this condition,that firſt he ſhould doe (ſuch feates of armes 


- AS J ſhould ſee and vnderſtand, that he was the beſt and 


moſt valianteſt knight in all the world, and il not, it was 
not foꝛ him to pzocurc my loue, foꝛ that J would by no 
neanesmarrie. with him, neither with ante other. Foꝛ as 
J haue m (clf2 eſtimation to erceli in beautie and high⸗ 
neſſe of birth and eſtate ail the damſalls that are now it 
uing. Sa {izewiſe he whom J will fake fo2 to be my huCG 
band,ſhali ſurno.nt all other knights, The which. condi⸗ 
tion this knight did accept and graunt vnto me, and moꝛe⸗ 
olier he ſaide , that the choice ſzoulde be mine to appoint 
wherein he ſhould pꝛoue himſelfe; and how that he would 
in all points perfozme my requeſt, & that he would ſpeake 
no moꝛe wo2des therein, tul ſuch time as ay:ſhould be ve- 
rie manikeſt and plaine And 4 being veris deſirous to 
knowe the truth thereof, not giuing ante credite vnto thoſe 
mightielaas which J heard to be tolde of him, I cauſed an 


.vnckle of mine to come vato me, who was verie expert in 


the art magicke, and J deſired him that by his art he wold 
aduertiſe wherein and how J ſhould pꝛoue this knight to 
be(as it was repozted) the beſt knight in ail the wozide , 
Who after that he well peraſed his bokes and ſtudied in 
this my requeſt, he tolde me that he had found by bis! art, 
that in the Court of the Emperour Trebatio in the Citie 
of Conſtanunople, that there ſhould be in this daie in tyr 


great hall toyned together the flower of all knighthode in 


the world, and the molt famous and valiauntelt Pzinces 


ann knightes therein Aay, that it ſrmmed vnto him that 
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there was no better oppoꝛtunitie to accompliſh-my vefire 
then this, and how that this knight and J ſhould come vn⸗ 
to this Court and he to defend and maintaine the quarell, 
in ſaying that J am the moſt pꝛecious and faireſt Damfel 
in all the woꝛld, agaynſt all amoꝛous knightes that ſhall 
ſaic the contrarie, and he to be the onelie knight, aboue all 
other that doeth deſerue my loue. The which counſaile fees 
med ſo confoꝛmable vatomy great deſire, and he graun⸗ 
ting vato the ſame. At the ſame verie inſtaunt we depar⸗ 
ted on our tourney, and in the ende of much trauaile wer 
are come hether the ſelfe ſame date that the wiſe man did 
tell me, and accoꝛding vnto that which J doe lee in this 
great hall, I doe finde it to be true, although J am doubt⸗ 
full amongſt ſo godlie a coimpanie of knightes to finde as 
nie that is to bee compared vato this valpaunt and woz- 
thie P2zince Rodaran, and howe that the fame of this court 
is much moꝛe then the deedes thereof , And foꝛ that this 
our long tourney {hall not be ended without receyuing 
ſome benefite and p2ofit, here J doe deſire you molt high 
and mightie Cmpcroz,to giue leaue and liſence vnto theſe 
pour knightes, that in this caſe they mape pꝛocure to doe 
their beſt, other wiſe with .greafe reaſon they might haue 
ſhame to come befoze their amoꝛous Dames, if that pon 
doe refraino che conſentment heereof,4 not to defend them 
in this caſe with all their might and power, but firſt J doe 
cine vou to vnderſtande, that befoꝛe that this valpaunt 
Pꝛince Rodaran doe enter into battaile with ante of thefe 
knightes, it ſhall be vppon this condition, that if he ber by 
ante knight overcome, that both her and J to bee pziſoners 
vnto him that getteth the vicozie,to doe with vs all that 
his will and pleaſure ſhall bee. And ik it bee ſo that he doth 
ouercome anie knight, that likewile in the ſame oꝛder her 
to be his pꝛiſoner, to carrie him into his Countrie, oꝛ to do 
his pleaſure with him. And againe, although the Pꝛince 
Rodaran ag one that is without all feare , woulde in the 
middelk of the place of this greate Citie make the p2ofe of 
bis great bountie, foz that it ſhould be * moe 1 
ne 
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Info vou all: pet J beeing no man, and ſomewhat finite» 
rous, foꝛ the great loue J which doe beare vnto him, have 
requeſted him that it might not bee heere in this Citie, fo: 
that the impꝛilonment of ſo high Pꝛinces and knightcs as 
be here pꝛſent, might growe vnto great perill and daun⸗ 
ger, and greate diſturbaunce to vſe his will of his p2iſo- 
ners, after they be ouercome . And foꝛ that the ſecuritye of 
all parts ſhall be moze certain to auoid the inconueniences 
that may happen to the contrarie, it ſhall bee god, and ſæ⸗ 
meth vnto me verie conuenient, that thefe trialls doe palle 
at the bꝛidge of the white Jaſper ſtone, that which is on. 
the ficit arme of the fine Riuers, Which runneth into the 
riner of Danubia, and runneth into the Sea leditarranco, 
which is in the confincs and vtter partes of this mightie 
Empire, whereas the ÞPzince Rodaran ſhail tarrie and a- 
bide the tomming of all ſuch knights as will combat in the 
defence of this demaund, and neuer to depart the field till 
ſuch time as he be ouercome, oꝛ elſe to remaine with the 
victoꝛie of all knightcs , of what eſtate and fame ſo euer 
they be. And fo; ſecuritie that the P2:ince Rodaran ſhall 
perfoꝛme and ker pe all that is ſayde , accoꝛding vnto the 


oꝛder of knighthode, he ſhall giue his gage afoze all and 


vnto all that is in this great hall 

And therewith the Pꝛince Rodaran did thzowe his 
gauntlet ſo high,that all thoſe which were there might (x 
it, in token of deflaunce. And without ſaying anie moe, oꝛ 
doing ante reuerence, they departed out of the greate hall, 
leauing amongſt all them that were therin à great laugh⸗ 
ter, as well at the demaunde of the Gentlewoman, as at y 
diſpoſition of the Dwarkes, although they receiued greate 
contentment at the diſpoſifion ok the knight, and there 
were many that were very deſirous to make the firſt pzwfe 
with him, and beleued of a certaintie, that accozding as 
he Was ol members and Nature, that he ſhoulde be of great 
fozce and ſtrength. | 


With this deſire there were diuerſe that aroſe vp from the 
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table, and went vnto the Emperour,and aſked liſence that 
they might goe and pꝛoue themſelues with that knight, a⸗ 
mongſt the which, the firſt was that god knight Roda- 
marte, Pꝛinte of the Rhodes, a young knight, and one of 
the valianteſt that wos in the Emperours Court. Lyke- 
wile the valiant Pꝛince Rodafeo, who was alſo a verie 
god knight, and both of them in loue with the faire Ladies 
that were with the Empꝛelſe, the one of them was daugh⸗ 
ter vnto the king ol Bohemia, called Amilinia, and the other 
was daughter vnto the king of Dalmatia, called S. landria, 
who receiuing great contentment of their valiaunt deſires 
and god dilpoſitions, did ſhew vnto them great fauour and 
carteſie, determining to take them to bee their hul bands. 
Likewiſe in this demaund there lacked not that valiaunt 
Brandizel, who ſuſtained greate paſſions with the ariefe 
that he receiued foꝛ the abſence of the faire Pꝛinteſie Cla- 
rinca, would in her abſence doe her this ſeruice, foꝛ that the 
beautie of that Gentlewoman was nothing in compariſon 
vnto this Ladie And with no lefſe god will the god king 
Sacridoro came foꝛth to aſke{liſence, and after him Roſi- 
cleer and the knight of the Sunne, all being on fte befoꝛe 
the Emperour, did deſire him to giue them lilence to giue 
the firſt attempt: who with a pleaſaunt laughter ſaid that 
he knew not what to ſaie in that caſe, but did remit it vn⸗ 
to the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana, that ſhe ſhuld determine what 
they ſhould doe therein. ho didde excuſe her ſelfe in all 
that ener ſhe could, and did remitte it vnto the Pꝛinteſſe 
Lyndabrides, yet foꝛ all that it fell out that in the end ſhee 
mult needes determine and conclude the greate contention 
that was amongſt all thoſe knightes, who ſhould be the 
firſt that ſhould giue the attempt. So ſhe concluded that 
the ſirſt enterpꝛiſe ſhoulde be giuen by him that dpd firſt 
uſ ke liſence of the Emperour, and next vntg him the ſecond. 
that demaundedtiſence, and ſo the third, in the ſame oꝛ⸗ 
der as they craued liſence , And although it was a griefs 
vnto them which ſhould be the laſt, hauing loꝛ tertaintis 
that the firſt would conclude the demaund ol ann 
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| fo2 all that fhey thought the ſenfence iuſt and right which 


was giuen by the royall Pꝛinceſſe Clariciana , who if at 
that tune it had bene-lawfall , with a verie god will ſhe 
would haue bene the fit ff her ſelfe that ſhould haue defen- 
ded her o wne beautie, rather then to haue made the oꝛder 
and repetition ſhe did vnto the knightes. The Pꝛince Ro- 
damarte would pꝛeſentlie haue departed in the demaund, 
but the Emperour by no meanes would conſent there vn⸗ 
to, but lapd that in all that date thep ſhoulde not meddle 
therein, neither ſhould ante knight arme himſelle, neither 
doe ante other thing but ſpend the time in paſtime and ples 
ſure, and ceicbꝛate that feaſt foꝛ the acknowledging of his 
ſonnes, and how that they had time inough after warde fo 
accomplich their deüres So that they ſpent the time in no 
other thing, but in making of mirth & paſtime, with mer⸗ 
uatlous itraunge and new inuentions, holden in the place 


of that greate Citie by the Citizens, that gaue greate 


contentment vntoall the knights, who likewiſe did dante 
with y Ladies and Damſelle of the Empꝛeſſe, who were 
verie faire and plealanf, Likewiſe the knight of the Bun 
did daunce with the Pꝛinceſſe Clariclana, t with the Pein⸗ 
celle Lindabrides, with fo gentle and curteous demesnour. 
that they receiued ſo greate contentment therein, as to ſ& 
him in his armour , altheugh according vnto his deepe 
thoughts, he had moꝛe care to rule his eies fo behold them 
in equall manner: then he had to kerpe his fete in compalle 
in his dauncing. So the night d2zew on, and ali thoſe which 
dined with the Emperour did likewiſe ſup with him, and 
after ſupper they paſſed a waie the mol? part of the night in 
dauncing and mirth. At which time the Bꝛinceſſe Lyn- 
dabrides, although it was great griefe vnte her fo2 depart 
from the pꝛeſence ot the knight of the Sunne, pet woulde 
the returne vnto her Chariot. The Emperoar and the cms 
pꝛeſle did 11np02turate her verie much fo; fo tarrie there, 
and do remaime in the Pallace, but all that euer they could 
doe vid pꝛofite nothing at all. So ſhe retourned vnto her 
Cypariot, accompanied with the Eniperonr and all the * 
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of the 192inces and knights, til ſuch time as ſhe was with⸗ 
in the Chariot, whercas they didde all take their leaue of 
her, and returned backe vnto the pailace , which was a 
great griefe vnto the knight of the Sunne,fo2 that he could 
not tarrie and remaine to ſleepe in the Chariot as he was 
wont to doe, andnolefſe was the griefe of the Pꝛinceſſe 
Lyndabrides when ſhe ſawe him depart, and although the 
atcknowledging ofthe knight of the Sunne didde cauſe her 
verie much to retoyce foz that he wasofſo high eſtate, yet 
the would fo2 hor part haue giuen the halfe of her lands, 
vpon the condition that ſhe had neuer knowen him what 
he was, fo2 that ſhe was better in quiet when the vnder⸗ 
ſtode no other thing but onelie his great valour and boun⸗ 
tie, and the name of the knight of the Sunne, and the great 
ſecuritie that ſhe hadde to marrie with him, then nowe to 
knowe him to be of ſo high bloud and linage, with the pes 
rill that the doth ſuſpect, and a thing apparaunt befoze her 
epes, which was the occaſion that in al that night ſhe could 
not take ante reft noꝛ ſl&pe, with the great care and griefe 
which the receiued, and her minde ſo tumbled and toſſey 
with diuerſe ſuch ſtrange thoughts concerning the knight 
of the Sunne, that neuer in all her life ſhe found her ſelfe 
in the like confuſion, Foꝛ one wate conſidering with what 
intent ſhe departed out of her owne Countrie, and howe 
that her bzother the P2ince Meridian was gone and lefts 
her, and another waie, the acknowledging of the Knight 
of the Sunne, and the renouncing of his lawe, and lyke⸗ 
' wiſe the comming of p p2incelle Claridiana, with her eſtate, 
and ſurmounting beautie, didde cauſe her to ſufpect verie 
much that the knight of the Sunne woulde wholie giue 
ouer the enterpꝛiſe that he had taken in hande, ſo p ſhe dyd 
account her ſelfe to bee the vnhapppeſt and moſt vnfoꝛtu⸗ 
nateſt dainſell that was bozne into the woꝛld and with the 
great griefe that this doubtfull thought did cauſe in her, 
the ſaide. 
Oh high and diuine pꝛouidente of the immoꝛtall Gods, 
home all the whole nation of the Dziental! and Sep⸗ 
tent. ionall | 
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tentrionall Scythians doe woꝛſhip, what reaſon hath your 5 
diuins power to permit, that vpon the vnhappie P2inceſle ,,

tune doeth lacke to give me ante aide oz remedie : Oh , 
immoztall Gods, ſeeing that in the ſtraungeneſſe of my ,, 
beautie, vou would manifeſt your high and mightie pow- ,, 
er, wherekoꝛe dyd pon not onelie make me and no other, „ 
to be the deſeruer of him, that onelie doeth deſerue to in⸗ „ 
iope my great beautie and fapꝛeneſſe: Wherefoze did you ,, 
make another ſo equall vnto me , which is the occaſion ,, 
that J doe luſtaine this greate griefe, F woulde it were „ 
your diuine pleaſure, that ſeing alone J doc deſerue the „

And if J 
c depart vat of this Countcie,and returne vnto mine owne, 
eit will be no other thing but to ſeparate the life and ſouls 
from the body. And fo {ine without the p2zfence of ß kntaht 
« of the Sunne, wil be a like buto me, as vnto thoſe Wha- 
« are in the darke, and ſe no light. But alaſie what dos 
« ſaie, although they reteiue n92 fo no light, yet the paine 
c doth not trouble them: but if J do finde my lelfe baniſhed 
count of the pꝛeſente of the knight of the Dunne, there can 
ce be no paine in the woꝛld compared vnto that which J ſhall 
« fſuſfer. Oh knight of the Sunne how mightie and ſtrangs 
« ts pour Foꝛtune, that onelie in pour hands doth remapne

« among all Ladies is the moſt higheſt, and yet will let to 
« gue her remedie, but rather condempne ber vnto crueil 
« death. Aherctoꝛe haue J lo many Toꝛdſhropes and kings 
«« mes, with ſo many thoulands of people, witch the diuine 
«« Pods hath giuen vato me, when that with all thole ioint⸗ 
à lie with my ſtraunge and exquiſite beautie, I cannot lub⸗ 
cc iect the will or one alone knight. 

The ſorrowtall}B2inceNe-Lyndabrides had ſcarte made 
an end of ſaying theſe wo2des, when that voide of all mes 
mo2te and underſtanding ſhe remained vpon her bedde as 
one that were dead, whereas ſhe remained all that night, 
without comming againe to her felt. di ith no leſſe ſoꝛrow 
and gr iefe the woꝛrthie knight of the founne paTcd awais 

the night without flepe; calling to minde all that had paſ⸗ 
Id bet wixt him and the Pꝛiaceſe Lyudaoides, and = 
grca 
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great lone which vnto that doie he bare vnto hir. ioyntly 
with hir meruailous ſurpaſſing beantie: Which was in 


ſuch ſoꝛt figured in his heart. that it made great rel ante 


againſt the loue which he had vnto the Motnces Clandiana, 
in eſpeciall, when ſhe was not in pꝛeſence. But bring both 
pꝛeſen , the great lyking he had of the royail 32inces, dyd 
almoſt ouer come him: who at that time neither moꝛe no2 
leſſe, did take as little eaſe, as the others oid ſſpe. Fo2 that 
the great loue which ſhe had vnto the knight of the Dunne 
dyd not let but put ſome doubt in that which hir wounded 
heart ſo much defired . And although the highneſſe of hir 
eſtate, and the excellencie of hir beutie, did almoſt wholcs 
lie perſ wade hir of ſecuritie, that the knight of the Sunne 
would not foꝛget hir. Vet the ſight of the Pꝛiuceſſe Lyn- 
dabrides, and hir remaining in the Court did tauie in hir 
ſome Jcloſie, not knowing what would be the ende of that 
hir demaund - Likewiſe ſhe had great doubt in hir hope: 
Fo? that at ſuch time as the Pꝛinceſſe ſhould returne into 
hir owne tountrie, the knight of the Sunne, could not doe 
to the contrarte, but to beare hie companie, {0 that the cons 
tinuall conueriacion of them two to gether, would be the 
occaſion of that, which being in hir pꝛeſence, might be ex⸗ 
cuſcd . So with theſe and luch like thoughts, they paſled as 
wape the night: in the which the gad knight ef Cupid, 

neither moꝛe noꝛ leſſe, dyd not ſleepe verre much, wicſe 
p:Xtons are not to be accounted, no2 compared with the 
reſt. F02 if J thould here declare all that euer he paſſed 
foꝛ his lady and miſtreſſe. the faire Pꝛinceſſe Olivia,all this 
hiſtoꝛie were not lufficient to hold it, although it were ves 
rie much bygger. It is lufficient that he paſſed away the 

night with no lclle care, then the others that J haue tolde 
vou ot:although his paſſions was not ſo ſtrange vnto him, 


as it was vnto the other their griefes. But the furie cf his 


ſozow was ſomewhat apeaſed, with the hope that he had, 
fo2 to be reuenged on him, who was the occaſion of all his 


. euill and moztall paine , So at that time it was noyſed in 
—— Citie of Conſtantinople: and in all the whole

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Emptre of Greece, the great armie that was making in 
a redineſſe in England, and the occaſion wherefoze they did 
oꝛdaine the ſame. Which was the occaſion that the ſoꝛow⸗ 
full knightof Cupid,byd thinke cuery day a whole yeare. 
with the great deſire he had to ſee him (elfe with the pꝛinte 
don Silucrio,not foꝛ that he would haue any recompente af 
his handes, fo2 that it ſemed vnto him, that he was in no 
fault, but onely to giue to vnderſtande vnts the Pꝛinces 
Oliuia, the ſmall reaſon that ſhe had ſo fo2 focalt him off, 
Do in this loꝛte they paſſed away all that night, very con⸗ 
fo:mable in their leping and reſtes, but very different in 
their variable and penſiue thoughts. 


Who the valiant Redaran was, and the damſell, and 
the occaſion wherefore they came vnto the Court of 
the Emperour Trebatio, Cap. 28. 


TIT DE comming of this valianf knight "Son 
daran, vnto the Court of the Emperour 
2 2 Trebatio, was not ſo voyde of occaſion, but 
> that ther was compꝛehended ther in great 
FS diſceipt, milchtefe,and treaſon: & an euill 
2 == p2eludictal vnto all Chꝛiſtendome, x hurt⸗ 
full vato to the beſt pꝛinces and knights therin All the which 
came in ſuch oꝛder knit and put to gether, that it lacked but 
little all to be loſt, if it had not bene by the diane _ 
dence,(who fozgetting the offences of his people) did by hi 
infinit mercie and godnefſe pꝛouide a remedie ; although 
many times, foꝛ the ſinnes of the people,doth permit many 
and continuall perſecuctons,done by the vnbeleters, vpon 
the Chꝛiſtians, to make them the better to know him, and 
to leaue all their euill and wickedneſſe, and to returne vn⸗ 
to him. Pet foꝛ all that, he neuer doth ſo abhoꝛre and laue 
them, fo2 to bꝛing the Ch iſtians vnto vtter confuſion and 
ende: as it hath apeared in the olde and auncient tymes; 
amongeſt the lawes and cuſtomes of N nog neuer will 
= r this wozld ſhallendur ses. . 8 
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Pu doe well remember how that in this Hiſtoꝛie hath: 
bene tolde you, that at ſuch time as the wozthic Knight of 
the Sunne did firlt ſee the Pꝛincelle Lyndabrid es, he dyd 
partlie vnderſtand ſome of the mightie power ot the Em⸗ 
perour Alycandro, her father, howe that he was king oner 
the Scythians, and Emperour ouer the Tartarians, 4 Lo2de 
ouer all the Indians 4 Regions Oꝛientalls, from whence 
it grew that he was had in reputation of the greateſt and 
mightieſt Pꝛince in all the woꝛld. Likewiſe he was Lo2d 
of the great Cataya, whereas is that mightie Citie which is 
of one hundꝛeth miles compaſſe and of all the reſt that is 
in the Oꝛientall India, in that parte whereas amongſt all 
hig ſubicts he was called the mightie king of Kings, Em⸗ 
perour of the Tartarians, and Lo2de of the Oꝛientall Indi- 
ans, ſonne and heire vnto the high Gods. This title they 
gaue vnto him, becauſe the people of theſe Countries had 
it foꝛ a lawe and cuſtome amongſt them, and alwaies had 
in reuerence his pꝛedeteſlours which were Emperours, be⸗ 
fo:e the Emperour Alycandro, to be ſonnes + heires of their 
falſe Gods in whome they did all beleeue and woꝛſhip. Be⸗ 
ſides all this, this mightie Emperour had in his lubie ct ion 
all the kings and Loꝛds that were in the Oꝛientall parte 
of the Indias, vnto the Meridionall , which are nine king⸗ 
domes, all verie great and mightie, and full ef greate ry- 
ches: ſo that with great reaſon they might ſaie, that he was 
the mightieſt Emperour and king in all the wozld. Pere 
the Hiſtoꝛie ſaith that manye be deceiucd to thinke that 
this mightie Empire ſhoulde be Chꝛiſtians, foz although 
they haue amongeſt them ſome parte of the lawe, which 
God gaue vnto that greate Captaine Moſes, yet their 
lawe doeth differ verie farre from the true and perle law 
of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, ſoꝛ that they be all Jdolaters, and euerie 
one of theſe kinges docth beleeue in that which ſemeth vn⸗ 
to him beit, foꝛ that there is no lawe noꝛ tommaundement 
to make them incline to anie kinde of godneſle fo2 the 
ſauegarde of their owne foules. So it happened on a 
time as this mightie Emperour Alycandro was in his 
Tit, great 
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great᷑ citie of Neptaya, which is in Cataya the great, verie 
penſiue and ſadde , foꝛ that he could here no newes of his 
childꝛen, the Pꝛince Meridian, and the P2incefſe Lyndabri- 
des, repꝛehending him ſelfe verie much, fo2 that he had ſo 
ſent them foꝛth into the woꝛld. One daye being accompa⸗ 
nied with all his mightie knights and loꝛdes his ſubiects, 
he receiued ſo great ſoꝛow and griefe in the remembꝛing ot 
his childꝛen, that it cauſed him to weepe . And leaning his 
- cheke vpan one of his handes, he ſhedde foꝛth mante ſalte 
feares, which ranne down vpon his white face. The which 
being ſcene by thoſe peeres his ſubiectes,they were all very 
much amazed, what ſhould be the occaſion that the Empe- 
rour ſhould weeye , 

So befo2e that ante did ariſe vp to demaund of him the 
occaſion, there aroſe vp amongeſte them a King , who 
was kinge of Gedroſia, an olde man of moꝛe then one 
hundꝛeth yeares , who amongeſt all the reſt pꝛeſent, was 

eſtemed to be the wyſeſt in Aſtrologie, and deuinat in, that 
could be founde in all Aſia, And all they did giue ſo great 
credit vnto that which he dyd tell them ſhould happen, as 
though it had bene all readie accompliſhed:the which king 
dyd weepe verie bitterlp, and with ſo great ſoꝛow, that al⸗ 

* molt he could not ſpeake, but pet he ſapde. Dh high and 
mightie king of the Sythians,and Emperour of the Tarta-

ſhed full of towzes and battlements, and: eſpeciallisth2ez 
towers of great fozcc and admiratian, the one at the entry. 
vpon the hzidge,and the other in the middelt, and the third: 
at the farther ende, all wꝛonght with ſine white Jaſper 
tone, af ſo great ſtrength, that it ſer med _— to bee 
talen o; wonne by fozte ol armes: And this binge was; 
maintayned and kept by the Canpergur « Grecce, hy rea 
ſon that the people which doth inhabit on the ane ſide ol the 
ſiue armes which pꝛocerdeth from Panubia , and runneth! 
into the ſea Fuxino, they ars verie barharous, furious, aud 
teat lie, and many times they doe enfer inta that Country 
aud doe, berie nuchharme-therein..And although the Ex: 
e make a congqueſt auer them as diuers tiuies 
DO Re ap 2aMRi(e,yet he cannot, -fa2 that they haue 
neither nes, nos villages, neither anie dwel⸗ 
houſes, but onelie great caues vnder the grounde, 
15 reas they doe make their habitation, becauſe they are 
{9 beaſtlie and bzutith , In conſideration whereof it dyd 
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behdue the Emperonr to haue that bꝛydge berte ſkronge 
and exceeding well kept, and it was foz that alongſt the 
riuer there was none other paſſage. When this valiaunt 
Rodaran and the Nucene ariued at that bꝛidge, and ſawe 
it fo be a place verie conuenient foꝛ their purpole, ſtraight 
waie the P2ince Rodaran did pꝛepare himſelfe foz to win 
the lame, and being armdd and in verie god oꝛder, he toke 
the Nucene by the hand, and without anie moze con panie 
they went towards the gate of the bꝛidge, c knocked theres 
at, and fo2 that they were all alone, the gate was ſtraight 
waie opened. When they were entered within the firſt 
Tower,this valiant Rodaran commanded thoſe that were 
the keepers therof, that they ſhould yeld vp the towers and 
bꝛidge, and that they ſhould depart with quietneſſe . Who 
ſeeing him alone t they ſo many, would not obey his com⸗ 
maundement, but did pꝛocure to defend the towers and the 
bꝛidge, and would not ſuffer him to perl wadge ante far⸗ 
ther. But this valiant Rodaran in a ſmall time did ſo be- 
haue himſelſe amongſt them, that wounding and killing 
the moft part of them, the reſt were conſtrained & thought 
it god fo2 the ſauegard of their lines to yeeld,and to doe all 
that he commaunded them. And ſo they deliuered vnto him 
all the keies of the gates and towers, and departed thence 
at their libertie, with the lolſe of the moſt part of their tom⸗ 
panions, and although they were aſhamed ſo manp to bie 
lain and ouercome by one alone knight, which made them 
to refraine comming into the Emperours pꝛeſence, yet 
there did not lacke(who befoꝛe Rodaran did enter into Cõ- 
ſtantinople) that did aduiſe the Emperour thereof, At ſuch 
time as he came thether , he was verie angrye with him⸗ 
lelfe, foꝛ that he was ſo bolde to gine that enterpꝛiſe, and if 
it had not bene fo2 the diſturbing of their great feats and 
triumphs which were made there foꝛ their ſonnes, he wold 
haue ſenf thether ſuch as would haue rewarded him vnto 
his contentment foꝛ his boldneſſe. But when that Roda- 
ran was come vnto the Court, and the Emperour fulip ſas 
fiſfied of his demaund, he was verie glad and iopfull, — | 
t 
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=, made of him and his eſtate. Do when this valyant Roda- 
1 ran and the Nucenc of Carmania ſawe themſelues Loꝛdes 
and gouernours ouer the whole hꝛidge and their towers, 
they commaunded all thoſe that came in their companie to 
enter in thereat, whereas they did eſtabliſh their abiding, 
and cauſtd the ſhippe wherein they came thether , which 
was at the ſea, to enter into the riuer, and to ſurge cloſe: 
vnto the bꝛidge, whereas they dyd let fall their ancher, and 
made her very ſaſt, foꝛ that in the ſame ſhippe Rodaran did 
determine, hauing ouertome the molt parte ofthe beſt and 
pꝛinc ipalleſt knightes in all Greece, to put them pꝛiſoners 
into the ſame ſhip, and returne with them info his owne 
Countrie. So after that the Nucene of Carmania hadde 
well peruſed the ſcituation of the bꝛidges, and of the tows 
ers, ſhe ſawe that the Tower that was in the middeſt of 
the bꝛidge was made in ſuch ſoꝛte, that beneath it was 
round like vnto an arke and hollowe, without ante gate, 
but as bzoade as the bꝛidge was, whereas ſhe caufed the 
net of yꝛon to behanged in the higheſt part of the hollow⸗ 
neſſe within, in ſuch loꝛte, that it coulde not bee ſcene noz 
deſcerned without, but it was fo large, that it occupied all 
the bigneſſe of the vaut within, & in ſuch ſoꝛte the Qucene 
of Carmania cauſed it to be hanged, that in pulling of a 
coꝛd, oꝛdained foz that purpoſe , the whole net ſhoulde fall 
downe. 

When Rodaran ſawe the net hanged vp and put in 
god hꝛder, he was verie deſirous to knowe to what pur⸗ 
poſe it was put there, and did impoꝛtune the Nucene ſo 
much, that in the end ſhe was conſtrained to declare it vn⸗ 
to him, ſaping. 

c Pou ſhall vnderſtand (my Loꝛde) that the great lone 
c which J doe beare vnto you, hath cauſed me to feare that

This valiaunt Rodaran in all his lite time did not re⸗ 
ceine ſo great griefe and ſozrowe,as at that pꝛeſent, when 
he did vnderſtand and ſee what the Quenehad oꝛdained, 
it feemed vnto him that ſhe had doubt of the victo2y that he 
hoped to haue of the Grekith knightes, vet fo2 all that the 
loue that he bare vnto her was ſuch, that he woulde not 
ſaic againſt that which ſhe had done, but ſhewinghumlelke 
to be.verje angrie foꝛ the ſame, he ſaid. -

vnder them. And in the middeſt of their ſwift coꝛſe, theſe 
two made their ſtrong encounter, in ſuch ſozte that their 
fanes were ſheuered in petes, and they paſſed foꝛ wardes 
on with ont any moning by the foꝛce thereof, till itch time 
as they Juſtled to gether with their bodies hoꝛſe and man. 
And by reaſon that the valiant Rodaran was bigger of bo⸗ 
die and of moꝛe foꝛte and ſtrength, he ſtroke the Prince i in 
ſach ſoꝛt, that he onerthzew him hoꝛſe and all to the groũd, 
fo cleane voide of all memoꝛie, as though he had ſtroke a- 
gainlk a mightie rocke, and he bꝛoching his hoꝛſe with the 
ſpurres, paſſed ouer the Pꝛince, who was ſo euill intrea⸗ 
ted, that he conld not ariſe, till ſuch time as Rodaran res 
turned with his hoꝛſe, and alighted from him, and toke his 
ſwoꝛd from his gyꝛdell, and his helme of his head, and did 
helpe to raiſe him from the ground.

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And one daie at ſuch time as the Emperour wyth his 
ſonnes, and all the Rnightes in the court were in great pas 
ſtimes and pleaſures, ſpoꝛting themſelues, with dauncing 
in companie with the Empꝛeſſe and her Ladies and Gen⸗ 
tle women, and the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, and Claridiana 
with them. The Page entered into ths court with ſo great 
ſoꝛrow and griefe, that he was ſcarce able to ſpeake, ſoꝛ to 
tell the heauie newes ol the Pꝛince Rodomarte, pet as wel 
as he could he gaue them to vnderſtande ol all that her had 
paſſed with Rodaran, at the which they dyd all meruayle 
verte much, foꝛ that Nodamarte was had in reputationifoz 
one ok p belt knights that was in all the empire of Grecco, 
and the Emperour receiued great griefe that it fell ſo out, 
that by one alone knight he ſhoulde be onercome . Then 
ſtraight wate that valyant and.effemed Pzince Rodafeo, 
who was the ſecond by lot to goe fozth , without ſpeaking 
ante wozde departed out of that great hall, the Emperour 
ſeeing his determination did commend him vnto God, and 
ſo dyd the reff that were there pꝛeſent, but eſpeciallie his 
Ladie the Pꝛinteſſe, who when ſhe ſawe him departe, her 
heart was readte to part aſunder . UWhen this valraunt 
P2ince came vnto his lodging, he armed himſelfe with ve- 
rie ſtrong and rich armour, and commaunded his hoꝛſe to 
be trapped with cloth of golde, which didde ſigniſte vnto all 
men his great and high effate;and ſo⸗departed out of Con- 
ſtantinople with one alone ſquyer,and when he came vnto 
the bzidge, the lyke happened vnto him by Rodaran, as hap- 
pened vnto Rodamarte, and was put pꝛiloner with him in 

the lame dungeon, whercas they receiued ſa great ſaꝛrowe 
and griele to be in ſuch a demaund ouercome , that rather.

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Aid. was verie ſoꝛrowful becauſe that this vidozre did not 


paſſe in the great Citie of Conſtantinople , thinking that 


there, better then in auie other plate, he might retopce him⸗ 
ſelfe of his great pꝛide and vain gloꝛ ie, and did verie much 
repꝛehend the Queene foꝛ that there was ſo much time loſt 
in Carmania, in making that pꝛon net, foz that they had no 
nede thereof. The Qutene ſceing that he had great reaſon 
ſo fo ſaie, held her peace, and-aun(wered nothing there vn⸗ 
to. When that the P2ince Rodafeo was ouertome and pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, his Squier returned backe againe vnto Conſtanti- 
nople, and watching the time that the Emperour and all 
his knights were together he entered into the Court, and 
declared all that which had happened vnto the Prince, 
at the which they were greatlie amazed, and from that day 
foꝛwards they had the valiant Rodaran in much moꝛe eſti⸗ 
mation, ſceing that he had ouercame two of þ belt knights 

that the Emperour had, and although at that pꝛeſent the

This map pour highneſſe with great reaſon ſpeake vato 
the Pꝛince Brandizel, foꝛ that in the great wars of Perſia, 
J haue the beſt knights th7t were in all Aſia, againſt the 
Babplonians, and 4 could not ſee one that in armes and 
pꝛoweſſe could match with him. And againe, ik by the di⸗ 
uine pꝛouidente there had not bene remedie put in the ac⸗ 
knowiedging the one the other, his high and mightie boun⸗ 
tie had bene to me kull deere, in a battaile which we had at 
the ſea, without knowing one another, the Which battaple 
endured betwirt vs mo2e then ſixe houres. So there the

And with the great deſire that he had ſoꝛ fo being Roda- 
ran pꝛiſener bato the Emperour, he trauailed ſo much, that 
in a ſhoꝛt time he came vnto the bꝛidge of Jaſye At which 
tune Rodaran and the Queene Carmania were both litting 
in a windows: of the Tower of the ſame bꝛidge, and ſawe 
hin coming. Who ſeemed vnto him to be a knight ol great 
bountie and eſtima tion, by the bigge and mightie pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tion of his bodie. At whole figyt Rodaran dyd arme him⸗ 
ſelfe, + ba ing mounted vpon his courſer, the Queene com⸗ 
maunded that the gates ſhould be opened vnto tie Pince, 
who entered in thereat, but in ante wile the woulde not 
ſuifer his Sauper to enter in with him, and being ente⸗ 


red into the fir tower, the gates were ſhutte verie faſt at 


the tommaundement of the QAucene o that his Dguyer re⸗ 
mapnod without. And when he came vnto the place wher⸗ 
as Rodaran was armed and mounted bppon his l0:\c, the 
Pꝛince ſaluted him and made reucrence vnto the Quare 
lyke a curtcons knight as he was, Unto whome Rodaran 
wih farre 12020 pꝛide lhan curteũe, relurned his ſalutati⸗ 
on, und ſaid. 

Sir Knight, if thy dardes he confoꝛmable vnto the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of thy perlon, then bath the Emperour 1 ievatiodene 
verie well to let tha be cnc of the firſt to come and combat 
with me,fo2 ÿ by ouertomming ther, this contenttoieſhall 
ſtraigbt waycs ceaſc, foꝛ that Þ am perl waded there ſhall 
not reinapne a knight in all his Court that ſhali be able 
to reſiſt my deinaund. But pet J doe dere, that firlt befoꝛe 
thou doeſt enter into battapte wyth me, that thou wylt 
tell me who thou art, fo that J doe verpe much muſe 
and meruaple within my ſelſe, that in this Countrye 
J (ould finde a knight, being nafurailye boꝛne therein, 
ſo mightie of perlon, and of god and gentle difpoſition 
as thou art. Unto whome this valyaunt and couragious 
Pꝛince with great mæunelle dyd aunl were him in this 


manner. |

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Not in the mightinelle of perſonages, neither in the a⸗ 
bundaunce of woꝛdes, doth tonſiſt the bonntie and fo2ce of 
Knights,but in the great vertue and valiantneſſe of a cou⸗ 
ragious heart. And heere A ſaie vnto thee (although that 
J am moꝛe bigger of perſonage then anie other that doeth 
remaine in the court of the Emperour) pet after ſuch time 
as J am by thee ouertome, the Emperoꝛ Trebatio hath ſuch 
knights remaining with him, that the victozte of them ſhal 
ſceme vnto thee verie doubtfull , although at this pꝛeſent 
thou art verie certaine to ouercome me. And in that thou 
doſt aſ ke of mee who Jam,here J giue the to vnderſtand 
that Jam a knight ot the Emperour Trebatios,and a very 
friend vnto the knight of the Dunne, the which ts a thing 
at this pzeſent that J have in greateſt eſtimation. And in 
ſaying theſe woꝛdes the P2ince did turne about his furp⸗ 
ous hoꝛſe, and Rodaran dyd tyke , who when he fawe the 
Nucene, whereas lhe ſafe in her accuſtomed place at the ſe⸗ 
cond tower, with her face verie pale and wanne, halfe diſs 
maped, foꝛ that the P2ince dyd ſeeme vnto her to be a valts 
ant knight, he ſayd vnto her. 

Ladie, paciſie your ſelfe, and pou ſhall fe that at this 
encounter with my ſpeare, J will cauſe you to foꝛget the 
feare which pou haue of this monſter. And therewith thcſe 
two valpant knights with the great furie of their hoꝛſes, 
and with their great and long ſprares in their handes, in 
the middeſt of their wift courſe they made their terrible 
encounter, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that vpon theyꝛ thelds their migh⸗ 
tie Speares were ſheruered all to peeces, ⁊ neither of them 
at that terrible encounter made ante ſemblance of meuing 
in their ſaddles, and at ſuch time as they did topne & meerte 
together with all the fozce of their bodies, it was with ſo 
great foꝛce and ſtrength, that neither of them could pꝛocerd 
foꝛwards, but that hoꝛſe man came ail vnto the ground, 
and made ſo great a noiſe with ruſhing of their harneyes 
together (by reaſon that it was with fo great ſtrength) that 
it ſeemed as though a great pate of oꝛdinate had thot eff: At 
which tine the Squper of the Pzince Brandizel, whore» 
mained

mayned withont the gates, dpd not let to pꝛaie bnto his 
Gods foz the victdzie of his Lozd, after that he had hearde 
the noiſe of that ferrible encounter, which made him very 
much to meruaile, but much moze did Radaran mcruaile, 
at a thing which ſeemed vnto him verie ſtrange, to ſe him⸗ 
ſelfe ouerthꝛowen fo the ground by the encounter of one 
alone knight, whereas befoꝛe he thought that there was 
not one knight in all the woꝛld that was able to doe it vn- 
to him. Likewiſe he was greatlie alhamed to ſee himſelfe 
vnhoꝛſed befoze the pꝛeſente of his Ladte 4 Queene, which 
cauſed to increaſe in him great anger and furte, foꝛ to re⸗ 
uenge himſelfe of that iniurie, and dꝛewe out his \ wwzde 


the which was verie great and bꝛosde, and went again(F 


the Pace, who was not a little amazed to ſ& him come a- 
gainſt him with ſo great furie and fo2ce, and fietng his de⸗ 
termination, dyd lykewiſe dꝛawe out his word and met 
him, and both of them ſtroke together with ſo great farie 
and foꝛte, that at the firſt blowes their ſhields were cut a- 
ſunder, and they2 ſw®2des deſcended bpon they? healmes 
with fo great itrength, that it made both of them to decline 
their heads downe vnto their bꝛealls, and made each other 
of them feele and acknowledge the foꝛce and ſtrength ol his 
aduerfarte, and from that time theſe two warriours dydde 
firike ſuch mightie and furyous blowes the one vppon the 


- other,witth ſo great ſtrength , that it was wonderfull to 


beholde, al wayes pꝛocuring where fo ſkrike his aducrſas 


rie, foꝛ to doe him moſt harme, and although their armour 


were of lo ſtraunge and excellent mixturr that there was 
neuer foꝛte noꝛ ſtrength of man, neither anie ſwoꝛde ſo 
line, that could cut oz periſh them, which was the occaftort 
that it did laue them from wounding one another, yet fo: 


all that, they dyd ſkrike their blowes fo thicke, and in ſach 


great haſt, that at ſach time as they dyd faſten a right and 
ſure blowe , they dyd greatlie bꝛuſe one anothers flelh and 
bones, ſo that eyther of them dyd pꝛocure the belt he coulde 
to defend himlelfc from the terrible blowes of his emmy. 
At this time was paſſed a god hours, from the time that 
U. v. they 
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they ficlt began their battaile,at which time Radaran fees 
ing, that although he didde his beſt in executing his furtes 
that there was no vauntage to be lene of neither ok they; 
partes, he was verie mach amazed at the greate foꝛte and 
ſtrength of his aduerſarie, and began ſomwhat to acinows 
ledge the great reaſon that the olde king of Gedroſia had; 
in pꝛaiſing and extolling the highe and mightie deedes of 
the knightes of Greece: moꝛeouer, he ſayde vnto himſelle, 
that that knight alone was [ufficient foz to deſtrap half the 
armie of the Emperour Alvcandro, and by rraſou that his 


pꝛide was verie great, and he himſelfe of a valpaunt and 


ſtout courage, although the vigoꝛie ſhould be verte late, pet 


he ſuppoſed that the furie of the o ꝛince Brandl coul not 


endure long againſt him, and being fullie perſ waded in 
his thought. he made ſo great haſt in d eiking of the pꝛince, 
that he made him verie much to meruaile at his ſtout and 
valyant courage, becauſe it troubled him verie much, and 
bꝛought him into that perplexitie, that he was dꝛiuen to 
beſturre himſelke from the one ſide of the bꝛidge vnto the 
other, foꝛ to cleere hinielfe from ſome of his great blowes, 
which to the contrarie he ſhould haue recciued , and made 
him to vſe moꝛe lightneTe then the bigge pꝛopoꝛtion of his 
bodie could well indure, and fo2 that their ſheelds were all 
tut and broken in perces, in ſuch ſoꝛt that there was no de⸗ 
fence in them the whole ſtate of the battaile was in the 
great and mightie fo2ce in ſtriking on another, executing 
their blowes with thep2 l woꝛdes in both their handes, in 
ſuch furious ſoꝛte, that the one had great feare of the other, 
their bones and fleſh were al bꝛuſed with the mightie fozce 
of their blowes, and their bodyes ſa wearped, that if it were 
not foꝛ the great valour of they2 hearts and courage, and 
 agapnec the loilc }f victo2ie ſo ſhameſull and repꝛobꝛious, 
there was neyther of them, but with a verie god will wold 
haue thꝛowen himſelfe along vppon the grounde to haue 
taken ſome reſt, but by reaſon tgat they were ſo valyannt 
HKnightes,and verie few in all the whole world that were 
able to 2 anie vaunta Je of them, would not ſhew one a⸗ 
nother 
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nother the great necefitie in the which they were bꝛought. 
Rodaran fo2 that he was in the pꝛeſence of the queene, who 
was verie (ad and heauie in her ſemblance, t no leſſe mer⸗ 
uailed to ſe the crueſi battaile that was betweene them. 
Likewiſe the P2ince Brandizel, with the remembꝛaunce of 
the faire Pꝛinceſſe Clarinea,and of the Emperour T rebatio, 
and all the reit of the knights of his court, he thought it bet⸗ 
ter to die there a thouſand deaths, then to returne back vn⸗ 
to the court, and loſe the victo2y,at which thoughts they res 
couered ſo great courage, Fe. gathered fo great ſtrength from 
their valiant hearts, that either of them looked as well foz 
death as vicozte. At which time there had paſſed moꝛe then 
tham houres from p beginning of their battaile, in al which 
time they neuer reſted themſelues, noꝛ ceaſed not to oppꝛeſle 
the one the other all that in them was poſſtble. Which was 
the occaſion that the mightie and couragious ſtomacke ol 
that valgant Rodazan was not ſuffictent ; neither the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of the Querne of Caiminia, hut that his great pꝛive 
dyd abate (which befozs was neuer bought in lubiedion)⁊ 
of pure neceſſitit and fozce, by realon of his great wearp⸗ 
neſſe, withdzewe-hunſelfs on the one ſide, ond with p great 
grio e thercof he began to ſpeake vnts the Pꝛinte and ſaid, 
Rnight holde thy hands and let vs let dur ſelues a while, 
fo2 that there dot continue time indugh to finith our bat⸗ 
taile. 1 9 D | 
\Lykewiſe the Pzirife Branchzel af that time was bꝛought 
into lo great neteſſitie of reſt, that without aun wering 
him ante worde, de dydde lykewiſe withd:awr himſelte, 
and leaned vppon ehe ponimeil ef his Swoꝛde foz to 
take ſoms caſe , and immagined vppon the great ſtrength 
and courage of Rodatan. And it ſœmed vnto him that 
in all his iyle time hee neurr toinbatted wyth any knight 
2 Gypaunt that euer dpdde charge him wypth fo greate 
and terrible blowes, neyther that euer dyd endure lo long 
battaple wyth him without 1 reſt; but one⸗ 
lie that mott wo2 this and valyaunk night of the Sunne. 
And hee thdüght verilie within hinifelfe' ; that if the 
foꝛce

ſoꝛte of Rodaran did long endure, it could not be other wiſe 
but that he chuld be auercome and loſe the victoꝛie, and yet 
conſidering what a great ſhame and rebuke if woulde bee 
vnto him to come befoze the Emperour Trebatio, and the 
reſt of his great friendes, the knight of the Sunne and the 
Pꝛinte Claueryndo,he dyd fullie determine with himlelfe 
to lac his lyfe fighting on fate , and not to be duethꝛowen 
from his hoꝛſe to the ground, and to loſe the vidozie . At 
this pꝛeſent time lykewiſe Rodaran was leaning vpon his 
ſ wo to bꝛeath himſelfe, and called vnto his remembzance 
the wo2des that the olde king of Gedroſia had ſayde vnto 
him, and ſeemed that they would pꝛoue to be true, and dyd 
ver ie much commend his great wiſedome and knowledge, 
and dyd repꝛehend his owne great pꝛide, and would with 
a verie god will haue giuen the greateſt part of his eſtate, 
vpon condition 5 he had not put himſelfe in this demaund, 
and contention, becauſe he found himſelle to be ſo wearie, 
and that in ſo long time they had battaile and combat toge⸗ 
ther. there was no vauntage to be iudged on either part, he 
thought of a certaint ie that it could not be other wiſe, but 
he mult be ouercome and loſe the victozie.

Yere the Pꝛince Brandizel tauld not by ante meanes 

let, but certiſie him of his demaund, hauing coniured him

Rodaran, becauſe thou haſt ſo great deſire to know who, 
Jam, J will giue thee to vnderſtande, although it doeth „ 
grieue mer ver ie much to tell ther. Thou halt vnderſtand „

To whom Rodaran 
ſayd.he is onercome and hath loſt the victoꝛie, and doth re⸗ 
maine pꝛiſoner, therefoꝛe doe thou returne vato the Empe⸗ 
rour, and bid him ſend other knightes, and ſach as can bet- 
fer defend themſclues then thoſe which he hath ſent hether⸗ 
to, foꝛ that theſe doe remaine my pꝛiſeners. The Squper 
durſt not give him anie anſ were, but departed fro thence 
verie ſoꝛrowfull, and with great weeping,he returned vnto 
Conſtantinople, aud at ſuch time as the Cmperonr was ac- 
companted with all his P2inces and Knightes, he entered 
into the great hall whereas they were, and there he decla⸗ 
red vnto thein the newes, and all that had paſſed, with ſo 
much ſoꝛro w, that he was ſcarce able to fell it viito then. 
When the Emperour and all that were there pꝛeſent had 
heard and vnderliode the woꝛdes of the Squper, thep were 
verie much amazed that ſuch a knight as the Pꝛince was, 
ſhould be ouercome by Rodaran, but amongeſt them all the. 
knight of the Sunne and the Pꝛince Claueryndo were a⸗

And of this your 
highnelle may be well aſſured, ſayde Roſicleer, that if the 
king Sacridoro doe not end this contention , that all wa 
ſhall haue inough to doe with Rodaran, foꝛ except it were 
with the knight of the Sunne my Nr; x ncucr mette 
with ſo valyaunt a knight. J holde hun fo2 no lcfſe, ſayde 
the Emperour, foꝛ his pꝛeſeute doth perfozme the ſame, and 
the fame which we haue heard of him. In all this lyfe, al⸗ 
though the impꝛiſoumeut of the thzer Pꝛinces were ſome 
grieke vnto them, pet foz all that they ceaſed not continual- 
lie to make great feaſts and ſpoꝛts thꝛoughout al the great 
Cities, and in the Emperours Pallace, whereas cuery day 
the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana came, and manys other Ladyes 
and ©cnilewomen, they hadde great plealure and delight 
in making ainonglt themſclues ſo great feaſts and ſpo2ts, 
that they palicd awatc all the time in great pleature and 
paſtimes, although the iealous thought of the P2incelſe 
Lyngabrides wold not by anie meanes ſuffer her to reioyce 
her lelfe in anie linde of paſſime , but it was the occaſion 
that the recepued the greater griele, becauſe the Pꝛinceſſe 
Claridiana at all times was tn pꝛeſence, and her great beu⸗ 
tie and gentle grace wold not luffer her to alſure her (elfe 
cf the great loi e ſhe hadde vato the knight of the Senne, 
Who alwayes when he was in pꝛeſence of thaſe two La⸗ 
dies, was fo troubled, that ali that were there pꝛelent dyd 
greatlie merusile that he was ſo quiet and hadde fo fewe 
wondes, and the other foꝛ that hs was na moꝛe wearyer, of 
the which the b ꝛincelle Claridiana did not let but had ſome 
ſuſpition of that which her great beautie and deſert did al⸗ 
ſure her. And becauſe the knight of the Sunne didde not 
beholde her, and calf his eye vppon her ſo often as ſhe drſi⸗ 
rcd, (he was in a great confuſion and troubled within her 
ſelfe, not knowing whether he dyd it oz no, foz that hes 
would not haue that thoſe which were ther pꝛeſent ſhould 
haus anie ſuſpition of the loue that * 44 vato per, 
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oz whether the pꝛeſente of the P2incefſe Lyndabrides dyd 
cauſe anie foꝛgetfulneſſe of his parte fowardes her, So be⸗ 
cauſe this Hiſtoꝛie muff moꝛe at leaſure declare of theyz 
loues, it doth returne to fell you of the king Sacridoro, who 
wers departed in the demaund of Rodaran, 


How the king Sacridoro went to combat with Ro- 
daran, and of all that happened vnto them therein. 
Chapter. 41, 


HE valiaunt king Sacridoro after that he 
Was departed out of the greate hall, went 
ſtraight vnto his lodging, wheress he was 
armed with his ffrong and rich armour, e 
mounting vpon 3 mightie great and lyght 


8 hoꝛſe, actompanped with one alone Page, 
foꝛ to carric his ſpeare, he departed out of Conſtantinople, 
and with the great deſire he had to pꝛoue himſelfe wyth 
Rodaran, in a ſhozt time he came vnto the bꝛidge, t as ſone 
as Rodaran had diſcouered him from the top of one cf f 
To wers, he ſtraight waie armed himſelfe with his ſtreng 
and rich armour, and beeing mounted vppon his hoꝛſe, hee 
commannded that the gates of p firſt tower ſhould be ope⸗ 
ned, whereat the king Sacrodoro entered; with his Speare 
in his hand, and ſtraight waies the gates were ſhut again, 
leaning his Page without, who dydde as the Squyer of 
Brandizel dyd,pzocure where he might ſ& and beholde the 
battaple. The king Sacridoro as ſone as he was within, 
found Rodoran mounted vpon his hoꝛſe, and verie well ar⸗ 
med, with his Speare in his hand, whom he dyd ſalute ve- 
rie curteouſlie. To whem Rodaran ſapd, Knighf,thou art 
welcome, foꝛ that accozding vnto thy ſemblaunce and god 
pꝛopoꝛtion, thou ſhouldeſt be one of p beit eſf&med knights 
that the Emperour [rcbatio hath in all his Court, There⸗ 
foze J pꝛaie thee tell me who thou art, that J may vnder⸗ 
ffand with whom J ſhall make battaple, and J am ſure if 
the Emperour doe ſend ther, it is to amend the faults of the 
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Pꝛinte of Perſia, and it ſhoulde appeare that thou art in 


great eſtimation, fo2 to come and reuenge the P2tince, who - 


was ſo valpant, that J neuer in all my lyfe hadde ſo much 


trauaple to ouertome one knight. To whom the king aun⸗ 


\ wered and ſayd , Thou ſhalt vnderſtand Rodaran that J 
am called Sacridoro, and am king of Antiochia, & Knight 
vnto the Emperour I rebatio, and a perfect friend vnto Ro- 
ſicleer, his ſonne, who otherwiſe is called the knight of Cu- 
pid, of whole valyant and mightie deedes J am ſure thou 
haſt heard tell. Of a truth J haue heard great falke of him 
(ſayd Radaran)fo2 that in all Aſia ther is not a thing moꝛe 
noiſed and publiſhed abꝛoade, then the greate aduenture 
which he finiched in the caue of Phenicia. And one of the 
chiefeſt occaſions which hath bꝛought me into this country 
is, foꝛ to pꝛaue my ſelfe with him, foꝛ that J cannot beleue 
of truth. that he ſhould be ſo valyant as the fame goeth of 
him in all 5 countrie. To whom the king ant wered, ol my 
faith J doe pzomiſe ther, khat if once thou doeſt pꝛoue him, 
he will bꝛing ther out ol this doubt, foꝛ all that thou haſt 
heard ſpeak of him, is nothing, in compariſon of that which 
thou ſhalt finde in him, if thou doeſt once pꝛoue him. Truth 
it is thou halt ouercome 4 got the victozte of ſuch knights, 
that there be few in the woꝛld lyke vnto them, t although 
doe come hether to combat with the, J doc come moze 
fo2 to put my ſelſe out of dotbt,of a miſtruſt that J haue, 
fo2 that J cannot belteue that thou couldeſt get the vicozie 
of them without ſome falſehod oz deceit, and foz fo thinke 
that J can doe moze againſt thee then they were able, foꝛ 
in all things they were able to amend my faultes. Thou 
ſhalt ſtraight wayes ſer, ſayde Rodaran, whether that my 
power and fo2ce be able to doe moze then this az no. And 
therewith he turned about his hozſe, c toke ſo much ſcope 
as was ſufficient fo2 his hoꝛſe. The king dpd the lyke,ſo 
both of them with their Speares in their handes, bzgched 
their furious hoꝛſes, who made their courſe with ſo greate 
ſ wiftneſle,that quickly they were together, whereas they 
did execute the loꝛce and ſtrength of N furious encoun⸗ 
| . . v. ter, 
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fcr,and ſhicucred their Speares all fo pets vppon theyz 
fino armour, after that they had glanced from their ſheelds, 
and with the loꝛce of their furious encounter, their hoꝛſes 
igpned together with their mightie bodies, that hoꝛſe and 
man fell vnto the ground, and being faſt in their ſaddles, 
the euill ſoꝛtune of the king Sacridoro was ſuch, that one 
of his legges doubled vnder his hozſe, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that by 
no mranes he could pull it out, noꝛ cliere himſelfe to ariſe 
againe, and Rodaran with the foꝛce of the mightie fall, was 
fo aſtonyed and amazed, that voide of remembꝛaunce he 
lay along vpon the ground without mwuing hand o2 foe, 
but as one that were dead. The occaſion thereof was, foz 
that he was ſo bigge membꝛed and fofed withall,toat the 
rigoꝛous fall was moze perillous bnto him then vnto the 
king Sacridoro. But when the Nucene Carmania (awe all 
that had palled, ſhe aroſe vp from the place whereas the late 
in companie with all her Lavyes, and came whereas theſe 
two knightes were on the grounde, and toke of Kodarans 
healme and gaue him atre, ſo that he came againe to him⸗ 
lelfe pꝛeſentlie, and aroſe vp on his fete, and was greatlie 
amazed at the great ſtrength of the king Sacridoro, went 
towards him, who with verie anger was readie fo burſt, 
to ſœ himſelfe in that great extremitie, and could not helpe 
eg, Rodaran pulled of his healme from his head, and 
woke his woꝛd from him, and made faſt a mightie greate 
ed vato his legge, and put a paire of manacics vppon 
his handes, and ſo carried him pꝛiſoner whereas the other 
2inces were, with ſo greate ſoꝛrowe and griefe fo2 that 
which had happened, that if it had not bene foz the loſſe of 
his ſoule, he would haue flaine himſelfe . And when the 


other P2inces dyd knowe the valiant king Sacndoro,their 


ſoꝛrow and paine did double increaſe , And when either of 
them had folde him all that they had paled with Rodaran, 
he and all the reſt were verie ſad and heauie, foz that they 
did o<leeue of certaintie, if God did nat put remedie there⸗ 
in, it were not poſſible that there ſhould remaine anie god 
mind but be bzonght all to pꝛiſon. So there they _ 
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ned all foure together verie ſoxrowful, till their foztune did 
pꝛocure to the contrarie,but their ſozrowe and griefe was 
not ſo much to ſex themſelues fo in pꝛiſon, as Rocaran retei⸗ 
ued iop and pleaſure, foꝛ the god foꝛtune that he had wyth 
the king Sacridoro,fo2 that accoꝛding vnto p great encoun⸗ 
ter that he receiued of him, he ſhould haue paſſed great er⸗ 
tremitie, it he had ioyned with him in battaile with their 
Woꝛds, ſo that at this time he made littie account of the 
reſt of the knights which remained, becauſe he had bꝛought 
into his power thele other paſt, who were verie valiaunt x 
of great pꝛoweſſle. The Page of the king Sacridoro when 
he ſawe his Loꝛd carried to pꝛiſen and his healme from his 
head, alter he had made that great encounter, he would tar⸗ 
rie uo longer, but with great ſoꝛrawe returned vnto Con- 
ſtantnople, whertas he gaue the Emperour to vnderſtand 
and all the knightes that were there pꝛeſent, the heauie 
newes of all that had paſſed, which cauled ſuch an admira⸗ 
tian in all them that heard it, that they knew not what to 
ſaie, but that Rodatan was the moſt valianteſt and ſtron⸗ 
geſt knight that was in all the Pagan land. And the ſoꝛ⸗ 
row and griefe was fo much that the Emperour rereiued, 
that he-wold haue armed hunſeife, aud haue gone and pꝛo⸗ 
ued himſelfe with Rodaran , but that his ſonne Roſicleer, 
who recetued greateſt griefe foꝛ the impziſonment of the 
king Sacridoro,and was the fifth to whome the lot dyd fall 
out to foi lowe the demaund. Without ante moꝛe farrying 
he aſked liſence of his Father, who committing him vato 
God, dyd graunt it vnto him, ſaping. | 
Mp welbeloued and god ſonne, vſe thy ſelfe in ſuch ſo2t 
that thou maiſt reuenge khe iniurie done vnto thy friends. 
And iu this thiug J doe acknowledge the creat benefite 
that God hath done vato me, in that J doe knowe thee 
and thy Bꝛother ko bee my lonnes, which is the. occaſion 
that my Court is ſo greatlic hondured with fo.many vali⸗ 
ant knightes, and nowe in this tune that Rodaran, hath, 
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put vs into this greate extremitie, Which wonlde haus

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But whereas pour highneſſe is, ſaid Roſicleet, we might be 


well foꝛboꝛne, foꝛ if it were fo that we were all pꝛiſoners 
vnto Rodaran, we ſhould reteiue greate comfozt, and haue 
our lybertie ver ie corfaine, if vou alone dyd remaine. God 
deliner vou from this, ſaid the Empereur,fo2 although ther 
ſhould be no lacke in my god will to reteiue death to ſette 
vou at lybertie, pet my foꝛte and firength ſhould want fo 
to ſupplie the lacke of ſuch knights. And therewith Roſi - 
cleer dyd humble himlelfe vnto the Emperour, and depar⸗ 
ted out of the great hall, and went vnto his lodging fo; to 
arme himſelfe, leauing the Emperour and all the reſt very 
iopfull, beleeuing of a certaintie, that fo2 his great bountie 
and mightie power, there was not a knight in all ß woꝛld 
(ſetting a part his b2other the inuinſible knight of the 
Sunne) that might be compared vnto him . In the which 
they were not deceiued, although it happened not ſo well 
vnto Roſicleer in the battayle which he had with Rodaran 
as they thought, as in the Chapter following ſhall be de⸗

| and companie of his Ladies, then of p bꝛaue 
and en battaple which he ſhoulde haue with Roda- 
ran, and although tenne of the molt bꝛaueſt and valyan 
teſt Rnightes in all the woꝛlde dyd abide his comming, fo> 
Go ne contention with him, pet fo; all that it ſhould yo 
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ber anie occaſion; to put from him his amoꝛcus thought 
and great care, neither cauſe him to receiue anie feare in 
his valpaunt and couragious ſtomacke. And beeing ingul⸗ 
fed with theſe his amoꝛeus paſſions, bis hoꝛſe carryed him 
whether he would. And talling to remembꝛaunce the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Claridiana and the faire pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, the ab⸗ 


ſente of them was the occaſion that he thought verilie his 


heart wold haue parted a ſunder in two perces. In this ſoꝛt 
he trauayled towards the bꝛidge the ſirſt daie, and the ſe⸗ 
cond dais that he departed out of Conſtantinople, frauay- 
ling in a great bꝛoade vſed waie, he ſawe a farre off com⸗ 
ming towards hi a knight ol a bigge ſkature, and moim⸗ 
ted vppon a mightie courſer, and armed with verie riche 
and pꝛecious armour, and bꝛought in his companie a La⸗ 
die of great beautie, meruailouſlie well apparailed , and 
mounted vppon a palfraie. And when he appꝛoched nighe 
vnto them, hauing a great pleaſure to beholde the knight, 
he ſtaped his hoꝛſe, and ſaluting them with great curteũe, 
he aſ hd of them if they were of that Countrie, and whe⸗ 
they they trauailed.

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Then the knight ol the Dunne, who condd no longer ſuffer 
ſo great villanie noꝛ outrage to paſſe beſoꝛe the pꝛeſence of 
the King / and finding him ſelſe verie nigh vnto the knight, 
he lyrt vp his fiſte ano ſtroke him duith his armed hande 
fach able vpon the helme, that he buckledit vnto the faul 
in fuchloꝛte; that he bzoke it all to partes, and he fell from 
dis horte dend to the ground. The reit of the knightes his 

ns, men ther ſalo that terrible blow. they were 
ver io much umazod ; los that neuer in all their lues they 
fawthelpkedone and with ſo great ftrength';anwwithed 
chat nee has not put themlelues in that demaunss and en 
terpiiſt. But vrt boldning them ſelues, loꝛ that they were 
many, they dꝛew out thoir ſ woꝛdes and wont againſt him 
and did alſaulte him, with mightie and terrible vlowes 
Pet to: all that che knight ol ß Sunne — — 
of them and wonld not dꝛaw out his wind; dut 


ther of them ſuch a terrible blow with his armod itt, that 


4yliewiſe he onerthꝛew him from his hoꝛſe dead to 5; groũd, 
and ſaide, god foꝛdid that I ſhould dꝛaw out my ſ woꝛd to 
defile it vpon fo vile people as theſe be, that without all 
ſhame doth demaune our Mozſe and armour, and vet not 
content, but alſo would haue the Q acne fo; to deſile hir. 

Then p king Liſeo, who was one of the valianteſt knights 
in the wozlo, being verie much amazed, at the great boun⸗ 
tie and ſtrength of the knight of the Sunne, conld no long⸗ 
tr foꝛbeare him ſelſe, but with his woꝛde dꝛalven in his 
hande he allaulted the knights that remained. And the firſt 
that he met with all, he eut ol his arme and with a tryſe, he 
firoke at an other and wounded him verie ſoꝛe, and-ouer- 
thꝛew him frott his hoꝛ ſe to the ground. And the knight of 
the Sunne at chat time froks/an/ other. with his armed 
fiff, that ho all to be bꝛuſed his helme und ſkull, and ouer⸗ 
thꝛew him dead io the round, ſo that ther remained of the 


ſire, but one aline, and ſcing himteite all alone, thought it 


no bote fo farrie,biit ſet ſpurres onto his bozle, and ranne 
away wich all the haſt he tould. 
2 that theſe tt we valiant knights remained all alone, 
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with great cautent to be them fe lues cleere of thoſe Diſcos 
teous knights, as alſo to ſe the pꝛoſo of y great valianines 
of either of then e fo they returned onwards an their tours 
neꝑ. and had great pieaſure and paſtune, at the demaunds 
of thoſe vnedurteous knights they trauailed tiii ſuchtimg 
as they came vnto the ſea toaſte, and vnto the part —— 
they found the Ship out ol the which the Ring and gqucens 
had diſembarked themſelues: into ſhe which they entred, 
and founde the winde verie pꝛoſperous and ſo great ih 
within thꝛer daies after their departure, they ariued at 
poꝛt oz hanen of Alia, whercas then went a land, and toks 
their way towards Lidia, alwaies trauailing in great haſſ 
fo: that they would come to the Citie, at the time that the 
King Liſco, had appointed and pꝛomiſed vnto the knights, 
but pet foꝛ all the haſt chat euer they coul make, their time 
was accompliſhrd,/ and quer and aboue, moꝛe then te une 
daies, at the ende of the which, one dape in the after name, 
at ſuch time as night dꝛew on, they had ſight of their eni⸗ 
mies, whohadde theic-campe [till pytched and compalicy 
raund about the citie; and that day they. analy the Citiez 
and made à meriuatlous great:ſkirmii ſozte that 
they lacked vcrir little ca enter into the — 57 the moſt 
parte of the knightes that made their defence, were llaine.; 
who dpd defend the Citie with great foꝛce, and like god 
# lopall vaſlalls,alwaies determined ferſt to dys the death, 
then-foz to velde vp the Citie, Although they were all that 
remained ſo weake and fo fle, that it they had re{urnep 
to giue a newe aſlault, by reaſon ot᷑ their great wearinefſs, 
and wounds, they muſt needes haue 8 vnto the death, 
and were all veric much amazed, that t Ring Liſco, vag 
not returned agajue-accoading vnto his pagingle f fo hat 
they hadde him in eſtimation foꝛ ane of the beſt Rmohtes 
that was in all thole partes, and ther fenrrd deris duch 


| teaft ſome ili ToztungQ2 nulchannce would haue happened 
vnto him. 


So when theſe two knightes came within the naht 


of the campe where their enimies were, the king Liſcoſdid, 
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my verie friend and Lowe, what doe pot thinke is bell foz 
bs to doe, ſoꝛ fo enter into the Citie, that we may giue ſome 
tomfoꝛt vnto thoſe lozowfall and affliced knights. You do 
belt know woꝛthie King, what is beſte to be dune in this 
cafe,ſxyde the knight of the Sunns, and therfo:e it it wer 
ble befo:ethat doe enter, J would verie faine know 
ow farre the foꝛte and ſtrength of theſe knightes doth er⸗ 
tend: thereloze if it pleaſe you, fo fake the Nncene behinde 
pou vpon pour hoꝛſe, and pꝛocure in ali that euer vou may, 
fo; to get vnto the gates of the Citie, i cauſe your knights 
to kepe the gates open, fo2 that J wil be there verie quick⸗ 
ty. Do all thinges acco2ding vnto your pleaſure,ſaive the 
king, aud J p2ay vnto God to giue vato you ſuch victo2te, 
that our enemies might vnderſtand and know, that as vet 
the king Liſes} is neither dead, no2 ouertome. So when 
the night wared darke, fhe Ring in the beſte manner he 
tould, he toke the Nucrne behind him on his hoꝛſe, and em⸗ 
bꝛaſed the knight of the Sunne, ſhedd ing many teares, he 
toke his leaue with the Nucene,and departed by a narrow 
lane, which he knew verie well, and went towards the Ci⸗ 
tie: and althongh he met by the way with diners, pet fo; 
all that, haning no feare , by reaſon that he ſpake the lan 
guage veris well, they made little rekoning of him, and did 
not miſtruſt that he ſhould be ante of their eninnes. Then 
the knight of the Sunne when he ſuppoled that the King 
had paſſed the Campe, he toke his ſpeare in his hande, and 
d:ew nigh vato his enemies: and when he ſaw them, that 
they were with out watch,oz tare of anie euill that might 
happen vnto them, he committed him felfe vnto God, and 
put him ſelfe amongft his enemies: and with his ſpeare he 
began to kit and to deſtroie to manis of the kitightts any 
other ſoldiers,thafhis great fozes and ſtrength washaitck 
lie knowen, bythe number that lx dean in the leide. Fo} 
that in a ſhoꝛte ſpace, he hadde line moꝛe then fiftie of 
them at the noiſe of whome with a triſe all the whole camp 
was in an vpꝛoze, and cried vnto armor. 
8 And after that chi galten knight had hzokken his —_ 
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with his \ wo2d in his hands he pꝛeſſed fiill fozwardes as 
monglt them, in ſuch ſozte,that he ſeemed-to be ſome infer⸗ 
nall creature. And without finding anie great reſiſtaunce 

he appꝛoched vnto the Tents that were in the ftelde, which 
were verie many and rich whereas be found in them very 
many that ſeemed to.be valyant knightes,who at the noiſe 
and vpꝛoare of the ſouldyers were all armed, and in they 
companie manie great and defoꝛmed Gyants, that ſeemed 

to be great towers, who when they ſawe all the people run 
awaie,and ſawenot their enimies followe them , beeing 
greatlie ama#d thereat, they ſtode fill knew not which 

waie to depart, but when the valyant knights dae lu nighs 
vnto them, the ficlt knight that he met withall, he ſtroke 
him ſuch a blowe vpon his healme, that clæuing it and his 
head downe to the bꝛeaſt, he ouerthzewe him dead to the 
ground, and turning himſelſe about, he ſtroke another vp⸗ 

pon the waſt, that he cut him a ſunder in the middeſt, and 

ouerthꝛew him from his hozle likewiſe dead to the ground, 
which made all the knights that were there not a little ta 
meruaile, æ foꝛ that this valyant and woꝛthie knight wold 


not at that time tarrie anie longer, he ſet ſpurres vnto his 


furious hoꝛſe, and paſſed thꝛough the campe with ſo great 
kurie, that there was not one knight that conlds get beloꝛe 
him, and being (ene by one of the moſt valyantett giants 
amongſt the reſt, witha great maſe in his hand he follow⸗ 
ed him, pꝛetending to ſtrike him with p lame. The knight 
of the Dunne perteiuing it, tourned about with his hozſe, 
and befoze that the gyant could execute his mightie blow e 
with his male, he ſtroke him ſo terrible a blowe vppon the 
waſt, that his ſharpe cutting ſ woꝛd entered into his bows 
ells. that he fell dolone from his hozſe dead to the ground, 
and then without anie ſtaying he put himſelfe in the mids 
deſt of the whole campe, 4 made ſo great a ſpoile amongſt 
his enimies , that he whome he founde in his waie myght 
well thinke himſelfe vnhappie Ao that they all fledde and 
ranne befoꝛe him, as from ſome infernall creature, that ac- 


them, 
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them, they thought him to benother . In this fozt this vas 
lixnt knight went thzonghont the whole campe, without 
finving one that was ſs hardie to diſfurbe him, and ſlewe 
with his owne handes moze then two hundꝛeth knightes, 
and being all embꝛued in bloud, he tame vnto the gates of 
the Citie, wheras he found the king Liſco, who beeing kno⸗ 
wen by his knights and fiibrects,dpd open the gates, and 
dyd abide his comming . And when they lawe the knight 
of the Hunnt to come, all to be rated with bloud, the king 
ſtraight waies dyd imagine what had paſſed with him, and 
emb:aced him ſaping: Dh my god and perfect friend, now 
Jam fullie pdrf waded that if hath pleaſed God to gyue 
mee full remedie, and ſet at lybertie all my kingdome, on⸗ 
lie in that Jhaue pour valpant perſon here with mee, At 
this time the moſt pꝛincipalleſt of all the knights ofthe Ci⸗ 
tie came vnto them, and with great contentment and iore 
fo ſee their Loꝛd and king they entered the Citie, and com⸗ 
maunded the gates to bee ſhut verie ſtronglie, and exceeding 
god watch and ward to be kept, t they all together went 
vnto the Pallace, where as they were of the Quene mer⸗ 
uailouſlie well receiued and enkertained, and dpd vnarme 
the knight of the Sunnt with her owne handes, and there 
they dyd repoſe and reſt themſelues that night, not wyth⸗ 
out great care and complaints vnto their king, to ſe tbem⸗ 
lelues in ſuch greate affliction; and al moſt all the people in 
their Countries loſt. | 
A ikewiſe alſo was the valyaunt knight of the Sunne 
ſoꝛe troubled with his amozons thoughts of the faire Pin - 
teſſe Lyndabrides,and of the P2incefſe Claridiana, which 
thoughts wer moꝛe troubleſome vnto him then the furious 
battayle which he ſhould haue with his enimpes the nert 
daic following. But when hee remembꝛed his Bꝛother 
and the reſt of his friendes that were pꝛiſoners with Ro- 
daran, he reteiued ſo-greate ſoꝛrowe and eriefe , that hee 
thought long tyll the dave was come, and hadde a god 
truſt and confidence in God, that verie thoztlie he ſhoulde 
oy eras cler kun hes enimies, n to haue time 
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ta returne vnto the bꝛidge of the Jaſpe, and to conelude his 


pꝛetence to combat with Radaran, n 

- Lykewile at this time all thoſe that were in the campe 
of the king of Arcadia, did not take they? reſt in prriege. 
quyetneſe,byt when they remembꝛed that which dyd pale 
wyth the beginning of the nigbt, they all trembled wyth 
their great feare Which they recctued of that wozthie and 
valyaunt Knight . And when ther had made relation of 
all that had happened vnto the king of Arcadia, he begann 
to blaſpheme againſt his Gops , fo2 that it was not his 
foꝛtune to mecte with him, and they were all ainazed, bes 
cauſe they could not vnderſtand and knowe who that va⸗ 
liannt knight ſhould ber. And againe, they were fullic 
perſ waved that it could not be the king Liſeo, foz that her 
was not a knight of ſo great valour, fo2 to make ſuch de⸗ 
ſtruction amongſt them, foꝛ that they had combatted wyth 
him diuerſe and ſundzie times, and likewiſe others hadde 


bene ſo venterous as to enter into their campe, but neuer 


did ſhew io great foꝛte, and the King being verie deli⸗ 
rous to knowe who he ſhoulde ber and fo (i him, he paſ⸗ 


ſed awaye all that night with much moze care then anie 


of the relt. 

- How the Knight of the Sunne. and the king Ly- 
ſeo went out intothe campe of their eninnes, & 
of the cruell battaile that they had with them, 


Chapter, 45. 


PE next date verie earlie in the moꝛning, 
the god King Lyſeo and the valyant knight 
ok the Dunne, alter that they had commit- 
71 themſelues to God and bꝛoken theyz 
85 falkes , they armed themſclues wyth theyz 
> trong and rich armour, and went out in⸗ 

to the great court ofthe Pallayce , where- 
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us were ioyned together befoze the king all the knightes of 
the Citie, who did exhoꝛt them tobe valiant, & to put theyz 
lines in aduenture fighting,ſ&ing that the godnes of God 
had bꝛought him backe againe, and in his companie ſo vali⸗ 
ant and wozthie a knight, who dyd offer themſelucs vnto 
death in whatſoener it pleaſed the king to command then, 
The king gaue them great thankes fo2 their great loyal- 
tie, and dyd animate they; couragious heartes in the beit 
wiſe he tould, ſaping: Py god friends and lopall ſubiects, 
A haue alwayes had befoze mine eyes the great loue which 
you doe beare me, and now yon doe chew it moze amplie, in 
that you haue kept and defended this my Citie, in the time 
that J haue been from vou, in pꝛocuring this aide and ſuc⸗ 
tour, God foz his inſtnit g@dneſſe and mercie ſaks graunt 
vs victoꝛie otter our enimies, that J map haue oppoztunt- 
tie to gratiſie you foꝛ this your great lopaltie and trauaile. 
And J haue god hope in my Lozd Jeſus Chꝛiſt that it wil 
ſo fall out, onelꝑ fo2 that J haue this happie and wozthie 
knight in my compante, whoſe fame doth ſound thzoughout 
all the whole wozlde, and all vou together ought to haue 
him in greater eſtimation then if J had bꝛought a meruat- 
lous huge and mightie armie of knightes. And in ſaying 
theſe wozdes , he commaunded to number the people that 
were in the Citie, and they-founde that thsre was to the 
number of one thouſand of verie god knights and valiant, 
and two thouſand other, that might well beare armour , 
and turning towards the knight of the Sunne, he ſayde ; 
Ualyant + wozthie knight, and my verie friend, your plea- 
ſure is tocommaund what is beft to be done,fo2 all we wil 
obey you as our pꝛincipall Captaine and defender. Then 
— knight of the Sunne humbling hunſelfe verie much, 


pde. 
Moꝛthie king, J am not come hether into this Coun⸗ 
trie, but to ſerue you with my perſon, therefoꝛe J pzay you 
commaund what we ſhall doe, foz J purpoſe to be the firſt 
that thall obey it, and ſo: my part J giue you to vnderſtand 
that foꝛſomuch as all theſe vour knights are verie "_— 
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of the biftayles paſt, J my ſelfe alone this daie will gos 


ſoꝛth into the campe, and there fo pꝛoture all that is in my 
power againlt your enimies, fo2 that pꝛincipallie with the 
fausur of almightie God I will doe ſo much, that they ſhal 


receine damage and griefe. But when the king Ly ſeo and 


all his knights heard thoſe woꝛdes, they meruailed great- 
lie at the mightie ſtomacke and courage of the knight of 
the Sunne,and with great admiration dyd beholde him, e 
it dyd ſeeme vnto them a thing impoſſible that in a knight 
of ſo few yeres ſhould remaine ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength, 
that he alone ſhould offer to put himſelfe into the field a⸗ 
gainfkmoze then twentie thouſand knights, and as manye 
moꝛe ſouldiers that were in the tampe of the king of Arca- 
dia, whereas was amongſt them the bꝛaueſt knightes and 
Gpants that were in the Pagan Countrie. Then the god 
king Lyſeo who could not by anis meanes abide to remain 
in the Citie, ſayde, that he might doe all that his pleaſure 
was to commaund, but he woulde not in ante manner of 
wile remayne behinde in the Citie, but that he would alfo 
goe out in his companie. Then doe what your pleaſure ts 
my Lo2d, ſayd the knight of the Sunne oz hauing you in 
my companie, J will not feare all theſe our enimies. And 
ſo contrarie vnto the wills of all the other knightes , they

r, and befoze 


the time that the Sunne had mounted to midde daie,thefe 
two valiant c wozthie warriours being armed with their 
ſtrong and rich armour, and mounted vppon their mightis 
and furious courſes, they commaunded the gates of the Ci⸗ l 
tie to be opened, and at ſuch time as the Queene and all the 
reſt of the Ladies, knights, and people were vpon the tow⸗ 
ers and battlementes of the Citie foz fo beholde all that 
ſhould paſſe, thep went foozth of the Citie, and when they 
had paſſed a mightie long ⁊᷑ bꝛoade bꝛidge which was nigh 
vnto the walls, vnder the which ranne a greate and dexpe 


water, and putting themſelues a little out of the waie foz 
to view the campe, wheras they remained a while, and be⸗ 


ſoꝛe they entered into the armie, the knight of the Sunne

toke from his necke a verie fairs and rich Bagle z and ble 
it with ſo great ſtrength, that it made all the hearers therol 
in the campe foꝛ to tremble. And bering dilcouered by their 
enimies, the king of Arcadia dyd ſtraight wapes vnder⸗ 
ſtand that it ſhould be the knight that ſo troubled them 
the night paſt, and therewith commaunded that the beſt of 
all his nights ſhould be armed, and that they ſhould got 
foꝛth foꝛ to knowe what was their demaund. The firlk as 
mongſt all thole Anightes that went foꝛth, was Bꝛother 
vnto the king called Momfriero, a valiant Knight and ſtout 
of his perſon and woꝛthie in feates of armes, and ſuch a 
one, that in all the Pagan Countrie there was found ver ie 
few, ſo gallaunt and ſo liuelie in anie kinde of exerciſe, and 
meruailous pꝛeſumptious, who being mounted vppon a 
great and furious courſer went out of the campe,and with 
great thꝛeatnings and gaths.he \woze that with the firſt 
encounter that he ſhould make with his ſpeare, foꝛ ts bzing 
him pꝛiſoner vnto the King. When he came vnto the place 
whereas the knight of the Dunne was, with great pꝛide 
and arrogancie he fard. 
Tell me thou ſimple and captiue knight, what greate 
baldneſſe and fall ie is this of thine, that thou beeing but one 
alone dareſt ſo; to ſound thy hozne againſt ſo great an ar⸗ 
mie as this is, wheras there be knights ſufficient foz to con⸗ 
guere the whole wazlp,and heere J do ſweare vnto the by 
the high Gods, that befo:e it be long J wil gine the thy re- 
ward foz this thy greafe follie, becauſe thou ſhalt not ad⸗ 
uaunce thy ſelfe heeraſter, how that befoꝛe Momfriero thou 
diddeſt this oz that. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes he dꝛewe 
nigh vnto him, feſeruing that which was requiſite fo2: the 
, courſe of hishozſe,and with his fpeare in his hand he came 
- . Againlf the knight of the Sunne, who wiſhed and deſired 
no other thing. and with the fozce of his hoꝛſe Cornerino he 
made againſt him, and although the courſe was verie long, 
vet with a trice they met together with ſo great furie, that 
the earth ſeemed to tremble vnder them, they made they2 
| encounter in ſuch ſozt,y the valiaunt Pagan ſheeuered his 
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great Speare all in ſmall ſheeuers, but at ſuch time as he 
| thought all had bene finiſhed , he found himſelfe from his 
| hozſe vpon the ground by the great encounter of his enys 
| mie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, p he was conſtrained to leauc his ſaddle, 
and the knight of the Sunne paſſed ſo: wards as though he 
ö had done nothing at all, and this valiant Pagan was not 
ſo fone ouerthꝛowen, but pꝛeſentiꝑ he aroſe vp againe, and 
dꝛew out his ſ woꝛd, thinking that the knight of the Sun 
would haue returned againe bpon him, but he making lit⸗ 

le account of him, dyd blow his hoꝛne againe.The the king 
of Arcadia, who from his Tent dyd beholde all that paſſed, 

being greatlie amazed to ſee his bꝛother duerthꝛowen, ſent 
another knight called Rufier, who was a great L62d in Ar- 
cadia, and one of the moſt bꝛaueſt that he had in all the 
tampe, who bieing mounted on a mightte courſer went out 
of p camp, with fo great pꝛide t arrogancie, that he thought 
verilie to renenge the iniurie done vnto Momfriero , but 
his oxpectation fell out cleane contrarie, foꝛ when he came 
ta matte his encounter with p knight of the Sun, he gaue 
him ſuch a blow with his ſpeare, that he pearced him quite 

thꝛough, that he ouerthꝛe him dead vato the ground, and 
bꝛeaking his ſpeare therewith, he dꝛe w out his greate and 
ſharp cutting ſ woꝛd, and in his companie the king Lyſco, 
they put themſelues into the pꝛeaſe of the campe whereas 
they made great flaughter, killing and oizethzowing as 
though they had bene all naked without armour: Oh how 
iopfull were all thoſe of the Citie, when they ſawe the 
great meruailes of their Captaines, and their great boun⸗ 
tie and ſurmounted ſtrength, and to the tontrarie how the 
king ol Arcadia was amazed when that he ſaw two alone 
knights faz to doe ſo great murther and deſtruction in his 
mightie and puiſſant armie, and ſayde with himſelle, that 
if all the woꝛlde ſhoulde haue tolde him the lpke, her 
could not haue bolecued it, except he had ſeene it wyth 
his owe eyes, and foz that he would ſer moze of theyz 
wonderfull derdes, be dyd not pꝛocure to arme himſelfe, 
neither would he moue from the place whereas he RA 
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ffode fill beholding the two valiant knights how they did. 


behaue themlelues amongeſt their enimies, who without 


finding anie thing that dyd diſturbe them in their waties 


they went thꝛoughout the whole armie, killing and woun⸗ 
ding all that they met withall, tn ſuch ſozt that they were 
all to beraied with bloud, and the field late full of dead bo⸗ 
dies, and whereas it was befoꝛe all duſt, it was now tur⸗ 
ned into durt. At this time was well perteiued the migh⸗ 
tie and valiant courage of the knight of the Sunne, who 
was ſo furious and fierce in his battaile, that whereas the 
king Lyſco dydde kill oz wounde one, he foz his part dyd 
kill faure, ſo that they ſlewe betwirt them that date moze 
then th2&e hundꝛeth knightes, and in the ende there went 
fo2th to make reſilkaunce againſt them two great and ſtout 
Gyants,and with their mightie males in their hands, they 
went towards the place whereas the knights wers. Then 
the knight of the Sunne becauſe they ſhoulde not take ſo 
great paines as to come vnto them whereas they were, but 
ſee ing them a farre off to come towards them, he went fozth 
to mete them, and ſcarcelie they coulde haue ſo much lea⸗ 
ſure as to lift vp t heir maſes foz to ſtrike them, when that 
the knight of the Sunne with great lightnefle ſtroke one 
of thoſe Gyants with his ſ wo in both his hands ſo terri⸗ 
ble a blow vpon his right ſhoulder, that he cut him downs 
to his bowells,in ſuch ſo2te,that the foze quarter with his 


right arme did part from his body, and he fet from his hoꝛſe 


dead to the ground. Then the other Gyaunt who ſawe the 
ill ſuccefſe of his companion, beganne to roare, and to diſ⸗ 
charge his heauie tlubbe vpon the knightes head, but this 


couragious knight perceiuing the ſame, ſet ſpurs vuto his 


hoꝛſe, who ſpꝛinging foꝛwards, did clere his maſter from 
that terrible blowe, ſo that his maſe fell downe vnto the 
ground, at which time the god king Lyſco did finde him⸗ 
ſelfe nigh vnto the gyant, and ſtroke him fo terrible a blow 
vpon his arme, that he cut his armaur and fleſh vnto the 


hard bone. At which time the knight of the Sunne was 
embꝛaced with other knightes, and the Gyannt lifte vp his 


male 
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onſe agatne, and ffroke the king Lyſeo ſo ffrong a biowe 
vpon his hard and rich helme, that he made him fall back- 


wards vpon his ſaddle bowe without anie remembꝛance, 


with dis head vpon the:hozle neck,q his armes hanging on 
bath ſides as though he had ben dead, and voided out ofthe 
beaner of his healme great abundaunce of bloud. Then the 
knight of the Sunne, who at the noiſe of that terrible blow 
dyd loke about him to ſe what it ſhould be, and when hee 
ſawe the king in that great perpleritie as though he hadde 
bene dead, his ſoꝛrow and griefe was ſuch, that neuer in all 
bis life he reteiued the lyke, and wiſhed that he hadde not 
b2ought him out that dais vnto the battaile, but ſeing that 
it was then requiſite to reuenge the ſame, with moꝛe furie 
and wꝛath then euer he receiued, he went towards the Gy- 
anf,who was readie to ſtrike the king Lyſco another blow, 
and raiſing himleife in his ſtirrops, with the fozce of both 
his hands he ſtroke the Gyant ſuch a blowe vpon his head, 
as though he had ns armour vpon him, he cloue him downe 
vnto the bzeaſt, the Gyant fell downe dead to the ground, 
then the king of Arcadia and all thoſe that were with him 
wondered greatlie when they ſawe that terrible and moꝛ⸗ 
tall biowe ſtroken, their bloud wared colde in their bodies, 
and all their bones dyd ſhake,and receined ſuch feare, that 
there was not one that was ſo hardie almoſt ſcarce to lwke 
vpon him, much leſſe to aſſalt him, and the king of Arcadia 
ſapd vnta himſeife: Dh immoꝛtall Gods, who could haut 
bei@ned: that pour power doeth ſo farre extend, to make a 
mozfall man ſo mightie, that at two blowes he bath ſlaine 
two of the moſt vatyaunteſt Gyantes that were in all the 
wozld, and he alone fufficicnt to :nake reſiſtaunce againlt 
twentie thanfawd knightes, the folder of ail the Pagan 
Cauntrie. And I doe verilie belctue, ſeeing that you do foꝛce 
me to ſpeake it, that the foꝛce and ſtrength of this knight 
is much moꝛe then ours, and if it were poſſible foꝛ him to 
goe vp into the heauens, as he is here on the earth, he wold 
ſurelie deſtroie you all. At this time all thoſe which were 
in the Citie, when they ſawe the diigrate of the king 2 
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an the great ioy and pltaſnrs which they rerriato to the 
wonderfull meruailes ot thole two linkghteswab tourney 
into great ſoꝛrow and heauineſſt. and vegan atmongſt thent 
grieuous lantentatidns, but cſpetiallie the queene, who foil 
in a deadlie ſound e ſo remained moꝛe then one houte bat 
in the mcatie time this inuinuble knight not making anie 
ffaie at the death of the Gyant, without departing krom p 
king Lvſco,didſuch wonderkul deds round about him, that 
they durſt not come ninh him to allalt him by a gretſpace, 
but with great ſozrow:withdzew themſelueg, becaule their 
tincs depended in reteiuing but one blow of his hands, i 
he chaunced to hit them right, and although a. farre off they 
thꝛew at him Darts, Launtes, and ſ woꝛds, as well at his 
hoꝛſe as at him, pet they dyd him little harme, foꝛ that his 
armour was ſuch as the Hiſtoꝛie hath ſhewed, and his ho2ſs 
was all counered with a verie ſmall and light maile made 
by ſuch art, that ther was no weapon able to eut noꝛ pearce 
it, foʒ ſo the Pzince Meridian had cauſed it to be made, of 
whome he wonne this armour as vou haue read, which did 
not a little p2ofit in the mightie and immoꝛtal deeds of this 
inuinſible knight, foꝛ if that his owne armour and the ar⸗ 
mour of his hoꝛſe hadde not bene of ſo areate foꝛce and 
ftrength, it hadde not beene poſſible foꝛ him to haue fini⸗ 
ſhed and bꝛought to an ende ſo manpe per illous battatles 
and contentions as he hath done. When this god kuigcht 
ſawe that his enimies with great feare dyd flie from him 
and gaue him waie, he went vnto the king Ly ſeo and tze 
him in his armes, and rubbed and chafed him in ſuth lozt; 
that he came againe vnto himſelfe, and when he ſawe the 
great perilf and daunger wherein he was bꝛought, and the 
great laughter which the knight of the Sunne had made; 
he lift vp his hands to heauen and gaue great thanks vnde 
almightie God, and with a verpe god. courage he topaes 
with him, and with great and mightie blowes he began to 
helpe him, with defire to reuenge the great perill in which 
his enimies had b2ought him:in this ſoꝛt theſe two knights 
pat themſelues into the thickeſt ol their enimies, making ſo 


great 
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ter, that they were tndged razher to be dinclls 
af hell, then mozfall knights, and there was none that was 
0 bold that surſt withitand them in their waie, and by res 
en the night dꝛew on, they being all bloudie, and almoſt 
wesris wich killing and wounding of their enimies, they 
began to take their waie towards the Citie. with ſo great 
quietneſſe as the rauening lion after ſhe hath had her pꝛay 
doth depart th2ough the ferble and weake heards of cattell, 
but the king af Arcagia when he fawe them depart ſo qui⸗ 
elite and tu their contentment, by his outward ſhew he ſer⸗ 
med to be ſa furious full of wꝛath, that not one that was 
about him du rſt come in his pꝛeſente, but with many vpꝛo⸗ 
bꝛious words he rebuked them, ſaping: Oh vile people and 
pibaſecouragehow is it ᷣ vou are not alhamey, that two 
atone knights agdinſt a many as are of vou, hath hadde lo 
greataaurage and holdneſſe, to enter into our campe, hat 
Haine ſoanany of your bꝛethzen, kinſſolks, and friends, and 
to ſuffer the to depart in ſo quiet ſoꝛt as they doe, as though 
ther had done vs no harme at all. Herre J dae make a vow 
and;(wegre by the high Gods, whome J eſteeme but little, 
that to moꝛrob if they returne hether againe, to arme my 
ſelfe,q4 with mine owne hands to take reuengement of him 
that all you together cannot doe. at that time there was in 
pꝛeſence with the king manie ſtout and valiant knighfes, 
who thought it a great ſhamy and ſmall manhode to be ſo 
many againſt two alone knights, and therefo:e they would 
nat arme themtelues that dais, who when they (awe the 
king to be ſo angrie and wzathfal.cucrie one of them inade 
a ſolempne oath, to take crueli renengement of thoſe two 
knightcs, if the next vaye they ded come foꝛth againe . In 
this time if the ſoꝛrow + griefe mas verie much with them 
in the tampe, the great ioy and contented pleaſure of them 
of the citie, to the contrarie was as great, when they ſawe 
thoſe two valpant warriours returne together, and cauſcd 
the gates to be opened, and went foꝛth to receiue them, and 
could not ſatiſfis themſclues in honauring of them, +. gauge 
great thankes vato God in that he had ſont vato then 9 
. al pan 
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valiant a knight, to: when they la we his great and lingus 
tar bountie they were all fullie perſ waded that God. had 
ſent him vnto them foꝛ to aide x ſuttout them in thus getat 
neteſtitie. But when they came vnto tho kingen paltate; 
am not here able to recite the great ioy & pltaſure whers/ 
with tho Queene received them, who thought of a certatns 
tie that the king had bene dead, but when lhe ſawe him by 
her,the knew not what to doe fo2 iope, but with her owns 
handes dyd vnarme the king and the knight of the 'Sunne, 
and would not confent that anie ocher Hould help her, and 
becauſe their armour was ſo ſtrong and erceding god in 
making defence, they had not reteiued any one wound that 
was nedfull of curing. So there was bzought vnto each of 
them ſtraight wayes a new gowne, and putting them on, 
they ſate downe vnto ſupper, and paſſed awaie that night 
with moze contentment e iope, then anie night befoze fins 
the king of Arcadia came into that kingdome . Whome at 
this pꝛeſent the Dyſtozte doth leaue, fo to declare vnto vou 
what paſſed in the court of the Emperour I rebatio, after 
the knight ol the Dunne was departed from the proper 4

Rodaran, king of Arabia, my KLoꝛd doth ſend me to giue „ 
ther to vnderſtand, Emperour I rebatio, hoł that all thoſe »» 
knights which thou dydſt fend vnto him, are pꝛiſones, and »» 
doth by me will ther to ſend other knightes, ſuch as mape »» 
with their great bountte and ſtrength ſet them at libertie, 
and if not, he is determined to depart into his owne Coun⸗ 
trie, and to carrie them with him pꝛiſoners that alredie he »» 
hath, t wil declare in all places that there were no knights » 
in thy court that durſt tome foꝛth to combat with him. 
When the Damſell had made an ende of ſaying theſs 
woꝛdes, ſhe returned backe and went out of the great hall, 
and without any tarrying returned vnto Rodaran, leauing 
the Emperour and all his knights that were with him in 
great admiration and ſoꝛrom, belteuing that the knight of 
the Sunne was alſo pꝛiſoner, and as men half amazed they 
loked one vpon another, and knew not what to ſaie, x there 
was not one of them that could belcue, that ſuch knightes 
as went foꝛth fo2 to combat with Rodaran, could be taken 
ziſoners, except it were by ſome great treaſon. Then the

And do nof permit that ſo many god knights to periſ and 
decay . In ſaying theſe + other lyke lamentable wo2ds, the 
god Emperour all  daye he would not go ſoꝛth out of his 
cloſet: but when night was come he armed him-ſelſe very 


ſecretly, w his ſtrong & rich armour, æ toke a mightie great 
4 light hoꝛſe, & with one ſquier, he departed out of 1 eitie, x 
toke his wap towards the bꝛidge of the Jaſpe, leauing oz⸗ 
der that they ſhould ſaye that he was in his chamber very 
ſick, & that he commaunded that none ſhould enter in vnto 
him, foꝛ 3) if they did know of his departure, all p knightes 
of the court would follow after him, which was contrary to 
his deſire.

ranne awaie foꝛ to tell their Loꝛd what had paſſed, and the 
gate remained without ante kepers,fo that the Emperour 
entered the bꝛidge, and his Squper with him, and hee had 
not wel paſſed halfe the bꝛidge, when Nodzran armed with 
ſtrong armour, and mounted on his furious hoꝛſe, with his 
ſpeare in his hand he came foꝛth and met him, + with p2e- 
lumptuous and pꝛoud woꝛds he ſaid: night, thou ſeemelt 
to be ſome innotent and variable perſon, thou comming to 
tombat with me, thou haſt made contention with my men. 
Meere J ſweare vnto ther by the high Gods, that thy lyfe 
ſhall make me recompence fo2 theirs, but firft J will p thou 
tell me whether thou art the Empcrour Trebatio, oꝛ ſome 
of his court,fo2 that hetherto thoſe which hath come hether, 
haue not ben ſo vncurteous as thou half ben. Then heſatd,. 
thou ſhalt vnderſfand Rodaran, that J am the Emperour, 
whom thou doſt ſpeake of, not bel&euing that thy ſtrength 
is ſuſficient to onercome + fake pꝛiſoners ſo god knights as 
thou haſt in thy power, J am come hether to combat with 
ther, foꝛ to knowe by experience that which ſo many times 
hath ben told me of the, therfoze loke vnto thy (elf, fo2 thou 
ſhalt haue inough to do herein, and let paſſe the death of thy 
keepers, And in ſaying theſe wozds,the god Emperour tur⸗ 
ned about his hoꝛſe: likewiſe Rodaran no leſit iopfull, as 
much meruailing to ſe the Emperour there, turned about 
his hoꝛſe, and being both in plate to begin their courſe, they 
both af thein together ſet ſpurs vnto their hoꝛſes, and in the 
middeſt of the bꝛidge they made their encounter, and ſtroko 
each other with their ſpeares in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they were al 
bꝛoken in perces, and paſſed by one another without doing 
ane moꝛe harme, and tourned their hoꝛſes about agayne 
with theyꝛ Swoꝛdes dꝛawen, and their ſherldes on their 
ſhoulders they allaalted the one the other veric ſtrong 
lie, and the one of them ſroks the other with ſo =_ 
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to hoiſe ſaple, and being verie glad and-ioyfullof their no⸗ 
ble pꝛaie, and the winde pꝛoſperous, in ſhoꝛt time they wer 
put into the maine ſea , whereas they ſhaped the ir courſe 
the nigheſt waie they could foz to goe vnto the Emperour 
of Tartaria.Rodaran receined the greateftcontentinent that 
euer man could receiue,fozthat he verie well knew by er- 
periente that the pꝛeſent which he carried, was p molt woꝛ⸗ 
thieſt and valpanteſt knights that were in all the woꝛlde. 
Alſo he thought that the Emperour of I artaria and all his 
nobles wauld haue him in great reputation foꝛ that pollp⸗ 
tie which he-vſedherein. Let this now remaine fo2 an ers 
ample bato all kings and mightie Loꝛdes, wherein they 
map ſee the ſmall ſecuritie which they haue in their highe 
eſtate and ho lo ſubiect they are vnto mutable Foztunc;foz 
that at ſuch time as they are exalted alt aloft, with greate 
pꝛide and pꝛeſumꝑt ion they fozget God, who is the authoz 
of all god neſſe, and he once leauing them, thop are ſtraight 
watesouerth;owen, and bꝛaught into ſuch perills and dans 
gers, that none but God alone is ſufficient to deliuer them; 
from whente doth p2oceede the mp2rour-, fo ſ& howe little 
their owne power and ſtrength is; when they thinke they 
are exaltev in the moſt higheſt estate, as it hath happened 
vnto the god Emperour T rebatio, who ut ſuch time as her 
thought to be ſo puiſſant and ſtrong to conquere the whole 
wo lld, and mounted lo high, that neuer Empergur noz king 
atchieued the lyke, in a ſhoꝛt time he was taken pꝛiſoner, 
with his ſonne, and other valiaunt Pꝛinces, onelie by one 
Pagan: Whom at this pꝛeſent the Yyſfo2ie doth leaue, to 
declare vnts vou hat chaunced in Conſtantinople after

them, the which was pꝛeſentlie publiched in the grent pal⸗ 
late, and thꝛoughout all the Citie' , And. when it came 
vnto the rares of the Empꝛeſſe, in her estate wheras ſhe 
ſafe ſhe fell in a ſound, and was in the armes of her Ladies 
moꝛe then an houre as one that wer dead, and in all the pal⸗ 
late was made ſuch ſozrow and lamentation, as though the 
Emperour had bene flaine,and with a triſe there wer mas 
nie Pꝛinces and knights armed, x-iopned together a cam-

carrie with him ſo rich a pꝛaie, that it did not behoue him to 
ſtay in the countrie.

Theophila her daughter, and ten moꝛe Ladies and Diiit-

The Damlell finiſhing theſe wo2yes che reteyued fo 
great fare, that the Þ;zincefle could not ſfaye her, but moꝛe

they had not tranailed verie farre, when they 
[ming — Whom ten knightes . c 
0 runne, who bring aduerkifed that t 

they came in the demaund of the knight whirh' Had 
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fhe other two men. And when they ſaln them, by the ſignes 
and tokens that the man had giuen them, they vnderſtode 
that it ould be the Pzincelſe, then all together with their 
t woꝛds in their hands they ranne againlt her, but ſhe re-

ing: Oh if the high Gods were ſo pleaſed, that thou wert 
that great Siracuſano and Achilles the Greeke, iopntly with 
Hector of Troy, that all thꝛæ together J might depꝛiue the 
of their lines, wherewith J might ſomewhat all wage this 
my great wꝛath and anger.

all the gyants knights came againſt her, and compaſſed her 
round about, and charged her with mightie blowes on eue⸗ 
rie ſide but he when ſhe la we her ſelfe in ÿ neteſlitie, dꝛeu 
out her ſ woꝛd, & in a mall time gaue them to vnderſtand 
her great bountie, and ſtroke at them ſuch blowes, that they 
durſt not come nigh, her, at which time ſhe had onerthꝛaw⸗ 
en and flaine- moꝛe then halfe, in all which time the giant 
could not by anic meanes cleere his leg fro vnder his hozſe, 
and if ſo be that anie of his knights alighted to helpe him, 
the Pꝛinceſte was pꝛeſently with him &« New him, fo that 
all the battaile was with his knightes, and this valiaunt 
Pꝛinceſſe hab ſo great confidence in her excellent # ſtrong 
arinour, that ſhe put her ſelfe amongſt them, as the rauiſh⸗ 
ing Molfe amongſt the poꝛe and ſimple lambs, ſhe ne- 
uer ſtroke blow but ſhe did kill oz ſoꝛe wound a knight. 
There was not as yet fall an houre paſſed ſince the begin⸗ 
ning of the battaile,-when this roiall-P2zincefſe had laine 
the moſt part of the knights, and the ret which remained 
beejingmuch amazed at her moꝛtall blo 
fo that the remained all alone in the field with the giant, 
finding her ſelf cl&re from al thoſe knights, with a triſe ſhe 
alighted from her hoꝛſe, and giuing the bꝛidle to one of her 
damſells, he went vnto the Giant, who was blaſpheming 
againſt his gods, in ſ&ing his knights flain befoze his eies, 
. could not helpe them, but the firſt thing which this roiall 
pꝛinteſſe did, che toke the hozſ off his leg, and did help him 
to ariſe from the ground, ſaying: Orbion, herre thou ſhalt 
vnderſtand how little the foꝛce of man auaileth, when they 
are foꝛgattt᷑ ot God, t fo their euil wozks they lack diuine 
94 an ; Tarrp a little, ſaid the giaunt.loz as pet Jam * 
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es, ranne awaie, 


The ſecond partof 
at the point to acknowledge this, and there with he dꝛelut 
vut a mightie great and bꝛoad fauchon, and went ag ayult 
the Pꝛinceſte, and ſtroke her ſuch a blowe bpon the heaime, 
that it ſounded th2onghont all the valley, and if it had not 
bene verie god and ol greate fo2ce , both head and bodie he 
had clonen-cleane a ſunder in the middeſt, and fo2 all that 
it made her to ffonpe with her handes vnto the-grounde , 
vet dyd not this wozthic Ladie recetne ante feare , but ra- 
ther it did encreaſe her foꝛte and courage, wherewith ſhee 
returned vnto him, ſtroke him luch an onerthwart blowe 
vpon his legge that it cut both harneys and fleſh vnto the 
hard bone, whereat ranne out great abundaunce of bloud, 
then the Gyant retourned againe with great furie fo2 to 

ſtrike the Pꝛinceſſe vpon the healme, pꝛetending with that 
blowe to conclude the battaple bet werne them, but (he ta⸗ 


king warning by the firſt which the receiued, with greate 


lightneſſe dpd cleere her ſelfe from the kur ie thereof,and his 
blowe deſcended downe to the ground, that the fauchon en⸗ 
tered into the earth almoſt vp to the hiltes, and befoze that 
the Gpaunt could pull out his fauchon, the Pꝛinceſſe call 
a thꝛuſt at the viſoꝛ of his healme, in ſuch fo2t, that chaun⸗ 
cing in the ſight, it paſſed thꝛough his head on the other 
ide, ſo that the Gpant fell downe dead to the ground. This 
beeing done, the Pꝛinteſſe gaue great thanks vnto almigh⸗ 
tie God foꝛ that great victozie which he had graunted vnto 
her, and mounting vppon her hozſe, che toke her waye to⸗ 
wards the Caſtle, and when the came there the gates were 
opened vnto her, foꝛ that the mall companie which remat- 
ned aliue of the people ofthe Gyanf,receiued greater plea- 
ſure then ſoꝛrow foꝛ his death, onelie foꝛ his enill and cru⸗ 
ell tuſtemes and confines, The Pꝛineeſſe ſtraight waie en⸗ 
tered in, and called fo2 the kepes of all the Caſtle, and de⸗ 
maunded where the Qutene was, e ſhe was bꝛought fozth- 
with vnto a great Quadꝛan, wheras ſhe found the QAueene 
with the Pꝛincelſe Theophila, and all their Ladies 4 Gen- 
tlewomen, in great ſoꝛrow and heauineſſe, without anye 
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ant and of all that had paſſed, their ioye was ſuch, that till 
ſuch time as out of a wynvow they did ſie him dead in the 
field, they could not belcene it. And as the pꝛintes entred 
in where as the Quene and the p2incefſe was, they vnder⸗ 
ſtanding what che had done in their deliuering, they went 
towards hir ſaping: Ualiant and woꝛthie knight, the li- 
uing God reward thee foꝛ that which thou haſt done in our 


behalfe, here we doe moſt hartely pꝛay vou to pul of your 


healme, oꝛ ells to tell vs your name, that we may know 
vnto whom we are bound foz this great benefite ſhewed 
vnto vs. Then the pꝛinceſſe the moꝛe to glad and comfozt 
them, did pull of hir helme, and did declare vnto them who 
ſhe was, And ſhe remained ſo faire and ſo full of beautie 
after the great trauaile that ſhe had paſſed , that it was as 
greate meruaile to behold hir, as Diana in bꝛeake of the 
dape: the Qutene and the p2inceſſe were greatly amazed 
at that great wonder, and loked the one vpon the other, be⸗ 
leuing it rather to be a dꝛeam then of truth, all that which 
they ſaw . But in the ende being fully ſatilſied the Qutene 
and the pꝛinceſſe did embꝛace hir, giuing hir great thanks 
fo2 that ſhe had done foꝛ them. So they remained there all 
the reſt of that dape and all the night: and the nert dare in 
the moꝛning, the pꝛinces oꝛdained and made Loꝛd of that 
caſtell, a knight of the Giants, fo that he ſemed to be a ed 
knight, and the Queene and the p2inceſſe with all their las 
dies and gentilwonen dyd depart from thence, & the pꝛin⸗ 
ces did beare them companie vnto the pozt And in the way 
as they went, they met with the damſel that ranne away, 
who fo2 verye ſhame would not come in p2eſence of the 
MNucene , although they all had great mirthe and paſtime 
with hir, foꝛ the (mall confidence ſhe had in the pzinces . 
So when they came vnto the pozt,they all imbarked them 
ſelues in the ſame ſhippe wherein the pꝛinces came into 
that countrie ; and hauing the tyme and wynde very pꝛoſ⸗ 
perous, the next daye they ariued at Hiberia, and they had 
not all fully diſimbarked them ſelues alande , when that 
thether came the King with moze then two thouſande 
| Bb. i, knights, 


be ſecond part of 
knights, who went in the demaund and ſ@kingof Orbion, 
who had caried away the Queene, and when he met them 
there and vnderſtod of them all that had paſſed , his ioye 
and pleaſure was ſuch, as to the iudgement J referre, me: 
but when he was fully certefied by the Autene , who the 
knight was that put them at libertie, he went;fowards the 
P2incefſe,and ſaid : Wozthie Ladie, giue mee your ropall 
handes that J mare kiſſe them, fo2 J owe it vnto you fo: 
this great benefit ſhowed bnfs me, and all kings and pꝛin⸗ 
ces in the woꝛld, are bound bato your great highneffe and 
bountie. The Pꝛzinceſſe did then imbꝛace him ſaying: Un⸗ 
to God dw J giue great thankes foꝛ his great benefits ſho⸗ 
wed vnto me, in that he hath permitted that J haue done 
this great ſeruice vato the Nucene and vnto the Princes, 
and likewiſe in excuſing your frauaite begun to ſ&ke out 
Orbion, And now ſeeing that there is no mo2e to bee done 
herein,in your ſerutce, J do molt heartelye deſire you te 
giue me licenſe to depart, foꝛ that I haue verie much to do 
in other places. Aud ſo verie much againſt the kings will, 
he toke leaue of her, and offered himſelfe and all his king⸗ 
dome at her tommandement. So ſhe departed from them, x 
trauailed eight dayes without finding any aduenture, till 
in the ende ſhe was cleane out of Hiberia, and entred into 
an other kingdome, and vpon a ſodaine at ſuch time as the 
great heate of the Sunne was paſt, ſhee diſcouered a great 
wap off from her, a mightie armie of knights, with verie 
rich tents and auncients: likewiſe ſhee ſawe nigh vnto 
that armie,a great and wel fowzed Citie, out of the which 
there went fo2th one alone knight, and within a little 
wile after ſhe ſawe him to make battaile with the moſt 
ſtrongeſt knights that euer ſhe ſaw, and in beholding this 
ficrce battaile the hiſtoꝛie leaueth her, till oppoztunitie, 


'CHow that the Knight of the Sunne and the King Liſeo, 
went forth the ſecond day againſt ther enimies, and of 


the high knighthood which they ſhowed in their battell, 
Cgap. 48. „„ | 
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5 caſe in the time that was there, foꝛ that cals 
N ling to remembꝛance the impꝛiſonment of 
bis friends, and alſo the great loue which he 
bare vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana, whome 

e exteedingly loued, and alſo vnto the faire Pꝛ inceſſe 
indabrides, was the occaſion that he could not take anye 
reſt, but was put in the greateſt care and doubt that euer 
he had in all his life. Not knowing when fo cleare himſelf 
of that which he had pꝛomiſed vnto his new friende, the 


king Liſeo. And becanſe that the time ſhould not paſſe a⸗ 


way vnbewares, The nert day after the battaile as the his 
ſtoꝛie hath tolde vou, the king Liſeo, determined to go foꝛth 
again in his companie. Then the knight of the Sunne did 
requeſt him verie much to let him that day go fo2th alone, 
foꝛ that they ſhould haue other dayes wherein they wonld 
goe foꝛth both together. The which the king Die by no 
meanes would conſent thereto, ſaping: that firſthe would 
conſent to loſe all his kingdoome, ſoꝛ that it did accompliſh 


him ſo to do, rather then to conſent to ſer him in p campe 


amongſt his enimies alone. But the Knight of the Sunne 
bauing a great deũre to Ty alone ſaid . Herre J doo 
ſweare vnto you my god Ts2d,that if you do not like wel 
bereof, that J will leaue all your friendſhip, the which -- 
do eſteeme very much, and depart whereas pou ſhall neuer 
heare moꝛe of me. Then the king when he ſaw him ſo de⸗ 
termined, ſaide: Py god friend, do your pleaſure, pet con- 
ſider J pꝛay what pleaſure can receius to ſæ you in the 
midſt of mine enemies, and not be a partner of your paine: 
notwithſtanding ſeeing you are therewith content. J will 
not contend againſt ante thing you wil command. Wo this 
valiant Knight being armed with his ſtrong and rich ar⸗ 
moꝛ, and mounted vpon his hozſe,ſomwhat befo2e that the 
Sunne had any foꝛce, he went fozth , "out of the Citte , at 


| which time the king and the quene,t all the knights and. 
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Ladies were vpon the towers of the Citie, and at the bat⸗ 
tlements, foꝛ to behold and ſ& what ſhould paſle with this 


valyant and warlike knight, who befoze that he came into 


the campe, dyd let his hozne vnto his month, and dyd blow 
it ſo ſtrong and loude, that there was no knight ſo ſtout in 
all the campe, knowing who he was that did ſound if, buf 
his heart would tremble thereat, and ſuch were there that 
would gladlie haue giuen all that they had, vpon conditt- 
on that they had not entered into the kingdome of Lidia, al⸗ 
though to the contrarie there were many other which dyd 
neuer pꝛoue his blowes, and were verie valiant and ſtout, 
who did arme themſelues, and at the commanndement of 
the king they went foꝛth again him, and the firſt y went 
fozth amongſt them, was one named Alberro, and naturall 


of Seras,and beeing a knight arraunt, he came in companie 


with the king of Arcadia to thoſe partes, c was counted foꝛ 
one of the moſt valyanteſt knichtes that was amongſt the 
Pagans, and his armour was ſo excellent god 6 made by 


ſuch art, that ther was no blow of \ wozd able bs cut it, who 


was mounted vppon his hozſe with great pꝛide and arro⸗ 
gantie, and went towards the knight of the Dunne, à with 
oat ante other ſalutation oz curteſie he ſayd : Jt ſhall well 
appeare fwliſh + ſimple knight, that yeſterdaie in the bat⸗ 
taple which thou hadſt in this field, thou didſt not miete as 
nie enimie ſo valiant as J am, foꝛ if thou hadſt peſterdaie 

pꝛoued and felt the foꝛce of my blowes, thou wouldeſt not 

haue returned this daie to deſie vs with ſo great boldnes. 

Mell (aid the knight of the Sunne, ik thou haſt thy ſelfe in 

& great eſtimation, and that there is not a knight in all 

the campe that is thy equall : Mherefoꝛe diddeſt thou not 

peſterdaie come foꝛth and make reſiſtance,ſ&ing J made ſo 
great ſlaughter amongſt thy companions, and in reſiſting 

thereof thou mayſt wel vnderffand and know that there is 

no moꝛe in the,then in anie of them, fo2 it ſemed vnto me 

great villanie fo bee ſo many againſt the alone, ſapde Al- 

betro, but nowe that we are alone together J wyll gius 

thee to vnderſtand that it is true all that J haue ſayde.- 
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And in ſaying theſe woꝛdn both af them tuturd about third 
hoafrs, with thein ſpearcs in theinzandus aheme they 
encounter the one again the other wittz o great t wift⸗ 
neſſe of their hoꝛlet that they which dyd beym them could 
ſcarce tarrie the &ght of their aies ter thomʒund their en⸗ 
counter was with ſo great foꝛce and ſtreugthj that this va⸗ 
liant Pagan ikerie much agaiuft his will was thzuſt dut 
of his ſaddle, and the knight of the Sunne paſled ſoꝛwards 
on, and loſt ane of his ſtirrops, but the fa2ce of that ſtronge 
encounter grieued him verie much; and he was not well 
ſetled againe in his ſaddle, when there came fozth to iuſt 
againſt him another valiant Pagan, called Pirro, and bos 
ther vnto Alberro, no loſſe valiant and pꝛoud then he was, 
who did encounter him verie ſtrongly, and ſoꝛ that he tame 
vpon him on a ſodain, and ſtroke him vnaiwaves,it lacked 
verie little to haue ouerthꝛowen him from his hoꝛſe out of 
his laddle, but thiscouragious knight framing himſolſe ve⸗ 
rie ſtronglie with his \ wa2d m his hand; ffeoke him ſuch 
a blowe vpon his healme, that all amazed he made him fall 
fo2wards'vpon the ſaddle pommell, and as he would haue 
ſtroken another blowe, he heard behinde him a grent noiſe 
of hoꝛſes, and turning him about to ſer what it ſhonld ber, 
he ſawe that it was a knight that came to entounter him 
with a bigge ſpeare in his hand behinde him and heing wel 
aduiſrd at ſuch time as he ſhuld ſtrine him wich his ſpeare; 
he put himſelfe with great lightnes on the one fide and cut 
his ſpeare a ſunder in the muddeſt with his word, and the 
knight paſſen foꝛ warus on without doing ante moꝛe harm, 
this was a valyant Mae called Gruto, and bozne in A- 
frica, and being a Wanderingknichthe came in that toun⸗ 
trie, in the tompanie of the king of Arcatlia, foꝛ one of the 
ſcouteſt and moſt val panteſt knightes in all the whole ar⸗ 
mie, whom the king ſent out againſt the knight of ß Sun. 
beleeuing that with the aide and helpe of the others they 
ſhould ouercome & take him. So ſtraight wayes after him 
came another knight called Breo, bꝛothers ſonne vnto the 
_ no leſſe valiaunt then the others, who iykewilſg 
Bb.iii. e 
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b2oke his ſpeare vpon the knight of the Sunne, who moned 
na maꝛe in his ſaddle. then if he had made his encounter a 
gainſt a ſtrong tower. At this time the valpaunt Alberro 
was mounted againe on hoꝛſ backe, and Pirro was come as 
gaine vnto himſelfe, fo that they two in companie wyth 


Gruto and Breo, all foure together with their ſ woꝛds dꝛaw 
en in their hands aſfſalted the knight of the Sunne,and be⸗ 


gan to charge him with ſo many harde blowes, that it had 
bene ſuſficient ta haue cut and bzoken an anfield of ſteele 
into peeces, and ther was neuer knight in the woꝛld at one 
time ſo aſſaulted as the knight of the Hunne was, fo? that 
he made battayle and reſiſtaunce againſt foure of the moſt 
valianteſt knights that were in ail the Countrie of the pas 
gans, and ſuch, that either af them were ſufficient to fight 
againſt twentie knights, but this was that knight of the 
Sunne, he whom all Perſia and Hungaria, and al the whole 


Empire of Greece, with the greateſt parte of all the woꝛlde 


did treinble when they heard him named, and he who with 
his great bountie did bzing in ſubiection the terrible and 
fearefull keepers of the Caſtle of Lyndaraza, and he whoſe 
high and mightie knighthod is ſuch, as neuer was heard of, 
who did ſtrike and charge theſe foure knights with lo terri⸗ 
ble and mightie blowes all together, that the wide fieldes 
and valleyes, with the ſumptuous wozkes of the great Ci⸗ 
tie, with the timerous noiſe of that cruell battaile was full 
with the ſound, and becauſe their armour was of ſo greate 
extellencie,that no ſ woꝛd being neuer ſo ſharp could pearcs 
and cut them, all the whole ſtate of the battaile remayned 
in their great and mightie ſtrengthes, aud ouercharging ol 
their terrible blowes vpon one another. Then the ſtout and 
valpaunt Alberro, who ſhewed himſelfe verie rigoꝛous in 
the battaile, when he ſawe that the king of Arcadia, and all 
the whole armie ſtode and dyd beholde them, and ſeemed fo 
bee à greate ſhame and rebuke that on alone knight ſhould 
ſo defend and maintaine himſelfe againſt foure knightes, 


and ſuch as they were, with his word in both his handes 


be firoke him ſuch a blowe ouerthwart the viſoz of his 
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healme, and becauſe his mightie cutting ſ wow coulde not 
enter therein pet it toke awaie the ũght d his eyes. t ther 
flew ſo manie ſparkes of fire out thereat, that it ſeæmed the 
whole heime to burne ther with, but yet foꝛ ali that this va 
lvant warriour was nothing amazed noꝛ aſtonyrd chere⸗ 
at, but pꝛocuring to giue him his payment foꝛ the ſame, 
ſtroke him ſo terrible a blowe that out of all remembꝛaunte 
he made him fall backwards vpon his hoꝛſe crouper, and his 
hoꝛſe carried him round about þ field, voiding at his mouth 
and noſe great abundance of bloud. But when his bother 
Pirro ſaws that,bel&ening that he had bene ſlaine, he (froke 
ſuch a blowe at the knight of the Sunne, that he made him 
to loſe the raines of his hoꝛſe bzidle , and was therewith 
ſomewhat aſtonied, and being not fallie clere from the fu⸗ 
rie therof, when that the font Breo ſtroke him another blow 
vpon his hard healme, that the noiſe and ſound thereof was 
heard a god waie, and the knight of the Sun ſo oucrchar- 
ged therewith, that he declined with his head downe to his 
hoꝛſe necke, and as Gruto came vnto him to ſtrike him an 
other blowe, thinking thereby to duerthꝛowe him aut of his 
ſaddle, with great lightnes he raiſed himſelfe again, t with 
the great ire the which he had, he ſtroke ſuch an ouerthwart 
blow at Alberro with both his handes in the middeſt of all 
his bodie that he all to bzuſed his armour, + with the great 
foꝛce thereof he bꝛoke his ribbes and his gall within his bo- 
die, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he fell from his hoꝛſe down to p ground: 
Oh how much was the great ſoꝛrow and griefe which the 
king receiued when he ſawe that terrible and wonderfull 
blowe,foz that his coſin was verie rich, and a knight that 
was beſt beloued aboue all other knightes that he had, and 
alſo fo2 that he conteiued within his mind that if that that 
knight ſhould endure long, thus he woulde not leaue one 
knight aliue in all the whole campe that is of ante reputa⸗ 
tion. So with the great griefe which the loſſe of his knights 
tauſed him to haue, with a triſe hecauſed himſeife tobe ar⸗ 
med with his Krong armour, which mas anger thicke of 
very fine ſi&le,and @.gad * 4 all the — 
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and being mounted en à ſtrong and light hoꝛſe he went out 
of the campe with his ſpeare in his hand, ſaying: Oh that 
my fo2tune were ſo god, that as J goe againſt this valiant 
knight. might niake battaile againſt all my talſe Gods, 
in whom haue beleued and put my confivence;foz if they 
wer alt againſt me, and they were knights in this woꝛld, 
thinke verily to ouercome them al, and make them to know 
and vnderſtand that the power and ſtrength of this knight 
is much moꝛe then theirs. The king hav not fullie conclu⸗ 
ded in laying theſe woꝛds when the valiant Virro with one 
blowe that the knight of the Sunne gane him wyth his 
moꝛd, feli from his hoꝛſe as though he had bene dead, but 
when the king ſawe that, with wonderfull foꝛce her went 
towards him, and with a greate and bꝛoade fauchon in his 
hand he ſtroke the knight of the Sunne vppon the healme, 
that it toke awate the fight of his eyes, and depꝛiued him 
of his vnderſtanding, and his hoꝛſe carried him a whyle as 
bout the ſield foꝛ vou ſhalt vnderſtand that the king of Ar- 
caclia was ſo tout and couragious a knight, that neuer any 
knight with whom he dyd make battatle with, coulde en⸗ 
dure with him a whole day in the field, and was of greate 
fame and feared amongſt the Pagans, but pet he dyd not 
goe awaie boaſting himſelſe of this blowe, foꝛ the knight of 
the Sunne befo2e the king could ſtrike him the ſecond, re⸗ 
turned and came agayne to himſelfe, and (ct ſpurres vnto 
his hoꝛſe, & tame running agaynlt the king lyke a whirle 
winde, and with his ſwoꝛd in both his hands he ſtroke him 
ſuch a blowe vpon his healme, that he made him to fall foz⸗ 
wards vpon his hoꝛſe necke, andthe 'blond raͤnne out both 
at his mouth and noſe. and his -hoaſe carryed him round a- 
bout the field dut ot his remembꝛaunte, as though he had 
bene dead at which time Herr was tome againe fo him⸗ 
ſelfe, and he and Gruto together dyd ferriblye allault the 
knight ok their dinine, charging him with groat and hoaute 
— — leit and grieued him verie much, fo2 
though his umu upd defend him ammosunding, pet foi 
— . dane 
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bene very ſoze bzuſed with thoſe mightie e ſtrong blowes, 
and it had bene better fo2 him to haue contended agaynſt 
the whole armie, then againſt thoſe foure knights, foꝛ that 
bering embꝛaced with a great number, the valiant knights 


could nener haue ſo god oppozfunitie to execute their migh⸗ 


tie blowes vpon him, but in ſuch ſoꝛt theſe valpaunt Pa⸗ 
gans dyd ſo charge him, that he felt bimſelfe ſoꝛe froubled, 

ut yet foꝛ all this, not fainting noꝛ loſing one point of his 
courage , but rather increaſing moꝛe and moꝛe, dyd ſo be⸗ 
haue himſelfe with thoſe two ſtout Pagans, that in a ſmal 
time he had ouercome them, ik the king of Arcadia had not 
coms agaypne to himſelfe, and Pirro mounted againe vppon 
bis hoꝛſe, who ſd ing themſelues fo euill intreated, with 
great furie and courage they went to helpe their compant- 
ons, vhich was the occaſion that at that time their battaile 
was moꝛe kindled and better foughten then it was in all 
the daie befoze , fo2 when theſe ſfout Pagans ſawe them- 
(clues all foure together, their courage and fozce dyd the 
moꝛe increaſe, and herein the knight of the Sunne was 
nothing behind them, foꝛ the moꝛe they dyd charge him, the 
moꝛe his ſtrength increaſed, At this time it was moꝛe then 
th2& houres lince their battayle began, without taking any 

reſt either ol them, and thoſe that beheld them wared wea⸗ 
rie, and like wile the pagans meruatiouſly tozmented with 
the mighty blowes which they had receiued, and the knight 
of the Dunne moze anarie and wzathfull then he was in 
all the date befoꝛe, and his anger dyd ſo farre erced, and his 
fo:ce ſo much increaſe, that at one blowe he ouerthꝛewe the 
ſtout Gruto to the ground, and with another blow he oucr- 
thꝛew Pirro, but the valyant Berro ſtroke him ſo ſtrong a 
blowe vpon his healme, that he made him to ſtoupe and de⸗

him fo frikc him, and ſfroke him ſuch an duerthwart blow 
on the one ſide, that he ouerthꝛewe him on the other fide , 
Then this valyantand wozthy knight without anie longer 
ſtaying amongſt them, but with as great furie as a why:le 
winde he put himſelfe in the middeſt of the whole armie, 
and wounded and ſlew ſo manie,that all the wate wheras 
he went, he left it full of dead bodies, ſo that there was not 
one in all the tampe that durſt make reſiſtaunte agaynſt 
vim, but paſſed thꝛaugh amongſt them, as cõmonlie the bai⸗ 
ted Bull, bæing wel pꝛicked with darts doth paſſe thꝛough 
a companie of men. At this time the date paſſed awaie, and 
the night came on, and this valiant knight ſomewhat wea⸗ 
ric with wounding and killing of Pagans, all to be bꝛued 
with bloud he departed out of the campe, and without any 
following him he came vnto the gates of the cifie,thewwhich 


were ſtraight wapes opened, and he found at the entrie in 


thereat, the king Liſeo, all armed in a readyneſle fs go foꝛth 
in his aide and helpe, ik he were dꝛiuen to anie necefſifie,of 
whom he was reteiued with great toy and pleaſure, and the 
gates bir ing ſhut, they went vato the pallate, wheras with 
great mirth and ioy they were receiued by the Queene,and 
ſupped together with great toy and pleaſare,and toke their 
cale all that night, and the knight of the Sunne determined 
not to goe foꝛth other two daies to the battaile. 


How Rodaran came to land, & by great aduenture he 
came vnto the kingdome of Lida. Chap. 49. 


435 ith great pꝛide dyd this Pagan Rodaran 
„ nanigate by ſea with his rich pꝛaie ol the 
WV miſoners which he carried, foꝛ to pꝛeſent thi 
WA befoze the Emperour of Tartaria, who was 
no leſſe endued with wiſedome patience, 
, then with fozce effrength, foz to ſuffer that 
terrible and cruell blowe of Foꝛtune, alwaies abiving the 
god houre that foztune would vſe vpon them, and as ſo ma⸗ 
nie knights as wel in vertue as in pzoweſle, was ——_ 
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lis fu2gotfen-of God, as appeared here at this pꝛeſent, fo: 
that he did oꝛdaine their foztune in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the ſhippe 
in the which they were carried, and dyd ariue in the king⸗ 
dome of Phrigia, and foz that it was the right waie to goe 
vnto Tartaria, Rodaran and the Nucene went a land, and 
commaunded that the pꝛiſaners likewiſe ſhoulde be taken 
out of the ſhip, who were all bound in chaines, ſo that the y 
were carryed verie ſtronglie and in gwd oder , Ds in this 
ſozt they trauailed fine dates without happening anie th ng 
vnto them wozth the telling, in the ende of the which they 
tame into the kingdome of Lidia, and came in the ſight of 
the campe of the king of Arcadia, and Rodaran demaunted 
Whoſe armie ihaf ſame was, and it was declared vnto him 
the truth thereof, who receiued great ioy and contentment 
therat,fo2 that the king of Arccdia was a verie great friend 
of his,fo2 beeing in the Court of the Emperour of Tartaria, 
and a trauailing knight, he had great acquaintance and fre⸗ 
quentation with him, and haning greate deſire to ſe him, 
and giue him vnderſtanding of his pꝛaie the which he carri⸗ 
ed, he ſayd vnto the Nucene Carmania, that he would goe 
vnto him foꝛ to ſee him, and ſhe thought it god, and conſen⸗ 
ted there vnto. So they went and carryed their pꝛiſoners be- 
foze the king, and when they came vnto the Tent of p king 
of Arcadia, they alighted from their hozſes and entered in 
thereat,and as ſone as he knew that it was Rodaran, with 
great curteſie 4 pleaſure he receiued them, foz that this wag 
the greateſt friend be had in al the woꝛld. And when he vn- 
derſtod the occaſion wherefoꝛe he came into thoſe parts, and 
of the pꝛiloners he bzought with him, the king very gladde 
and iopfull cauſed them to be bzought into his Tent, wher⸗ 
as he honoured them verie much, and gaue Rodaran to vn⸗ 
derſtand of all that euer he had paſſed and done in the king⸗ 
dome Lidia, and how that he had bꝛought his enterpꝛiſe vn-

w that there was come to helpe them a knight, the moſt 
halianteſt and ſtrongeſt that euer in all his life he had ſen,

and gaue to vnderſtand of all that he huth done, in thꝛe 


times that he came fozth to battails wich his people, at che 
which Rodaran was greatlie amazed , and as one that all 
rantour and mallaite was not cleane roted out of him; hee 


had great defire to le that knight, and to combat withhim, 


belecuing that he ſhould conctude and make an ond ol that 
wich the whole armie befo:e could not doe. ©6 Rodarina 
remained till the next daie, hoping therein fo ſee that valy⸗ 
aut knight. Whereat the king of Arcadia receiued greats 
top x contentment, thinking that if he and Rodaran might 
haue the knight of the Sunne betwirt them, that he tould 
not by anie meanes eſcape, but either be flaine oꝛ taken pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner. In this ſozt they palled awaie that daie, and the 
night with great pleaſure, although it was vnto the pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners ouer much ſozrow and griefe, alwaies with patience:

[Fe & next day after that Rodaran came into 
gc) the kings campe, the knightof the Sun was 
Rr determined fo goe out into the field, with the 
> reat deſire he had to eltere himſelle of that 
$ 4 enterp2iſe,fo2 to returne again into Greece, 
as well to combat with Rodaran, as to retre⸗ 
als e himſetfe with his Ladies, the abfence ol whome was 
vnto him no ſmall griefe: likewiſe he was put in greate 
perplexitie and care, foꝛ that accoꝛding vnto the great num⸗ 
ber of people which the king of Arcadia had with him in his 
campe, it was not poſſible fo: him to cleere himfelfe ſo ſone 
as he thought he ſhould; which was the occaſion that verie

Citie,and virit much againlt the will of the king Liſcc» 
whom he caufed fo tarrie within the Citie in a readineſſe, 
fo; to come foꝛth to aide and him, if anie cauſe of ne⸗ 
ceſſitisdydcall him, æ to giue him his whole contentment 
he would not ſaie anie thing againſt him that his pleaſure 
was to doe. So when this couragious knight came vnto 
the campe, he blew his hozne with ſo great ſtrength, that it 
was heard thꝛoughout all thoſe wide and bꝛoad fields, and 
put great feare in the moſt part of all them that were in the 
campe,foz that there were verie few of them that had anie 
ſecuritie,falling into his hands. Then the king of Arcadia 
vnder ſtanding the demaund of the knight, dydde fraight 
wayescommaurthe molt valyanteſt and ſtrongelt in all 
the armie to arnit themielues, and commaunded fo ſette 
chaires without the doꝛe of his Tent, whereas he and Ro- 
daran ſate downe, to ſee and behold from thence all that the 
knight of the Dunne ſhould do. It was not long after that 
there went out of the campe a valyant Pagan called Alri- 
fo, whywas mounted vppon a mightie great hozſe, and ar- 
med with guilt armour,full of rich pꝛecious ſtones, which 
cerfificd them that he was of high eſtate, and went towards 
the knight of the Bun, and with a great ſpeare in his hand, 
with the which he gaue him a verie ſtrong encounter, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that his ſpeare was ſheruered all to perces, and the 
knight of the Sunne thereat made no mention of mwuing 
in his ſaddle, dut he made his encounter ſo ſtronglie againſt 


bis enimie, that by reaſon of the ſtiſfeneſſe of his Speare, 


and the fineneſfle of the others armour, that would not con⸗ 
ſent to be bꝛoken, with the fozce of that blows he was hoi⸗ 
ſed out at his ſaodle, and thꝛowen ouer the hoꝛſe crouper to 
tho ground ten paces from his hozſe,and the blowe chaun⸗ 
ced vnder his bꝛeaſt in ſuch ſoꝛte, that befoze he came uvnto 
the ground his bzeath was gone, and he ſtarke dead, and 
although at this. blowe all the Pagans wondered great 
lie, pet foz all that tame fozth another knight, no leſte ar⸗ 
rogant and pꝛoude then valiant, who at the firit encounter 
gt beare Alrifo campanie', Then after him 3 
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knights cogetherof the valianteſt and ſtrongeſt that were 
in all the whole armie, all the which this valiant and woꝛ⸗ 
thie warriour dyd ouerthꝛowe ta the ground ſome ſtarke 


dead, and other ſome fo euil intreated and bꝛuled with their 


falls, that afterward they would ſcrue to vſe no armonr . 
And this being done, there was not one knight in all the 
campe that was of ſo great foꝛte, that durſt go foꝛth to com⸗ 
bat with him, ſo that he was there tarrying a god while to 
ſce if anie woulde come fo2th againſt him . All this being 
ſcene by Rodaran, and how that there was none that durſt 
take vpon him the enterpꝛiſe, with a friſe he cauſed himſelf 
to be armed with his ſtrong armour, and being mounted 
vpon his bigge and light hoꝛſe, with a great ſpeare in his 
hand he went foꝛth againſt the knight of the Dunne, who 
when he ſawe him comming fo bigge and well membꝛed, he 
had him in eſtimation to be a very god knight, and chaſing. 
humſelfe a god ſpeare, amongſt a great number which hee 
cauſed to be bꝛought out of the citie, he dyd abide y cõming 
ol Rodaran, who when he came nigh vnto him, he ſayd . 
Thou ſhalt vnderſfand, ſir knight, that J am newlye 
came in this campe,and hearing verie much ſpoken of theſe 
thy valyant deds,it hath giuen me great god wil fo come 


and ſee part thereof, and foꝛ that accoꝛding vnto that which 


J haue ſcene thou ſeemeſt to be a god knight, J would that 


thou wouldeſt le aue to he anie moꝛe againft the king ol 


Arcadia, and to fo2get the friendſhip and favour which thou 
ſheweſt in the part of the king Liſeo, and J will carrie the: 
in my companie,anddoe ſo much that the king of Arcadia 


{hall receiue the to be his knight, and to pardon and foꝛgius 


thee all that is paſt. And if thou wilt doe this which J doe 


offer vnto the, J will receine ther vnto my friendſhip and 
be thy friend,and if ndt, ſer that thon doeſt defend thy ſelfe 
from me, fo2 that J will make ther by f62ce to doe that 
which thou wouldeſt not by fayze-meanes . Then the 


knight of the Sunne, who receyned better contentment at 


dis gallaunt diſpoſitian, then anie pleaſure in his _— 
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Sir knight, who are you that is ſo valyaunf,that alorit 


- oth pꝛeſume to do with me that which all his whole army 


doth not had power to accompliſh , To whom he ſayd : Ye- 
therto J haue not denied my name to anie » hath demaun⸗ 
ded it of me, neither will  now,noz frõ this date fozwards, 
Neither will J denie mino vnto ther, ſaid the knight of the 
Sunne. Then the knight ſaid, Thou ſhalt vnderſtand that 
I am Rodatan, king of Arabia, who with the fozce of my 
arme thinke to finifh that which all this whole armie haue 
not power to doe Og how ioyfull was the knight of the 
Sun when he heard thoſe woꝛdes, and knowing him to bee 
that Rodaran;x the perſoti which in all the wozide he moſt 
dcliced to mite with, as well to combat with him, as to 
know ol the unpꝛiſonment ot his bꝛother, and okhis louing 
triends, and the mo to kepc himſelfe ſecret, he ſaid: Js it 
poſſtu that thou art that Rodaran, who in companie with 
the A mene Carmaiia paſſed into Greece, to combat wyth 
che knights of the Emperour Trebatio. Ta whom he aun⸗ 
Chae erie quicklie, and ſaid: J am he, c moze thou ſhalt 


vnderſtand that by the foꝛte of my ſtrong arme haue pꝛi⸗ 


ſoners the beſt knights that are in all Greece, 4 likewiſe 
the Emperours perſon. All the which J do b:ing with mer 
in my companie pꝛiſoners, ſoʒ to pꝛeſent them befoze y 'm 
pero? of Tartaria,to doe with them all that his pleaſure is 
to commaund. Then the knight of the Sunne without mas 
king ante tarrping, but as gladde as euer he was in all his 
lpfe, giuing great thankes vnto God, foz his fozinne was 
ſo god to finde Rodaran at that inſtant, he ſet ſpurres vnto 
his hoꝛſe and turned him about, and came againſt Rodaran, 
who lykewile came againſt him, ran againſt one another 
with lo great kurie, that the earth ſeꝛmed to ſhake in theyꝛ 
\ wiftcourſe,+ in pᷣ middeſt therof they made their encour⸗ 
ters, which wers ſuch, that their ſpeares were bꝛoken fo pa⸗ 
tes, & paſſed by ene another without receining any harme, t 
turning about with their [wo2ds in their hands, fhcy aſſal⸗ 
ted one another with ſo great fozce, that they which beheld

Rodaran was verie valyantand ſfout. Likewiſe Rodaran 
thought not that he had to doe with the knight of the Hun, 
fironglie be did ſirtke;his blowes, 
and the lyttle account he made of his blawes, with greats 
ſoꝛrowe be ſayd vnto himſelfe 
Oh high and mightie Gods, what a number of ffrange 
meruailes be there in this wozld,fbz that J thought verilie 
there was not anie that was able to be compared vnto me 
in foꝛte and ſtrength, and yet J found thoſe in Greece that 
dyd farre ſurmount and paſſe me therin, and belcuing that 
ther was none other in all the woꝛld, now without ſeeking 
of them, J haue met with one, with whome J hope of no 
other remedie, but to be ſlaine by him, oꝛ elſe to bee ouers 
come , And with the great aricfs that the remembꝛaunce 
hereof cauſed vnto him, he toke his I wende in both his 
handes, and ſtrok the knight of the Sunne ſo ſtro 
— his helme, that he toke awaie the ſight of his ayes and 
epꝛiued him of his remembꝛaunte, and ſo he remayned as 
—— a little ſpace, and hefoꝛe that Rodaran h 
time to ſtr ike him another the valyaunt knight was tome 
againe vnto himſelfe, and with great wꝛath he ſtroke Ro⸗ 
daran ſuch an ouerthwart blow on the one ſide of his helm 
that if he had not claſped hinſelfe about his hoꝛſe necke, hi 
malt neeꝛdes haue fallen vnto the ground, and he hadde not 
well ſetted himſelfe agayne in his ſaddle , when he ſtroke 
him another right downe blowe vppon his healme with (0 
great ſtrength, that he fell downe backwards vpon his hozle 
crouper, cleane out of all remembꝛaunte, and his hoꝛſe car- 
ryed him round about the field, voyding at his month any 
noſe great abandaunce of bloud, and he was ſo long befoze 
be came agayne vnto himlelfe,that all men thought he had 
bene dead, and without doing him anie farther harme, the 
knight ofthe Sunne farryed tyll he came vnto himſelfe ay 
gayne . When the king of Arcadia ſawe this and howeuil 


bis frinnd was — with as great anger as thongh 


he would haue burſt, with a triſe he was armed wyth his 
thick armour, and mounted vppon a * * 
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hght-ho:ſc-he-twent out of thocampe, xernt fotumdes the! 
knight of the Sunne, without taking ante ſpeare but with 
nie ger at and bzoad fauchon he Rroke at him io henuie and 
ſtranga blobos that it grieued verie much the Knight of ths 
Dunn ant wered him with the lake, that all tr ide 
fields were full with the found; Then the pꝛiſeners who 
were in the tent ol the king, t verie much unaed to he art 
the ſound of ſa terrible a blowe, aſ ked of them that were in 
the Tont what it ſhould be, and ſtraiggt waies it was teld 
them that he ſhould be ſome woꝛthie in pꝛoweſſe that could 
maintaine and defend himſelfe againſt two fo valiant Pas' 
gans. At this time the king of Arcadia ſtroke the knight of 
the Sunne ſo terrible ablow that his cares were toꝛpien⸗ 
ted with the ſoand thereof, and loft the ſight of his eies, and 
rematned aſtonied a gad while, although it was not fo lõg 
that the king had ſpace to ſtrike him another, but it was in 
an euill hours foꝛ him, foꝛ when the a night of the Sunne 
tune againe vnto humſcife,ail kindted in wꝛath and with 
moꝛe furie then a thunder · bolt he aCaulted the king, aud 
with both his hands he ſtroke him ſo ſtrong a blow vppon 
his helme, that as one that were dead he oucrthzewe hien 
from his hoꝛſe to the ground, voiding great abundaunce ot 
bioud out of his eares and noſe, at which time the Knight! 
of the dun had ſcarce withdꝛawien hunleffe fromg ix of 4 
that blowe, when Rodaran came ngaine vnto himſel /e and 
went againſt him, and with both his handes he aue hirn 
ſuch a 2ightie blowe, that it was hearde a greate waye 
off, and the knight of the Banne to keepe himſelſe from 
falling, wasconframed toembꝛate his armes about the 
hoꝛle necke, and felt hy the foꝛte of that great blowe that 
Rodaran was both ſtrong and ſtout, but fo2 fo inuch as at 
that inſtaunt ali ire and wꝛath did remaine in hun with 
one alone blowe be pꝛetended to make an ende of that 
battayle ; foz that hæ thought the time verte long till hes 
kuewe ſome ne wes at thoſe pꝛiſoners his derre friends, 
and there with taking his woꝛds in both his handes, rat⸗ 
ang hiaibelle 6 white __ 
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lour into perfect redde, like vnto the baue and ping. 
Lion that followeth the fearelull Deere, euen ſo wen this 
wꝛathfull knight againſt Rodaran,and ſtroke him a blew 
suerthwart his heline, that aut of all remembꝛaunce he 
khꝛew him as dead athishozfe tete, and leaving theſe tw 
Pagans in ſuch ſoꝛt that all mon iudged they had bene 
dead, with no leſſe furie t hen a whirle winde he put him⸗ 
ſelfe in the campe amongſt his enimies, killing and weun⸗ 
ding all that euer he found in his lonie, lo that thore was 
none that made anie reſiſtance againſt him, bat they all 
ranne awaie beſoꝛe him, that he tound none with whom to 
fight; except he did follow them tooucrtake them; and hee 
thought himlelle molt happieſt that was farttelt of from 
bim. In this ſo2t this valtant knight pꝛeied into the camp, 
and went fo farre, that at the lat all emo :ued wirt dioud 
of them which be had ſlaine, he came vnto the Sent ol the 
king of Arcadia, whereas he was put in great perplexitie 
and trouhle, ſoꝛ that ther was toprioptogether many ſtout 
and ſtrong. Eniabts,who all together did allault him verie 
ſtronglie but he fœling the great reũſtante that there was 


made againſt him, did double his blowes with inoꝛ tall fu⸗ 
rie, that his ſoꝛce did appearr to he moze at that tune, then 
it was in all the date befoꝛe. Ail this time of the battayie 
feom the beginning that the Knight of the San went dut 


of the Citie vnto that inſtant, the royail Pꝛinceſſe Clari- 
was bcholding-the ſame, for that this was the con- 
fention of the the Emnightes that ſhe ſtaved to beholde, at 
175 time as the hiſtoꝛ ie did leaue her, which was v knight 
the Dunne combatting with Rodaran und the king. 
Then the Pꝛinceie dꝛawing moze nigber, did ſtraight 
way kuowe him, as well by his armonr and hoꝛſe, as by 
the mightie and ſingular diſpaũtion of his bodie „and the 
better fo2 to beholde his high knighthwde, ſhe ſtaied and 
ſtodc dit and meruailed verie much at that which ſhe - 


ſawe, andalthough ſhe dpd (ee if ander eres, ker e 


eduld not belæus it, and ſapd. 
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tun Capfaines of the mightie Aﬀtica and Soipiori, un 
wü them Hercules ann the migh tie — — 
log wre nat futficient ta dor that which ityts r 

Antaht doth on his enimies. Df truth 2 haus ut re 
fax to loue him, as the higbeſt and moſt pocciotia night 
all the woꝛld. And in ſaying theſe. wozds feng that he wa 
rom paſſcn rounde abont with fo gteate na mantituns of 
nights ſbe ſtrabr her hozſe Witz the ſpurroꝝ tuith id gremt 
ur ie, and ynt her (elfe in the midurit of the campen ne⸗ 
uer ſtayed til ſuch time as ſhe came whoreas tze knight ol 
the Sunne was, and began to deale ſuch bio wes, that ſhe 
made his anznies to runne awaie. At which ſight the 
knight of the Sunne was put in great mirattion; uind 
cquld not imagine who that valyant kright mould be, aud 
;beetng verie iopfull of fo gud aide and ſuttour, he put him⸗ 
elle amongſt his enimies, killing + ouerthꝛowing w ma 
mp, that they alt ran awaie befo:ehim as from the death, 
tand with the great fauaur that he had. df the Wincen, 
and the valiauntneſſe that ſhe vled/ he let her at thedwie 
ofthe Tant, and aliabltd from highozſ and enterey im 
And eghe ſuch moꝛtall bio mes at thtim that tze indt/ tat 


lelucs infoargther come in iht tentzwyrras theythyd ug 
belies to deſend chemſeun ae but che unight ot thptighe 
With terrible ſuricfolletned after! than, and wich u owe 
-blawes he. flee: ſireoꝛ ſeauen of them in pꝛeti e dfithe

he cloue down to the teeth and others to their bzeaſts, with 
ſuch moztall deſtrum ion, that in a ſmall time there remai⸗ 
ned not one ot all their eaimies alive in che tent, fo: that 
the Pzincefſe Claridiana did woꝛthelie defend the entrie, in 
wounding & killing all thoſe that came nigh her. At this 
time becauſe the Bing I. iſeo had ſæue all that the night 
of the Sun had done, and how far he had put him elfe in a⸗ 
mongſt his enimies, hauing great deſire either to be ſlaine, 
oꝛ elſe to ſe an ende of his lihextie, all ſuch as were within 
the Citie and able to weare armoor, went kfoꝛth to atde the 
knight of the Sun, if nerd ſo required, theꝝ put themſelues 
amonglt their enimtes,defending that none ſhould tome x 
giue ſuccour. vnto the King. who ſtill with Rodaran were 
in a ſound and from themſelues, and as they came all fozth 
with deſire to die 02 tobe at libertie, liue mad dogges they 
pat themſelues amongſt their enimies, and ſlew man of 
— in eſpecial the god Ring Liſco who neuer ſtroke 
blow, but phe flew oz ouerthꝛew a knight ts the grouud, 
and by reaſon of the great hurt and damage which they of 
the campe receiued.on that ſide, hauing great nde of aide 
and ſuccour, thep all did leaue the battaile at the tent and 
went thether, although there remained not ſo few againff 
the Pꝛinteſſe, but that ſhe had inough te doe Now when 
the knight of the Sunne was clere of his enimies, he ſawe 
the pꝛiſoners whereas they were in a coꝛner of the Tent, 
all of them with grent chaines at their legges, and know- 
ing them, on the one part he ſhod many ſolt teares from his 
eise, foꝛ to (& ſo highandmightie P2inecs bzought into b 
great extremitie, and un the other part he was es ioyful· as 
tuer he was in all his life, becauſe his foꝛtune was ſo god 
ta being bim to giue them their libertie, and lifting vp the 
heuer of f his helme, he went and kneled downe beloꝛe the 
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but the Emperour with a kender loue, moꝛe then of 8 Fa⸗ 
ther, in f;cddirg many teares that ranne boar by his 
cherkes, with great top and pleaſure he byd embeace him, 
ſaping: J was berie certaine's fure,nrp vrtbeieued ſonnt, 
that we ſhould not lacke your aide and ſuccour in the tune 
of this eur great neteſſitic, and here J giue great thanks 
vnto the ſoueraigne creatoꝛ, that by his migitic pr wer you 
were ſcnf at this time to giue vs our libertie. Then Roſi- 
cleer and all the reft of thoſe mightie P2inccs and knights 
dyd embꝛace him, and could not belcue that he ſheuld be 
the knight of the Dunne, with the great top and contents 
ment they reteiued when they ſawe him, who pulled off 
all their chaines, and ſet them at libertie, and twke from 
one of them that was there flaine, the keyes of certain 
cheſts, whcras was all their armour lo that they lacked not 
one prete of them,fo2 that Rodaran and the Qutene Car- 
mania tommaunded all to be kept verie well, that none 
ſhould be loft . All this time was the Aucne Carmania 
hidden in a cloſct of the ſame Tent, ſo heauie and ſad to ſeg 
all that paſſed, that ſbe thought with verie ſozrow to hans 
dyed. And in the mcane time that the Emperour and the 
reſt were arming of themſelues in great haſt, the knight of 
the Sunne returned to ſuccour & helpe that knight, whom 
he left defending of the doze of the Tent, that none ſüsuld 


enter in thereat, and it was that woꝛthie and ropall Mein⸗ 


ccffe Claridiana, whom he found ver ie bꝛauc lic and fonts 
lie combatting with a great number of knights, and hadde 
befozcher at the entrie ofthe Tent, verte many flatne and 
wounded, and foꝛ that ſhe kept her ſelfe in the inũde of the 
entric,thec defcnded her ſelfe the better from all that came 
againſt her. But when he cams amongeſt them with his 
mightie blowcs,he made all his enimies to a parte them⸗ 


ſelues from the deze of the Tent, fo2 when they ſawe him 


conuning euerie one dyd pꝛoture to make waie all y euer 
they could from him, fo2 that they thought verilie he could 
be no moꝛtall man, doing that which they {awe him dw. At 


this time the god king Liſeo came with all his knights tos 
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gether in an ambuſhment, in the middeſt of the campe, kil⸗ 
ling and wounding his enimies, that they thought them to 
be all rauening U ions, but yet in the end if they had indu⸗ 
red long, there could not one of them haue remained aliue, 
foꝛ they were but a ſmall number, and their enimies verie 
many and valiaunt. So at this time the god Emperonr 
and all the reſt of thoſe wozthie ꝛinces and knights were 
armed, and with their i woꝛds dꝛawen in their hands with 
the greateſt fury in all the woꝛld they went out of p tent, 
t as thoſe which had a great deſire to reuenge themſelues 
in a ſmall time they made luch a laughter amonget their 
enimies, that thep thought it beſt to giue them way ſo that 
they had time and ſpace inough to pꝛouide themſciues of 
ho2ſes,of thoſe which ran roundabout the field obp knights 
that were ſlaine, and when they were all mounted on ho2ſ- 
backe, they iopned themſelues together in an anibuſhment 
and put themſelues in the middeſt of ali the battaile with 
ſo great furie, and ſtroke ſuch cruel! x moztall blowes, that 
there were none in all the campe that durſt abide befoze 
them. Who fo had ſene the god Emperoꝛ Trevatio at that 
pꝛelent, in the.middeſt ol his two ſonnes, killing à woun⸗ 
ding ſo manp, that he was al to be bathed in bloud, and did 
well appcare by the blowes he gaue the greate god will 
which he had to reuenge him(ſelfe, and that valiant Py2ince 
Roſicleer did ſuch ſtraunge feates,that wyoſozuer had ſcene 
him might well know him to be b2other vnto the knight of 
the Dunne. Likewiſe the mightie t furious Pꝛince Bran- 
dizcl with the king Sacridoro and Rodamarte, it might wel 
be ſayd that all they were a ſepulchze vnto their enimies, 
foꝛ that · they were verie manie that were ſlaine that daie, 
and foꝛ that there was none that did knowe the Pzincelle 
Claridiana,ſeing the moztall blowes which ſhe gaue, and 
p wonderful things which ſhe did, they al meruailed much, 
not knowing who that mightie and ſtrong knight ſhailde 
be they had a meruatlons great deſire to knowe him. To 
cnclude, fo2 that this excellent compante kept themſelucs 
together, they made ſuch a ſlaughter amõgſt their enimies, 
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that which way ſo euer they went thep made a dꝛoad ways 
and in a ſmall time they tame e iopned with the god king 
Liſeo & his knights, who were wenderfullic amazed when 
they ſawe the knight of the Sun accompanied with ſo mas 
ny ſtout and valiant kuights, and could not by any meanes 
imagine what it ſhould meane, and being all iopned tege⸗ 
ther, thoſe that were with the king Liſeo retelued greate 
courage, t their enimies hearts failed, a much the moze bes 
cauſe they had no captain to gouerne them, and put them in 
oꝛder, and miſtruſting the woꝛſt, many of lhem ran away 
out of the campe, pꝛotur ing each one to ſaue his owe liſe, 
t when the reſt (awe ſome ol their companions run awate, 
they out ol hand did the like, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that in the end ol 
one houre, the pꝛiloners were at libertie, ther remained not 
one in all the campe of the king af Arcadia, except it were 
thoſe that were ſlaine & wounded, which were moꝛe then 
halfe of them, And when they ſaw themſelucs at libertie & 
cleere of their enimies, not finding one with whom to fight. 
the king Lilco went vito the knight of the Hun, 4 pulled 
off his helme, and embꝛated him, ſaying. Ah my gad Lo2d 

aud perfect friend, how tan J gratifie this great god bene⸗ 

fit the which this daie J haue receiued of your great wo2s 

thineſſe, foz by pon F have recoucred my loft ktnadonie, 

therefoze woꝛthie P2unce, J doe meſt heartelie defre you 

to tell me who theſe valiant knights be, & from whence fo 

excellent acompanie ſhoulde come. Then pꝛeſentlie the 

knight of the Sanne, who did eſteeme verie much ol him, 

declared vnto him who they were, and by what aducnturs 

he had found them there. At this time the Emperour and 
all the reſt of the Pꝛintes and knights had taken eff their 
helmes, and the king Liſco was the gladdeſt man in all the 
woꝛld, and went to kiſſe the Emperoꝛs hands, ſaying: Pay 
it pleaſe ydur ſoueraigne higbneſſe to gine your handes ta 
kille them,fo2 that thzough you J am reſſqꝛed vuto mylaſt 
Aingdome. This high e:wozthie Emperaur. did eubzace: 
him with great loue;ſa libewicdw all the other Pzinces/ 
e — IInY curttand wozds, 
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pet fo: all this was not᷑ 8 ropall Pꝛinteſſe Claridiana knos 
wen And being deſired by the Empercur and all the other 
Mꝛinces and knightes to giue them vnderſtanding who x 
what he was, ſhe ſtraight waie pulled off her helme, wher⸗ 
as he did diſcouer her yeolow haire, which was bound vp 
with a net of gold, verie richly and wanderfullte wzought, 
and bp reaĩon ot her great trauaile which ſhe reteiued in 
the paſted battaile;her colour was ſomwhat moued, wher - 
with the ſhewed ({g-perfect and ſingular beautte, that veri⸗ 
lie ſhe ſæmed vnto them all, to be rather ſome diuine crea⸗ 
ture, cheu ame humane perſon, and there was neuer a one 
there but ſhe ſeemed vnto thein ta be ſome celeſtiall thing, 
Then the Emperoꝛ and all the reſt of the knights that did 
knowe her, being as much amazed at her beautte, as to ſee 
her there at that inſtaunt, went all vnto her, and did wel⸗ 
come her wich great turteſie. And the Einperour ſaide: Mp 
Ladie and miftces, this libertie the which J and all theſe 
Pꝛinces and knights haue rece iued, it cannot be but by the 
hands of ſo high a damſel as pou are, and J pate God that 
we map be able to gratiſie you foꝛ the ſame . Unto the 
Anight of the Sunne, ſapd the Bꝛinceſle, ought vou to ſur⸗ 
render and giue theſe thankes, foꝛ that fo2 him is oꝛdained 
aan kept the atchining of all go aduentures, and to gine 
the finali contluũd of p ſame. What might herre be thought 
of the great iop and pleaſure whicy this amoꝛous and vas 
liaat knight concetyucd, when that in that time and place 
hs faund yimſelfe in the pzeſence of his Lady and miſtres, 
hauing ene what ſhe had done foz him befoꝛe he knewe 
her. Teulp this mirth and gladneſſe was fo much, that hee 
thought all his vnderſtanding to be tranſpoꝛted into a ce⸗ 
leſtiall gloꝛy, whereas the tholen doth remaine, and going 
towards her, he ſaid: Your ſoueraigne beautie may pleaſe 
to giue vato me pour fapꝛe hands, that I map kiſle ttem, 


inacknowledging:of the great curteũe which all we haue 
recoiued by vour ſoueraigne aide and ſatcour, and fo; bat 
altenterp2 iſe with J dos tano in hand may haue credit, - 
und, 
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it hall ve dont in your deruite an pꝛaile, an ain bo 
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and likewiſe all god and valiant knightes in the woꝛld. 
Then the Pꝛinceſſe who receined great contentment at his 
woꝛdes, laid her armes vpon his ſhoulders and ſapd: {W024 
thie Pꝛince, vour politike dealings and ertellent bountie 
doth lo farre ercell, that it is not needfall fo2 me to expꝛeſſe 
the ſame, neither ante other, but onely to beholde what is 
done by your valiant hands heere in this campe, and vnto 
this there is god witneſſe, who is the king Liſco and all his 
knights. And paſſing betwirt them many other amezous 
woꝛds, the knight of the Sunne did tell them all. how and 
bp what aduenture hr tame thether, and all that happened 
with him after he departed ont of Greece, The like did the 
Pꝛinerſie Clariciana, ſo that all the whole compamte vnder⸗ 
ſewo by what oꝛder they were there anlembled and ioyned. 
In the meane time that they were in this acknowledging 
one another, thoſe of Lidia were not idle, fo2 they minded 
no other thing buf to robbe and deſtrope all that were in 
the Tents and canipe of the king of Arcadia, And finding 
there great ſtoꝛe of riches and treaſure which the king had 
bꝛaught, cuery one of them did fo lade themſelues, that euer 
after they remained ver ie rich, and thought their long and 
great trauaile to be well emploped, the end fell out ſo pꝛoſ⸗ 
perous vnto them. Then the Emperour Trebatio out of 
hand commaunded that the Queene Carmania ſhoulde ber 
bꝛought befoze him, loꝛ there ſhould be no harme done vn⸗ 
to her, who when ſhe thought verilie that Rodaran had ben 
llaine, fare her haire, and dyd ſuch iuſtice on her ſelfe, that 
thep thought verilie it would be hir death. And aſking cf 
them whether the king of Arcadia and Rodaran were aliue 
oꝛ dead, they went ſtraight wales vnto the place whereas 
they lay a long vppon the grounde, and commaunded that 
theyꝛ healmes ſhould be pulled off, and freſh water to bee 
thꝛowen vpon their faces to refreth theme ſtraight waies 
th ame agatne vnto themlelues, and when they vnder⸗ 
th what estate x perplexttie they were all this time, 
mel ſoꝛte ty and griefe was ſuch, that they thought it hay 
bene betterfoz them to haue bzacflaine , then to ſuffer ſo 
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great miſfs:tune : but when the king of Arcadia, did Ike 
about him foꝛ his armie, and could ſ& neuer a knight on 
his parte, but thoſe that were flaine and laye in the fielde, 
with verye ſozow and griefe he thought verelye his heart 
would haue burſt. Likewiſe when Rodaran, ſawe all his 
p:iſoners at libertie, and he ouercome by one alone knight, 
the great ſoꝛrow and griefe which he receiued, could not be 
here expꝛeſcſed, and if he had had his helme and his word, 
and on hoꝛſeback, he would haue farryed there no longer. 
Then ſtraight wapes the Binge Liſeo, dyd deſire all theſe 
wo2thte warriers, to repaire vnto the Citie foꝛ to refreſhe 
themſelues, and to take their eaſe, who conſented vnto his 
— jeſt, and went towards the citie, and carryed with them 
heir pꝛiſoners, wher as they were recetued of all the Ct- 
he and nobles of all the kingdome, that were there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, with ſo great ioye and triumphes, that the whole citie 
ſ&:3cd to be on fyer, with the great bonefiers 4 other lights 
which were made in euerp firete of the Citie, not remem⸗ 
bꝛing any of their troubles paſt, So when they came vnto 
the Nueencs pallace, who was verie wyle and diicreete,the 
reteiued them with ſuch courteſie, as was requiſite to ſo no⸗ 
ble perſons : where as they were all vnarmed, and recrea⸗ 
ted with very wete waters and oyntments requiſite foz 
ſuch hurtes and bzuſes as they had rececued. Foz although 
their armour did deſende them from wounding, yet could 
not their fleſh be fre from bꝛuſes, by the foꝛce of ſuch terri⸗ 
'cblowecs as they reteiued. And in eſpeciall the knight of 
the Sunne in the battaile which he had with Rodaran, and 
the Binge of Arcadia, although he eſlemed it in nothing, 
with the great contentment and pleaſure which he recei⸗ 
ned in leeing befo2e him that faire ꝛiuces Claridiana, not 
be alone who loued hir as his owne ſoule, did receine cons 
tentment, but likewiſe the Emperour. the other pꝛinces E 
knights did reiopſe very much, a had hir in that reputation 
as hir high eſtate delerued. So in this ſoꝛt they paſſed, away 
all that night in great paſſimes x pleſures, till the next day 
in the moꝛning, in "Ys Which the king Liſco,went vnto the 


Empe⸗ 


the firſt Booke, 


Emperour and vnto the knight of the Dun, and aſked of 
them what their pleaſures was to be don with the king of 
Arcadia,t Rodaran, foꝛ that they wer their p:iſoners. To 
whom the Emperour ſaide, that thoſe pꝛiſoners did belong 
vnto the knight of Sun, x how y he would giur oꝛder what 
Gould be don with them. The knight of p Sun when that 
he heard p, he would very faine haue ercuſed hinrſclfe tiers 
of, but it did little p2ofit him his ercuſes, but that generalip 
it was concluded, that all ould be done as he would com⸗ 
maund it. So he ſeeing their determinatien, tcemmaunded 
to be bꝛought beſoꝛe him Rodaran, # the king of Arcadia, 
vnto whom he laid, The high eſtates great riches. and ſoue⸗ »» 
raine giftes which foꝛtune peldeth in this woꝛlde, 4 by the 1» 
will of god is departed amongſt men, olten times is the oc- »» 
caſion that pꝛyde doth increaſe, lhe moꝛe in them: 5 hauing »» 
cleane foꝛgotten 5 they are moꝛtal, i lubicct unto any mils »» 
foꝛtune. Contrary vnto all reaſon they put them ſelues in »» 
exerciſes to cõpꝛehend things of great wayte 4 no leſſe per- »» 
illous, as though there were not a god fo withſtand them, »» 
thinking them ſelues to haue power over all foꝛtune: from »» 
Whence voth pꝛocede, that when they think thrſclucs moſk »» 
ſurett æ moſt higheſt in their thꝛone, lacking the chiele and »» 
pꝛincipal groũd of reaſon x iuſtite, the wheele of their hope, 
being very ſwift + of no ſecuritie,turneth about, & thz9w- , 
eth downe vnto the ground, that which is molt higheff, in »» 
ſuch ſoꝛt, that there is no humaine creature able to reſiſt, fo »» 
great foꝛce. And ſo it hath happened vnto pou, fo2 being »» 
made loꝛds and kings euer great t mightie kingdonics, 2 »» 
likewiſe endewed with loꝛce and ſtrẽgth, pet ther increaſed „. 
in pou ſo great pꝛyde, that all ſeemed little, the which pou »»

At which woꝛdes of the knight of the Dunne, the tws 
kings receiued no great contentment,fo2 that thep were ſo 


v refed in pꝛide and milchicfe,that it could not be rotedout 


till ſuch time as they were vtterlie ouerth2zowen and [off 
in the fields of Grecia, but now ſ&ing in what eſtate they 
were, and how that it did behoue them to ſhew moꝛe pati⸗ 
ence then they had, thep lwoꝛe befo2e the knight of the 
Sunne to perfoꝛme and fulfill all that he would command 
them, and foꝛ their libertie which they receiued at their 
hands they gaue great thanks. And ſo they with the queene 
Caunama taking their leaue of all them, they departed 
thente, and went !owards their owne Countries t kings 
domes, wheras they had inough to do to tell of the knights 
of the Emperour Trebatio, ſo that in the molt part of all 
the Pagan countric, his name was feared. Whom at this 
p:eſent this hiſtoꝛie doth leaue till tune doth ſerue.

The time being comme, they 
all dyd take their Jeaue of the Quene, who ſhedde maape 
teares to ſ them depart, and the king Liſeo went to bcare 
them companis fill they came to the (ca fide.foz they could 
not by ante meanes cauſe him to, abide in the Citte . Do 
they trauailed ſeauen daies, in wheresf they came 
vnts the ſea whercas the king did tate his leane cf them, 
embꝛacing them al, offering himſelfe at their comimaunde⸗ 
nent at all times ohen occaſion ſhoulde ſexrue. And after 
that he was degarted from them he found himlclf ver ie lo⸗ 
litarie without their companic, and in cipecial without the 
companie of the knight ot ihe Sunne, fos that he cſtamed 
moꝛe his companie and friendſhip then all his whole king⸗ 
dome, The Emperour and alb thaſe that, inent with hun 
did imarke themſelues in a derie god ſhipue, and toke 
their waze towards Cenitzntmople, and hauing the winde 
and weather verie faire and pꝛoſperous, they made their 
nauigation with great ioy and aleaſure generally amongſt 
th m all, but in eſpeciall the night of the Sunne, who fin- 
ding himſeife al wayes in pꝛeſente of the ropall Pꝛinceſſe 
CLridiana,he was as pleaſant and ioyfull as tuer he was 
in all his life, and although manie times all the reſt that 
were in the fhip, were at the ſhip ſide ſyoꝛting themſelues, 
when that he hadde oppoꝛtunitie to ſpeake and vtter his 
minde, vet foꝛ all that he had ſo great reſpeg voto her, that 
it ſeæmed vnts him that he lacked · baidneſſe to uiter vnto 
her his paine and griefe, and fo2 that the rovall Painteſſe, 
neither moꝛe no2 leſſe then he was;troubled with amoꝛous

one againſt another, and beeing verie much amazed at the 


great ſtrength of that knight, and ſeemed vnto him to bee 


ſuch a one, that without weapon he toulde not ouertome 
him, he dꝛew out from his ſive a great and bꝛoad ſ woꝛde, 
and went ag ainſt Roſicleer to ſtrike him on the head with 
great ſtrength, that chauncing vpon his helme it made him 
ſomewhat aſtonied, and if his helme had not ben very god, 
he had clouen him downe to the bzealf, bat Fulmineo dyd

did rogre like a Ball Do that in this contenſion & rigoꝛus 
combat, theſe two endured moꝛe then two houres,+ euerie 
blow that was ſtroke, did make each ather to doabt ef his 
ple. And faz that J will not be tedious, to tell all thinges 
particularly, the which was done in this wel foughtenand 
perillous battaile z J will concludt and tell vou what hap- 
pened in the end. It was oꝛd ained by the diuine pꝛouidẽte, 
v this mightie Fulmineco, ſhould make an ende of his cuill 
and diueliſh lyfe ; who being very angry with him ſelſe, 
blaſpheming againſt al bis gods. againſt al things both in 
the heauens and on the earth, fu that one alone knight did 
qrdure ſo long in battaile againſt him.

And hen with as valyaunt a courage” as appertav⸗ 
ned onto his pꝛogenie, hee went and put himſelfe ryght 
againſt the knight of the Sunne, and both sf them at one 
time dyd bꝛoach their hoꝛſes with their ſpurres, and with 
ſo great furie, that the bꝛidge ſeemed to be ouerthꝛowen, 
and both the Knightes ta be on fire , with the great quan- 
titis of ſparkes that came fo2th of the pauad paucinent,and 
in the midvel of the bꝛidge they made their encounter in 
fuch lost, that their ſpeares were ſheruered all to peetes, and 
they palled the oiis by the other as though they hadde done 
nothing, and with a triſe they tourned about their hoꝛſes 
with their f woꝛdes in their handes they afaulted one a⸗ 
nother and thefirſt blowes that were ſtriken, it ſcemed 
that ali that valley was full of the ſound thereof, being 
ſcriken vppon their inchaunted heolmes, whereas all thoſe 
were executed, and being nothing amazed noz aſlonyed 
ſhore with, but with greate furie and wꝛathfulneſſe they 
yd alſauit each other with their found blowes, and being 
meruaylonudlic ouereharged with the greate ſoꝛce of them, 
tt made them to decline their heads to their bzralfs;fo that

that he made him to beſturre himſcife from the one part fg 
the other, becauſe that he ſhould not ſaften a full blow vpon 
him, and this valpant knight of the Dunne ſapd vnto him⸗ 
leite, that not without iuſt cauſe and great reaſon thy fame 
of that wozthig Hector gndured ſo long in the world, and 
now pꝛouing that knight, who doth p2oceede of that aunci⸗ 
ent llocke, he doth ſinde him, and doe beleeue that there is, 
not a moꝛe valyanter knight then he is to be kound in all 
the woꝛld, and ſzing that it was neceſlarie and ſtade him 
vpon to vſe againſt him all his power and ſtrength, he pꝛe⸗ 
ſontly charged him with his mightie and furious blowes. 
St thele two wozthie knights endured in their battaple 
moꝛe th one houre, without ceaſing oz taking ante bꝛeath.

maile that was ſo line, ſuſtapning the terrible blowes of. 
each other, and by reaſon of the great godnes and fiftenefle- 
of their armour and healmes, their fur ious £ wo2ds coulde 
not crecute anie weund, ret fo2 all that their floh e bones 
were all bꝛuſed, and many times they bꝛought each other 
oat of all remembzaunce,and ſeeing that their battaile en⸗ 
dured verie long, without acknowiedging anie aduantage 
betwans them. The pꝛinceſſe Lyndabiides was. ber much 
anazed, lykewiſe all the Kadies and the Damſelies, and 
Spants that mere with her, and had Oriſtedes ſoꝝ an ex⸗ 
trcame and valpant knight, that ſs long did ſuſtaine him⸗ 
lelit againſt the fuxie of the knight of the Dunne Howe 

was it almoſt two houres that theſe two valiant Rnightes 
were in their battaple, when that the knight ol the Sunne 
with verie wuch ſhame and anger oz that the battaxle en⸗ 
dured ſo long befoze the Pꝛinceſte, and with ons alone, 
knight, with both his hands he ffroke ſuch a blows, at Ori- 
ſtedes, vpon his ſine and inchaunted helme, that the ſound, 
thereof was heard thꝛoughont all that valley and fozrelt, 
and endurad a god ſpace, and made him to fall fazwardes; 
vpon his ſaddle bowe out of all remembzance, and bis hoꝛſe 
carried him along the bꝛidge till be came vnto the Caſtle

And being in hir chamber all alone, fapning not to he very 

well, whereby ſhe might the better vnderſtand of Fidelia 

the whole effect of hir meſſage. Who ſo ſone as ſhe entred 

into the chamber, ſhe knteled down 85 — did w_ 
g. i 
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hir hands. at which kime the pꝛintelſſe had no power to ſpeak 


vnto hir,ſhe was ſo ſodainly taken, + pinched at hir heart, 


mildoubting hir Embaſſage, but after a while comming a⸗ 
gaine vnto hir ſelfe , as though ſhe hadde awaked out of a 
dꝛeame oꝛ found leepe,and ſeing in pꝛeſente an other dam⸗ 
ſell, who at the ſame inſfance,entred in ſhe ſaid. Thou art 
welcome my Fidelia, tell me how thy mother doth, who hath 
bene the occaſion of thy ſo long farying there. Ah my god 
ladie, ſaide Fidelia, my mother hath [yen fo ſick,that a thous 
ſand times J thought ſhe would haue dyed , and although 
that J would many tymes b:fo2c , haue departed to haue 
come hether, yet would the neuer conſcut therevnto , till 
now that thankes be unto God ſhe doth rematne very wel. 
J am very glad thereof, ſaid the Pꝛinceſſe, althongh J haue 
thought leng foꝛ pour comming. And in ſaying thele woꝛds 
the other damſel went fozth ; and Fidelia, did ſhut the doꝛe 
after hir, ſo that the Pꝛinces, Fidelia remained all alone. 
And ſeeing that ſhe would giue hir newes of hir Einhaſs 
ſage, ſhe was again ſo ſodainly taken that ſhe had no heart 
to heare hir.but loked ſo pale. as though the had bene dead, 
trembling with all hir bodie and fleſhe, as though fhc had 
bene afraide to heare what Fidelia would ſape. Who with 
a gentile laughter to ſæ the d ꝛinces in that caſe, ſhe ſaids, 
If the ſtrange countries, high waics,mountaines, and des 
ſolate places, in the which J haue trauailed, and the trou- 
bles which J haue ſuffered, the great peruls in the which 
IJ haue ſœne my ſelfe, were mamfeſt vnto you (mp ladye # 
miſtreſſe) then dog J well beleene that pou ſhould be ſatiſ⸗ 
ſied, of the great loue, and god will, that pour Fidelia, hath 
to ſerue pou, Yow oftentimes in the cruelt teth , and vn⸗ 
mercifull nailes of furious beaſtes, did I think to be toꝛne 
all to perces, ſinding my ſelfe all atone in the deſertes of Si- 
ria, and inhabited Petrea. How many times in the high tow 
ers and ro wling mountaines of ſande, haue J bene deliue⸗ 
red, out of the deſerta of Aﬀrica , E howmany times hath 
mine honour. pat bene to ſale , and J to be loſt info many 
tr ange countries, in thc'which J baue paſſed,4 fallen into 
5 Wen, the 
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the power of monſtrous and ſtraunge kinde of prople, and 
of bifferent manners and cuſtomes, I haue for:nd and feene 
mp ſelfe, in all theſe perills and daungers, and God hath 

bꝛought me out and deliuered me from all theſe tribulati⸗ 
ons, and in the end ol all, when J was paſt ali hope to finde 

out him that F ſought, and at ſuch time as my honour was 

in the greateſt perill to be loſt, and being carried pꝛiſoner 

with my handes bound, in the power of the moſt euilleſt 

knight that euer humane nature framed, and ſo valiant in 
armes, that all the whole Empire of Ruſsia did feare and 

tremble at him, then did God aide and help me, by meeting 

of that happie and foztunate knight, he who neuer in the 

wo2ld was boꝛns the lyke,foz refuge and defence ol Dame 

ſells, he who had tranailed and wandered thzougheut all þ 

wo21id, accoinpliſhing the banniſhment that by you was 

comanded him, whoſe life was as a fantaſie vnto his ſoule, 
with moze deſire of death then to liue, his foztune at this 
time did b2ing him, whereas without knowing me he lew 
that euill knight that carried me p2iſoner, with other dams 
ſeils the which he had taken, f after that he had ſlaine him, 
comming foz to (et vs at libertie, he ſtraight waies knew 
me, and calling to his remembꝛance that cruel leutence of 
yours the which J carried vnto him, and del iuered aſter 1} 
out of the lie perili he bhadde deliuered mne, his griefe was 
ſuch in his heart, that fo2 the ſpace of two houres we hadde 
him fo2 desd, at which time it the letter of pour fuccour had 
not bene pꝛeſented vnto him, J helceue he would ther haue 
ended his dayes . To conclude, he read pour letter, c theres 
with receiued ſo great ioy that he (@ined to be tranſpoꝛted 
into another woꝛld, & of truth my Ladp, pou map beleue,. 
that accoꝛding vnto the ſoꝛrowfull life which he path lead, 
t the ouer much troubles which he hath paſſed fo2 your oc⸗ 
caſion, z now he is as one reſtoꝛed from death to life, he is 
tome with me, and hath bꝛought with him that wo2thye 
Bing Sacridoro, he who jnauy times vou haue heard tell, 
did launch himſclle into the fountaine of the Savages afs 
ter him, ſo 5 they are now the greateſt ſriends in world. 
g.iiii. Ther 
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They are all together, and doe remaine in a place fonre 
miles from hence, tarvping to knowe what pour pleaſure 
is to commaund them. The Pzincefſs was fo attentiue 
vnto that which her damfell tolde, chat when ſhe had made 
an end of her tale, with the great iope which the receined, 
the teares ranne downe her faire cherkos, and felt within 
her heart ſo mernailous pleaſure and ſoueraigne content- 
ment, that ſhe found her lelfe cleans channged from that 
ſhe was wont to be, in ſuch ſoꝛte that ſhe had no tongue to 
ſpeake vnto Fidelia, neither did ſhe remember to make her 
anſ were, fo that all her ſences were occupied in thinking 
on Roſicleer, not bel&uing to reteiue ſo great a benefits as 
to ſee him.

Hen the nert moꝛning was come, Fidelia ſaid 
;vnfo the Pꝛinceſle, Þ fozaſmuch as bet wirt 
: them two they conld finde no remedie how 
| and by what meanes Roſicleer might come 
and ſpeake with her, that if it were her plea⸗ 
A lure he would goe vnto the place whereas 
the left them, and ſee if they could determine ſome meanes 
fo: to diſturbe this that the king dyd determine fo do with 
Don Siſuerio, and ſet her at libertie out of that ſecret bon⸗ 
dage. The which counſaile ſeemed verie god vnto p Pꝛin⸗ 
telle, and commaunded her pꝛeſently to goe foꝛth to put it 
in vꝛe. But how is it poſſible to go foꝛth, the Ring hauing 
the keies of the tower? Feare not foꝛ this, ſard Fidelia, foz 
J haue god remedie ſoꝛ the ſame, And in ſaying this ſhe 
went vnto a windowe, and feing an auncient man that 
palſed vp and downe, and calting him vndo her, ſhe badde

ger. At which woꝛdes the king recetued ſo greate contents 
meat,that he ſapde vnto Fidcha, There is nothing in the 
world that doth ſo much content me, foz to marrie her as 
gain her will, wold be a grieuous coꝛũue vato mp hart, # 
tierwith he caſt his armes about her neck, 1 cmb2aced her, 
and gaue her great thanks foꝛ her trauaile therein, 1 pꝛo⸗ 
miſed her foꝛ her paines taken, to marrie her verie honou⸗ 
rabl ie. Jf it pleaſe pour highnefſc, ſaid Fidelia, the Pꝛincelſſs 
my Kadie wilicth me to go vnto the monaſterie of Nuns 
that is two miles from thts Citic,to command the to make 
tertaine woꝛks which the hath great nerd of. K ct it be dons 
in Gods name ſayd the king, go thy waies #4 God ſend the 
god ſpxd. And herewith Fidelia take her leave of p king, 
very toyful,x the being gone þ king pzeſently ſent foz Don 
Siluerio, when he came he ſaide vnto him, how the P2ins 
ceſſe was content to be married vnto him, 4 that all — 
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the firſt Booke. 


Gould be made ready fo2 the marriage. But when 5 p2ince 
Don Siluerio heard that newes, there was no toy 4 pleſure 
in the woꝛld that might be compared vnto his, and being 
p20ud with the ſame, be went + gaue all his knightes vn- 
derſtanding thereof, e pꝛeſently it was publiſhcd thꝛeugh⸗ 
out all the citie,fo2 the which they were very iopfull, 4 the 
pꝛeparation fo2 the feaſls 4 triumphs went foꝛwards moze 
then it did Lefoze. Thẽ Fidelia who in all this time did not 
fiepc,but in great haſt trauailed towards the monaſterie, 
whereas ſhe left the two knights, t at her coming thether 
Roliclecr receiued her with great pteaſure, foꝛ he thought 
euer ie houre fe trauailed to be a whole peare. And when 
ſhe had declared vnto him the whole eſtate of ail thinges.

end after great debattng bet warne them, the king Sacrido- 
ro who rece:ned as great gricfe fo2 the ſoꝛrolo of his fricnd 
as though it had bene vato himſelfe, ſayd ;* Py god Loꝛde 
and friend, that which J can ſay is this: that foꝛ theſe 4 ſuch 
like attempts God did oꝛdaine knightes in the world fog 
to ſarpaſſe others, and lo like wiſe to be in greater perills, 
and fo to doc luch things that ſhould ſ&me to ſurpaſſe and 
erteede nature, and to aↄpcare ſtraunge vnto others, foz if 
the ſuſtaining of perils were equall in all degrees, then fo2 
verie little ſhould ſerue the txtremitie of knights, foꝛ that 
they ſhould not finde wherein to ererciſe theꝛnſelues fo; to 
appearc valianter then others. Therefoꝛe ſeertis that C od 
bath made pou moꝛe valpaunter then anie in the Woꝛlde, 
you ought foꝛ ta put pour perſen in adnenture to put re⸗ 
medie in this matter, with repꝛech and perill vnte pour 
perſon, ſuch as neuer hath hene feenc in ung yt. ſexting that 
the Pzinceſie Olua is ig fall locked m, that t. "take 
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her out from thence-it-is a thing impoſſible;and it is nolos 
requiſite that you dos pacifie your altered minde, that you 
may the better abide tims and ſealon to wozke aur feate; 
Ans my iudgement is this, that we do waite the time that 
the King ſhall commaund the P2incefe to bs taken aut af 
the Tower, to carry her vnto the pallace faz to celebꝛate the 
marriage with Don Siluerio at which time there will bee 
little memoꝛie of armour, but all occupied in apparailing 
themlelues, and to ſeke out new innentions, then we to en⸗ 
ter in, and to take the Pꝛinteſſe from them, 4 paying with 
pour rigoꝛous arme him who ſhal withſtand vs, foꝛ that at

Their triumphs imd feaſts 
they had oed inithis Tobce; fiftit of thoſe Enights x ot 
the punctpallech that he bought wilh hin out of Luſitz- 
ua, dyd hang ethelrchteldes round about the Tents, which 
were pitched in the middelt or the great court of the pallate, 
and their names Witte vpon their ſherldes, and all the 
knights wort within cheir tents, äbin ing all other Knights 
that would tothe and kombat with them, as wel with their 
twoꝛds as with tyeir ſpeat es, and whatloetter knight dyd 
come and touch anie of theſe ſhields, pꝛeſently ſhduld come 
fozth he whoſe name was wzttten thore vppon to combat 
with him, and on the other part of the great court was Don 
Silue no in another Dont, berle richliß wꝛuught with gold 
and ſilke, and was 65dained, thaf all ſuch bentrous knights 
as had in iuſi oz combat ouerrome anie of his Khightes, 

ſhould afterwarves combat with him one atter an deher 
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and he had his ſhield lykewiſe hanged vpon his tent, as the 
eee ſetting himſelfe in a chaire at the tent dwꝛe, 
whereas he might verte well at his pleafure ſer all i̊ euer 
was done by his knights. After the king was ſet in his roi⸗ 
all plate appointed, and hauing in his companie thoſe thꝛc 
wozthie Pzinces, Bargandel, Lyriamandro, and the Tarta- 
rian Zoylo, who becauſe they were ſs great friendes vrto 
the Paince- Don Siluerio, they would not as that daie tuft; 
but. did beare the king companie. Like wiſe manie other 
Pꝛinces 4 knights which came thether to ſer the triumphs 
ond feaſts, being all ſet in oꝛder, the iuſts began, foz there 
was come foꝛth into the court an Engliſh knight called 
Amberto, ver ie valpant and couragious,and famous in al 
that Countr ie, who ſtraight wayes at his entering in, ſhe⸗ 
wing a valiant minde, he went vnto the Tents; and with 
bis Speare he touched the ſheelds of the knights of Luſita- 
nia, whoſe owner ſtraight waies came fe2th,who was one 
of the ſtouteſt that was among ſt the all, wheſe name was 
Bramides,and being mounted vppon a ſtroug and greate 
hoꝛſe, with his ſpearc in his hand he put himſelfe into the 
field, and Amberto doing the lpke, with ſo great furie and 
fozce as their hoꝛſes could runne, they made their encoun⸗ 
ter, which was in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the Engliſh knight was 
puſhed out of his ſaddle dowwne to the ground, and Bram 
des of Lufitama pꝛoceded fozwards on his courte, without 
ante 10oning,t as though he had done nothing; fo2 p which 
he was eſtamed of the king Ohueno t of all thoſc p-behrcld 
him to be a woꝛthye knight, & pꝛeſentlie after the foile ef 
Ainberto, came fozth into the court a ſtraunge knight, who 
was verie deſirous to get hanour, but at the firſt encounter 
Bramides of Luſitania owerth:ew him, e without ſtaping be 
ouerthꝛe w lire oꝛ ſeauen that came ſoꝛth toiuſt with bim, e 
{dis being done, he went into his tent, wherat þ pzince Don 

iluerio receiued ſo great pleaſure, 5ᷣ he did not let but ſaie 


vnto the king ( who was in his royall eſtate hard by wher- 
as bs was) hom doth your maieſtie like the knights of Lu- 
ſitania that can ſo well behaut 8 „ = 
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times her heart dyd fa 
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field. 

Jt ſeemeth vnto me ſaid the king, that if they be all 
tonfoꝛmable vnto this knight, they ought to be had in great 
eſtimation, At this time entered another valiaunt knight 
into the field, and was naturallpe boꝛne in Fraunce, called 
Neno, who touching with his ſpeare one of the ſheelds, there 
tame ſtraight waies another knight of Luſitania , who al- 
though he was a verie valyaunt knight , yet the French 
knight was of ſo great fozce,that at the firſt encounter he 
oucrthzew him to the ground, and paſed on his courſe as 
though he had done nothing at all, and pꝛeſentlie taking as 
nother ſpeare in his hande, he went vnto the Pꝛinte Don 
Siluerio and touched his ſheld with his ſpeare, and ſtraight 
wapes the Pꝛince came foꝛth mounted vppon his mightie 
hozſe, very gallant and couragtous, and iopning in they2 
encoũter, although the French was verie valiant, pet 
the Pꝛince was of farre greater ſrength, by reaſon wheres 
of he gaue him and his hoꝛſe a great fall vnto the ground. 
Whehereat the king and all thoſe that dyd behold it, receiued 
meruailous great contentment of the pzince Don Siluerio. 
So the molt part of the date was paſſed awate, wherin the 
knights of Luſitania had ouerthzowen vato ground moꝛe 
then fine hundzeth other knights, and the Pꝛince Don Sil- 
uerio in all that time receiued no foile that was any thing 
to his rep;och,foz the which he was verie glad and iopfull, 
and thought that in all the woꝛld at that pꝛeſent ther was 
not one like vntohim, who imagined that the Pꝛinceſſe O- 
lmia reteiued great contentment thereat, who had her vn⸗ 
derſtanding occupied in other matters, and had her minde 
fo occupied vpon Roſicleer, that ſhe had no regard vntoany 
thing that was done in all the great tourt, and hauing con⸗ 
tinually befoze her eyes the great repꝛoch which ſhould ber 
done vnto her that night ſhe was ſo ful of feare, that many 
lle her, but by reaſon of her ſhame- 
faſtneſle(foꝛ Þ all people vet ie — her great beau⸗ 
tie) che did couer and hide a great parte ol her ſozrowe, At 
this time hecauſe the knights ol Lufitarua had —

ſo many in the field, there was not a knight in al the court 
lene to pꝛous their aduentures, of the which Don Silverio 
with great pleaſure ſaid vnto the king: 4 beleue that fo2 p 
knights of England this day, þ knights of Luſitania cannot 
loſe their cuſtome,to haue the better in feats of armes At 
which wozds of the P2ince Don Siluerio there were diuers 
knights in compante with the king Þ receiued great griefe, 
eſpeially two auncient knights,kin\men vnto the king O- 
huerio, who in their time were valtant knightes,4 becauſe 
age would nof agree that they ſhould put on armour,they 
were like to burſt with anger, in ſ&eing how the knights of 
Luſitama wold diſgrace the knights of England. Then vp- 
pon a ſodaine there were amongft the country. men of the 
countrie a great rumoꝛ, which ſeemed fo be of ſome ſodaine 
ioy,t loking what it ſhould be, they ſawe entering on the 
one ſide of the great plate a knight of a very big ſtature, & 
armed with rich armour, and mounted vpen a great hoꝛſe, 
who by bis gallant diſpoſition ſemed they knew to be Bri- 
damarte, the beſt knight which at that time was in all the 
tourt, he was boꝛne in England, a young man: verie vali⸗ 
ant, ſince the ſmall time that he was an armed knight, by 
his mightie pzowcfle he hath got verye much honour, And 
all thoſe of the countrie had great hope in him that he weld 
defend the honour of his Countrie againſt thoſe knights of 
Luſitama . 

The king likewiſe was verie deſirous that his 
knights might not reteiue anie rep2och. When Brandamar- 
te came vnto the Tents, he touched one of the ſhields with 
his ſpeare, and ſtraight waies the owner therof came fo2th, 
mounted vpon a mightis hozſe,and comming vnto the iuſt, 
(becauſe the knight of Luſitania was verye valiaunt ) vet 
Brandamarte was much moze,and onerthzew the other vn⸗ 
to the ground, and without anye farther delaye he touch⸗ 
ed otter ſire ſheldcs, and at the firſt enccunters he ouer⸗ 
thꝛewe the owners of them to the groͤunde, which gaue 
great contentment vnto the king Oluuerio , and vnto all 
thoſe of the Conntrie, foz that he defended ſo valyauntlie 
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the honour of their countrie : But their toys endured not 
long,fo2 that after that Brandamarte had touched the ſhield 
of Bramides of Luſitania, with his ſpeare, he cams ſtraight 
waies fozth, and foz that they were both of them very god 
x valiant knights, they made their encounter veryſtrong- 
lp, in ſuch ſo2te,that Bramides of Luſitania, loſt his ſtirrups 
and palled his courſe foꝛ wards on, without receiuing any 
other harme. And Brandamarte, with his hoꝛſe, (who was 
ſomewhat wearie ) was conſtrained of verye fo2ce to fall 
vnto the ground, at which fall there was fewe in all that 
great place, but was verie ſoꝛie: and the moꝛe, fo? that af- 
ter that he was ouerth2owen fo2 the {pace of a god hower, 
there was not one knight that durſt enter into that greate 
court. And the knights of Luſitania, with great pꝛide, was 
aduaunſing and p:ayſing themſelnes. But in eſpecial, Bra⸗ 
nudes, who with a loude voice, that all people might heare 
him, he ſaide: Come koꝛth, come foꝛth, vou knights of Ong⸗ | 
lande, that you may vnderſtand and know, how valtantx 
of great ſtrength, the knights of Luſitania, are. ZYehthe 
Pꝛince Don Siluerio, who was in his tent hard by the place 
where as the king was, with great pzyde and contentment 
that he had of the honour , which his knightes had got, he 
ſaide vnto the king. Now mightie king you ſhall vnder⸗ 
ſt and, that not without great cauſe the knights of Lulita- 
nia,are eſtemed foz the beſt knights in all the woꝛlde, fo2 
that in any place where ſo euer they become, they neuer 
{oſe,but alwaies get honour . And J doe belæur and haue 
it foꝛ a certaintie, that with theſe firſt thouſande knightes, 
that J haue here with mee, of Luſitania, that J ame able 
alone to make war againſt y Emperour Trebatio,but alſo 
to conquere the moſt part of all the woꝛld. At which wozds 
of the P2ince vnto p king, not one which was with him re⸗ 
ceued any contentment. But in eſpecial thoſe two anncient 
knights, the one of them was called Adriano who could not 
ſuffer to heare that great repꝛoch, but with very anger, he 
ſaide: Py Lo2d# pꝛince, of truth J map ſpeake it, that the 
bountie and fozce of all the world, doth not conſilt in the 
| knights 
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en that J dane ſene in this counttie 
Twrh, they were here at this pacſent , that all your 
Kmights would get by them but little honour. Then the 
P7irice fatve, 3 0 ot Bod wort (0 faled, that thoſe 
Kirightes were here natd ar thts tine, (04 thar J and my 
knights would very qatckly by 1411 of this voudt. 
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Sy af this time, fowe of the nigh ufitania, were de⸗ 
ry isptull ſoꝛ the honour and vicozie which they had rece- 
ted, and other ſome as fav 


and 14 yet the tepꝛoch aiid 
ſhame happened vntv them, dy the knights of the countrie, 
at which time vppon a ſovgine and unloked foz, they ſaw 
two knights which entred into that mighty piace, or fo gal- 
tant and gentile diſpoſition, and well armed, as euer they 
luw in alt their lines , of the which, one of them vpon bis 
migbtie hozfe did put him(etferight over againſt the great 
pallas, and the other went vnts the tentes or the kuights 
of Lufitania, and touched one of the knights ſh ieldes with 
his ſpeare, and ſtraight way the owner therof tame ro2th. 
And this ſtrange and venterous knight , mane his cncouns 
ter with ſo great ſtrength, that in che middelt or that great 
plate, he oucrthꝛew him from his he ꝛſe ko the ground, his 
heeles vpwards, and ſ far from him lelſe as though he Fad 

bene dend. | | 
| Then ffraight waics came foozth. an other, who 
with great lightiic#ehe ſhoued him out ot the laddle, fo 
that he was taken in mens armes t carryed into the tente, 
fo that all the boncs of His bodie were ſhaken and b:uſed, 
with that ſtrong encounter. And without any long taray- 
anceWo guerth:etww other tenne knights of them, entreting 
them in ſach ſozf,that not ont of them all could arpſe from 
the ground, of him ſelfe, but that they were carried in other 
mens armes, into their tentes. Af the which the King, Oli- 
uerio, ànd alt that were there pzeſent, were greatly amazed, 
and could not learn by any meanes to know who thaſe two 
baliant knights ſhould he. Then all thoſe of England re- 
ceued great ioye andchtentment,%; that they ſaw that the: 
knights of Lulitania, there pzyde and toye did abate, And

and in his ſeinblance and p2opoztion ſœmed to be uo leſſe 
val pant then his companion, as it was of truth, foz that it 
was that valtant Rolicleer, who had not ſa much gouern- 
ment of himſelfe fog to ſuffer, but nerdes he mull come

ir knight,by the waie of curteſſe J doe heartely defirs 
you that this daie yau. would teaſe your high and valyant 
deedes, faꝛ you haue. done inough to giue teſtimonie of your 
great bountie, and at this time ta depart,foz that the King 
Qtiveriq ſhall receine great contentment and courteſle in 
fo doitig. Then the king Sactidoro, Who knewe him verie 
well. inte the time that he ſawe him af. the fountaine of 
the Sauazes, s haning great deſire ta ew. him pleaſure, 
aun wered him and ſayd.; Sir Knight,not anely in this, 
but in al other things whatſocuer your pleaſure is to com- 
maund me, with all my heart and-power J will do it to do 
you pleaſure. So after that the batiant Zoyio had gratifled 
him with great thankes foz his curteſte,the king Sacridoro 
departed and went vnto the place whereas Rolicleer was 
as one amazed aud altonied,beholding the great beautie of 
the Pztacefle Oluia,and ſhaking him by the hand, he laid; 
Come let vs naw depart from hence, fo2 we haus tarryed 
here verie long. Then Roliclcer comming to himleite, as 
one Te awake out of a dead llepe, iet ſpurres to his 
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inccs and Knights, was bzought vnto the mightie pal- 
whereas he was verie well receined by the King, and 
was carryed into a chamber which was on the one fide of 
the great hall, whereas he was vnarmed . The Pꝛinceſſe 
Olizia befaze this time knew Roſicleer, foz Fidelia whe the 
lawe him aduertiſed her, whereat the received greate con- 
tentment, and dyd eſteeme all her trauaples and ſo:rowes 
which che had reteiued well beſtowed, althongh when ſher 
ramambzed the greats hurlie burlie that ſhoulde be that 
night, her heart was verie much out af quiet, and full of 
anguiſh, and could not by anie meanes be merrie but with 
great ſighs and bitter teares the deſired Cod to deliuer her 
well out of all thoſe daungers. 


Ho that atfuch time as the King Oliuerio and the 
miglitie Princes and Knightes of the Court were 
zoyned together, that the Princeſſe Oliuia and the 
Priuce Don Situerio ſhould take hands, Roſicleer 
and the king Sacridoro entered into the mightic 
pallace, and what happeaned therein. Chap. 6 o.

"Pcs DA were departed out of the place whereas the 
Wt & iuſts were made, they both put themſelues

liver them well out of that greate repꝛoch, and hauing a 
verie god hope that God wauld aide and ſuecaur them, ſoʒ 
that which they went about was in a iuſt and right cauſe, 
to (et. Free the great wꝛong and harme done vnto the 
Che daie being paſt and the night tame, they: 
Bh. v. illued 
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illued out of the Fozreff, and entered into the Cifie, and foꝛ 
that there were ſo many knightes as well ſtraungers as 
Comntrio men they could not be perteiuid/ —— 
were full of them. and likewiſe the night being datke; their 
armour could nat be diſcouered, neither was Mere ante ac 


count inade thereof foꝛ that it was a time void of ſafj 
ou, ſo they dꝛew nigh vnto the pallate, at ſuch time as the 
Meꝛinceſſe Oliuia and the Pꝛince Don Silueno ſhould topne 
hads together, vowing matrimonie, the pallate being cleere 
and ligt with the great number of — — that 
were there lighted, that if ſemed to bem and there 
were ſo greate a number of people, that they toulde ſcarce 
mous by one another. All this time went Fidclia verie di⸗ 
itzently vp and downe the pallace, and when the ſawe the 
houre dzawwe nere that their pꝛetence ſhould be put in ers 
ecution,ſthe went out ofthe Pallace, and taking with her 
a bundle of things neteſſarie fo2 the Pꝛinteſſe, ſhe went 
towardes the ſea ſide, ⁊ put her ſelfe in the ſhip,abivrrig the 
tiae to ſe what foꝛtune would doe fo2 her Ladie and mi⸗ 
ſtres, and foꝛ !2ſe woꝛthie and valiant knights, and was 
in ſo great feare that foꝛ anie thing ſhe would not lie put 
in the like againe. All this time was the Pꝛinteſſe Oluia 
fo full of angiuiſh and alter ation, that᷑ ſhe knewe not whe⸗ 
ther ſhe were aliur oꝛ dead, bring in a quadꝛan nigh vn⸗ 
tu tho great hall. artompanied with all ker Ladies e Dams 
lets, rea to be taken lbꝛth io ioyne hands with p Printe, 
we manic times ſoll in a bund, beeiag verie much com⸗ 
koꝛted by the Pꝛincoſtes Rodaſilua Siluetina, pet all that 
euer they could doe did pjofit-verie little, neither eould ſhe 
recouer ante foꝛce noꝛ receiue ànie cõfoꝛt, foꝛ that the houre 
was coine that ſhe ſhould paſſe that great affliction, t in re⸗ 
membꝛante thereof the thought verilie ᷣ her heart woulde 
haue leapt ont of her bodie. At this pꝛeſent time Roſieleer 
the king Sacridoro came vnto the pallace; 4 by a falſe dot 
which Roſicleer knew verie wel, they entered into Þ cham⸗ 
ber whereas the Pzincelſe was, leauing their hozfes with 
a Page of the kings, who put them vnder a poꝛt all - 
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they could not be (@ne of ſhe people, ſo they went vp a'nars 
roy paire of ſtaires til theꝝ came into y great hal, wheras 
ther found the king Qliuerio, with all thoſe migytie Pains 
tes aud 8, na faire Quadꝛan, in cumpanie with the 
Þ Stlumozabiding the comming of the pꝛinceiſe 
Oliuia, o take her to his ſpouſe. Likewiſe on the other ſide 
of the hall in another Quadzan was the Pzinceſſe Oliuia, 
. anied with all her Ladies and Damlels,+ with the 
pzincells, Rodafihua 4 Salueriqa) ho had her inthe midit be⸗ 
twirt them hen they would haue gone wheras y king 
daincelfc Olinia could not ep one fate fo wards, 
hut fei in a ſcuud in the armes of p other Pꝛinceſſes. Thẽ 
when theſe two valiant knights ſaw it was time, they cn⸗ 
teren each tage ther into the uad ꝛan / the king Sacridoro 
_ his {ws:d-dzaweirinhis- hand, e hisſheld on his 
arme, the which put a great feare amongſt all the ladies t? 
daniels. Rolicleer went txraight vnto the pzincelſe Olivia | 
4 {wkic her in his armes, lifting her from p; groũd, 
ail which time ſhe iwas in a ſound, a by reaſon at their ens 
tering im all thoſe ladyes 4 damſells gau great ſhꝛikes 4 
out r ies, there tame pꝛeſently to that place many knights, 
aud being without armaur they dzew their \wo2ds,+ dou- 
bled their cloaks about their armes, went to reſcue t take 
awaje the inceſſe fram Boſicleer who carried her in his 
armes, hut fo2 that the god king Sacridoro was at hand in 
a redineſſe, with foure bla wes which be gaue, he ouerthꝛew 
foure nights dead to the ground, of tzem that firſt appꝛo⸗ 
ched where they wore, the which did put great feare in al 
the telt: that they. dur not come nigh him, ſo that Roficlece 
had rome ta come vnto the narow ſtaires, which deſcended 
dotyne to the falſe doe. Then the King Sacridoro put 
himſelfe in the face of all tho people, and dyd ſo much, 
that Roſicleer came vnto the place whereas his hoꝛſe was, 
and find ing none fo; to diſfurbe him, hee mounted fozths- 
—— hoꝛſe, and folks the ꝛineeſſe in his armes 
befaze him, and he bad the Page to tarr ie ſoꝛ his L, 
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and letting ſpurres vnto his god hozle Rondarte(which he 
had of the gyant Mandroco , and one ot the ſtrongeſt and 
lighteſt that was in all the Wozid)within a chozt kime her 
found himſelle out of the citie, and with ſo great furie that 
it ſcemed a thunder bolt oꝛ whirle winds, he tobe his 
courſe thꝛoughout thoſe fields with ſo great wiſtnelle, that 
the graſſe whereon his ho: ls trode, ſeemed as though it mo⸗ 
ned not. This valyant Roſicleer franailed with fo greate 
top and crutentment fo2 that rich pꝛay which he carryed,/ 
that he could ſcarce beleue he had ſo''great-atewell with 
hun. At which time the Pꝛinteſſe Olivia was in a ſound, 
without anie ſence of knowledge who carryed her awaie, 
and by reaſon of the great care of the people, in the which 
the King Sacridoro remained, troubled ſo much Roſitleer, 
that it was the occaſion he foꝛced his hozle with ſo greate 
ſperde, that in a ſhoꝛt time he came vnto the ſea coalt ;-and* 
ſtraight wapes he entered into the ſhippe , and layde the 
J3zincefſe vpon a bed, and killed her, and lefte her in the 
companie of Fidel her damſell, and he went a ſheare uind 
mounted vpon his hoꝛſe, and with as great ſperd he retur⸗ 
ned backe againe, to ſetke ont his perfect friend the king 
Sacridoro, who'tn all tyis time had done mernailous deeds, 
but by reaſon that the king and all the other Pzinces and 
knig'ts that were in the Quadꝛan, at the great ſhzikes 
t outccies of the Damſells wert rome thether, they had ſo 
campalled him round about, chat he could not moue himſelf 
neither on the one part noz on the o — ; but foꝛ that they 
were all vnarmed, he quitklie made ſacha'launghter as 
mongſt them, that the ref durſt not come nigh him, lo that 
de had time to deſtend the faires, and comming under 
the poꝛch, whereas his Page was with his hozle, although y 
that a great number deſcended the ſtaires after him, vet 
in ſpight of them all he mounted vpon his hozſe , and by 
reaſon that the number was greate, being on hozſebacke 
he ſtew many of them, then the Page mounted vppon his 
hozſe,and-bzoching them furiouſlie with their ſpurros, or 
pure fosce they went out of the Pallace . In the _ 
| wie 
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time the Pꝛince Don Siluerio ſ&ing what had happened, 

was the moſt furious and angrieſt knight in the woꝛld, e 

entered infs his chamber, and armed himſelfe with his rich 

and gliſtering armaur, i the lyke dyd many other P2inces 

and knights, as well thoſe which were bozne in England, 
as of thoſe which he bzought with him out of Luſitania, and 

being armed he came vnto the place whereas he lefte the 

king, and when be ſawe that they were gone, in great halt 

they called fo2 their hozſes, 3 mounting on them they fol- 

loweu their enimies with ſo great furie, that many of the ir 

hoꝛſes burT in their running, and in purſuing of them they 

met with many that tolde them newes of the king Sacri- 

doro, and they fozced ſo much their hoꝛſes in following al⸗ 

ter them, that the Pꝛince Don Siluerio ouertoke the king 

Sacridoro à mile out of the Citie, who when he ſawe him 

come alone. did abide his comming, and when he came vn- 
to him wuan outragious furie hs ſtroke the king ſuch a 

blowe vpon his heims that he made him to decline his head 

dobyne to his bꝛeſt, but the king returned ſuch another vp⸗ 

pon his helme. that he had ouerthꝛowen him to the yround 

if he had not embꝛaced himſelfe about his hozſe necke, but 

the P2ince recciued ſo. great griefe foz the carry ing awaie 
of the Pꝛinceſſe. that he feared not the perill of the battatie, 

but with great furie and courage he beganne to ſtrike at 

the king, charging him with verie furious and fcrribie 
blowes,but all that dyd pzofit him ver ie little, fo; that the 
king was a great deale moze ſtronger then he was, ſo that 
it could not haue fallen out well with him, if the battatle 
had endured long, but at this time there were iopned toge⸗ 
ther with him moꝛe then one hundzeth knights, the which 
did compaſſe the god and valiant king round abcut, and 
charged him with verie great and thicke blowes, but her 
who was verie valpant and couragious, dyd verie lpttle 
eſteeme his lite (ſoꝛ that it was in the quarrell, aud his du⸗ 
tie which he did owe onto his perſed friend Rolicker) ad 
in (ach loꝛt he dyd animate himſelte , that in a ſmali time 
he had laine moze, then twentie knightes, and if there had 
not 
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not bene fo'many of them , he would by the helpe of al- 
mightie God, and his great ffrength , quickly habe cleared 
him ſelfe of them, but by reaſon that there wers ſo many, £ 
moꝛe and moꝛe they encrealed, that he founde him ſelfe in 
great perill, and at the point to be flaine, But at this time 
that valiannt Roſicleer, who ſeemed ts come lyke vnto a 
whirle wynde vpon his great and \ wift hoꝛſe, when that 
came vnto the place where as they made that cruel and 
perilous battaile,and ſeing in what great danger and per⸗ 
ill they had bꝛeught his friend, he ffraight way put himſelf 
amongſt the thickeſt of them,lyke vnto a rauiſhing Lyon, 
ſame he clone their heads a ſunder, and ſome he cut of their 
armes, and other ſome he cut a (under by the walt, and dyd 
ſo behave himſetfe amongſt them, that in a ſmall tyme, he 
had cucrthzowen the halle of them dead to the ground. 
Then when the king Sacridoro , knew the great apde and 
fuccour which he had, with a newe fozce he'targed* his 
enimies that betwirt them both they did ſo much, that ther 
was not a knight in all the feld that durſt abide them, but 
onely the pꝛinte Don Siluerio, who being wounded with 
moꝛtall ſozow & griefe,fo2 the carrying away of the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Oliuia, with moꝛe courage then ſtrength 02 fo2ce , he 
did co:nbat with both of them, charging them with verie 
great and heauy blowes . Then Roſicleer, who ſteing that 
that one knight did diſturbe them of their totirney , with⸗ 
oat knowing him, he froke him fo terrible a blow vppon 
his fine helme, that all amaſed and aſtonied from him ſelfe, 
he fell from his hoꝛſe fo the ground. That being done, theſe 
two god and perfect krends would not make any long ſtays 
ing, but ſet ſpurres vnto their furious hoꝛſes, and ran with 
ſo great lightneſſe, that ther was none that could ouertake 
them, till ſuch time as they came vnto the ſea fide, Now at 
this time, came the king Oliuerio, out of the citte, with moꝛe 
then tenne thouſand knights, as well ſtraungers, as of his 
obne countrie, and followed the purſute of their enimizs, 
And when they came vnto the place where as the battaile 
was fought , they were greatly an to ſee —_ — 
ugh⸗ 
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flanghter and effaſion of blond, and could not belzue that 
anis humane knight chuld haue ſo much fozce and ſtrength 
fo2 to make ſo great ſlaughter as there was done, and hel⸗ 
ping vp the Pzince Don Siluerio from the ground, who lay 
a long vpon the earth as though he had bene dead, with- 
out mouing of hand noz fote, they all together in an am⸗ 
buſhment followed the purſuite of their enimtcs,thoſe two 
knights, but foz all the great haſt which they made in their 
running, at ſuch time as they came vnto the ſea fide, they 
were all entered into their ſhippe,and the Greeke maſter or 
the ſame being all in a readyneſle, bought home his ans 
chers, and hoiſed fo2th his ſailes, and began to nauigate vp- 
on the calme waters ol the Occean ſca,foz that at that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent they found foatune and winde fauourable vnto them, 
there was no glozie in all the wozld that might be compa⸗ 
red vnto this of the perfect louer Roſiclcer, when hs ſaw ſo 
much at his eaſe and will, and in his power, her foꝛ whom 
he had paſſed ſo great ſozrow and griefe . Then when the 
Pꝛinceſſe Qliuia was come agatne vnto her ſelfe, ſhe twke 
him in her armes & kiſſed him verie often, vttering woꝛds 
of perfcc loue, i although as yet the was net cleane voide 
of the alferation in the which ſhe was brought, vet finding 
her ſelfe in the armes of him whom the ſo much loued, ſhee 
reteiued great pleaſure and contentment, x much moze,to 
ſer her ſelfe free from that great foꝛce, which the king her fa- 
ther againſt all reaſon and juſtice would haue conſtrained 
againft her will fo marric with the b: ince Don Siluerio, 
and againe, calling to remembzaunce what great ſozrow 
and griefe which the abſence of Roſicleer dyd cauſe her to 
ſuſtaine, ſhe therewith rece iued ſo great contentment and 
glozie to ſee him in her pzeſence , that ſee thought her 
ſelfe ta bi news riſen from death tq ive, comfozting and 
reioycingher ſcife with the pxelence of him that ſhe lo long 
looked foz.

reuld not haue extended ſo farre. At this tune the knight 
of the:Dunne was eſtermed and honoured of all thoſe migh⸗ 
tie kings, Kopdes, and knightes, who thenght long fo2 the 
dap of the friuniphe, fo2 to ſee by crpertence ſome parte of 
bis great bount ie that was ſo noiſed ab2cade , fo2 that they 
cottide: .beleetie. that he ſtoulde be of ſo greate fore and 
ſtrength but that there were a great number of Yagans in 
that Court that woulb ſhew themſelucg moꝛe valpaunter 
then he. In this time the great is pe and contentment which 
the Pa inceſſe Lindabrides reteiued cannot be expꝛeſſcd, foz 
that the dap app2oched nigh in the which her welbeleued 
knight ſhall be giuen her to hul band, ſo that there were no 
toy noꝛ pleaſure that might be compared vnto hers, foꝛ that 
as then the was voide of all feare, and in greate ſeturitie, ot 
that great doubt which the pꝛeſence of the Pꝛinceſſe Clart- 
diana did put ber in. So the next datc was come, in which 
the great triumphs and fcaſts ſhculd be celebꝛated, foꝛ that 
the next date following they ſhuld be married, in which day 
the Emperour in a freſh and greene garden, which was icy- 
ning vnto the pallace) did inuite all thoſe mightie kinges, 
Pꝛinces, and eſtmed knights. that were there pꝛeſent, io 
to dine with him, the which was done with great ſolempni⸗ 
tie, and great ſtoꝛe of muficke of diuerſe ſoꝛtes. The dinner 
was ended ſomewhat betimes, and all thoſe knights which 
would enter into the lyſtes, went to arme ihenſelues, and 
the Emperour put hunſelfe in his reyall place appointed to 
behcide all that ſhould paſſe, accompanicd with ſich aunci⸗ 
ent kings t knights, that foz their age they could not weare 
armour no2 iuſt. And firaight wayes the fapze Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe Lyndabndes, who was ſo bꝛauelie and richlte appa- 
rapled, as neuer the lyke was ſ&ne , came fozth accompa- 
nyed with moze then two hundzeth of Ladyes and Dams 
ſelles, which were verie fapze and of high eſtate and ipg- 
nage, and were carryed vnto a place of effate, that was 
verie richlie banged, and was 3 them, on the 
1d . ebb ous 
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one ſide of that mightie court. So when that all the wins 
dowes, battilments, and all ather places were furniſhed 
with people , nights began to apeare in the tourt, a great 
number. Then the knight of the Sunne being armed with 
his rich armour, that he had of Mendian, and mounted vp 
pon his light hoꝛſe, he came foꝛth into the plate, all ts be 
trapped with cloth of filuer, wꝛought with beaten golde, > 
ſet full of pꝛecious ſtones, oꝛientalls, which mas'wozth a 
whole kingedome. He likewiſe had a ſtarſfe of blew fink. 
wꝛought with golde, which the Pzinceſſe Lindabrides, dyd 
giue him, and did become him maruatioufly well ,.and foz 
that he came ſoꝛth accompanied with many J2inces and 
knights, and with the ſound of many Inſtruments, it gaue 
him ſo great maieſtie, that it well ſeemed that he was the 
mioſt highelt Paince in all the woꝛld. And ail men receiued 
gr eat contentmtt of his mightie pꝛopoꝛcion, foʒ that he was 
the boſt made knight, and the comlicft bothe on hozfeback 
and on fte, armed and vnarmed, that was to be founde as 
mongſt all Chziſttans and Pagans . And the moſt excelen⸗ 
teſt painters in Grecia, did ſende his picture foz a maruails 
into all the woꝛlde, t was no leſſe wondered at of all them 
that did ſee it. Do when the knight of the Sunne was en⸗ 
tered into the great place, he rode rounde about the ſame, 
t being done he put him ſelfe at his ſtanding, with a migh⸗ 
tie great ſpears in his hande, and pulled down his beauer, 
and ſtraight wayes they began to ſound vnto the Juſte. It 
was not long after, when there came f22th againſt him, a 
Pagan knight, and Prince of Cambray, a young man and 
verie deſirous to get honsur, who was armed with verie 
rich armour , and mounted vpon a great hozſe, who went 
againſt the knight of the Sunne, who likewife came fozth 
to reteiue him, æ made their encounter, with ſo great foꝛte 
and ſtrength. that the Pzince of C. ambray al to be ſhiuered 
des ſpeare, vpon the ffrong armour of y Untght of the Sun, 
Bout doing hun any other harme: but he made his entofiter 
with ſo great fozce,j as though he had ben a child he puſhed: 
him out of tbe ſaddle vnto the ground, t he paſſed tous ds

And foꝛ that they had the 
Pꝛinte in eſtimation of a valiant knight, they were all ve- 
rie much amazed to ſ& him ſo quickly ovarthzowen. Then 
ſtraight wapes after him came fo2th Bracazar , king of the 
Sandalos;with a crowne ef golde vpon his helme, which did 
ſignifie him to be a king, who was very pꝛeude, c a knight 
very much feared amongſt the Pagans, and comming a⸗ 
gainſt the knight of the Sunne, they made their encenntcrs 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when the pꝛyde of Brachazar did moſt in⸗ 
creaſe, he founde him ſelfe ouerthꝛowen vnto the grounde, 
vnto his great repꝛoch, and the knight of the Sunne, with⸗ 
out any mouing, and with great furie ef his hoꝛſe, did paſſe | 
foꝛwardes on without receining any harme , So ſtraight 
waies there came foꝛth an other Hagan, vnto the encouns 
ter called, Gebreo, king of the Teras, one of the p:incipalcf. 
in all the tourt of the Emperour, who thought at the firſt 
encounter, to oucrth2zow the knight of the Sunne, 4 with 14 
great ſurie went againſt him, and ſtroke him, ſuch a blow Fo 
with his ſprar that he made him ſomwhat to decline backs U 
wards vpon his ſaddle. But the knight of the Sunne, made Fl 
his entoũter with ſo great ſtrength, that he overthzew him 
and his hozſe vnto the ground. Then without any kucther 
tarping, ther came fozth other thꝛie ſtrong and valiant Pa- 
gans, whome he ouerthꝛew at their firſt encounters, to the 
grounde, with ſo great wonder vnto the Emperour,# vnto 
all thoſe that dyd beholde him: that they could not bel&eue | 
that in any humaine knight, ſhould remayne fo great foꝛte, | 
d' the like were able fo2 to doe. But much mo2e they were | 
amazed, when that the moſt part of the day he paſſed away 
in that ſoꝛt, and had ouerthꝛowen to the ground, moꝛe then 
one hundꝛeth of Pagan knights, of kings and other migh⸗ 
tie loꝛdes, without any ſhew of werineſſe in him, oꝛ recei⸗ 18 
uing any damage at all, but as one that had done nothing. 1 
Then the Tropan Oriſtides, who was nere vnto the Em⸗ | 
peronr.ſayde : Df truth J cannot belteue, but all the gods { 
in the heauens did jopne to gether at the making and in⸗ | 
gendzing of this knight, & did vle ka in all their powers 
iii. and 
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and ſkrengthes, foꝛ that amming hether and to be Loꝛde 
ouer all theſe thy countries, Ringdomes and ſoueratue Em⸗ 
perour, to be equall with them. Then the Emperour laid, 
A do verelp beleue the ſame foꝛ as þ high gods hath bꝛought 
me hether this knight, foꝛ to marry him with my daughter, 
and to be loꝛde ouer this my high eſtate, euen lo had they 
great care and conſideration, fo2 to make him, being of ſo 
great courage, aboue all them that are in the woꝛlde. And 
I lo glad foꝛ to receiue him to be my ſonne, that there is no 
other ioye, that J doe deſier noꝛ loke foꝛ. Do whileft that 
te emperour, and the Troyan Oriſtedes, was talking here 
of, there entred into the great place, twelue Gpants, all to 
gether, of ſo huge bygnelle, that they ſeemed to be towers, 
and all mounted vppon mightie Elophants, 4 armed with 
- armour made of ſcales and bones, boꝛdercd with fine gold 
and pꝛecious ſtones, with crownes of ſiluer, very curtoufly 
wꝛought, vpon their helmes, and their Glophants were co- 
uered with kinnes, and lyned with very fine white ſilke, 
which did become them very well. And there entred in al⸗ 
ter them, twelue dwarffes, of the Pigmercs , which were 
their pages and all mounted vpon Etophants, who carryed 
their ſpeares and ſhieldes, which were of fo great hugenes, 
that they were all together hid vnder them, that no part of 
them could be perſeued, in Tuch ſoꝛt, that beholding y migh⸗ 
tie hugeneſle of the one, and the (mall ſtature of the other, 
might very well be conſidered the great tontrarietie that is 
in the operation of nature. Then ſo lone as they were en⸗ 
tred in, the Emperour ſtraight waies ſent worde to know 

What ther wore, and it was giuen him to vnderſtand, that 
they were the kings of the Oꝛientall Ytands, which were 
very many, and very aboundant, full of golde and ſiluer k 
pꝛecious ſtones, and whereas all the whole nacion, as well 
women as men, were giants. Athough not farre from them 
was the countrie of Pigmeres:and foy that theſe kings did 
vnderſtand of theſe great feaſtes and triumphes, they were 
agreed all togither to come and le them, ech of them be⸗ 
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(Joined togither, were not able to equal themſelucs vnto 
:his great foꝛte and firength . And to ſaie the trueth, they 
were the greateſt and valianteſt in al the wozld., fo2 that 
abo were ot the natur alt generation of Gyanfafo2 others 
there beabzoade in Countries, that although they fame to 
be as bigge as ther be, pet are they not of the Nation that 
ther beiaf. 4. #4: 4 e JL 

hen thoſe twelue Gyanntes were entered into 

the great and mightie place, all the whole companie wonde⸗ 

red greatl ie, foꝛ they were the greatell that euer they had 

ſene, and being mounted vpon theſe Elephants, they ſernev 

an vnuſuall thing to iuſt with, and no knight woulde iuſt 

with them, koꝛ that twentie knights together were not ſuf- 

ficient once to meue them. Ss ſtraight wates one of them 

put himſelfe right againſt the knight of the Sunne, with a 

ſpeare in his and ot fo huge bigneſle, that it ſcemed to bee 

the matt of a ſhip, who ſhaked it with ſuch vnuſuall foꝛce of 
bis arme, that all men muſed at it. and (ing him fo grrate 

and fearefull, there were few in all the place but were verie 

ſoꝛrie to ſee him put himſeife againſt the knight of the 

Sunne, but eſpeciallie the Emperour Alicandro, and much 

moꝛe the Pꝛinceſſe his daughter, who could not abide to ſer 

her knight put in that great perill, but ſodainlie loſt her cos 

lour and fell in a ſound in the armes of her Ladies and 

damſelis, who had verie much to do, befoꝛe they could bꝛing 

her againe vnto her ſelfe. But this woꝛthie and couragious 

knight, who made no wonder at the hugeneſſe of the Gy- 

aunt, but choling the greateſt and ſtrongeſt ſpeare that was 

amongſt a great number that were there, and ſetting ſpurs 

vnto his ſwift hoꝛſe, and with lo great furie, that it ſeemed 

Ipke a whirle winde, he went to war des that mightie Gy» 

ant, who ſo faſt as the Elephant could runne, came againt 

him, and ioyning together in the middeſt of the courſe, the 

ſpeares point of the Giant did pearce thꝛough the ſhielde of 

the knight ol the Sunne, aud by reaſon that his armour 

was the fineſt and r ſtrongeſt that was in all the world, 
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ſs that the ſpeare appeared at the backe of the knight of the 
Dunne, with his ſherld vpon the point, foz that the buckles 
thereof were bꝛoken, and vpon a ſodaine in that place was 
there a great rumour, and ſhziks amongſt thepcople,thin- 
king that he had bene flaine,but the valyaunt knight who 
had not his equall in all the woꝛlde, determined there fo 
ſhew his high bountie, made his encounter in ſuch ſoꝛt vpõ 
the b2oade bꝛeaſt of that dꝛeadfull Gyaunt, by reaſon that 
the Speare was great and ſtrong, befoꝛe it dyd bzeake her 
ouerthꝛew him and his Elephaunt to the ground, whoſe fal 
made ſo great a noiſe, as though a whole tower had fallen 
dow ne, and he pꝛocæded foꝛwards on his furious courſe as 
though he had receiued no encounter at all, which made all 
thoſe that were pꝛeſent to wander at that mightie blowe. 
Then the valyant Oriſtedes ſayd vato the Emperour : 1 
doe beleeue that if the aunceſto2s of this knight, þ Greekes, 
and mine of the Tropans, which wer together at the ſiege 
of Troy, were now aliue,not one of them ſhould get anie 
honour by this knight, neither coulde they doe ſuch mer⸗ 
umaples in knighthod, foꝛ that if this we haue ſerne, ſhould 
be related vnto vs in Hiſtozies, are giuen vs to vnderſtand 

by others, the moſt part therof we neither would noꝛ could 
beleeue, but rather tudge it to be a thing impoſſible . Df a 
truth (aid the Emperour, pour Tropan aunceſtoꝛs were 

verie god and ſingular knights, but pet 4 doe beleene that 
this knight is better then euer they were, and being in this 
communication, the ſecond Gyant came fo2th to iuſt with 
the knight of the Sunne, who taking another ſheeld, as laſt 
as his hoꝛſe could runne moued agaynſt him, and fo migh⸗ 
tely they made their encounter, that the Sgeare of the gy⸗ 
ant, by reaſon that it was bigge, and chaunced a full blow 
on the knight of the Sunne, that it made him to declyne 
back wardes ſomewhat, and bꝛake not, but glaunced vp⸗ 
wardes without doing anie other harme, ſo that he letteled 
himſelfe, but he made his encounter with the Gyaunt fa 
ſcronglie, that vnhoꝛling him from his Elephant, he _ 
un 
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him to the ground, and the god knight paſſed fozwatves, 
leaning the giant with ſo great anger, that the ſmoke came 
out at his beauer, as from a chimnep wich fire , When 
Kraight wayes caine foꝛth the chird G pant, whom this da⸗ 
fyant knight dyd ouerthꝛowe vnto the ground in the ſame 
oꝛder as he dyd the other, in ſuch lot he perſenered in his 
valpant bountie, that the fift part of the daie lacked to con⸗ 
clude, when that of the twelur Giants, he had oucrthzows 
en a leauen of them to þ ground, without once mouing in 
his ſaddle at the encounter of any of the, putting ſo great 
wonder in all them which beheld him, that ſteing it beſoid 
their eies, they thought it a thing impollible to be belcue d 
And ß fapꝛe Pꝛinceſle Lyndabtides ſeeing her knight elers 
from ſo mightie encounters, was no leſſe ioyfull, as to ſee 
him ſo farre abſent from the pꝛeſence of the faire Peintes 
Claridiana although ſhe was not in full ſecurit ie in ſeeing 
the talk Gpant which remained „ who ſeemed onto her to 
be the belt and moſt wonderfull, and fo it was of truth, foz 
that this was the moft bzaneff and ſtrongeſt of them all, x 
although they were all kings, euere one of thein otter his 
Iland, vet by reaſon of his great bꝛaueneſſe and mightie 
foꝛce, they were al ſubtec vnto this. and theo effented him 
fo; their Loꝛd and pꝛincipall amongſt them, and in ſigne 
and token thereof , this had his crowns of fine golde mers 
uailous richly wꝛought with pꝛecious ſtones and the other 
were all of ſiluer, and he was called Bradaman Campeon, 
which is as much to ſaie in their language, mightie King, 
Captaine, oꝛ Champion, and was Loꝛde oner the Jlande 
Serpentaria, Which is the moſt biggeſt and pꝛincipalleſt a⸗ 
mongſt all the Dzienfall lands. The wiſe Artemidoro 
ſayth, that this was he that dyd compile the mightie deedes 
of the knight of the @unne; in thoſe parfes whereas this 
Bradaman dwelt, was the moft mightieſt and valiaunteſt 
Gyant that euer was ſ&ne,and be who had moſt power os 
ner all the Gpants of the Dꝛientall {landss , fox that by 
reaſon of the great ficrcencſle of that nation, there was nes 
ner ante that had ſo much pojpcr as ts bzitig them inta 
lubienton, 
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T be ſethnd narto, 
fabio rey but inf the tinte of this -Baadaman Campeon, 
they, wera canſtrained to be ſubied vnta him, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that in anelie heaxingghim named, they Ar tremble and 
gungen tu reſnet pthim, (her did hat oniie take him to 
26 ei I gad. but did nile ſrrue aud obey allſuch kings as 
aufg vt any inte anis of theis lands, and woulde 
Rot ſuffer ante. fax toraiane longer then it was his will & 
bits lars. This grrat Gampeon ſaing his rong campani⸗ 
ons ſo duq thꝛowen and loſe the wdg2ighe receiugd.theres 
neither ſoꝛrow noꝛ griele, but was cather vexie gladds 
an iapfull, to ſe the greate valour of that knight, fa that 
as c hoped allo fo guercome him, he might then tho better 
ſhe m foꝛth his great bountie, although it ſæmed vnto him 
to get vexie little honour in ouercomming of him, conlide⸗ 
ring the grgat encounters and ins which he had made be⸗ 
ſoe with io manygvaunts and knyghtes, and appꝛoching 
nizh vato the knight of the Dunne-vpon his mightie Ele⸗ 
phant, which ſeemed to he aà great tower, he ſlayd. 

Sir knight, thou oughteſt to haue thy ſelfe in great eſti⸗ 
mat ioncfoꝛ that thou haſt with ſo greate lightneſſe ouer⸗ 
thꝛowen my companions, Which are the moſt lrongeſt gy⸗ 
ants in all my kingdomes, and foꝛ that thou ſhalt not de⸗ 
teiue thy ſellfe of thy vigoꝛie, the which thou haſt got of 
them, neither thy bountie to make the ſo hardie foz to en⸗ 
ter with me alone into contention, J will giue ther to vn⸗ 
fan» that J am Bradaman Campeon, Loꝛde oner the Oꝛi⸗ 
entall Jlands, he that if all the knights in the wozild were 
iopned together in the fild againſt him, he doeth thinke to 
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him by armes. Likewiſe fo2 that J would not that the re⸗ 
pꝛoch of my compantons, ſhould be lefte vnreuenged , F 
will giue ther this libertie, fo2 to chole fiftieunights ofthe 
beſt that thou canſt finde in all this compante , and that 
you come all together to combat with me, and nat to let 
mee take anie reſt till ſuch time as J do kill and vanquiſh 
vou all. 

The great bꝛauerie of the Gyaunt ſoꝛ all that , 3 
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not put anie feare info this wozthioBniche | ulthonoh he 
ſeemed vnto him, to be one of the molt defb2mebMi/of ſta⸗ 
ture that euer he ſawe in all his life: pet his vatiant rou⸗ 
rage was ſuch; that with the heipe of God he hoped tore 
bate his pꝛide, and with that confidence he an{wered; and! 
ſaide: J doe giue the greate thankes: Bradaman, foz this 
tale which thon haſt tolde vnto me, although (foz to giue 
occaſion to hauc thee in greater eſtimation) it had bens 
better, that an other had ginen me to underſtand of thy 
great fame, and not tolde me v thy ſeife . Foꝛ that there 
can nothing be weli done, when that it is aduanced and 
ſet fozthby the doer thereof, but imuſt nerds imſc a grtat 
part of the bertue, and touching that; whereas thou ſaiſt, 
that J ſhould choſe vnto me fiftie B nights ſoꝛ to heipe me, 
J cine the no thanks foꝛ the fame; fag! that am fullie 
perſwaded; that thou doſt it fd vaine:glozie, and to boat: 
thy ſe lle, moe than foꝛ anie hondurozpofife thou doeſt 
meane towards me: therefo:e take vnto thee thy weapon 
and come foꝛth againſt me, ſoꝛ with the fauour and helpe 
of God, one of icffer ſtature than thou art, (although bis 
better ſeruaiit) Lid quell a Giant as thon art : ſo like wiſe: 
may: I ouertome ſhe: fo2 that thou maiſt the better bac 
the creat myꝛacles of God, and howe mightie they are: 
Brandawan, who verie wel vnder ſtod, what the night: 
of the Sunne had ſaide, making a great laughter, pe ſaide: 
Knight; is befoꝛe I had the in reputation ot valiant, J- 
now actompt tha foꝛ ſimple and ſoliſh, ſe that thou wilt 
attempt things that are beyod nature, t Unpalſible:ſo that 
J de actompt it rather fo follie than to anie manbodr 2 
firength:take into thy cõpany d Knights: which; Ad mill 
ther, other wile it wit be a great repꝛoch to me, whe it chal 
be known in ny countr ie, that a dor take a ſpeare ta iuſt 
with one alone unight. Then the; kaigh ol the Dim ſaid, 
it is moꝛo hoo ti nuertome oneknight, than to be duer⸗ 
come by ona tz und ꝛoth And if in hpcountrie it be agreat 
ſhame foꝛ to twifagainit one aluut knight, fo likewiſe in 
my coumtrie a gredadichancꝛ, when it thaike dan wendgat 
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fo2 fo combat with ther J ſeeke companie and helpe, there⸗ 
foze i wil combat with thee alone if thou wilt, if not, make 
thy returne backe againe from whence thou camſt, and let 
other god knightes come vnto the iudge, who doth thirke 
long fo the lame. Bradaman at theſe woꝛds was very ans 
grit; and lykewiſe fo the knight of the Dunne; becauſe he 
would continue with him alone, and as one amazed he re⸗ 
mained not knowing what to dae, one waie ſeeming to bee 
great neteſſitie in him to combat with him alone, and an 
otger waie great repꝛoch and ſhame, to leaue his compa⸗ 
nions quarrell vnrenenged.. The Emperour and ali thole 
tat wer with him dyd well heare and vnderſtand all that 
paſſed betwirt them, not a little wondering at the fierce- 
neſe of that monſtrous and valtant.Gpant,and did great⸗ 
Ip feare his ſtrength and vnreaſonable ffature,ſeming vn⸗ 
to them vnpoſſible that anie humane knight ſhould ouer⸗ 
came him. Now when Bramadan (awe that his bꝛaueneſſe 
noꝛ impoztunations did little pꝛeuaile him to perſ wade 
the knight of the Sunne not to enter into battaple with 
him alone, with great furie he tourned the raines of his 
mightie Elephant, and bꝛoching him with his ſpurres, hee 
ſapd: Mell, ſeeing that they follie hath ſo diſquieted me, it 
all the Gods in the heauens ſhoulde iopne together with 
their powers foꝛ to ſuccour and aide the, yet ſhall they not 
he ſufficient foz to deliuer the out of my handes, and ino2e 
he ſapd: Dh vile and repꝛochfull Bradaman, at the menſio⸗ 
mug of whole name all the whole earth almoſt doeth 
tremble, and now one alone knight ſo valpant and hardie, 
that he dare put himſelle in the field againſt me: how and 
which ware might J take reuengement of this ſo greate 
outrage. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes with a mightie great 
ſpeare in his hand, which ſermed to be as bigge as a Pine 
tres, and as faſt as his Elephant coulde runne, he went as 
gaynſt the knight of the Sunne, who calling vpon God foz 
his apde and ſuccour , lykewiſe ranne againſt hun, with ſo 
great \ wiftneſſe, that heauen and earth ſeemed to tremble, 
ſo that the lokers on had great feare to beholde him, tarry⸗ 
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ing to les the ſucceſſe ot that rigoꝛous encounter, the which 
was ſuch, and with lo great fozce and ſtrength, that they: 
ſpeares (although they were verie big) were ſha uered all 
to peces;Without anie mating either of them in their ſav- 
vies, ful uch time as they tame to merte together with: 
their bodies and hozles « chen the gad hort Comermo- 
with his tharpe and hard-ho2ne; bzoched the Elephant in 
the middeſt of the bꝛraſt, in ſuch ſozte, that wounding him 
verie ſoꝛe, he ouerthꝛew Him brad to the ground with bis 
maſter Bramadan vnon him, nha gaue ſuch a blowe vppon 
the rarth with his fall that it ſeemed a mightie Towrr to 
hage fallen he maze ſo greata naiſe & ihewiſo the knight 
of the dunne with his hoꝛſe being toꝛmented with the 
mightie encounter of Bradaman and his Elephant, almaſt 
aſt. ned they tame both to the ground, yet with a triſe this 
toutagipus knight roſe vp vpon his fett with his werd 
dꝛa wen is his hand; and bis ſhæld on his arme he went as 
gain; Bradaman who greatiye amazed at that ſtrunge 
encounter, was hpon h is ſtete, with a great bat of pꝛon in 
both his hands, at the end whereof was hanged by ſtrong 
chatnes of p2on foure great pellets of the ſame mettall, the 
which he flong abdut his head, flouriſhing with ſuch tur ie 
to le himſelfe querthꝛobwen at the firſt encounter by ene 
alone knight, that he wiched all the whole place to bee full 
of knights, and agaynſt him; that he might the better ere⸗ 
cate his furie, andconmming nigh vnto the knight of the 
Sunne, with great fury and fozce he let d2ine at him ſo ter⸗ 
uihle a biowe, that the bigge pellets on his bat whir led in 
to airo and made to great n noiſe;that there was tions in 
all the plate, but onely in (ring of him ſo fterte and gutra⸗ 
giaus, but were meruntloul te aft atde But this mightit +: 
valiant knight ſcing fo terrible and meꝛtall a blow com⸗ 


ming vpon him, with grrat aiſtretts wave ſhew as theughy 


he wpuld.abide the furie thertot. but pit at fluch kunt e he 


wonytiddifcharge the fame, by rtüſen that tte grünt Was 


verie high, and the blotde ſtcbke vurr hart, he with'cicht 
—— thwart,he wird gem 
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ed dane tu the grund in ſuch loꝛtz det e 
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Ula turirt.ouvr:yinr: without touthing helm uftb kippt 
alt. And with the great furte of the bat and th pellates;/if 
made the; Gyant to turue noiſe ont wilh Al his Bobie.” 
In ſhe meane time —ͤ —ͤ— Wo 

blen upon his logge; that hn with tus gert rene 
whey with it was ſtrwken and the nene fel dt his (wo ꝛd. 
it tut, his armdur and the fleſh vnto the bone Where 
ifued very much blond, that the earth was Hl to be ſpꝛink⸗ 
led therewith. Wut ohen that Brads man, felte Him ſelle 
wounded, and ſ a his aduerſary beſoꝛe him, with ſo great 
conrage, his math, anger and mobtall touruge was ſich 
that he might be compared vntd one of the infernal furies, 
foꝛ that there came foꝛth at his viſoꝛ ſo much ſmoake and 
ſparkes of fper, as though it had bene full of gunne pouder 
and Bꝛimſtone . And with ſo great bꝛaueneſſe, that he pu 
great fearr in ali them that dyd beholde him, with both his 
handes, he began to thꝛat that grtat and hoauy bat about 
his head, with ſo great foꝛte and ſwiltneſſe, that it ſermed 
to make a roumde cerkle, and the waightie pellets of y2on 
that hong thereat, made a whirling noyle in the aper. And 
fo with this dꝛeadful lemblace, he went againſt the knight 
of the Dunne, being verpe certaine and ure, that if anye 
of thoſe pollets, ſibuld faſten vpen him, that it would bꝛeak 
him aihto percts. Buthe who in the tpke extremities his 
hart neuer fayled him; ſeeing that it did accompliſh him to 
five from his aduerlarp, o2 ells to abyde that daungereus 
blow, from the which it was not poſſible to eſcape the deth, 
if any of thoſe pellats did chaunte to hit him. At ſuch time 
as he came nig him, and that the pellets had paſſod once a⸗ 
bout whirling hard by his vicar,of his helme befoꝛe that hi 
could come about againe, with great lightnefſe, he put him 
ſelfe with in the foꝛce of the biow, x topned with the Giant, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when he came abought with his ſwinging 
blow againe, p pellets miſſed their purpoſe, but w the hand 
end of the club, he ſtroke y knight of the Sun with ſo great 
ſtrength, y be thought verely;that all his armoꝛ 4 bones had 
bene bꝛoken a ſunder in the middeſt: 4 by reaſon = p —

was the occaſion that the b at flew puter the gtants hands! 
and fell a great waie from him an the ground. The which: 
when the god knight ſawʒ being verie glad he clrred him⸗ 
ſelfe from him, and ſaidzJ pꝛomiſe the from this time faz 
warda, thou ſhalt not pꝛoſit thy ſelte anie moꝛe of this thy: 


dꝛeadfull weapon againſt me. Then the gigunt who made 


no reckoning therco,dew out great bꝛoade fauchon the 
which he had hanging at his ſide, and ſayd: knight, dee not 
incourage thy (cif anie moze fo? this that if al the heauens 
and earth were igyned together in thy fauonr, vet ſhould 
they not be lufficiet ſo to deliver thy liſe out of my hands. 
Ind in ſaving theſe woꝛdes, he went vntg the knigdt or the 
unne, foz to ſtrike him a blolus vpon his hend, the which 
was done ſp quickly.that the knight, had no igaſure foꝛ ta 
tlerre himſelfe, but warding it with his ſ weꝛd and ſhields 
in the belt wiſe he could,and.chauncing vnder his ſlvg2> 
ho clouc his ſhield a ſunder in tha middpft. ond the — 
the bla we deſcended, downe vpon his healme with ſo great 
ſtrength, that it made him to ſtoup withhis-knes a hands 


dolune to the ground, and it his healme had not bene won⸗ 


derkull god, at that ſame blowe he had elouen him downe 
vnto the girdle, yet foꝛ all this, that vaipant knight fain⸗ 
ted nothing at all, but with great lightneſle he groſe vp a⸗ 
gaine, and by reaſon that the Gyaunt was of great height, 
he could not pꝛocure to wound him fro the wait vpwards, 
therfo2e he toke his [wozd in both his handes and ſtroke 
him ſuch an ouerthwart blow, vpon the left legge; that her 
cut bo{h-harneigand fleſh to the hard bone, made a grea⸗ 
ter wound then the other befo2e, Whergout there iſtued ves;

and comming of her rubitond eonlour, gaue to vnder tand 
what great ſozrowand griefe her heart reteiued foz to fee 
her welbetoued knight put into lo great per ill and trouble, 
and oceupped her ſolle in no other thing, but praying dato 
her Gods los to giue hem the virtorie, at which time the 
ſplendant Dunne dꝛew high vnto the Otkident regions, T 
the lad darkneſſe of the night began to couer the earth, whe 
the furisus Bradamin and the gwd knight of the Sun had 
endured thꝛe houtes-in tho battaile, without taking anye 
relt;yct at that tins they firoke ſo flerte and fur ions ohens 
gainſt᷑ an other as Hough it dyd but as then beginne, and 
Biadaman laboured with greate tourage ſoꝛ to faſten one
